He  published  by  request  numerous  sermons,  lectures,  addresses  and 
Hjrmns,  also  a  pamphlet  entitled  **A  Week's  Preparation  for  Holy  Com- 
munion.*' 

Died  February  2d,  i888j  at  Salisbury,  N.  C,  where  he  had  retired  to 
spend  the  declining  years  of  a  long  and  useful  life.

FIRST   DAY. 


St.  Luke's  Church,  Salisbury,  N.  C, 

Wednesday;  May  23d,  1888. 

The  Seventy-Second  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  assem- 
bled in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Salisbury,  N.  C,  on  Wednesday, 
May  23d,  1888,  at  10  o'clock  A.  M. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  called  the  Con- 
vention to  order  and  oflfered  prayers. 

The  Secretary  called  the  roll  and  a  quorum  of  both  or- 
ders being  present,  the  Bishop  declared  the  Convention  duly 
organized. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  F.  L.  Bush  and  the 
Rev.  T.  M.  N.  George.  The  Litany  by  the  Rev.  Julian  E. 
Ingle.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Cheshire, 
Jr.,  from  St.  John  20th  chapter  and  21st  verse :  **  Then  said 
Jesus  to  them  again.  Peace  be  unto  you  :  as  my  Father  hath 
sent  me,  even  so  send  I  you." 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  began  the  service  for  the  Com- 
munion. The  Epistle  was  read  by  the  Rev.  D.  H.  Buel, 
D.  D.     The  Gospel  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop. 

The  alms  of  the  people  in  aid  of  the  New  York  Bible 
and  Common  Prayer  Book  Society  were  received  and  pre- 
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sented  by  the  Bishop,  who  then  proceeded  with  the  celebra- 
tion of  the  Holy  Communion,  being  assisted  by  the  Priest 
in  charge,  the  Rev.  F.  J.  Murdoch. 

At  the  close  of  the  benediction,  the  Bishop  called  the 
Convention  to  order. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Cheshire,  Jr.,  the  ballot  was 
dispensed  with  and  the  Rev.  A.  S.  Smith,  D.  D.,  was  unan- 
imously elected  President  of  the  Convention. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Cheshire,  Jr.,  the  ballot  was 
dispensed  with  and  the  Rev.  Gilbert  Higgs  was  unanimously 
elected  Secretary. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  to  meet  at  4  P.  M. 


AFTERNOON   SESSION. 

Wednesday,  May  23d,  1888. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  called  the  Convention  to  order, 
and  the  Secretary  called  the  roll  of  the  Clergy. 

On  motion,  the  calling  of  the  roll  of  Lay-Delegates  was 
dispensed  with,  and  the  delegates  present,  who  had  not  an- 
swered to  their  names  in  the  morning,  were  requested  to  re- 
port to  the  Secretary. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  presented  his  Annual  Re- 
port (see  Appendix  B),  and  requested  that  some  action  be 
taken  by  the  Convention  with  reference  to  the  sum  of  on^ 
thousand  dollars  due  the  Diocese  by  the  Parish  of  St.  Peter's,

National  Bank  of  Raleigh.  Out  of  total  of  assessments  amounting  to  $2,855.45, 
$2,310.01  was  collected,  and  $389.59  of  arrears.  So  that  the  income  for  the 
past  year  was :

REPORT  OF   THE   COMMITTEE   ON    THE    PROMOTION   OF 

CHRISTIAN    KNOWLKDGE. 

The  Committee  for  Promoting  Christian  Knowledge  respectfully  report  that 
during  the  past  year  no  additions  have  been  made  to  the  number  of  our  pupils 
in  the  Church  Chataqua.  This  is  owing  in  part  to  our  being  unable  to  keep  the 
movement  constantly  before  the  Church  people  of  our  Diocese  since  the  Church 
Messenger  has  ceased  to  be  published,  and  in  part  to  the  fact  that  only  about 
four  or  five  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  have  so  far  interested  themselves  in  the 
matter  as  to  procure  pupils  for  us. 

Quite  a  number  of  those  who  enrolled  themselves  as  pupils,  after  ordering 
the  first  book  on  our  li^t,  and  finding  out  that  mastering  it  involved  real  study 
and  patience,  have  practically  abandoned  the  undertaking.  Others  make  so 
.little  progress  that  it  is  hard  to  tell  whether  they  should  be  numbered  as  pupils 


.ai^ 
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or  not.    For  this  reason  it  is  impossible  to  state  how  many  are  now  studying^ 
ander  our  direction. 

Seven,  however,  have  pas-^ed  a  written  examination  on  the  text-book  pre- 
scribed on  the  study  of  the  Bible,  namely,  Nicholl's  Help  to  the  Study  of  the 
Bible.  None  of  these  attained  a  mark  of  less  than  75  on  a  standard  of  100, 
and  one  attained  99^.  These  seven  have  about  as  much  knowledge  of  this 
subject  as  Candidates  for  the  Diaconate  exhibit  on  their  examination.  They 
have  passed  on  to  the  study  of  Church  History,  and  promise  perseverance  un- 
til the  course  is  completed.     Their  names  are  :

It  will  be  seen  from  this  that  although  only  sixteen  congregations  in  the  Dio- 
cese responded  to  the  claims  of  this  most  important  institution,  something  over 
two-thirds  of  the  amount  asked  of  us  was  raised,  and  it  cannot  be  supposed 
that  any  parish  or  congregation  has  been  any  ways  crippled  by  the  small  sum 
given.  This  shows  plainly  that  a  general  response  from  all  the  congregations 
of  the  Diocese,  even  though  each  should  contribute  only  a  small  sum,  would 
amply  meet  the  moderate  demand  made  upon  us. 

It  may  be  mentioned  as  a  further  claim  which  this  work  has  now  upon  our 
confidence  and  support,  that  the  Chair  of  Systematic  Divinity  has  been  filled 
by  the  appointment  of  the  Rev.  Angelo  A.  Benton  as  successor  to  Dr.  Wilmer. 
The  learning  and  character  of  Mr.  Benton  are  so  well  known  in  this  Diocese 
that  his  position  at  Sewanee  cannot  but  draw  closer  the  cords  which  bind  the 
University  and  this  Diocese  together. 

The  Academical  Department  offers  the  best  advantages  of  intellectual  and 
religious  training  for  our  young  men,  and  deserves  a  much  larger  patronage 
than  it  has  yet  received  from  this  Diocese.

The  Standing  Committee  elected  by  the  last  Convention  met  for  organization 
on  the  31st  of  May,  1S87,  when  Rev.  M.  M.  Marshall.  D.  D.,  was  elected 
President  and  Col.  Wm.  E.  Anderson,  Secretary.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  FELLOWS  OF  RAVENSCROFT. 

The  Board  of  Fellows  of  Kavenscroft  respectfully  report  to  the  Convention, 
that  immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the  last  Convention  they  proceeded 
to  carry  out  its  resolution  conceminj;  the  Kavenscroft    High  School  for  Boys, 
and  appointed  a  Committee  to  fit  the  buildings  at  Kavenscroft  for  tbe  use  of 
the  High  School,  and  authorized  that  Committee,  as  the  Convention  had  di- 
rected, to  borrow  82.000  for  the  purpose.  This  Committ  e  promptly  discharged 
the  duty  assigned  to  them  ;  borrowed  $2,000  and  fitted  the  Main  Building  and 
the  Schoolhouse  for  the  use  of  the  School,  and  supplied  them  with  the  requisite 
furniture.     They  borrowed  the  money  from  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  taking 
it  from  the  funds  bequeathed  by  Bish.»p  Atkinson  for  the  support  of  the  Tram- 
iag  School  for  the  Ministry,  under  the  conditions  plainly  expressed,  boih  by  the 
Trastees  of  the  Diocese  and  by  the  Committee  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Fel- 
lows, that  the  money  is  to  be  returned  as  soon  as  possible,  and  meanwhile  the 
interest  at  8  per  cent   is  to  be  punctually  paid  when  it  falls  due. 

Of  this  loan  of  $2,000,  $1,307  99  was  spent  in  fitting  up  and  furnishing  the 
Buildings  for  the  >chool,  and  the  remaining  sum  of  $692  01  was  given  to  the 
Fund  for  defraying  the  current  expenses  for  the  year. 

At  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board,  held  at  Kavenscroft  on  the  3d  of  .August, 

Dr.  Buxton,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  to  engage  a    Head-Master  for  the 

High  School,  reported  that  ihcy  had.  after  long  continued  and  faithful  enquiries 

and  efforts,  engaged  for  this  position  Mr.  Henry  A.  Prince,  who  was  most  highly 

recommended  by  the  President  and  Professors  of  Hobart  College,  where  he  had 

been  graduated  with  the  highest  honors,   by   Bishop  Williams,  our   Presiding 

Bishop,  and  by  the  Heads  of  two  of  the  very  best  Schools  in  the  land  in  which 

he  had  been  a  teacher,  and  in  one  of  them  had  for  a  long  time  been  the  acting 

Head  of  the  School.     Mr.   Prince  had  also  visited  Kavenscroft  and    Kaleigh 

and  had  had  mutually  satisfactory  interviews  with  the  Bishop  and  Dr.  Buxton. 

The  Board  confirmed  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Prince  as  Head-Master  with  the 

salary  of  $t.ooo.  and  through  a  Committee  appointed  for  the  purpose  they  ar- 

finged  with  him  to  guarantee  this  salaiy  for  the  year,  and  make  it  the  first  claim 
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upon  the  income  of  the  school  ;  and  that  Mr.  Prince  should  defray  the  expenses 
of  the  school  out  of  its  income  and  pay  over  the  remainder  to  the  Board 
The  terms  of  the  School  were  fixed  as  follows  : 

For  Boarding  Scholars,   including  tuition  in  all  the  branches  taught. 

Board.  Washing.  Fuel  and  Lights,  per  annum $300  00 

Day  Scholars  in  Latin,  Greek  and  all  English  Branches 90  uo 

Day  Scholars  in  English  only 75  00 

The  Board  has,  at  its  meeting  held  here,  changed  the  last  items  to  a  uniform 
rate  of  $So  00  for  all  Day  Scholars. 

Abatement  is  made  in  these  terms  when  two  or  more  scholars  are  from  one 
family.  The  Board  of  Fellows  earnestly  desire  and  purpose  so  soon  as  the  in- 
crease of  the  number  of  scholars,  and  consequently  of  the  income  permits,  to 
make  an  abatement  of  the  terms  for  the  sons  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese. 

'I  here  was  unavoidable  delay  in  securing  a  suitable  Head-Master,  and  con- 
sequently in  announcing  the  opening  and  the  terms,  and  in  making  all  the  requi- 
site preparation  ;  so  that  the  School  did  not  open  until  the  first  Weilnesday  of 
October,  since  which  time  it  has  been  going  on  most  happily  and  doing  the  very 
best  work.  It  has  an  excellent  Second  Master  in  Mr.  1  lay  wood  Parker,  a 
graduate  of  high  standing  from  our  State  University,  and  we  have  in  Miss  Ke- 
die  a  Matron  who  is  most  admirable  and  efficient  in  all  respects,  one  striking 
indication  ol  which  is  the  remaikably  economical  maU'igement  of  the  School 
during  this  its  fir>t  >ear.  Owing  to  the  circumstances  above  mentioned,  and 
probably  much  al>o  to  the  natural  hesi'ation  of  our  people  in  entrusting  their 
childien  to  unknown  and  untried  hands,  the  School  has  had  a  small  number  of 
scholars  this  year  Theie  have  l)een  six  Boarders  and  nine  Day  Scholars. 
The^e  have  been  in  four  furras,  the  course  being  diiected  to  prepare  bo3rs  for 
our  Uni%ersities  or  lor  the  various  pursuits  of  busines'*. 

The  receipts  of  the  School  for  the  year  amount  to  $1,849.49.  and  the  txpen- 
^es  10  the  sum  of  $2,900  00 

The  average  of  all  table  expenses  for  each  member  of  the  household  has  been 
$7  71  per  month  The  average  to  tach  ore  of  the  enti»e  household  of  all  ex- 
pense", including  not  only  the  table  but  also  fuel,  lights,  washii»g  and  servants* 
hire,  has  been  $17  61  per  month.  I  heac  particulars  are  given  to  show  what 
seems  to  your  Board  clearly  apparent,  that  the  utmost  economy  has  been  used 
in  the  household  management  of  the  School.  The  tUficit  above  mentioned  in 
the  leceipts  of  the  School  of  about  $1,000  is  reduced  by  the  sum  paid  toward 
current  expen«^es  out  of  the  loan  of  $2,000  to  about  $400,  and  this  deficit  has 
already  been  provided  for  by  friends  of  the  .School.  Had  there  been  only  five 
more  scholars  sent  to  the  School  from  our  whole  Diocese  there  would  have  been 
no  deficit,  and  had  there  been  the  moderate  number  of  twenty  Boarding  Schol- 
ars, with  such  good  management  as  is  going  on  there,  there  would  have  been  a 
goodly  surplus  income  to  go  toward  liquidating  the  debt  we  incurred  by  order 
of  the  Convention. 


^■ii 
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The  Board  of  Fellows,  after  thorough  investigation  and  reports  of  the  char- 
acter and  conduct  of  the  School,  and,  on  the  part  of  some  members  of  the 
Hoard,  a  daily  and  intimate  acquaintance  with  it,  are  well  assured  that  its  open- 
ing year  has  not  been  a  failure  but  a  success.  We  have  there  a  thoroughly 
good  School  of  high  order,  which  is  giving  its  scholars  a  solid  education  in 
which  there  is  nothing  fanciful  or  merely  ornamental,  but  all  that  is  needed  to 
fit  them  well  for  our  best  Colleges,  or  for  honorable  business  pursuits,  and  to 
make  them  manly,  intelligent  and  christian  young  men,  and  for  such  a  School 
ihe  prices  are  not  high,  and  compared  with  the  most  popular  schools  of  our 
State  they  are  moderate.  The  salaries  are  all  low  and  the  domestic  manage- 
ment is  most  economical.  We  have  in  our  Head-Master,  Second  Master  and 
Matron  all  that  we  coold  desire  in  those  important  offices.  The  School  in  its 
moral  and  christian  tone,  in  its  careful  and  thorough  training  in  all  respects,  in 
the  uniform  bearing  and  manners  of  its  boys,  and  in  the  entire  approval  that  it 
has  won  fnmi  their  parents  and  guardians,  U  most  satisfactory  and  admirable. 
All  that  it  now  needs  for  its  best  development  and  advancement  is  that  the 
Clergy  and  the  christian  parents  of  our  Diocese  unitedly  and  warmly  rally  to 
its  support. 

1  he  Boa»d  of  Fellows  is  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  Training  School  for 
the  Minisktry  has  suffered  no  suspension  by  reason  of  the  important  changes  re- 
quired at  Rjiven>croft. 

The  Principal  about  the  middle  of  September,  immediately  upon  the  arrival 
of  the  Head- Master  of  the  High  School,  gave  the  buildings  into  his  possession 
and  care.  The  Training  School,  however,  re-opened  at  the  appointed  time, 
the  first  of  October.  Both  the  Principal  and  the  studc^nts  have  necessarily  been 
boarding  in  the  town,  but  the  Work  of  the  school  has  been  going  on  steadily  as 
well  as  was  possible  under  the  inconveniences  of  this  >ituation.  Four  Postu- 
lants and  Candidates  have  been  under  the  instruction  of  the  Principal  this  year, 
two  of  I  hem  being  Deacons  studying  for  the  Priesthood,  one  of  whom  is  soon 
to  be  ordained,  and  the  other  two  preparing  for  the  Literary  and  the  first  The- 
ological Examination  The  Principal  has  had  to  devote  much  time  this  year  to 
the  work  of  building  the  new  Hall  for  the  Training  School,  the  responsible 
charge  of  which  had  been  committed  to  him. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  in  August  the  Bishop  made  the  delightful  an- 
nouncement that  hisiriend  Mr.  John  H.  Shoenberger,  of  New  York,  h.id  prom- 
ised him  to  give  the  funds  needed  to  erect  a  suitable  and  excellent  Hall  for  the 
Training  School  for  the  Ministr)'.  For  this  munificent  gift  the  Board  at  once 
sent  to  Mr.  Shoenberger  its  most  grateful  acknowledgment,  and  they  have  at 
their  meeting  here  again  directed  their  warmest  thanks  to  be  expressed  to  our 
generous  friend  for  the  additional  gift  of  $3,000  (making  in  all  $11,000)  that 
the  work  may  be  carried  on  and  completed  in  the  mobt  substantial  and  excel- 
lent manner.  Ihe  Hall  is  now  nearly  finished  and  ready  for  occupancy.  It  is 
a  plain  building  but  yet  very  comely  in  its  appearance  ;  substantial,  well  built. 
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and  adapted  to  its  uses,  and  worthy  to  bear  the  honored  name  of  its  founder, 
which  is  now  plainly  seen  in  its  front,  carved  on  solid  marble :  Shoenberger 
Hall.

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  beg  leave  to  report  in  regard  to 
the  report  of  the  Diocesan  Commissioners  for  the  American  Church  Building 
Fund,  that  they  feel  thai  it  is  generally  better  for  congregations  to  build  by  their 
own  means  and  within  their  own  means,  but  that  there  are  many  cases  in  which 
help  must  be  asked  and  given  ;  that  it  is  most  wise  and  safe  and  economical 
that  htlp  for  Church  Building  shou'd  be  given  through  ihe  agency  of  a  compe- 
tent Committee  like  the  American  Church  Huilding  Fund  Commissipn.  and 
therefore  they  recommend  ihe  adoption  of  the  resolution  referred  to  them.

CHURCH. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  which  was  referred  the  report 
of  the  Clerical  Trustee  and  Agent  for  the  Theological  Department  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  South  at  Sewanee,  respectfully  report  a  slight  increase  in  i-ontri* 
butions  over  those  of  last  year,  and  a  wider  interest  among  the  various  Parishes, 
though  only  sixteen  out  of  a  total  of  sixty  Parishes  and  Missions  observed  the 
resolution  adopted  by  the  Convention  of  1887,  requesting  contributions  for  this 
object  upon  the  3d  Sunday  in  Advent  of  each  year. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  would  recommend  that  this  reso- 
lution be  brought  again  to  the  notice  of  the  Convention,  with  the  hope  that  its 
provisions  will  be  more  generally  observed  in  the  future.  They  would  also 
commend  this  matter  to  the  careful  attention  of  the  Church  people  of  the  Dio'' 
ccsc.

The  Rev.  Wm.  M.Clark  offered  the  following  resolutions, 
which,  on  his  motion,  were  referred  to  the  Convention  when 
sitting  as  a  whole  in  consideration  of  the  Report  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Missionary  Committee  : 

Resolved^  That  the  Clergy  of  this  Diocese  are  urgently  requested  to  lay  be- 
fore their  congregations  as  fully  and  clearly  as  possible  the  claims  of  Diocesan 
Missions,  and  their  duty  to  contribute  liberally  to  the  same. 
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Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Missionary  Committee  be  instructed  to  appoint 
ftn  Agent  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  every  congregation  in  the  Diocese,  and 
furnish  information,  and  to  urge  the  vital  importance  of  giving  immediate  at- 
tention to  this  matter,  on  which  the  future  prosperity  of  the  Diocese  depends. 

The  Rev.  E.  A.  Osborne  presented  and  read  the  report 
of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and 
Industrial  Institute,  and  moved  that  the  same  be  referred 
to  a  committee  of  three,  to  report  during  the  session  : 

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE  THOMPSON 
ORPHANAGE  AND  TRAINING  INSTITUTE. 

Charlotte,  N.  C,  May  1st,  i88S. 

The  undersigned  begs  leax'e  to  submit  the  following  report  of  his  proceedings 
as  Superintendent  of  the  Thompson  Orphaoage  : 

Since  my  connection  with  the  work  I  have  received  from  all  sources  the  sum 
of  $4,2x2.92,  of  which  the  sum  of  $2,969.50  has  been  raised  for  the  support  of 
the  institution,  and  $1,243.42  for  the  building  fund.  The  total  expenditures 
have  been  $2,730  01.  leaving  a  balance  of  $239  49  for  current  expenses,  at  the 
beginning  of  another  year. 

I  herewith  submit  an  account  of  the  sums  received,  marked  Schedule  "  A," 
find  those  expended,  marked  "  B."  Of  the  sums  paid  out,  about  four  hundred 
dollars  was  for  repairs  and  building,  and  about  five  hundred  dollars  for  furni- 
ture and  such  supplies  as  will  last  for  some  years. 

We  now  have  thirty  children  in  the  institution,  and  the  building  is  full.  I 
estimate  the  expense  of  supporting  the  Orphanage  with  this  number,  as  follows  :

We  are  greatly  in  need  of  an  endowment  large  enough  at  least  to  cover  the 
salary  of  the  Superintendent  and  other  employes  of  the  institution.  It  is  very 
embarrassing  to  be  compelled  to  solicit  funds  for  one's  own  support.  If  such 
an  endowment  was  secured,  there  would  be  but  little  difficulty  in  procuring  the 
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funds  necessaiy  to  support  the  children,  as  our  people  and  the  public  generally 
will  cheerfully  contribute  for  thnt  purpose. 

1  have  based  my  estimate  of  the  cost  of  providing  for  the  children  upon  the 
supposition  that  they  will  be  supplied  with  clothing  by  the  women  of  the  Dio- 
cese. This  can  be  done  with  little  trouble  if  each  parish  and  mission  will  send 
us  a  box  of  clothing  once  or  twice  a  year,  as  many  have  done  heretofore.  There 
is  a  debt  of  about  $1,600  on  the  property  ;  $1,000.  with  interest  for  two  or 
three  years,  is  owing  to  the  Diocese,  and  a  lien  encumbers  the  property  so  that 
the  deeds  for  part  thereof  cannot  be  completed.  The  balance  is  now  due  by 
the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  to  the  Orphanage,  the  amount  having  been  ad' 
vanced  by  the  Superintendent  out  of  the  building  fund  to  pay  off  a  debt  upon 
the  property,  he  taking  an  obligation  in  the  nature  of  a  lien  on  the  land  for  the 
same.  These  debts  should  by  all  means  be  paid  off,  as  they  seriously  cripple 
the  growth  and  usefulness  of  the  institution. 

The  progress  of  the  work  of  the  Orphanage  has  so  far  been  satisfactory  in 
all  respects.  The  children  have  been  uniformly  healthy,  and  have  greatly  im- 
proved in  mind  and  character.  '1  he  average  intelligence  is  good,  and  a  more 
promising  set  of  boys  and  girls  can  hardly  be  found  anywhere  in  the  country. 
Their  moral  and  religious  training  is  closely  attended  to,  and  they  already 
begin  to  show  the  result  in  their  appearance  and  deportment. 

It  has  been  a  source  of  much  labor  and  care  to  the  Superintendent  to  pro- 
vide the  means  of  support  for  this  institution.  But  the  task  has  been  a  grate- 
ful one  on  account  of  the  cheerful  assistance  he  has  received  evervwhere  from 
the  people  of  the  State.  The  bulk  of  what  has  been  given  has  been  contribu- 
ted in  small  amounts,  though  some  few  persons  of  means  have  contributed 
larger  sums. 

My  plan  has  been  to  try  to  secure  regular  contributions,  by  inducing  persons 
to  agree  to  give  something,  however  small,  either  annually,  or  by  the  month, 
for  the  support  of  the  Orphanage.  A  few  dozen  subscriptions  in  each  congre- 
gation, ranging  from  twenty-five  cents  to  one  dollar  per  month  will,  with  the 
offerings  on  Thanksgiving  Day,  go  very  far  towards  its  support.  Another  ex- 
cellent plan  is  to  have  a  guild  in  each  congregation  whose  members  will  agree 
to  do  something  for  the  institution  each  month.  One  such  guild  has  been 
organized  which  contributed  nearly  three  hundred  dollars  last  year  ;  and  an- 
other, composed  of  young  people  and  children,  contributed  more  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars.  Individual  members  of  many  other  congregations  have  contributed 
sums  amounting  in  the  aggregate  respectively  to  sums  ranging  from  fifteen  to 
three  hundred  and  fifty  dollai-s.  Other  individuals  have  made  valuable  con- 
tributions in  the  way  of  provisions,  fuel,  lumber  and  other  supplies,  while 
several  congregations  and  communities  have  raised  very  considerable  sums  by 
concerts  and  other  entertainments. 

The  women  of  the  Diocese,  as  might  have  been  expected,  have  done  a  noble 
part  by  this  institution.  In  addition  to  their  liberal  contributions  in  money, 
they  have  been  untiring  in  their  labors,  collecting  subscriptions  and  procuring 
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supplies  in  the  way  of  clothing,  bedding,  etc.  Many  branches  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  have  contributed  in  this  way,  and  I  have  received  quite  a  number  of 
valuable  contributions  from  beyond  the  State.  I  estimate  that  the  supplies  in 
kind  that  have  come  from  all  these  sources,  in  addition  to  the  money,  will 
Amount  to  at  least  one  thousand  dollars  in  value. 

I  should  be  glad  to  publish  with  this  report  an  itemized  statement  of  all  the 
contributions,  with  the  names  of  the  parties  contributing,  but  the  list  would  be 
so  long  as  to  entail  considerable  expense.  Kut  I  will  use  this  occasion  to  thank 
all  who  have  assisted  in  this  noble  work,  and  to  beg  that  they  will  continue  to 
aid  us.  assuring  them  that  so  long  as  I  am  connected  with  it.  I  will  do  my  best 
-to  make  a  wise  and  judicious  use  of  the  means  they  entrust  to  my  care,  so  as 
to  advance  the  welfare  of  man  and  the  glory  of  God  our  Saviour.

The  Executive  Missionary  Committee  respectfully  report  that  at  their  first 
meeting  in  Raleigh,  May  i6th,  1887,  the  list  of  apportionments  was  carefully 
considered  and  revised.  Only  so  much  was  asked  as  was  considered  necessary 
to  maintain  the  missionaries  already  in  the  field,  to  continue  the  allowance  at 
the  rate  of  $200  per  annum  to  the  Convocation  of  Charlotte,  and  an  appropria- 
tion at  the  rate  of  $500  per  annum  to  the  Parish  of  the  Chapel  of  the  Cross  at 
Chapel  Hill.  This  latter  amount  to  be  paid  out  of  the  nterest  of  the  Mary 
Ruffin  Smith  Legacy,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Conven- 
tion. 

Fifteen  regular  Missionaries  and  Kectois  of  weak  Parishes  have  received 
stipends.

New  mission  work  is  urgent,  but  your  committee  have  not  been  encouraged 
to  extend  the  present  field  ;  on  the  contrarj',  they  have  been  compelled  to 
reduce  the  income  of  some  of  the  Missionaries. 

The  Committee  again  commend  to  your  consideration  the  adoption  of  the 
systematic  offering  plan,  which  is  now  being  introduced  by  the  managers  of  the 
Board  of  Missions.

Class 
for  Confirmation  at  St.  Paul's.     Good  attendance  at  services. 

Rev.  C.  T.  Bland. — Has  held  cottage  services  in  the  neighborhood  of  Ma- 
rion, and  baptized  4  infants.     Has  now  two  stations  for  services  in  the  country, 
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and  baptized  3  infants.  Reports  60  semces.  Baptisms  1 1.  Holy  Communion 
15.     Work  encouraging  at  Marion,  not  at  Old  Fort. 

Rev.  F.  L.  Bush. — For  quarter  ending  June  15,  1887,  continued  to  make  a 
monthly  visit  to  Burlington  (St.  Athanasius').  Has  held  services  at  the  Parish 
Church  in  Pittsboro  on  the  2d  Sunday  in  eich  month  vihen  the  Rector  is  at 
Gulf  and  at  Sandford.  Monthly  visits  have  been  paid  to  Richmond  County, 
and  services  held  at  Laurel  Hill  and  at  Rockingham.  Two  adults  and  6  in- 
fants baptized.  Third  Sunday  in  each  month  at  St.  James*  Mission,  colored, 
in  Pittsboro,  as  well  as  the  4th  Sunday.  Has  held  service  at  the  Poor  House. 
Chatham  County,  and  at  a  private  house  for  colored  people.  His  reports  are 
in  detail  and  very  complete. 

Rev.  J.  A.  Deal. — Has  held  service  at  St.  John's,  Franklin,  among  the 
colored  people,  at  Highlands,  Cashier's  Valley  and  Norton's.  Jackson  County  : 
Hamburg.  Fairfield  and  Yellow  Mountain.  The  congregation  at  St.  John's 
have  enclosed  the  building  with  a  neat  fence.  St.  Agnes,  of  Fra'iklin,  was 
consecrated  in  May,  18S8.  Chapel  for  colored  people  completed  and  paid  for. 
Colored  .School  roll  61;  daily  attendance  52.  Sunday  School  65.  Sunday 
School  and  congregation  at  St.  John's  larger  than  ever  before.  Baptisms  4. 
Travelled  194  miles  in  one  quarter.     Has  cla-s  of  8  or  10  for  Confirmation. 

Rev.  Milnor  Jones. — Has  held  regular  services  at  TryonCity,  Blue  Ridge, 
Mills  X  Reads,  Seagles',  Columbus,  and  other  places.  Green  River  Cove,  bap- 
tized 41  infants  and  6  adults.  Has  written  a  strong  tract  entitled  '*  Sugges- 
tions to  Baptist  Christians." 

Rev.  J.  H.  Postell. — Has  held  services  at  St.  Andrew's  Chapel,  Sand  Hill 
Academy,  Henderson ville.     Reports  work  as  hopeful  and  encouraging. 

Rev.  W.  F.  Rice. — Has  held  regular  services  at  Haw  Creek  and  Beaver 
Dam  Chapels.  Brevard,  &c. ;  at  Colored  Chapel  in  Asheville.  Work  at  Beaver 
Dam  encouraging.  Two  services  at  St.  Paul's,  Henderson  County  ;  two  at  Hot 
Springs.  Has  a  flourishing  Sunday  School  at  Haw  Creek,  60  pupils  and  5 
teachers;  at  Beaver  Dam  35  scholars  and  3  teachers.  Reports  baptisms  :  in- 
fants 7,  adults  5.     Has  been  compelled  to  mortgage  his  horse. 

Rev.  W.  Walker. — Has  held  regular  service  at  St.  Mark's,  Deep  River,  San- 
ford,  Gulf  and  Haywood,  at  the  latter  place  among  the  colored  people,  and 
at  Siler,  Swan  Station,  Yadkin  Valley,  Caldwell  County.  Has  6  Candidates  for 
Confirmation  at  Swan  Mission.  Visited  Carthage — at  this  point  he  reports  that  a 
number  of  people  reside,  who  might  be  drawn  to  the  Church  could  services  be 
held.  Visited  Jonesboro,  Moore  County,  another  point  that  should  be  occupied 
by  the  Church;  two  Communicants  there.  His  report  is  full  and  shows  many 
visitations.  Thirty-five  services  outside  of  his  Parish,  and  13  Holy  Commu- 
nions and  4  baptisms. 

Rev.  W.  L.  Reanev. — During  first  quarter  held  twenty-three  services, 
preached  twenty-one  times  and  pai^l  on  an  average  three  visits  per  day.  Second 
quarter,  held  regular  services;  had  a  Confirmation  Class  of   six  awaiting  the

Bishop's  visitation.  He  is  building  a  school  house,  gothic  in  structure,  which 
will  give  permanency  to  his  efforts  last  year  to  establish  a  parish  school.  Held 
services  once  a  month  at  High  Point.  Third  quarter,  held  regular  sei  vices  and 
presented  nine  adults  for  Confirmation  at  the  Bishop's  visit.  Fourth  quarter, 
held  extra  services  during  Lent.  Reports  good  attendance  at  D.  W.  at  High 
Point.  They  have  now  a  resident  Deacon.  Holds  services  now  on  alternate 
months  at  High  Point. 

Rev.  a.  S.  Smith,  D.  D. — Has  held  services  regularly  every  fourth  Sun- 
day morning  and  evening  in  Leach's  Hall,  Littleton.  He  uses  the  People's 
Service  and  finds  it  very  useful.  A  half  acre  lot  has  been  given  by  Mr.  Leach

side help  a  Church  can  be  built  here.

Bap- 
tised 4  adults,  3  infants.  Has  officiated  at  Jackson.  Rocky  Mount  and  Bat- 
tleboro.  Administered  Holy  Communion  at  Rocky  Mount  ;  also  at  Scotland 
Neck  twice.  Edenton  five  times;  administered  Holy  Communion  at  that  point. 
Held  two  services  at  Rock  Church,  a  Mission  Station  about  14  miles  from 
Edenton. 

The  Rev.  W,  R,  Wetmore. — First  quarter  :  Reports  infant  baptisms  5, 
Burials  2.  Marriage  i.  Holy  Communion  administered,  public  12;  private  i. 
Services  80.  Sermons  and  addresses  54.  Miles  travelled  227,  in  attending  the 
80  services.  Second  quarter  :  Baptisms  10.  Burials  3,  and  i  in  Shelby.  Ser- 
mons 34.  Held  a  series  of  services  at  St.  Paul's,  St.  Johij's  and  St.  Stephen's.

REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE   ON  THE  REPORT  OF 

THE  TRUSTEES  OF   THE  DIOCESE. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Dio- 
cese, and  also  the  recommendation  of  the  Treasurer  with  regard  to  the  bond  of 
$1,000,  due  the  Permanent  Episcopal  Fund,  signed  by  the  Vestry  of  St.  Peter's 
Church,  Charlotte,  the  payment  of  which  was  assumed  by  the  Convention  in 
1886.  respectfully  report,  that  they  have  examined  as  carefully  au  opportunity 
has  allowed  the  report  of  said  Trustees,  and  the  same  appears  to   be  full  and 
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satisfactory,  except  that  no  accoant  is  given  therein  of  the  management  and 
disbctrsement  of  the  funds  in  their  hands.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Committee, 
the  provisions  of  the  Canons,  and  the  nature  of  the  case,  alike  require  that 
there  should  be  an  annual  return  to  this  Convention  of  the  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements of  all  funds  belonging  to  the  Diocese  and  vested  in  the  Diocesan 
Trustees.  Such  returns,  covering  the  several  funds  which  pass  through  the 
"hands  of  the  Treasurer,  are  accessible  in  the  Treasurer's  annual  report  to 
this  body.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  that  funds  raised  and  invested 
41S  an  endowment  for  any  purpose  should  not  be  loaned  to  Churches, 
Parishes  or  other  Diocesan  institutions,  but  that  they  should  be  so  invested  that 
they  may  be  realized  in  the  ordinary  course  of  collection*.  They  are,  therefore, 
of  opinion  that  the  Trustees  should  raise,  by  mortgage  upon  the  school  property 
at  Asheville,  or  otherwise,  the  $2,000  reported  by  them  as  borrowed  from  the 
endowment  fund,  and  that  the  same  be  repaid  to  said  fund. 

In  regard  to  the  bond  of  $1,000  and  the  debt  of  $500,  which  this  Convention 
assumed  as  a  condition  of  the  gift  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  property,  your 
Committee  can  see  only  one  thing  which  can  be  done.  The  Convention  has 
assumed  these  two  debts,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $1,532,  and  interest  thereon. 
It  seems  to  be  the  general  opinion  of  this  Convention  that  this  debt  should  be 
paid.  The  Convention  has  no  property  out  of  which  the  money  can  be  paid, 
except  the  fund  received  under  the  will  of  Miss  Mary  R.  Smith.  It  is,  there- 
fore, the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  that  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  should 
be  directed  to  pay  the  said  debt  as  soon  as  they  can  realize  a  sufficient  sum 
from  the  Smith  fund,  provided  that  the  allowance  made  from  this  fund  towards 
the  support  of  a  minister  at  Chapel  Hill  be  not  impaired. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  that  it  is  undesirable  that  such  small 
matters  as  the  ownership  of  burial  lots  in  local  cemeteries  .in  different  parts  of 
the  State  should  be  added  to  the  business  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  and 
they  recommend  that  Parishes  and  Missions  arrange  that  such  property  should 
be  vested  in  the  Vestry  or  other  local  Trustees.  .  Your  Committee  do  not  desire 
to  recommend  formal  action  upon  all  the  matters  above  referred  to,  but  desire 
merely  to  call  them  to  the  attention  of  the  Convention.  But  they  offer  the 
following  re.solutions  : 

Resolved  ist.  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Convention  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese  should  report  to  each  annual  Convention  the  state  of  all  the  funds 
vested  in  them,  and  a  summary  of  their  receipts  and  disbursements,  that  the 
same  may  be  recorded  for  future  reference. 

Resolved  2d,  That  the  Trustees  of-  the  Diocese  be  instructed  to  pay  the  in- 

cumbrances  on  the  Thompson  Orphanage  property,  which  were  assumed  by  the 

Convention  in  1886,  out  of  the  first  funds  of  the  principal  which  shall  come  to 

their  hands  under  the  will  of  Miss  Mary  R.  Smith.

Col.  W.  H.  S.  Burgwyn  was  called  to  the  Chair,  and  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Smith,  the  President,  took  his  seat  among  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Convention. 

Later,  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  rose  to  report  prog- 
ress, the  President  in  the  Chair.

On  motion  of  Mr.  John  Wilkes,  the  Secretary  called  the 
roll  of  the  Lay-Delegates.

Mr.  R.  H.  Battle  moved  to  repeal  the  resolution  passed 
during  the  last  Convention,  which  required  the  Convention 
to  remain  in  session  over  Sunday.' 

His  motion  was  laid  on  the  table. 

The  Rev.  Jarvis  Buxton,  D.  D.,  presented  and  read  the 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  HOUSE  OF  MERCY. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  following  resolution  by  the  last 
Cpnvention,  viz.:  **  That  a  House  of  Mercy  be  established  by  this  Diocese  for 
the  reception  and  reformation  of  destitute  and  fallen  women,  who  may  desire 
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to  avoid  or  abandon  a  vicious  course  of  life ;  that  some  practicable  plan  for 
carrying  this  purpose  into  effect  be  prepared  by  a  committee  and  presented  to 
the  next  Convention,  together  with  the  most  suitable  place  for  the  location  of 
the  House  of  Mercy  ;  and  that  in  the  meantime  the  subject  be  commended  to 
the  consideration  of  Christian  people  " — respectfully  report  that  they  have  given 
the  subject  referred  to  their  careful  consideration  in  order  that  something  ef- 
fective might  be  done,  instead  of  vainly  deploring  so  great  evil  and  moral 
degradation  as  beyond  remedy.  If  any  condition  of  fallen  humanity  more  than 
another  may  be  said  to  put  to  the  proof  the  power  of  the  Cross  of  Christ,  as 
well  as  the  power  of  love  in  the  hearts  of  His  people,  it  is  that  sad  condition  of 
fallen  woman  which  seems  to  banish  her  so  far  from  human  sympathy,  espe- 
cially of  her  own  sex.  as  well  as  apparently  from  all  hope  of  recovery,  yet  the 
Word  of  God  testifies  and  exemplifies  in  many  cases  how  the  Cross  of  Christ, 
applied  by  the  Spirit,  and  upborne  by  loving  hearts,  is  amply  adequate  to 
rescue  the  victims  of  the  evil  one  from  the  lowest  depths  in  which  they  have 
sunk  of  sin  and  sorrow. 

Your  Committee  will  briefly  enumerate  certain  points  contained  in  a  report 
of  the  House  of  Mercy  in  New  York,  which  may  enable  us  to  avail  ourselves 
of  the  experience  of  others,  in  this  line  of  good  works,  so  far  as  it  may  be  ap- 
plicable to  our  condition. 

The  House  of  Mercy  in  New  York,  established  in  1855,  has  an  invested  fund 
of  $26,500,  and  in  addition,  they  own  the  buildings  occupied  and  used  in  its 
work.  The  balance  of  expenses,  unprovided  for,  is  made  up  by  annual  sub- 
scriptions and  donations  ;  also  various  industries,  as  of  sewing  and  laundrying, 
are  practiced  and  contribute  in  part  to  the  support  of  the  house.  The  laundry 
brings  in  an  average  of  $200  per  month. 

Occasional  legacies  are  received,  but  no  appeal,  aside  from  that  contained  in 
the  annual  report,  is  ever  sent  out.  The  charter  empowers  the  corporation  to 
procure  or  erect  and  maintain  suitable  buildings  for  an  Asylum,  either  within 
the  city  of  New  York,  or  distant  not  more  than  30  miles  from  the  city,  as  well 
as  a  house  of  reception  within  the  city  of  New  York,  where  the  inmates  may 
be  received  and  temporarily  accommodated.  On  the  question  of  location,  a 
gentleman  connected  with  this  work  in  New  York,  remarks  in  a  letter,  *'  that 
for  location  the  country  would  seem  to  have  many  advantages,  but  in  our  case 
we  are  obliged  to  remain  within  the  ciiy  limits." 

The  work  is  under  the  immediate  charge. of  the  sisters  of  St.  Mary.  One  of 
these  has  been  at  the  head  of  this  work  for  many  years,  and  is  assisted 
by  other  Sisters,  and  also  by  '*  The  Ladies*  Committee  of  the  House  of  Mercy,** 
composed  of  representatives  from  the  Episcopal  congregations  of  the  city.  The 
aathorities  of  the  house  in  New  York  kindly  invite  any  good  woman  who  will 
nndertake  this  work,  to  come  and  stay  at  their  house  for  a  time,  to  gain  by 
personal  observation  such  experience  as  is  absolutely  essential. 

The  following  remarks  and  recommendations  have  been  suggested  by  the 
above  statement  of  facts  : 
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1.  The  looatioD  of  such  institution  should  be  within  easy  reach  of  the  city 
near  which  it  is  located,  rather  than  within  its  limits.  The  opportunities  of 
self>supporting  are  much  facilitated  by  such  near  location,  as  well  as  many 
advantages  gained  by  convenience  of  access,  while  the  many  evils  of  a  city 
location  would  be  avoided.  Land  also,  of  which  there  should  be  lo  or  12 
acres  at  the  least,  is  cheaper  outside  of  city  limits.  All  should  be  beautified  as 
a  home.  Perhaps  it  will  be  found  necessary  to  connect  with  such  place  a  house 
in  the  town  for  the  reception  of  proper  applicants  before  they  are  admitted  into 
the  asylum,  and  for  their  temporary  accommodation.  It  is  reasonable  to  sup- 
pose that  Christian  people,  of  whatever  name  in  the  State,  would  be  interested, 
more  or  less,  in  supporting  an  institution  of  this  sort,  especially  if  they  have 
none  of  their  own,  and  none  such  are  known  to  the  Committee. 

Endowments  by  legacy  or  otherwise  can  hatdly  be  expected  till  the  institu- 
tion shall  have  approved  itself  to  the  confidence  of  good  people.  It  must  rely 
altogether,  for  a  while  at  least,  upon  annual  subscriptions  and  donations  from 
all  quarters  of  the  Diocese,  with  whatever  other  help  its  inmates  can  contribute 
to  its  support. 

It  is  deemed  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  building  and  grounds,  occu- 
pied and  used,  should,  from  the  beginning,  be  free  from  debt  and  be  owned  by 
the  Diocese,  without  any  encumbrance  whatsoever.  It  is  believed  that  means 
lor  the  erection  of  proper  buildings  and  for  the  purchase  of  several  acres  con- 
nected with  them,  can  be  obtained  by  private  subscriptums,  if  the  Diocese  shows 
itself  to  be  heartily  interested  in  this  work,  otherwise  it  must  prove  a  failure. 
The  whole  cost  at  the  outset,  of  buildings,  grounds  and  equipments  need  not 
exceed  $5,000. 

2.  As  to  the  headship.  All  under  God  depends  on  the  appointment  of  a 
suitable  head.  Nothing  short  of  a  divine  enthusiasm  for  such  Christ-like  work, 
and  a  living,  unfailing  sympathy,  will  be  able  to  resist  discouragement  and  keep 
good  heart  for  any  length  uf  time.  We  believe  that  we  must  seek  for  the  re- 
quirements of  the  head  of  such  an  institution  in  woman  herself,  as  best  fitted 
by  nature  and  grace  for  this  redeeming  work.  Either  a  worthy  member  of  the 
approved  sisterhoods  within  the  church  might  be  obtained,  or  perhaps  a  widow 
lady  from  within  the  Diocese,  with  gifts  for  such  work,  in  any  case,  to  be  asso- 
ciated with  two  or  three  other  good  women  in  the  work.  This  is  a  work  that 
requires  untold  patience  and  self-denial,  and  Christ-like  devotion  for  its  proper 
discharge,  but  it  is  a  "labor  in  the  Lord"  that  will  have  its  own  peculiar 
reward  in  the  day  of  the  blessing  of  the  merciful. 

The  fact,  we  repeat,  that  so  large  and  important  part  of  the  administration 
of  an  institution  of  this  character  must  necessarily  be  left  to  the  wise  discretion 
of  its  head  (notwithstanding  good  niles  and  by-laws),  makes  its  headship  to  be 
of  supreme  importance  to  its  welfare  and  success. 

Without  enlarging  any  further  upon  the  subject  embraced  in  the  resolution 
submitted  to  them,  your  Committee  beg  leave  to  propose  the  following  resolu- 
tions : 
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I.  That  a  house  for  the  reception  and  reformation  of  destitute  and  fallen 
women,  who  may  wish  to  avoid  or  abandon  a  shameless  course  of  life,  be  es- 
tablished by  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  near  the  city  of to  be 

known  as  the  House  of  Refuge. 

a.  That  committees  of  two  laymen  each  be  appointed  in  the  principal  towns 
of  the  Diocese,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  obtain  subscriptions  through  these  towns 
and  elsewhere,  as  may  be  thought  best,  for  raising  means  to  procure  or  erect 
suitable  buildings  and  to  purchase  the  needful  ground,  and  that  the  Clergy  of 
the  Diocese  be  urgently  requested  to  co-operate  with  them. 

3.  That  the  Bishop  and  Clergy  of  the  city  near  which  the  Asylum  shall 
be  established,  be  empowered  to  look  out  and  appoint  some  qualified  lady  to  be 
its  head,  with  two  or  three  assistants,  and  that  the  Bishop  and  Clergy  and  the 
committee  of  the  city  in  or  near  which  the  house  is  located,  shall  select  a  suita- 
ble spot  for  such  house. 

4.  That  full  reports  be  made  to  the  next  Convention,  by  the  parties  named 
above,  of  the  work  entrusted  to  them  by  the  Diocese  in  these  resolutions.

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Gilbert  Higgs.  it  was 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee,  composed  of  the  Bishop  and  two  clergymen. 
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be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  to  prepare  a  seal  and  motto  for  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina,  to  be  presented  for  acceptance  at  the  next  Convention. 

The  Secretary  read  the  following  letter  from  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Proportionate  Representation  in 
General  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  and 
moved  its  reference  to  a  Committee  of  two  Clergymen  and 
one  Layman,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  : 

St.  Paul's  Rectory,  Chestnut  Hill,  Phila..  March  27,  i888. 

Dear  Sir : — At  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  held 
in  May,  1887,  a  Committee  was  appointed  **to  take  into  consideration  the  sub* 
ject  of  proportionate  representation  of  the  Dioceses  in  the  General  Convention, 
to  confer  with  Committees  from  other  Dioceses  which  may  be  appointed  to 
consider  the  same  subject,  and  to  report  to  the  next  Convention'*  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  Pennsylvania.  Upon  inquiry,  it  is  found  that  such  Committee  have 
not  been  appointed  in  most  of  the  Dioceses. 

Impressed  with  the  importance  of  this  subject  to  the  general  welfare  of  the 
Church,  the  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania  respectfully  urges  the 
appointment  of  such  a  Committee  of  conference  at  the  approaching  session  of 
the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE    ON  CANONS. 

Your  Committee,  acting  under  instructions  from  the  Convention  of  1887, 
page  43  of  the  Journal,  re-pectfuUy  report  : 

That  having  carefully  considered  the  matter,  and  having  had  referred  to  them 
a  proposed  Revision  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  prepared  by  the  Rev.  J. 
B.  Cheshire,  Jr.,  including  headings,  references  by  letters  and  marginal  iiotes, 
they  recommend  that  said  Constitution,  as  described  above,  be  accepted  by  ihe 
Convention. 

As  to  the  Canons,  they  recommend  that  they  be  adopted  as  they  stand  in  said 
Revision,  as  far  as  themai^inal  notes  and  re-arrangements  are  concerned.  They 
do  not,  however,  see  any  advantage  in  the  division  into  chapters,  and  the  head- 
ings to  agree  therewith,  and  the  separate  numbering  of  Canons  under  the  Chap- 
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ten.  They  therefore  recommend  that  the  Canons  b^  numbered  simply  in  their 
proposed  new  order,  with  their  proper  headings,  but  without  being  arranged  in 
Chapters. 

There  are  some  changes  in  the  Canons  which  your  Committee  would  recom- 
send,  and  to  that  end  they  offer  the  following  resolutions  : 

I.  Resolvtd^  That  Canon  VIII,  Section  i,  be  amended  by  inserting  in  the 
third  line  of  the  second  paragraph,  after  the  word  **  Canons,"  the  word  **  and"; 
and  in  the  fourth  line,  after  the  word  **  laymen,"  the  words  **  and  Committees"; 
and  by  omitting  the  words  **  a  Committee,"  where  they  occur  in  the  fourth, 
fifth  and  sixth  lines. 

s.  Resolved,  That  Canon  XII,  Section  i,  be  amended  by  inserting  the  word 
"by,"  instead  of  •*  in,"  after  the  word  *'  kept  ";  and  inserting  the  word«  'Tar- 
ishand  Mission,"  instead  of  **  Church";  also  by  striking  out  the  word  ''pare- 
diial "  in  the  last  line. 

3.  Resolved,  That  Canon  XIII.  Section  1,  be  amended  by  inserting  the 
words  '*  a  majority  of  them,  including  the  Wardens,  being  Communicants," 
after  the  word  **  persons  "  in  the  fifth  line. 

4.  Resolved,  That  Canon  XIII,  Section  3,  be  amended  by  striking  out  the 
words  '^  robes  for  the  Vestry,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  **  vestments  for  the 
Clergy." 

5.  Resolved,  That  Canon  XVIII  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  **fa- 
aerals"  wherever  it  occurs  in  Section  i,  and  the  word  "deaths"  in  section  3, 
aod  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "  burials."  And  by  striking  out  the  last 
sentence  of  Section  3  requiring  the  Treasurer  of  the  Vestry  to  make  a  separate 
report. 

6.  Resolved,  That  Canon  XVIII,  Section  3.  be  further  amended  by  inserting 
in  the  Form  of  Parochial  Report  a  caption  for  "Current  Expenses"  under 
the  bead  of  "Parochial  Contributions";  and  captions  for  "Church  Building 
Fund,"  "  Education  Fund,"  and  "  Relief  Fund,"  under  the  head  of  "  Contri- 
butions within  the  Diocese  ";  and  by  striking  out  the  words  "  Bishop's  Salary," 
»nd  inserting  "  Epi.scopal  and  Contingent  Fund." 

7.  Resolved,  That  Canon  XVIII,  Section  6,  be  amended  by  inserting  in  the 
third  line  after  the  word  "  not  "  the  words  "  withdrawn  nor  ";  and  in  the  last 
line  by  striking  out  the  word  "  Section,"  and  inserting  the  word  "  Canon." 

8.  Resolved,  That  Canon  XIX,  Section  2,  be  amended  by  striking  out  the 
vord  '*  and  "  in  the  fourth  line,  and  inserting  a  comma  in  place  of  it  ;  and 
by  inserting  the  words  "  and  of  the  Executive  Missionary  Committee  "after  the 
word  ••  Canons  "  in  the  next  line. 

9.  Resolved,  That  Canon  XIX,  Section  3,  be  amended  by  inserting  after  the 
word  '•  Convention,"  in  the  second  line,  the  words  "  and  one  Lay-Deputy  to  be 
designated  by  the  Bishop  in  his  discretion." 

10.  Resolved,  That  Canon  XXVI,  Section  8,  be  amended  by  striking  out  the 
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words  **  to  the  Bishop  under  their  hand/*  and  inserting  at  the  end  of  that  sen- 
tence the  words  **  under  their  hands  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  have  power  to  af- 
firm, modify,  or  set  aside  said  judgment,  and  whose  decision  shall  be  final.*'

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Canons  was 
taken  up. 

The  Rev.  E.  A.  Osborne,  for  the  Committee  on  Canons, 
moved  that  the  revision  of  the  Canons  prepared  by  the  Rev. 
Jos.  B.  Cheshire,  Jr.,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ca- 
nons, be  adopted  so  far  as  relates  to  the  marginal  notes  and 
references,  and  the  re-arrangement  of  the  order  of  the  Ca- 
nons, but  that  the  division  into  chapters  be  omitted,  and  the 
Canons  be  numbered  consecutively  as  they  stand  in  their 
proposed  new  order. 

Mr.  Richard  H.  Battle  offered  as  an  amendment  to  the 
Rev.  E.  A.  Osborne's  motion  the  following : 

Resolved^  That  the  revision  of  the  Canons  prepared  by  the  Rev.  Jos.  B. 
Cheshire,  Jr..  be  adopted,  including  the  headings,  marginal  notes  and  refer- 
ences, the  new  arrangement  into  Chapters,  and  the  numbering  of  the  Canons 
separately  under  each  Chapter. 

The  vote  being  taken  upon  the  amendment  it  was  carried, 
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and  the  resolution  as  amended  was  then  put  and  was  adopted 
by  the  Convention. 

The  Convention  then  proceeded  with  the  consideration  of 
the  several  amendments  proposed  by  the  Committee  on 
Canons. 

The  Rev.  E.  A.  Osborne  presented  the  following  amend- 
ments on  behalf  of  the  Committee  : 

I.  Amend  Canon  VIII,  Section  i,  in  accordance  with  Resolution  i  reported 
by  the  Committee.     (See  page  57.) 

This  amendment  being  put  was  carried,  so  that  the  second 
paragraph  of  said  section  now  reads  as  follows: 

"  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  or  in  his  absence  by  the 

President  of  the  Convention,  a  Committee  on  Canons,  and  a  Committee  on  the 

State  of  the  Church,  each  to  consist  of  three  Clergymen  and  two  Laymen,  and 

Committees  on  Finance,  on  Elections,   on  New   Parishes,  and  on  Unfinished 

Business,  each  to  consist  of  two  Clergymen  and  three  Laymen." 

3.  Amend  Canon  XII,  Section  i,  in  accordance  with  Resolution  2,  reported 
by  the  Committee.     (See  page  57.) 

This  amendment  was  adopted,  so  that  the  last  sentence  in 
said  section  now  reads  as  follows  : 

**  For  the  purpose  of  recording  said  subscription,  as  also  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  the  subscriptions  of  subsequent  voters,  provided  for  by  Article  IX, 
Section  3,  of  the  Constitution,  a  book  shall  be  kept  by  the  Vestry  of  each  Parish 
and  Mission,  and  shall  be  present  at  the  Elections." 

3.  Amend  Canon  XIII,  Section  i,  in  accordance  with  Resolution  3  of  the 
Committee. 

After  some  debate  resolution  3  was  withdrawn  by  the 
Committee,  and  the  following  was  offered  in  lieu  thereof : 

Amend  Canon  XIII,  Section  2,  by  inserting  the  words  *'  being  Communi- 
cants" after  the  words  **  Senior  and  Junior  Wardens"  in  the  second  line. 
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The  vote  having  been  called   for  by  Orders,   resulted  as 
follows :

The  Bishop  called  the  Convention  to  order. 

On  motion,  the  Rev.  C.  T.  Bland  and  Rev.  Milnor  Jones 
were  excused  further  attention  at  the  Convention. 

The  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Ca- 
nons being  resumed,  the  Rev.  E.  A.  Osborne,  on  behalf  of 
the  Committee,  moved  the  following  amendment : 

4th.  Amend  Canon  XIII,  Section  3,  in  accordance  with  resolution  4  of  the 
Committee.     (See  page  57.) 

This  amendment  was  adopted. 

5th.  Amend  Canon  XVIII,  Sections  i  and  3,  in  accordance  with  resolution 
5  of  the  Committee.     (See  page  57.) 

This  amendment  was  adopted. 

6th.  Amend  Canon  XVIII,  Section  3,  in  accordance  with  resolution  6  of  the 
Committee.     (See  page  57.) 

This  amendment  being  under  consideration,  Mr.  Richard 
H.    Smith,  Sr.,  moved   that  the  said    section    be    further 
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amended  in  the  Form  of  the  Parochial  Report  by  specify- 
ing under  the  several  heads  of  Baptisms,  Confirmations, 
Communicants  and  other  personal  items  of  said  Form  of 
Report  the  race  to  which  the  persons  reported  belong,  by 
the  addition  of  the  words  **  White  *'  and  "  Colored  "  in  the 
proper  places  in  said  Form  of  Report. 

This  amendment  was  accepted  by  the  Committee,  and 
the' question  being  put  upon  the  amendment  proposed  in 
resolution  6,  together  with  that  proposed  by  the  foregoing 
resolution  of  Mr.  Richard  H.  Smith,  Sr.,  they  were  all 
adopted  by  the  Convention. 

7.  Amend  Canon  XVIII,  Section  6.  in  accordance  with  resolution  7  of  the 
Committee.     (See  page  57.) 

This  amendment  was  adopted,  so  that  said  section  now 
reads  as  follows : 

"  Every  confirmed  person,  resident  of  the  Parish,  who  has  been  admitted  to 
the  Holy  Communion  and  who  has  not  withdrawn  nor  been  suspended,  shall 
be  reckoned  a  Communicant  for  the  purposes  of  this  Canon." 

8.  Amend  Canon  XIX,  Section  2,  in  accordance  with  resolution  8  of  the 
Committee.     (See  page  57.)

9.  Amend  Canon  XIX,  Section  3,  in  accordance  with  resolution  9  of  the 
Committee.

This  amendment  being  put,  failed  to  pass. 

10.  Amend  Canon  XXVI,  Section  8,  in  accordance  with  resolution  10  of  the 
Committee,  (see  pages  57  and  58)  so  that  the  last  sentence  of  said  section  shall 
read  : 

"  They  shall  transmit  the  record  of  their  proceedings  under  their  hands  to  the 
Bishop,  who  shall  have  power  to  affirm,  modify  or  set  aside  said  judgment,  and 
whose  decision  shall  be  final,  except  that  he  shall  have  no  power  to  increase 
the  punishment  recommended  by  the  Court.*'

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  are  hereby  tendered  to  the 
Rector,  Vestry  and  Members  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  and  to  the  citizens  of  Salis- 
bury for  the  kind  hospitality  extended  to  the  Members  of  this  Convention. 

Mr.  R.  H.  Battle  offered  the  following  resolution  which, 
on  his  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance: 

Hesohed^  That  the  arrearages  reported  against  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Oxford, 
for  past  years  be  remitted,  it  appearing  that  the  arrears  were  for  the  years  pre- 
ceeding  the  last  ;  and  the  Parish  agreeing  to  an  increase  of  its  assessment  to 
ninety  dollars  (I90  00)  per  annum. 

Mr.  R.  H.  Smith  offered  the  following  resolution  which, 
on  his  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance:

The  Rev.  J.  B.  Cheshire,  Jr.,  took  up  from  the  table  the 
report  of  the  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  and  also  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Treasurer  with  regard  to  the  bond  of  $1,000.00 
due  the  Permanent  Episcopal  Fund,  signed   by  the  Vestry

On  motion  of  Rev.  H.  O.  Lacey,  Mr.  S.  E.  Hough,  of 
Winston,  and  Mr.  A.  E.  Loyd,  of  Durham,  were  excused 
further  attendance. 

The  Rev.  F.  L.  Bush  presented  and  read  the 

REPORT  OF  THE   COMMITTEE   ON    THE    STATE   OF    THE 

CHURCH. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  report  that  they  cannot  help  feel- 
ing encouraged  by  the  account  of  the  work  that  has  been  done  in  the  Diocese 
during  the  past  year.  Devout  thanks  are  due  to  the  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  that  He  has  been  pleased  to  bless  our  labors  with  such  visible  results. 
The  number  of  Baptisms  reported  is  657  against  620  last  year.  The  number 
of  Confirmations  539,  last  year  306  ;  Communicants  3,882,  an  increase  of  189 
since  last  year  ;  total  contributions  $40,926.04,  $105.00  in  excess  of  last  year. 
The  value  of  Church  Property  is  $257,850.00.     We  notice  a  falling  off  in  the 
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namber  of  Sunday  School  scholars,  which  number  is  3.029  this  year  against 
3,973  last  year.  This  is  partly  apparent  doubtless,  and  owing  to  imperfect 
reports  and  that  the  reports  have  nol  all  been  received,  but  that  there  should 
be  any  falling  off  in  the  number  of  Sunday  School  scholars  is  looked  upon  as  a 
serious  defect  in  the  state  of  the  Church.  It  calls  upon  us  for  most  earnest 
efforts  to  seek  for  the  children  and  teach  them  in  Sunday  School  or  by  public 
catechising  This  important  Held  of  labor  is  commended  to  the  lay  people  of 
the  Church,  and  their  active  cooperation  desired. 

Several  notable  instances  of  lay  co-operation  are  gathered  from  the  Bishop's 
address  and  the  parochial  reports.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bell,  not  however  of  this 
Diocese,  have  built  St.  Agnes'  Church  in  Franklin.  Sunday  Schools  in  Calvary 
Parish,  Henderson  county,  have  been  held  at  various  points  distant  from  the 
Parish  Church  by  lay  people,  enabling  the  Rector  to  go  from  one  to  the  other 
and  gather  in  a  large  number  of  candidates  for  confirmation.  Dr.  Willis,  the 
brother  of  the  Bishop  of  Honolulu,  has  done  work  near  Asheville  resulting  in 
the  starting  of  St.  Philip's  Mission.  Mrs.  Hairston,  in  Stokes  county,  has  done 
excellent  woik,  which  has  led  to  14  confirmations  and  21  baptisms.  She  has 
60  scholars  gathered  from  the  neighborhood  in  training  on  Sundays  in  her  own 
house  We  cannot  say  too  much  to  stimulate  and  encourage  the  laity  to  exert 
themselves  in  aiding  the  work  of  the  Church.  They  cannot  be  doing  well 
themselves  unless  they  are  longing  for  the  good  of  others  and  striving  to  bring 
them  into  the  Church  and  under  its  teaching. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Convocation  of  Charlotte  that  the  Church  should 
encourage  the  formation  of  schools  for  children  of  parents  of  moderate  means, 
receives  the  hearty  endorsement  of  this  Committee.  They  think  it  very  im- 
portant that  every  proper  effort  should  be  made  to  teach  young  children  every 
day  in  the  principles  of  the  Church,  and  prepare  them  for  our  higher  schools. 
While  heartily  commending  the  facilities  the  Board  of  Fellows  have  provided 
for  the  instruction  of  boys  at  Ravenscroft  School,  they  wish  that  some  conces- 
sions might  be  made  to  the  circumstances  of  our  people  and  the  charges  brought 
more  within  their  means.  Special  terms  we  hope  will  be  made  when  possible  to 
the  sons  of  the  clergy. 

We  are  glad  to  state  that  work  among  the  colored  people  is  in  progress  at 
the  following  points:     Tarborough,   Raleigh,   Durham,   Pittsborough,  Walnut 
Cove,  Winston,  Charlotte,  Lincolnton,  Asheville,  St.  Philip's,  Buncombe  Co.^ 
and  Franklin.     61  Baptisms,  58  Confirmations  and  243  Communicants  are  re- 
ported; also  713  Sunday  School  scholars.     There  are  Parish  schools  maintained 
at   Tarborough,    Durham,    Pittsborough.    Charlotte,    Lenoir,     Asheville    and 
Franklin  with  a  sum  total  of  359  scholars.     A  useful  sewing  school  for  girls 
has  been  faithfully  carried  on  now  for  several  years  in  Hillsborough.     A  col- 
ored woman  of  education  and  experience,  a  communicant  of  the  Church,  is 
teaching  a  flourishing  Day  School  in  Durham:  the  religious  training  of   her 
scholars  she  has  put  under  the  oversight  and  guidance  of   the  Rector  of   St. 
Philip's  Church.     A  portion  of  them  are  beneficiaries  of  the  Church,  and  are 
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required  to  attend  the  Sunday  School.  Noticeable  also  is  the  Mission  spring- 
ing up  in  Franklin.  Macon  county,  as  the  result  of  a  day-school  established 
there  sixteen  months  ago.  I20  Sunday  School  scholars  are  reported,  5  communi- 
cants and  4  persons  confirmed.  New  and  encouraging  work  is  also  going  on 
•at  St.  Philip's  Mission.  4  miles  north  of  Asheville.  Let  us  extend  a  generous 
welcome  to  every  colored  man  and  woman,  who  flteing  from  the  wrath  to  come, 
takes  refuge  in  the  arms  of  the  Blessed  Mother  Church,  the  Bride  of  Christ,  who 
ihas  so  long  sheltered  us.  If  we  have  the  mind  of  Christ,  we  shall  not  only 
welcome,  but  go  forth  to  seek  them 

We  desire  to  make  especial  mention  of  the  St.  Augustine  Normal  School  and 
Collegiate  Institute,  situated  in  Raleigh.  It  was  incorporated  in  1S67,  and 
began  the  work  of  educating  colored  people  to  be  teachers  and  clergymen  in 
January,  1868.  Since  then  it  has  gone  on  in  its  career  of  usefulness.  It  has 
educated  in  part  or  in  whole  17  colored  clergymen  and  over  200  teachers.  It 
is  now  under  the  Principalship  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  R.  B.  Sutton,  assisted  most 
ably  by  the  Rev.  A  B.  Hunter  and  a  corps  of  four  professors  and  three  pupil 
teachers.  During  the  present  session,  which  will  close  June  14th,  it  has  had 
enrolled  two  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  and  fourteen  Postulants,  coming  from 
fivi  different  dioceses.  There  have  been  connected  with  the  School  this  ses- 
sion, 87  boarders  and  59  day-scholars,  a  total  of  146  students,  the  largest  num- 
ber ever  in  the  Institution.  Its  courseof  Instruction  is  well  arranged  and  thor- 
ough, and  the  expenses  are  almost  nominal  There  are  daily  morning  and  even- 
ing Prayers.  There  is  a  large  Sunday  School,  consisting  of  the  >tudents  and 
children  gatheied  in  from  the  surrounding  neighborhood.  During  the  past 
conventional  year  S  students  have  been  baptized  and  16  confirmed 

The  Committee  would  urge  on  the  parochial  clergy  the  great  good  that  may 
be  done  by  undertaking  in  some  practical  way.  however  small,  Sunday  School 
or  other  work  for  their  benefit.  If  they  will  distinguish  with  a  little  care  be- 
tween the  white  and  colored  work  in  their  reports  in  future,  it  will  enable  us  to 
see  just  what  is  doing. 

A  most  excellent  report  has  been  made  by  the  Woman's  Auxiliary.  The 
number  of  branches  and  of  members  have  increased,  and  their  contributions  in 
money  and  in  boxes  are  50  per  cent,  larger  than  last  year. 

The  Committee  wish  to  e;cpress  the  high  appreciation  of  the  Church  of  their 
faithful  labors.  It  is  well  known  that  they  have  always  been  in  the  van  of  all 
Christian  and  Churchly  work.  We  cannot  say  too  much  in  praise  of  their  zeal, 
and  wish  we  might  lead  our  brothers  to  emulate  their  devotion. 

The  Committee  think  they  may  say  in  the  name  of  the  Convemion  that  they 
appreciate  the  importance  of  the  matters  which  call  for  the  Bishop's  absence 
from  the  Diocese  for  some  months  to  come:  they  are  willing  to  yield  their  own 
interests  to  the  good  of  the  general  Church,  and  only  hope  that  his  absence  will 
be  as  short  as  is  consistent  with  his  own  health  and  his  duties  abroad.  God 
grant  that  he  may  soon  be  restored  to  us  in  renewed  vigor  to  lead  us  in  the  work 
of  our  Lord.  We  feel  that  the  work  in  this  Diocese  is  constantly  increasing  in 
its  demands  for  his  valuable  service. 
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The  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 
Resolved^  That  this  Convention  heartily   approve  of  the  effort  ihe  Convoca- 
tion of  Charlotte  is  making  to  secure  >chools  for  boys  and  girls,  the  terms  of 
which  shall  come  within  the  reach  of  persons  of  limited  means.

The  Committee  to  whom  the  report  of  the  Fellows  of  Ravenscroft  was  re- 
ferred respectfully  report : 

They  have  duly  considered  thb  matter,  and  while  they  are  of  the  opinion 
that  under  the  present  circumstances  and  in  the  present  location  the  be>t  possi- 
ble results  have  been  obtained,  yet  they  think  they  can  see  how  its  usefulness 
and  influence  as  an  agency  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  can  be  largely  in- 
creased. 

With  this  end  in  view  they  would  respectfully  offer  the  following  suggestions: 
That  in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  are  so  few  rich  Church  people  in  our  Dio- 
cese, and  that  we  greatly  desire  to  bring  as  many  of  the  sons  of  our  Church  as 
possible  under  the  influence  of  our  Diocesan  School,  all  charges  at  Ravenscroft 
be  reduced  to  as  low  a  point  as  possible.  We  are  informed  that  at  present  the 
charges  are  higher  than  those  of  any  other  school  in  the  city,  and  we  see  no 
reason  why  this  should  be  the  case.  We  are  trying  to  teach,  not  the 
rich,  but  the  great  middle  class,  and  at  present  prices  these  will  not  patronize 
the  School.  And  we-also  think  it  a  great  misfortune  that  the  prices  should  ab- 
solutely exclude  the  sons  of  our  Clergy.

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Fellows  of  Ravenscroft  School  be  instructed  to 
take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  reduce  the  price  of  board  and  tuition  to 
such'  rates  as  may  be  within  the  reach  of  the  people  of  moderate  means  within 
the  Diocese,  and  to  this  end,  if  necessary,  to  sell  as  much  as  ten  or  twelve 
acres  of  the  land  at  Ravenscroft,  leaving  out  the  Divinity  School,  and  locate 
the  Literary  Department  of  the  School  where  property  and  living  are  cheaper. 

On  motion,  Mr.  J.  E.  King,  delegate  from  St.  MichaePs 
and  All  Angels*,  was  excused  further  attendance. 

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Fellows  of  Ra- 
venscroft was  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

The  Bishop,  by  request,  addressed  the  Convention  on  the 
subject  of  the  School. 

On  motion  of  Col.  Julian  Allen,  the  resolution  referring 
the  report  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  was  reconsid- 
ered, and  the  report  was  accepted  with  the  thanks  of  the 
Convention. 

On  motion,  the  Rev.  Julian  E.  Ingle  and  the  Rev.  J.  W. 
Murphy  were  excused  further  attendance. 

Mr.  S.  S.  Nash  presented  and  read  the 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  TO  WHOM  WAS  REFERRED  THE 
REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE  THOMPSON 
ORPHANAGE  AND  INDUSTRIAL  INSTITUTE. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of 
the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  Training  Institute  beg  leave  to  say  : 

That  they  have  examined  said  report  carefully  and  think  the  friends  of  the 
Institution  should  feel  greatly  encouraged  to  renew  their  efforts  in  its  behalf. 
The  untiring  diligence  in  the  good  work  committed  to  his  charge  which  has 
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been  displayed  by  the  earnest  and  capable  Superintendent  are  evidently  begin- 
ning to  bear  their  legitimate  fruit,  and  your  Committee  urge  upon  the  Ministers 
in  charge  of  all  the  Parishes  to  give  due  and  ample  notice  of  the  Thanksgiving 
Day  collections  for  this  object,  and  recommend  that  when  for  any  reason  they 
should  fail  to  take  up  a  collection  on  Thanksgiving  Day,  they  devote  the  collec- 
tions taken  up  on  the  following  Sunday  to  the  Orphanage. 
The  Committee  would  also  offer  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved^  That  one  Layman  or  Laywoman  in  each  Parish  be  designated  and 
requested  by  the  Minister  in  charge  of  said  Parish  to  at  once  organize  a  Thomp- 
son Orphanage  Guild,  whose  object  it  shall  be  to  raijse  funds  for  the  support  of 
the  Orphanage  by  systematic  and  organized  effort  Wherever  some  organization 
with  this  object  in  view  does  not  already  exist.

rent year,  and  notify  said  amount  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  F.  L.  Bush,  on  the  part  of  the 
Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  the  Secretary  was 
instructed  to  enter  a  report  of  St.  Augustine's  School  in  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

The  Secretary,  in  behalf  of  the  Rev.  W.  Walker,  Chair- 
man, read  the  following  report : 

The  Committee  appointed  to  draft  an  expression  of  the  thanks  of  the  Diocese 
to  John  H.  Shoenberger,  Esq.,  for  his  generous  benefaction,  beg  leave  to  offer 
the  following  resolutions  : 

1st.  Resolved^  That  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  re- 
ceives with  the  warmest  feelings  of  gratitude  the  announcement  of  the  munifi- 
cent gift  of  Mr.  John  H.  Shoenberger  recently  made  to  the  Raven!«:roft  Train- 
ing School  for  the  Ministry,  and  desires  to  put  on  record  the  expression  of  the 
heartfelt  thanks  of  the  Diocese  for  this  generous  act,  by  which  a  most  impor- 
tant Diocesan  Institution  has  received  a  home,  and  which,  coming  at  a  critical 
period  of  its  history,  will  materially  contribute  to  its  success  which  will  redound 
to  the  glory  of  God  and  the  good  of  His  Church.

The  prayers  of  its  members  will  ascend  to  Heaven  that  he  may  be  preserved 
from  the  dangers  of  the  deep,  and  all  the  perils  incident  to  travel,  and  in  due 
time  be  restored  in  health  and  happiness  to  his  Diocese.

REPORT  OF  REV.  C.  J.  CURTIS.  FLETCHER,  N.  C.  ASSISTANT 
MINISTER  IN  CALVARY  CHURCH.  HENDERSON  CO. 

From  the  time  of  the  last  meeting  of  the  Convention.  May.  1887,  to  the  end 
of  December,  1887.  I  was  acting  as  Evangelist  of  the  Convocation  of  Charlotte. 
During  that  time  I  baptized  5  infants  at  points  from  which  no  separate  report 
is  made  ;  besides  i  infant  and  3  adults  reported  from  their  respective  stations. 

The  communicants  and  other  baptized  persons  connected  with  the  Church, 
whom  I  found  at  various  points  in  this  field  outside  of  the  limits  or  bdyond  the 
reach  of  Parishes,  and  who  are  not  reported  elsewhere,  and  who  were  depen- 
dent mainly  or  entirely  upon  the  Evangelist  for  the  Church's  services,  are  as 
follows  : 

Communicants — Albemarle,  Stanly  county,  i  ;  Mocksville,  Davie  county, 
5;  Huntsville,  Yadkin  county,  and  vicinity,   12  ;  total  18. 

Other  baptized  persons — Albemarle,  Stanly  county,  5  ;  Mocksville,  Davie 
county,  2  ;   Huntsville,  Yadkin  county,  and  vicinity,  9  ;  total  16. 

A  number  of  others  elsewhere  were  mostly  dependent  on  the  Evangelist  for 
tbc  Church's  services,  but  are  locally  reported  by  others. 
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The  contributions  for  this  work  passing  through  my  hands  during  this  period 
and  not  included  in  any  local  reports,  were  $28.40.  The  smallness  of  visible 
results  in  this  class  of  work  is  due,  in  great  part,  to  the  very  short  duration  of 
the  visits  of  the  Evangelist,  and  the  necessarily  long  intervals  between  them  in 
so  large  a  field,  and  partly  to  the  fact  that  there  is  in  each  locality  so  very  little 
material  to  work  upon,  recognized  as  connected  in  any  way  with  the  Church, 
while  the  whole  force  of  the  community  is  in  every  case  against  any  growth. 

While  these  disadvantages  prevent  this  class  of  work  from  being  promising 
in  the  ordinary  sense  of  the  word,  there  is  still  this  two-fold  benefit  in  it — 

The  Church  has,  by  this  means,  been  looking  after  her  scattered  members, 
and  has  had  a  favorable  introduction  in  many  new  points  where  she  has  never 
been  known  before. 

Evangelistic  experience  has  shown  that  the  Church's  distinctive  principles 
can  be  pUinly  and  strongly  taught,  if  presented  in  a  kind  and  friendly  manner, 
and  command  ready  attention  even  in  communities  ignorant  and  prejudiced 
against  the  Church. 

I  believe  that  more  real,  efficient,  permanent  work  would  be  accomplished 
by  systematic  concentration  upon  a  selected  field  of  one  or  two  counties,  the 
missionary  being  resident,  than  by  the  extremely  scattered  plan  of  a  travelling 
non-resident  Evangelist. 

I  entered  upon  my  present  field  of  labor  as  assistant  in  Calvary  Parish  in 
March.     My  official  work   ince  that  time  is  included  in  the  report  of  the  Parish.

In  addition  to  work  reported,  I  have  held  services  at  Highland's,  Norton's, 
Hamburg,  Yellow  Mountain  and  Fairfield,  and  have  been  compelled  to  turn  away 
from  several  urgent  appeals  for  service,  because  I  could  go  no  farther.  Since  last 
Convention  I  have  travelled  more  than  4,000  miles,  often  travelling  twenty  or 
more  miles  and  preaching  three  times  on  Sunday.  Once  I  drove  over  the 
mountains  in  the  night  by  light  of  torch  and  lantern  in  order  to  conduct  a 
funeral  service  the  next  day.  Two  other  clergymen  are  sadly  needed,  one  at 
Highland's  or  Cashier's  Valley  to  take  the  field,  of  which  either  place  would  be 
a  good  base,  and  another  lor  Murphy.  The  completed  railway  from  the  South 
has  given  considerable  impetus  to  this  village,  and  the  opportunity  will  soon  be 
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taken  by  others  if  we  do  not  improve  it.  Money  is  needed  as  well  as  men. 
No  man  can  do  the  missionary  work  required  here  and  at  the  same  time  earn 
half  or  more  of  his  living  by  extra  ministerial  work.  Vet  this  has  been  the 
demand  upon  me  for  the  whole  time  I  have  been  in  the  field.  Men  here, 
though  many  of  them  are  poor  and  wanting  in  culture,  are  looking  upon  the 
Church *»  claims,  and  noting  the  conMsiency  shown  in  setting  forth  those  claims. 
They  charge  us  with  neglect  in  the  past,  and  will  doubtless  place  a  severely 
correct  estimate  on  our  zeal  or  want  of  zeal  in  declaring  what  we  call  the  truth 
of  God.  The  work  of  the  future  must  differ  from  that  of  the  past,  if  we  are  to 
win  their  confidence  and  affection.  More  generous  efforts  must  be  made  if  the 
Church  would  fulfil  her  mission  to  men  in  this  comer  of  the  Diocese,  and  faith- 
fully carry  out  her  God-given  trust.

Though  I  am  the 
nearest  resident  minister,  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  visit  Huntsville  except  very 
occasionally.

The  Church  of  the  Holy  Comforter  was  consecrated  July  21,  1887,  by  Rt. 
Rev.  Theodore  Benedict  Lyman.  D.  D.,  LL.  D. 

This  work  is  capable  of  vast  expansion,  but  needs  more  time  and  attention 
than  the  present  minister-in-charge  is  able  to  give  to  it.  People  living  ten  and 
twelve  miles  from  the  Church  are  attending  the  services  regularly,  and  would 
be  glad  to  have  services  in  their  own  neighborhoods.  I  have  already  made 
some  effort  in  this  direction.  The  Thursday  night  before  my  regular  appoint- 
ment at  Walnut  Cove,  the  third  Sunday  in  each  month,  I  am  holding  services 
in  a  private  house,  seven  miles  from  the  Church  ;  and,  the  following  night,  in 
a  Union  Chapel,  two  miles  beyond.  At  each  of  these  places  we  have  two  (2) 
resident  communicants,  and,  at  the  latter,  there  are  very  bright  prospects  of 
additions.  Many  like  opportunities  exist  in  all  directions.  Four  miles  from 
the  Church,  in  another  direction,  a  third  Sunday  School  has  been  organized 
with  about  fifteen  (15)  scholars  at  present.  In  this  neighborhood  there  are  two 
Communicants  and  several  baptized  children.  This  new  work  is  most  encour> 
aging,  but  has  not  yet  assumed  very  definite  proportions,  and,  therefore,  is  not 
included  in  above  report. 

In  fact  the  Church's  progress  in  Stokes  County  can  be  limited  only  by  lack 
of  means  to  do  the  work.

A   SUPPLEMENTAL   REPORT   OF   E.    A.    OSBORNE.  MISSIONARY. 

To  THE  Rt.   Rev.  T.  B.  Lyman,  D.D.,  LL.   D.: 

In  addition  to  the  work  reported  in  connection  with  my  regular  missionary 
work,  I  have  visited  St.  Michael's  Mission,  Charlotte,  ten  times,  preached 
nine  times  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion  eight  times.  This  is  a  very  im- 
portant mission,  under  the  Rev.  Mr.  Alston,  a  colored  Deacon.  He  has  a 
mission  school  that  is  doing  good  work  for  the  Church,  and  should,  if  possible, 
be  supported  by  the  Church. 

I  have  held  about  forty  services  at  the  Orphanage  and  instructed  the  children. 
I  have  also  baptized  thirteen  children  at  the  Orphanage.  I  have  held  services 
ten  or  twelve  times  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Charlotte,  at  the  request  of  the  Rec- 
tor; also  assisted  in  about  twenty  services,  preached  twice  and  celebrated 
Holy  Communion  twice.  Assisted  in  a  number  of  services  at  St.  Jude's  Mis- 
sion. Charlotte,  and  preached  twice.  Visited  the  Church  at  Wadesboro,  under 
Rev.  Mr.  Quin,  their  Deacon,  twice,  preached  once,  celebrated  Holy  Com- 
munion once,  and  assisted  at  one  burial  service.  I  also  visited  the  Mission  near 
Centre,  Iredell  county,  under  charge  of  Rev.  J.  B.  Cheshire,  Jr.,  and  preached 
twice.  Visited  the  Church  at  Concord  twice,  at  the  request  of  Rev.  Mr. 
Eabank,  the  Deacon  in  charge,  assisted  at  morning  prayer  and  celebrated 
Holy  Communion  twice.  Held  three  burial  services  in  Charlotte  in  the  absence 
of  the  Rector,  and  two  marriage  services.  I  have  spent  several  weeks  traveling 
and  canvassing  for  the  Thompson  Orphanage,  during  which  I  have  generally 
assisted  in  the  services  and  preached  in  the  Churches  where  I  have  been. 

The  work  of  the  Orphanage  has  now  become  so  immense  as  to  require  all 
the  time  and  attention  of  one  person  to  attend  to  its  duties  properly,  and  I  am 
compelled  to  ask  that  I  may  be  relieved  of  some  of  my  missionary  work,  or  else 
that  some  one  be  appointed  in  my  place  as  Superintendent  of  the  Orphanage. 
I  would  very  much  prefer  the  latter  suggestion,  as  the  work  of  the  Orphanage 
interferes  very  much  with  my  ministerial  duties  and  obligations.

Dear  Bishop  Lyman  : 

I  should  have  been  happy  to  attend  your  Annual  Convention,  but  have  been 
an  invalid  for  the  past  few  weeks,  and  am  still  unable  to  travel  without  diffi- 
culty. For  the  past  year  I  have  continued  to  hold  services  on  the  2d  Sunday 
of  each  monih  at  Cunningham's  Chapel,  in  Person  county,  where  we  have  had 
most  interesting  and  encouraging  congregations.  We  have  had  two  adult  bap- 
tisms, three  confirmations,  and  four  have. been  added  to  the  Communion. 
There  are  fifteen  Communicants  in  all.  We  have  also  an  interesting  Sunday 
School,  conducted  by  Mr.  John  Cunningham  and  his  zealous  and  devoted 
sisters. 

I  have  also  held  services  at  irregular  intervals  through  the  year  at  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Goshen,  Granville  county.  This  interesting  Parish  has  suffered  se- 
verely in  the  recent  death  of  Peterson  Thorp,  E^q.,  a  devoted  Communicant  of 
the  Church,  and  a  cultured  Christian  gentleman  of  the  old  school. 

In  the  death  of  Mr.  Robert  Green,  Vestryman  and  Treasurer  of  the  Mission, 
another  severe  loss  has  been  sustained.  He  was  universally  esteemed,  and  his 
place  is  not  likely  to  be  soon  supplied.  His  life  abounded  in  acts  of  kindness, 
and  he  was  ever  ready  to  welcome  and  aid  his  minister. 

The  removals  to  Oxford  have  further  reduced  the  congregation.  There  are 
ten  communicants  remaining.  Such  services  will  still  be  held  by  myself  during 
the  ensuing  year,  as  distance  and  circumstances  allow,  until  some  belter,  more 
permanent  and  regular  arrangement  can  be  made.

The  Rev.  D.   Hillhouse  Buel,  D.D.,  Principal  and  Missionary  - 

The  Training  School  has  this  year  labored  under  the  serious  rcstiiction  and 
inconvenience  of  being  without  a  home,  the  Principal  having,  in  accordance 
with  the  action  of  the  Convention,  transferred  the  buildings  of  Ravenscroft  to 
the  possession  of  the  Head  Master  for  the  use  of  the  High  School  for  boys, 
which  was  opened  there  early  in  October.  Consequently  both  the  Principal 
and  students  have  been  boarding  in  the  town.  The  work,  however,  of  the 
school  has  gone  on  regularly.  There  have  been  four  Poistulants  and  Candidates 
this  year,  two  of  them  Deacons,  studying  for  the  Priesthood,  and  two  preparing 
for  the  literary  examination  and  the  first  examination  for  Priest's  Orders. 

Meanwhile  an  admirable  building,  substantial  and  excellent  in  all  respects, 
has  been  erected  on  the  grounds  of  Ravenscroft.  under  the  su|>erintendence  of 
the  Principal,  to  whom  the  Bishop  committed  this  charge,  for  the  use  of  the 
Training  School  for  the  ministry.  It  is  the  noble  gift  of  Mr.  John  H.  Shoen- 
berger,  of  Ne^^  York,  and  bears  on  its  front  the  name  of  Shoenberger  Hall.  It 
is  expected  to  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  a  few  weeks. 

If  the  Reverend  Clergy  will  do  their  utmost,  by  prayers  and  effort «,  to  call 
forth  and  send  to  Ravenscroft  suitable  Postulants,  and  then  if  possible  aid  to 
sustain  them.  Shoenberger  Hall,  by  God's  blessing,  will  continually  be  sending 
out  well  prepared  young  men  for  the  Missions  and  Churches  of  the  Diocese. 


REPORT  OF  THE  CONVOCATION  OF  ASHEVILLE. 

The  Convocation  of  Asheville,  owing  to  circumstances  beyond  its  control, 
was  able  to  hold  but  one  meeting  during  the  Conventional  year  past.  There 
*fc  at  this  time  ten  clergy  resident  within  its  bounds.  Of  these  only  three 
vcre  able  to  attend.  The  few  Church  people,  with  others  at  the  Hot  Springs 
^licre  the  Convocation  met,  were  much  interested  in  the  services. 

The  Chapel,  which  has  been  at  length  secured  to  the  Church,  though  yet  in 
an  unfinished  state,  was  well  prepared  by  its  zealous  members  for  holding  the 
services.

THOMPSON  ORPHANAGE  AND   TRAINING    INSTITUTE. 

Charlotte,  N.  C,  May  ist,  1888. 

The  undersigned  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  of  his  proceedings 
as  Superintendent  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  : 

Since  my  connection  with  the  work  I  have  received  from  all  sources  the  sum 
of  $4,212.92,  of  which  the  sum  of  $2,969.50  has  been  raised  for  the  support  of 
the  Institution,  and  $1,243.42  for  the  Building  Fund.  The  total  expenditures 
have  been  $2,730.01,  leaving  a  balance  of  $239.49  for  current  expenses,  at  the 
(beginning  of  another  year. 

I  herewith  submit  an  account  of  the  sums  received,  marked  Schedule  '*  A  " 
.and  those  expended  marked   "  B."     Of  the  sums  paid  out,  about  four  hundred 
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dollars  was  for  repairs  and  building,  and  about  five  hundred  dollars  for  furni- 
ture and  such  supplies  as  will  last  for  some  years. 

We  now  have  thirty  children  in  the  institution,  and  the  building  is  full.  I 
estimate  the  expense  of  supporting  the  Orphanage  with  this  number,  as  fol- 
lows :

We  arc  greatly  in  need  of  an  endowment  large  enough  at  least  to  cover  the 

salary  of  the  Superintendent  and  other  employees  of  the  institution.     It  is  very 

cnibarrassing  to  be  compelled  to  solicit  funds  for  one's  own  support.     If  such 

3n  endowment  was  secured,  there  would  be  but  little  difficulty  in  procuring  the 

lUnds  necessary  to  support  the  children,  as  our  people  and  :he  public  generally 

*'"  cHcerfully  contribute  for  that  purpose. 

1  have  based  my  eslimale  of  the  cost  of  providing  for  the  children  upon  the 
^opposition  that  they  will  be  supplied  with  clothing  by  the  women  of  the  Dio- 
cese, -pjjjg  QQ^j^  \yQ  done  with  little  trouble  if  each  parish  and  mission  will  send 
"s  a  h>ox  of  clothing  once  or  twice  a  year,  as  many  have  done  heretofore.  There 
*^^^«^btof  about  $1,600  on  the  properly.  $1,000,  with  interest  for  two  or 
three  ^ears,  is  owing  to  the  Diocese,  and  a  lien  encumbers  the  property  so  that 
the  <^e-eds  for  part  thereof  cannot  be  completed.  The  balance  is  now  due  by 
the  \l^  »-ustees  of  the  Diocese  to  the  Orphanage,  the  amount  having  been  ad- 
vanc^*^  by  the  Superintendent  out  of  the  building  fund  lo  pay  ofiF  a  debt  upon 
the  p>»-operty,  he  taking  an  obligation  in  the  nature  of  a  lien  on  the  land  for  the 
same.  These  debts  should  by  all  means  be  paid  off.  as  ihey  seriously  cripple 
^"^S«"owth  and  usefulness  of  the  institution. 

I  »^e  progress  of  the  work  of  the  Orphanage  has  so  far  been  satisfactory  in  all 

respt^cts.     The  children  have  been  uniformly  healthy,  and  have  greatly  improved 

w  n\ix^(j  and  character.     The  average  intelligence  is  good,  and  a  more  promis- 

^ng  Set  of  boys  and  girls  can  hardly  be  found  anywhere  in  the  country.     Their 

moTnl  and  religious  training  is  closely  attended  to,    and   they  already  begin  to 

^how  the  result  in  their  appearance  and  deportment. 

^^  has  been  a  source  of  much  labor  and  care  to  the  Superintendent  to  provide 
ibe  means  of  support  for  this  institution.  But  the  task  has  been  a  grateful  one 
on  account  of  the  cheerful  assistance  he  has  received  everywhere  from  the  peo- 
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pie  of  the  State.  The  bulk  of  what  has  been  given  has  been  contributed  in 
small  amounts,  though  some  feur  persons  of  means  have  contributed  larger 
sums. 

My  plan  has  been  to  try  to  secure  regular  contributions,  by  inducing  persons 
to  agree  to  give  something,  however  small,  each  month  for  the  support  of  the 
Orphanage.  A  few  dozen  subscriptions  in  each  congregation,  ranging  from 
twenty-five  cents  to  one  dollar  per  month,  will,  with  the  offerings  on  Thanks- 
giving Day,  go  very  far  towards  its  support.  Another  excellent  plan  is  to  have 
a  guild  in  each  congregation  whose  members  will  agree  to  do  something  for  the 
institution  each  month.  One  such  guild  has  been  organized  in  Tarboro,  called 
the  **  Thompson  Orphanage  Guild,"  which  contributed  nearly  three  hundred 
dollars  last  year  ;  and  one  in  Christ  Church,  Raleigh,  called  "The  St.  Agnes 
Guild,"  composed  of  young  people  and  children,  contributed  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars. 

The  women  of  the  Diocese,  as  might  have  been  expected,  have  done  a  noble 
part  by  this  institution.  In  addition  to  their  liberal  contributions  in  money, 
they  have  been  untiring  in  their  labors,  collecting  subscriptions  and  procuring 
supplies  in  the  way  of  clothing,  bedding,  etc.  Many  branches  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  have  contributed  in  this  way,  and  I  have  received  quite  a  number  of 
valuable  contributions  from  beyond  the  State.  I  estimate  that  the  supplies  in 
kind  that  have  come  from  all  these  sources,  in  addition  to  the  money,  will 
amount  to  at  least  one  thousand  dollars  in  value. 

I  should  be  glad  to  publish  with  this  report  an  itemized  statement  of  all  the 
contributions,  with  the  nanies  of  the  parties  contributing,  but  the  list  would  be 
so  long  as  to  entail  considerable  expense.  But  I  will  use  this  occasion  to  thank 
all  who  have  assisted  in  this  noble  work,  and  to  beg  that  they  will  continue  to 
aid  us,  assuring  them  that  so  long  as  I  am  connected  with  it,  I  will  do  my  best 
to  make  a  wise  and  judicious  use  of  the  means  they  entrust  to  my  care,  so  as  to 
advance  the  welfare  of  man  and  the  glory  of  God  our  Saviour.

Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  : 

In  presenting  you  to-day  a  record  of  services  performed 

by  me  during  the  year  past,   I  regret   that   these  services 

should  have  been  in  any  way  hindered  by  the  lack  of  that 

vigorous  health  with  which  for  many  years   I   have   been 

blessed.     Probably  I  presumed  too  far  upon  my  strength, 

^nd  paid  the  penalty  of  overwork.     I  have  endeavored  to 

g^uard  against  any  further  mistake  of  that  sort,  and   have 

^hus  been  enabled  to  get  through  with  a  very  considerable 

aiiount  of  active  service.     I  am  gratified  to  report  the  gen- 

^''3i   condition  of  the  Diocese  as  very  encouraging.  We  have 

''3d    some  valuable  additions  to   the   ranks  of  the  Clergy, 

^"'1^  there  have  been  less  changes  among  us  than  usual  in 

^"^    ^vay  of  removals. 

C^ne  only  has  been  taken  from    us   by  death,  and  he,  for 

sev^^yal  years,  had  been  too  feeble  to  continue  his  faithful 

labc^urs.     I  refer  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  John  T.  Wheat,  the  oldest 

Cl^r^gyman  on  the  list  of  our  Clergy.     He  came  to  us  many 

y^^- vs  ago  from  another  Diocese,  and  labored  zealously  so 

lortg  as  his  strength  permitted.     Wherever  his  lot  had  been 

C^^^,  he  secured  and  retained  the  affectionate  devotion   of 

lY^ose  several  congregations  which  appreciated   so  well  his 

t\<^V)le  virtues.     His  work  on  earth  was  done,  and   he  only 

waited  for  the  Master's  call.     Here,  in   Salisbury,  among 

^cindred  and  friends,  on  February  2d  last,  he  fell   asleep  in 

Jesus. 

Our  last  Convention,  held   in   Raleigh,  was  a   very  pro- 
tracted one,  and  only  adjourned  at  the  close  of  a  large  and 
interesting  missionary  meeting,  held  in  Christ   Church   on 
Sunday  evening,  May  15th. 


BISHOP  S   ADDRESS. 


On  the  morning  of  that  day  I  held  my  Annual  Visitation 
of  Christ  Church.  I  preached,  confirmed  eighteen  persons  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion.  At  night,  in  the  same 
Church,  I  presided  at  a  very  spirited  missionary  meeting, 
when  addresses  were  made  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Deal,  Wain- 
wright  and  Cheshire.  I  made  a  brief  closing  address,  pro- 
nounced the  71st  Annual  Convention  adjourned,  and  after 
joining  in  the  Gloria  in  Excelsis,  concluded  the  services  with 
Prayer  and  the  Benediction. 

Monday,  May  i6th,  I  presided  at  the  meeting  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive  Missionary  Committee,  when  appointments  were 
made  and  stipends  fixed  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Tuesday,  May  17th,  I  confirmed  in  private  a  sick  member 
of  Christ  Church,  who  was  unable  to  be  present  at  the  Con- 
firmation Service  of  the  previous  Sunday. 

Wednesday,  May  i8th,  in  the  Church  of  St.  Augustine, 
Raleigh,  after  Evening  Prayer,  I  confirmed  ten  persons  and 
addressed  them. 

Saturday,  May  21st,  went  in  the  afternoon  to  Chapel  Hill, 
and  on  the  next  day,  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Cross,  I  preached 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  Rev. 
W.  M.  Clark.  At  night,  after  Evening  Prayer  and  sermon 
by  Rev.  Mr.  Clark,  I  confirmed  two  persons  and  addressed 
them. 

Tuesday,  May  24th,  in  St.  Barnabas  Church,  Greensboro, 
I  preached,  confirmed  four  persons  and  addressed  them. 

Wednesday,  May  25th,  in  the  Baptist  Church  at  High 
Point,  after  Evening  Prayer,  I  preached,  confirmed  nine  per- 
sons and  addressed  them.  Steps  have  been  taken  looking 
to  the  erection  pf  a  Church  at  this  place,  and  if  the  build- 
ing can  be  secured,  it  will  prove  a  very  great  help  to  us. 

Thursday,  May  26th,  in  the  Church  of  the  Redemption, 
Lexington,  I  preached  to  a  very  large  and  attentive  congre- 
gation. The  next  day  I  continued  on  to  Concord,  with  a 
view  to  holding  a  service  there  that  night,  but  I  found  my- 
self so   much  prostrated   by   nervous   debility  and   loss  of 
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sleep  that  my  friends  urged  me   most  earnestly  not   to  at- 
tempt any  service.     I  finally  yielded  to  their  expostulations 
and  rested  quietly  during  the  remainder  of   the  day  and 
evening. 

On   the   following  day,  Saturday,   I   went   to  Salisbury, 
where  I  had  three   appointments   for  the  next  day,  which 
was  Whit  Sunday.     But  I  found  myself  so  utterly  incapac- 
itated for  work,  that  I  decided  to  keep  in  the  house  all  the 
morning.     Rev.  Mr.  Murdock  held  the  Morning  Service  in 
St.  Luke's,  and  went  out  six  miles  into  the  country  to  St. 
Mary's  for  the  Afternoon  Service.     At  night   I    thought  it 
would  be  safe  for  me  to  go  to  St.  Luke's  Church,  and  after 
a  short  Evening  Service,  I  confirmed  eight  persons  and  made 
a  brief  address  to  them.     Five  of  the  candidates  were  from 
St.    Gary's  Mission.     I  became  convinced  that  it  would   be 
unwise  to  attempt  any  further  official  duties  at  present  and 
consequently  returned  the  next  day  to  Raleigh. 

The  following  Friday  I  went  to  Baltimore,  where,  by  the 
ad-v  ice  of  an  eminent  physician,  I  was  induced  to  give  up 
^"  crontinuous  work  until  September,  and  spend  as  much  of 
^'^^  intervening  time  as  possible  at  the  seashore.  I  learned 
^"^-t:  I  had  narrowly  escaped  a  most  dangerous  attack,  and 
^"^.t  only  prudence  and  great  care  could  ward  oflf  very  seri- 
0^2^   consequences. 

Sunday,  June  5th,  in  Grace  Church,  Baltimore,  the  Bishop 

of      the  Diocese  held  an  ordination  of  three  Priests  and  one 

Deacon.     I  read  the  Epistle  in  the  Communion  Office,  but 

took  no  further  part  in  the  service.     The  excitement  of  the 

occasion  proved  too  much  for  me,  and  I  was  obliged  to  leave 

tVke  Chancel  before  the  exercises  were  concluded. 

The  next  day,  Monday,  June  6th,  I  went  on  to  New  York 
and  spent  a  few  days  very  quietly  at  the  house   of  my  old 
and  highly  esteemed  friend,  Mr.  John   H.  Shoenberger,  for- 
merly of  Pittsburgh.     At  the  time  I  was  in  great  anxiety  in 
regard  to  the  future  of  our  Theological  Training  School  at 
Asheville,  the  great  value  of  which  1  deeply  felt,  and  which 
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my  predecessor  Bishop  Atkinson  had  labored  so  earnestly 
to  build  up  and  sustain.  The  importance  of  this  work  and 
the  need  of  a  suitable  building  for  carrying  it  on,  I  urged 
upon  Mr.  Shoenberger,  and  my  heart  was  much  gladdened 
by  his  cordial  agreement  to  erect  the  needed  building 
for  us  at  the  cost  of  $8,000.  This  pledge  lifted  a  heavy 
weight  from  my  mind,  and  had  much  to  do  with  my  later 
improvement.  The  whole  amount  has  been  paid,  and  a  sub- 
stantial brick  building  is  now  nearly  completed  on  the 
grounds  of  Ravenscroft,  and  is  to  be  known  as  "  Shoenber- 
ger Hall." 

As  the  work  proceeded,  which  we  aimed  to  do  in  the  most 
thorough  and  substantial  manner,  we  found  that  the  esti- 
mated cost  was  considerably  below  what  would  be  necessary 
to  complete  the  building  in  conformity  with  the  details  of 
the  architect.  After  careful  examination  the  contractor 
found  that  the  work  could  not  be  finished  in  a  satisfactory 
way  without  the  additional  sum  of  $3,000.  Upon  making 
known  to  our  kind  benefactor  the  exact  state  of  the  case,  he 
very  kindly  and  generously  sent  me  a  further  check  for  the 
amount  thus  needed,  so  that  now  in  a  verv  few  weeks  the 
building  will  be  entirely,  completed,  and  will  be  found  one 
of  the  best  constructed  edifices  in  the  city  of  Asheville.  In 
all  its  appointments  it  is  everything  which  we  could  desire, 
and  we  are  thus  fully  equipped,  so  far  as  this  building  is  con- 
cerned, for  the  training  up  of  a  succession  of  faithful  min- 
isters to  aid  in  the  extension  of  the  Church. 

This  Diocese  owes  a  deep  debt  of  gratitude  to  Mr.  Shoen- 
berger for  this  generous  gift,  which  I  feel  sure  this  Conven- 
tion will  be  most  ready  thankfully  to  acknowledge. 

In  this  connection  I  may  add  that  the  Building  hitherto 
occupied  by  the  Training  School,  has  been  altered  in  accor- 
dance with  the  resolutions  of  the  last  Convention  and 
adopted  as  a  High  School  for  boys.  The  Board  of  Fellows 
secured  the  services  of  Mr.  Henry  A.  Prince  as  Head  Mas- 
ter, whose  testimonials  were  of  the  highest  character,  and 
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the  school  was  duly  opened  early  in  October.  While 
up  to  this  time  the  number  of  pupils  has  been  small  yet  the 
school  has  already  established  for  itself  a  very  high  reputa- 
tion, and  has  given  the  most  perfect  satisfaction  to  all  those 
whose  sons  have  been  enjoying  the  benefits  of  its  refined 
and  cultured  influence.  As  the  school  becomes  better  known 
and  its  superior  advantages  duly  appreciated  its  success  will 
admit  of  no  question. 

Wednesday,  June  8th,  being  still  in  New  York,  I  attended 
the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Organization  of  the  Church. 

Saturday,  June  nth,  at  the  house  of  Mr.  W.  W.  Niles, 
Fordham,  near  New  York,  I  baptized  in  the  presence  of 
four  generations  of  the  family,  my  infant  grandson,  Robert 
Lyman  Niles. 

Tuesday,  June  14th,  I  left  New  York  for  Atlantic  City, 
hut   remained  a  day   in  Philadelphia  to  be  present  at  the 
funeral  of  my  esteemed  friend  Bishop  Stevens,  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, who  departed  this  life  two  days  previous.     He  had 
he^ti  in  a  critical  state  for  some  days  and   finally  yielded  to 
th^    severity    of    his   attack.      The    whole    Church    deeply 
™<^\irns  his  loss.     He  was  a  man  of  very  high  culture;  of 
"■^rriarkably    well    balanced    mind    and    judgment  and   had 
P'^^^ved  a  most  faithful  and  successful  Bishop.     His  funeral 
took  place  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  Philadelphia, 
ori    Wednesday,  June  15th.     Quite  a  number  of  the  Bishops 
^^Te  present,  and  it  afforded  me  much  satisfaction  to  take 
P^rt  in  the  very  impressive  services.     His  loss  will   be  seri- 
ovisly  felt  in  the  Councils  of  the  Church,  and  in  those  varied 
organizations  connected  with  it,  in  which  he  always  showed 
so  deep  and  active  an  interest. 

And   in   this  connection,  I   may  speak   of  those    further 

losses  which  the  Church  has  sustained  by  the  death  of  three 

other  of  our  Bishops  since  we  last  met  in  Convention.     In 

the  month  of  August,  after   a   long   period   of  anxiety  and 

suffering,  the  young  and  zealous  and  untiring  Elliott,  Bishop 
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of  Western  Texas,  was  summoned  to  lay  down  his  pastoral 
staff.  He  was  persuaded  to  spend  some  months  in  Europe 
in  the  hope  of  regaining  his  health.  It  was  my  privilege 
to  meet  him  daily  during  the  week  which  I  spent  in  Rome, 
the  winter  before  he  died.  As  we  parted,  he  spoke  most 
discouragingly  of  himself,  and  seemed  impressed  with  the 
conviction  that  there  was  no  hope  of  any  improvement. 
He  returned  home  in  the  spring,  only  to  breathe  out  his 
spirit  among  loving  kinsfolk  and  friends. 

And  still  later  we  have  been  surprised  by  the  announce- 
ment of  the  death  of  Bishop  Dunlop,  of  New  Mexico  and 
Arizona.  The  overwhelming  pressure  of  his  hard  and  dis- 
couraging field,  the  heart-sickness  and  weariness  of  strug- 
gling against  so  many  obstacles,  brought  him,  while  yet  in 
the  vigour  of  manhood,  to  the  end  of  his  career.  Bold, 
earnest  and  self  sacrificing,  he  carried  about  him  the  proof 
that  he  was  ever  ready  to  endure  hardness  for  the  sake  of 
Christ. 

And  still  later,  in  the  early  part  of  this  very  month. 
Bishop  Brown,  of  Fond  du  Lac,  has  also  been  taken  from 
us.  He  was  an  earnest  and  faithful  soldier  of  the  Cross ; 
loved  and    honored    by  all  who  came   in  contact  with   him. 

These  sad  breaches  in  the  ranks  of  the  Episcopate  are 
among  those  dark  and  mysterious  dealings  of  Divine  Provi- 
dence which  wholly  pass  our  comprehension.  **  My  ways 
are  not  your  ways,  neither  are  my  thoughts  your  thoughts, 
saith  the  Lord." 

But  to  return  to  my  narrative,  shortly  after  the  funeral  of 
Bishop  Stevens,  I  continued  my  journey  to  Atlantic  City, 
to  which  place  I  was  especially 'commended  as  a  quiet  and 
most  desirable  seaside  resort.  It  was  my  wish  to  spend  at 
least  a  month  there,  but  urgent  duties  led  me  to  cut  short 
my  visit  at  the  end  of  a  fortnight.  I  returned  to  Raleigh 
July  (St  in  order  to  fill  an  appointment  there  the  next  Sun- 
day. 

Fourth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  3d,  in   Christ   Church, 
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Raleigh,  I  admitted  to  Deacon's  Orders  Mr.  John  Ravenscroft 
Harding,  a  graduate  of  Union  College  and  of  the  General 
Theological  Seminary,  on  presentation  by  his  father,  Rev. 
Israel  Harding.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  Mr.  Weston 
and  I  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  Dr. 
Marshall. 

Wednesday,  July  6th,  I  left  for  Morehead  City  to  spend 
a  few  days  more  at  the  seaside,  and  only  regretted  that 
pressing  engagements  prevented  a  longer  stay. 

Sunday,  July  loth,  in  the  parlor  of  the  Atlantic   Hotel  I 
read  Morning  Prayer  and  preached. 

Tuesday,  July  I2th,  I  baptized  a  sick  child  at  the  hotel. 
Wednesday,  July  13th,  returned  to  Raleigh. 
Sixth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  17th,  in  St.  Matthew's 
Church,  Hillsboro,  I  preached  and  admitted  to  the  Priest- 
hood Rev.  W.  L.  Reaney,  Deacon,  on  presentation  by  Rev. 
Dr.  Marshall,  who,  with  the  other  Clergy  present,  united  in 
the  imposition  of  hands.  I  also  administered  the  Holy 
Communion.  At  night,  after  Evening  Prayer,  I  confirmed 
two  persons. 

Monday,  July  i8th,  I  took  the  evening  train  to  Greens- 
boro, and  left  the  following  morning  for  Walnut  Cove.  I 
had  an  appointment  that  evening  at  Germanton,  but  at  the 
hour  when  we  were  about  starting  for  the  service,  a  storm 
of  wind  and  rain  of  such  great  violence  overtook  us  that  we 
^elt  compelled  to  give  up  the  drive.  Before  the  storm  had 
passed  it  was  too  late  for  the  service. 

Thursday,  July  21st,  I  consecrated  the  new  Church,  only 
just  completed  near  Walnut  Cove,  under  the  name  of  the 
Church  of  the  Holy  Comforter.  The  request  to  Consecrate 
was  read  by  Mr.  Frank  Hairston,  and  the  sentence  of  Conse- 
cration  by  the  Rev.  H.  O.  Lacey,  the  minister  in  charge.  I 
preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted 
t>y  Rev.  W.  R.  Wetmore.  A  meeting  of  the  Convocation 
of  Charlotte  had  been  summoned  there  for  this  occasion, 
and  was  in  session  for  several    hour*  cliiri:^2:  the  afternoon. 
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A  public  service  was  held  by  the  Convocation  at  the  Church 
the  next  mornin<»,  and  in  the  afternoon  the  members  re- 
turned to  their  homes.  I  remained  through  the  week  and 
derived  much  benefit  from  the  quiet  and  the  rest. 

Sunday,  July  24th.  Went  a^ain  to  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Comforter,  and,  after  Morning  Prayer,  preached,  con- 
firmed 17  persons,  addressed  them  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion.  Although  the  day  was  very  cloudy  and 
threatening,  we  had  a  large  congregation,  and  a  deep  inter- 
est was  manifested  in  the  services.  The  field,  in  that  neigh- 
borhood, is  full  of  promise,  and  very  valuable  results  are 
manifest  through  the  faithful  labors  not  only  of  the  Mis- 
sionary in  charge,  but  of  those  also  who  are  working  so 
faithfully  in  the  Sunday  School  which  they  have  established. 
The  successive  services  thus  held  in  this  new  and  attractive 
Church  constituted  quite  a  jubilee  for  the  neighborhood, 
and  filled  with  joy  the  many  loving  hearts  who  had  been 
laboring  so  zealously  for  the  completion  of  this  House  of 
Prayer.  May  God  abundantly  reward  them  all  for  the  self- 
sacrificing  devotion  they  have  manifested  for  the  House  of 
God  and  the  offices  thereof. 

Monday,  July  25th.  Left  on  the  evening  train  for  Greens- 
boro and  spent  the  night  with  kind  friends  there. 

Tuesday,  July  26th.  Left  for  Barksdale,  Va.,  and  then 
proceeded  by  carriage  to  the  house  of  the  late  John  W. 
Cunniiigham,  in  Person  county,  whose  recent  death  has 
proved  so  heavy  a  loss  to  his  family,  to  the  Church,  and 
to  the  wliole  community,  where  he  was  held  in  such  honour. 
Rev.  Mr.  Webb,  who  holds  services  statedly  in  the  Chapel, 
near  the  family  residence,  came  over  from  Virginia  to  meet 
me,  and  arrived  in  the  course  of  the  evening. 

The  next  day,  Wednesday,  July  27th,  Mr.  Webb  assisted 
me  in  the  service  at  the  Chapel,  when  I  baptized  two  adults, 
preached,  confirmed  three  persons,  addressed  them,  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion.  I  remained  yet  another 
day  in  this  sweet  home,*  which   has  been   made  so  desolate

by  the  loss,  in  so  short  a  time,  of  both  Colonel  and  Mrs. 
Cunningham.  Those  whose  privilege  it  was  to  know  them, 
can  alone  appreciate  the  greatness  of  the  calamity. 

Friday,  July  29th.  Left  at  a  very  early  hour  in  the  morn- 
ing for  Barksdale,  where  I  took  the  train  for  Greensboro 
and  Salisbury,  and  continued  on  at  midday  by  the  W.  N. 
Carolina  Road  to  Marion. 

On  Sunday  morning,  July  31,  I  preached  in  the  new 
Church ;  and  in  the  afternoon  went  on  to  Old  Fort,  and 
there  preached  in  the  evening  in  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
alter  Evening  Prayer. 

Monday,  August  I.  Took  the  train  in  the  afternoon  for 
Asheville.  There,  and  in  the  immediate  neighborhood.  I 
spent  most  of  the  month  of  August,  in  comparative  quiet, 
hoping  thus  to  secure  a  full  restoration  to  health.  The 
month  proved  an  unusually  rainy  and  disagreeable  one,  and 
I  felt  only  too  thankful  that  I  was  not  journeying  about 
and  filling  appointments,  when  the  weather  and  the  roads 
would  have  interfered  so  seriously  with  successful  services. 

On  Wednesday,  Aue^ust  3d,  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Fellows  of  Ravenscroft  was  held.  We  continued  in  session 
the  entire  day,  and  finally  adjourned  late  in  the  afternoon. 

Sunday,  August  7th,  I  took  part  in  the  Morning  Service 
at  Trinity  Church  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  Rev.  Dr.  Buxton  and  Rev.  Mr.  Harding.  Since 
his  ordination  to  the  Diaconate  in  July,  Mr.  Harding  has 
been  acting  as  Assistant  Minister  of  Trinity  Church. 

Wednesday,  August  loth,  left  Asheville  to  spend  a   few 

days  at  Blackwell's  Springs,  about  twelve  miles  from  the 
city. 

On  Sunday,  August  14th.  I  held  a  short  service  and 
preached  on  the  Veranda  of  the  hotel  at  the  Springs.  Re- 
turned on  Monday  to  Asheville. 

Sunday,  August  2ist,  in  Trinity  Chapel,  Asheville,  after 
Morning  Prayer,  I  preached  and  confirmed  two  persons. 
Rev.  H.  S.  M.    McDuffey  had  only  been  a  short   time   in 
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charge  of  this  Mission  and  I  was  much  gratified  to  learn 
that  the  condition  of  the  work  there  was  nnuch  more  encour- 
aging than  for  sometime  past.  The  present  minister  seems 
to  have  secured  the  entire  confidence  of  the  congregation, 
and  all  is  going  on  quietly  and  harmoniously.  The  same 
day,  at  6  P.  M.,  I  officiated,  by  special  request,  in  Trinity 
Church  at  the  funeral  of  Mr.  Marshall  S.  Perry,  of  New 
York.     Rev.  Mr.  Harding  assisted  me  in  the  service. 

Friday,  August  26th,  I  visited  the  Chapel  at  Haw  Creek. 
Preached,  confirmed  five  persons  and  addressed  them. 

Twelfth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  August  28th,  in  Trinity 
Church,  Asheville,  after  full  Morning  Service,  I  preached, 
confirmed  twelve  persons  and  addressed  them. 

Monday,  August  29th,  confirmed  in  private  a  member  of 
the  Confirmation  Class,  who  was  prevented  by  ill  health 
from  being  present  at  the  service  yesterday, 

Tuesday,  August  30th,  left  Asheville  to  spend  a  few  days 
with  much  esteemed  friends  in  the  neighborhood  of  Calvary 
Church,  Henderson  County.  The  visit  was  both  a  great 
comfort  and  of  decided  benefit  to  me.  The  weather,  which 
for  weeks  had  b  en  so  inclement,  was  now  bright  and  beau- 
tiful in  the  extreme,  and  every  day  I  spent  considerable 
time  either  on  horseback  or  in  extended  walks.  I  found 
myself  mending  steadily. 

On  Friday,  September  2d,  in  company  with  Rev.  W.  S. 
Bynum,  I  was  driven  some  eighteen  miles  to  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Henderson  County.  Although  we  made  a  very 
early  start  we  found  the  roads  so  rough,  and  at  times  so  dif- 
ficult to  distinguish,  that  it  was  after  the  hour  of  service 
before  we  reached  the  Church.  We  commenced  with  the. 
least  possible  delay,  and  after  Morning  Prayer,  I  preached 
and  confirmed  two  persons.  For  sometime  previous  to  my 
visit  this  congregation  had  only  enjoyed  the  services  of  the 
Church  at  considerable  intervals,  and  had  been  so  often  dis- 
appointed that  the  interest  among  the  people  had  been 
greatly  decreased.     They  were  much   discouraged   also   by

the  blowing  down  of  the  new  School  House,  erected  near 
the  Church,  so  that  1  found  them  almost  ready  to  despair.  I 
encouraged  them  with  needed  help  to  go  on  at  once  and  re- 
pair the  School  House,  and  succeeded  in  securing  the  ser- 
vices of  an  excellent  Clergyman  who  has  been  officiating 
regularly  for  them  for  many  months  past.  Shortly  after  this 
service  at  St.  PauTs,  Rev.  Mr.  Curtis,  who  arrived  too  late  for 
the  Morning  Service,  accompanied  me  to  the  house  of  Mr. 
Seagle,  some  five  miles  from  St.  Paul's,  where  quite  a  large 
congregation  had  gathered.  After  a  brief  service  by  Mr. 
Curtis,  I  preached,  confirmed  ten  persons  and  addressed 
them.  This  is  one  of  the  points  where  Rev.  Milnor  Jones 
has  been  holding  occasional  services,  and  I  found  a  very 
deep  interest  awakened  in  behalf  of  the  Church.  Directly 
after  this  service  we  drove  back  to  the  place  from  which  we 
had  started  in  the  morning,  making  a  drive  of  over  thirty- 
five  miles.  It  cheered  me  to  find  that  I  had  suffered  no  in- 
convenience from  the  fatigues  and  labors  of  the  day. 

13th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  Sept.  4th,  being  the  day  for 
my  appointment  at  Calvary  Church,  was  bright  and  beauti- 
ful in  thjs  extreme,  and  a  large  and  deeply  interested  congre- 
gation crowded  the  Church  to  its  utmost  capacity.  After 
Morning  Prayer,  I  proceeded  with  the  Communion  office, 
and  after  the  Gospel,  confirmed  58  persons,  addressed  them 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  Most  of  the  large 
class  thus  gathered,  were  from  families  of  the  farming  pop- 
ulation, scattered  for  miles  from  the  Parish  Church.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  energetic  and  untiring  exertions  of  the  Rector, 
Rev.  Mr.  Bynum,  there  were  the  patient  and  laborious 
efforts  of  many  of  the  female  members  of  the  congregation 
who  had  been  carrying  on  several  Sunday  Schools  in  differ- 
ent districts  and  who  had  proved  in  this  way  most  helpful 
to  the  Rector.  The  great  value  of  such  earnest  coworkers 
was  here  made  most  fullv  manifest. 

The  next  day,  Monday,  Sept.  5,  I  held  a  special  Confirm- 
ation in  the  same  Church  and  confirmed  and  addressed  four

others,  who  were  prevented  from  attendance  at  the  service 
of  the  previous  day. 

Tuesday,  Sept.  6,  in  St.  James*  Church,  Hendersonville,  I 
preached,  confirmed  six  persons,  addressed  them,  and  ad- 
ministered the  Holy  Communion.  Shortly  after  this  visita- 
tion, I  secured  the  services  of  Rev.  Mr.  Wrixon,  who  has 
since  had  the  charge  of  this  congregation,  together  with  other 
missions,  in  which  he  has  been  faithfully  ministering.  In 
the  afternoon  I  confirmed,  in  private,  an  aged  man  from 
the  hospital,  who  was  presented  by  Rev.  Mr.  Bynum  ;  and 
shortly  after,  in  the  county  jail,  I  confirmed  a  convict,  pre- 
sented by  Rev.  Milnor  Jones,  and  who  had  previously  been 
baptized  by  him.  Directly  after  this  service,  Rev.  Mr. 
Wainwright  conveyed  me  in  his  carriage  to  his  residence, 
near  Bowman's  Bluff,  and  about  eight  miles  from  Hender- 
sonville.  There  I  enjoyed  a  quiet  rest  during  the  next  day 
in  the  genial  company  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wainwright. 

Thursday.  Sept.  8th,  I  had  the  great  satisfaction  of  Con- 
secrating Gethsemane  Churchy  at  Bowman's  Bluff,  a  very 
chaste  and  beautiful  edifice,  which  had  only  recently  been 
completed.  At  my  previous  visit,  one  year  before,  nothing 
had  been  done  beyond  the  securing  of  a  very  eligible  site 
for  the  Church — which  now  greeted  me  as  a  great  surprise. 
It  is  a  model  of  neatness  and  good  taste.  Many  came  from 
quite  a  distance  to  be  present  at  the  Consecration.  The 
request  to  Consecrate  was  read  by  Mr.  George  Holmes,  and 
the  sentence  of  Consecration  by  Rev.  Dr.  Buel.  I  preached, 
confirmed  four  persons  and  addressed  them.  One  person 
was  also  confirmed  in  private  before  the  service.  The  Holy 
Communion  was  then  administered  by  me,  assisted  by  Mr. 
Wainwright.  To  the  untiring  efforts  of  the  Missionary  in 
charge,  so  nobly  encouraged  as  he  was  by  a  willing  and  sym- 
pathizing people,  we  owe  it  that  such  an  admirable  work 
has  thus  been  accomplished.  The  same  afternoon,  Rev.  Dr. 
Buel  accompanied  me  in  a  private  conveyance  to  Brevard, 
about  15  miles  distant. 
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Friday,  Sept.  9th,  in  St.  Philip's  Church,  Brevard,  after 
Morning  Prayer,  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion.  The  church  edifice  is  not  yet  finished,  but 
before  my  next  visit,  I  trust  that  it  may  be  ready  for  Con- 
secration. A  resident  minister  is  greatly  needed  for  this 
community,  and  a  faithful,  active  man  would  soon  gather  in 
an  encouraging  congregation. 

Saturday,  Sept.  roth,  we  continued  our  drive  over  the 
mountains  as  far  as  Cashier's  Valley,  about  36  miles,  reach- 
ing that  place  just  after  sunset. 

Sunday,  Sept.  i  ith,  we  held  the  first  service  in  the  new  and 
very  beautiful  Chapel  which  has  been  erected  on  the  estate, 
and  chiefly  through  the  active  efforts  of  the  Hampton  fam- 
ily. Col.  Hampton,  who  took  so  much  interest  in  it  and 
provided  the  lot  upon  which  the  building  is  erected,  did  not 
live  to  witness  its  entire  completion.  Only  the  work  of  a 
few  weeks  was  lacking  to  make  it  ready  for  Consecration. 
On  the  day  of  this  first  service  the  Church  was  filled  with  a 
devout  and  deeply  interested  congregation.  Rev.  Dr.  Buel 
conducted  the  morning  service,  and,  after  the  second  lesson, 
I  baptized  four  children;  I  also  preached,  confirmed  three 
persons,  addressed  them  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
niunion.  A  second  service  was  held  at  five  o'clock,  but  I 
did  not  feel  able  to  be  present.  I  hope  to  consecrate  the 
Church  as  soon  as  I  am  able  .again  to  visit  that  neighbor- 
hood. Rev.  Mr.  Deal  officiates  at  this  Mission,  during  the 
summer  and  autumn  months. 

On  Monday  we  drove  to  Cullowhee  where  we  spent  the 
n^ght.  The  next  morning  Dr.  Buel  found  it  necessary  for 
hini  to  return  to  Asheville,  and  I  left  for  Franklin  and  pro- 
ceeded to  the  residence  of  Rev.  Mr.  Deal,  some  four  miles 
beyond  Franklin. 

Wednesday,  September  14th,  I  visited  St.  John's  Church, 
a  few  miles  still  further  west,  and  at  1 1  o'clock,  after  Morn- 
ing Prayer,  I  preached,  confirmed  eight  persons,  addressed 
them  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.

Thursday,  September  15th,  Mr.  Deal  accompanied  me  to 
Franklin  and  we  drove  at  once  to  the  beautiful  site  where  a 
very  chaste  and  well  planned  brick  Church  was  in  the  course 
of  erection.  Mr.  Deal  has  been  very  successful  in  securing 
funds  for  this  work,  and  we  have  the  promise  of  a  very  at- 
tractive Church  edifice.  At  8  P.  M.,  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  after  Evening  Prayer  by  Mr.  Deal,  I  preached  to  a 
very  large  congregation. 

Friday,  September  i6th,  I  drove  back  to  Cullowhee  and 
enjoyed  a  very  pleasant  day's  rest  before  the  next  service. 

Sunday,  September  i8th,  in  Sf.  David's  Church,  after 
Morning  Prayer,  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. I  regret  to  say  that  this  Church  still  stands  in  an 
unfinished  state,  as  we  have  not  been  able  to  command  the 
funds  requisite  for  its  completion.  We  greatly  need  a  resi- 
dent Minister  and  a  Parochial  School  at  this  point,  and 
could  these  desirable  plans  be  carried  out  we  might  reason- 
ably look  for  very  decided  progress. 

Monday,  September  19th,  we  drove  over  to  the  neigh- 
borhood of  Webster,  and  on  T.uesday,  September  20th,  in 
the  Methodist  Church  at  Webster,  Dr.  Buel  conducted  the 
service,  and  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. Several  from  Cullowhee  came  over  to  join  us  in 
the  service.  In  the  afternoon  we  drove  on  toward  Waynes- 
ville.  stopping  for  the  night  at  the  Balsam  Mountain  House 
and  reaching  Waynesville  before  noon  on  Wednesday. 

Thursday,  September  22d,  in  Grace  Church  in  the  Moun- 
tains, Waynesville,  I  preached,  confirmed  two  persons  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  we 
drove  on  as  far  as  Smathers*  Hotel,  half  way  to  Asheville. 

Early  the  next  morning,  Sept.  23d,  we  went  on  as  "far  as 
Candlerville.  And  at  11  o'clock  I  consecrated  the  building 
which  had  been  purchased  and  fitted  up  for  our  services, 
under  the  name  of  St.  Clemcnfs  Church.  The  request  to 
consecrate  was  read  by  Rev.  Geo.  H.  Bell,  and  the  sentence 
of  consecration  by  Rev.  Dr.  Buel.   The  sermon  was  preached 
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by  me,  and  I  also   confirmed  one  person.     I  organized  St. 
Clenunfs  Mission  in  accordance  with   the  provisions  of  the 
Csfnon.  and  appointed   the   regular  officers.     Rev.  Mr.  Bell 
^olds  services  statedly  at  this  Mission,  which   is  a  very  en- 
couraging one.     We  drove  on  to  Asheville  in  the  afternoon, 
^nd  thus  brought  this  portion  of  my  mountaiu  visitation  to 
^  close.     It  was  a  matter  of  special   thankfulness  that  we 
had  been  blessed  with  such  remarkably  fine  weather  for  this 
^hole,  long  •journey.     Scarcely  one   service  had   been  hin- 
dered by  rainy  or  threatening  weather,  and  I  had  been  able 
^0  fill  successfully  all   my  appointments  without  any  injury 
fo  rny  health.     In  fact,  I  seemed  to  be  gaining  strength  as 
ffle    visitation  advanced.     I  was  only  able  to  remain  one  day 
"^  -Asheville  on  my  return.     It  afforded  me   much  satisfac- 
^'ort  to  meet  there  Mr.  Henry  A.  Prince,  who  had  recently 
^Tivred  to  enter  upon  his  duties  as  Head    Master   of  the 
Ra.x^enscroft  High  School  for  boys,  which  was  to  be  opened

in  SI   few  days.     I  left  the  next  day,  Saturday,  Sept.  24th, 
for    !Morganton. 

^^unday,  Sept.  25th,  in  Grace  Church,  after  Morning 
Pr^-^er,  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 
W^r  had  another  service  in  the  evening,  when  I  confirmed 
two  persons  and  addressed  them.  The  congregations  were 
very  large  at  both  services. 

^Monday,  Sept.  26th,  I  met, quite  a  number  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  congregation  and   took  the  train  at  4:50  p.  m. 
lor    Hickory.    At  8  o'clock,  in  the  Church  of  the  Ascension, 
atter  Evening  Prayer,  I  preached,  confirmed  three  persons 
and  addressed  them. 

Tuesday,  Sept.  27th,  I  accompanied  Rev.   Mr.  McBee  to 
a  private  house  and  confirmed  a  member  of  the  class  who 
was  unable  to  attend  the  public  service.     The  same  evening 
I  took  the  train  for  Lenoir. 

Wednesday,  Sept.  28th,  in  St.  James'  Church,  Lenoir,  I 
confirmed  fourteen  persons  and  addressed  them.    It  afforded 
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me  much  gratification  to  find  so  large  and  apparently  well 
instructed  a  class. 

The  next  day,  Thursday,  Sept.  29th,  in  the  same  Church, 
rafter  the  second  lesson,  I  baptized  an  infant,  and  also 
preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  I  found 
in  the  Chancel  the  addition  of  some  very  beautiful  pieces 
of  furniture,  the  work  of  a  zealous  member  of  the  Parish, 
who  had  undertaken  it  as  a  labour  of  love,  in  hours  of  leis- 
ure from  his  professional  engagements. 

Friday,  Sept.  30th,  was  a  most  beautiful  day,  and  Rev. 
Mr.  McBee  accompanied  me  on  my  visitation  to  Watauga. 
We  went  to  Blowing  Rock  and  thence  to  Boone.  We  re- 
mained in  Boone  until  the  next  morning,  when  we  drove 
over  to  Valle  Crucis.  The  day  being  a  very  fine  one,  we 
took  the  opportunity  to  visit  the  site  of  the  old  Valle  Crucis 
Mission,  and  such  of  the  buildings  as  are  still  standing. 

Sunday,  October  2d,  went  to  St.  John's  Church,  preached 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  A  little  before  3 
o'clock  we  drove  back  to  Boone,  and  at  7:30  p.  m.,  in  St. 
Luke's  Church.  I  preached  and  confirmed  one  person. 

Monday,  October  3,  I  prepared  the  papers  duly  organizing 
the  Missions  of  St.  John's  and  St.  Luke's,  and  appointed 
officers  for  each.  About  9  o'clock  we  started  to  go  by  a  di- 
rect road  to  Wilkesboro.  We  found  the  road  in  many  places 
exceedingly  rough,  and  the  journey  a  most  fatiguing  one, 
and  we  only  reached  our  destination  at  8:30  p.  m.  Mr. 
McBee  parted  from  me  at  Wilkesboro.  I  was  driven  on  two 
miles  further  to  the  house  of  Rev.  Mr.  Barber,  where  I  was 
cordially  welcomed  and  much  enjoyed  the  needed  rest  of 
the  next  day. 

Wednesday,  October  5th,  in  St.  Paul's  Chuch,  Wilkesboro, 
1  preached,  confirmed  two  persons  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion.  Soon  after  the  service  I  was  driven  in  a 
buggy*to  the  residence  of  Mr.  James  Gwyn,  some  eighteen 
miles  distant. 

Thursday,  October  6th,  in  Gwyn's  Chapel,  I  preached  and 
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administered  the  Holy  Communion.  Went  to  Elkin,  five 
miles,  in  the  afternoon,  and  at  night,  in  the  Methodist 
Church,  I  preached.  The  very  comfortable  vehicle  provided 
for  me  by  Mr.  Gwyn,  and  which  brought  me  to  Elkin,  took 
me  the  following  day,  Friday,  to  Scatesville,  a  distance  of 
about  forty  miles.  The  day  was  pleasant  and  I  suffered 
but  little  from  the  fatigue  of  the  journey.  The  next  day  I 
was  counting  on  as  a  season  of  rest,  but  I  found  here  more 
than  a  dozen  letters,  all  calling  for  answers,  so  that  the 
day  proved  rather  a  weary  one. 

Sunday,  October  9th,  in  Trinity  Church,  Statesville,  I 
addressed  the  congregationi  in  regard  to  the  infrequency  of 
their  Sunday  services,  and  urged  upon  them  a  better  pro- 
vision for  their  spiritual  needs;  preached,  confirmed  three 
persons  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  I  was 
much  gratified  to  learn  a  few  days  later,  that  prompt  action 
had  been  taken  by  the  congregation,  and  that  arrangements 
were  entered  into  by  which  Mr.  Watters  would  henceforth 
officiate  every  alternate  Sunday  in  Statesville.  With  this 
change  from  simply  a  monthly  service,  I  feel  sure  that  a 
decided  increase  of  interest  will  be  secured. 

Monday,  October  loth,  I  left  on  the  morning  train  for 
Alexandriana,  where  a  carriage  met  me  and  I  was  driven  at 
once  to  the  new  St.  Mark's  Church,  Mecklenburg  county, 
only  about  three  miles  distant.  It  was  after  12  o'clock 
when  I  reached  the  Church,  but  I  learned  that  Morning 
Prayer  had  already  been  concluded  and  the  Sacrament  of 
Baptism  administered.  I  proceeded  with  the  Communion 
office  and  addressed  the  congregation,  congratulating  them 
upon  the  possession  of  such  a  well  ordered  and  admirable 
brick  Church  which,  although  not  yet  entirely  completed, 
they  were  able  to  occupy  with  so  much  comfort.  I  then 
preached,  confirmed  six  persons,  addressed  them  and  ad- 
ministered the  Holy  Communion.  The  service  was  full  of 
interest,  and  my  heart  was  made  glad  by  the  wonderful  pro- 
gress which  had  been  made  since  my  previous  visit.     The 
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new  Church  occupies  a  very  commanding  site,  is  graceful  in 
its  style  of  architecture,  and  will  prove  a  great  help,  I  am 
persuaded,  in  advancing  the  interests  of  the  Church  in  the 
surrounding  neighborhood.  In  the  afternoon  I  was  driven 
on  to  Charlotte. 

Tuesday,  October  loth,  Mr.  Osborne  drove  me  out,  in 
the  morning,  to  visit  the  Orphanage  under  his  charge,  and 
which  is  proving  such  a  great  blessing  to  the  helpless  or- 
phans who  are  here  so  kindly  cared  for,  and  so  admirably 
trained  and  instructed.  This  Institution  makes  a  very  warm 
appeal  to  all  who  appreciate  the  truly  Christian  character 
of  this  Orphan  Home,  and  who  should  very  gladly  aid  in 
extending  its  sphere  of  usefulness.  After  leaving  the  Or- 
phanage, I  went  with  Mr.  Cheshire  to  visit  the  new  and 
beautiful  Parochial  School-house  which  he  had  been  erect- 
ing,  and  which  was  only  recently  completed.  It  serves  the 
double  office  of  an  admirable  school-room  and  a  very  neat 
and  convenient  Chapel,  where  services  are  held  on  Sunday 
evenings.  As  it  is  nearly  a  mile  away  from  the  Parish 
Church,  its  services  are  a  great  comfort  and  benefit  to  many 
who  could  not  attend  if  required  to  go  any  great  distance 
from  home.  It  impressed  me  as  a  most  graceful  and  most 
convenient  building,  admirably  adapted  to  its  two-fold  ob- 
ject. Before  leaving  the  city,  I  also  paid  a  visit  to  the 
Church  Hospital,  which  I  found  in  excellent  order  and  under 
very  wise  and  careful  management.  This,  too,  is  proving  a 
great  blessing  to  the  whole  city.  These  charitable  institu- 
tions are  outward  signs  of  a  better  tone  of  Church  life,  and 
must  prove  most  profitable,  not  only  to  those  who  enjoy 
their  benefits,  but  also  to  those  whose  hearts  are  thus  warmed 
with  more  tender  and  loving  Christian  sentiments.  The 
same  evening  I  took  the  train  for  Rutherfordton,  arriving 
about  lo  p.  m. 

Wednesday,  Oct.  I2th,  in  St.  John's  Church,  I  preached 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  I  regret  to  say 
that  up  to  this  time  I  have  only  been  able  to  make  arrange-

merits  for  occasional  services  here.  With  the  increasing 
sig^s  of  life  which  the  railway  has  brought  to  the  town  there 
is  much  greater  encouragement  to  efforts  in  behalf  of  the 
Church  than  for  many  years  before.  It  is  my  earnest  desire 
to  secure  a  resident  Clergyman  for  this  place  and  neighbor- 
hood. 

Thursday,  Oct.  13th,  left  about  noon  for  Shelby,  and  at 
night,  in  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  I  preached  and  con- 
firmed one  person  ;  and  directly  after  the  service  went  to  a 
private  house  and  confirmed  another,  who  was  too  feeble  to 
attend  the  public  service. 

Friday,  Oct.  14th,  took  the  morning  train  for  the  neigh- 
borhood of  Lincolnton,  and  at  night,  in  the  Church  of  Our 
Saviour,  I  preached,  confirmed  two  persons  and  addressed 
them.  The  next  morning  I  was  driven  into  Lincolnton  for 
my  visitation  the  next  day. 

Sunday,  Oct.  i6th,  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  I  preached,  con- 
firmed sixteen  persons  and  addressed  them.  In  the  after- 
noon I  officiated,  in  company  with  Mr.  Wetmore,  at  the 
funeral  of  Capt.  V.  Q.  Johnson,  who  died  suddenly  the  day 
before. 

Tuesday,  Oct.  i8th,  being  the  Feast  of  St.  Luke  the  Evan- 
gelist, in  the  same  Church,  after  Morning  Prayer  and  sermon 
by  Rev.  J.  B.  Cheshire,  Jr.,  I  admitted  to  the  Priesthood 
Rev.  Charles  C.  Quin,  Deacon,  on  presentation  by  Rev.  Dr. 
Marshall,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  The 
other  Clergy  present  united  in  the  imposition  of  hands. 

Left  the  next  day  for  Charlotte,  and  at  night  continued 
my  journey  by  way  of  Hamlet  to  Raleigh. 

Saturday,  Oct.  22d.  I  left  for  Baltimore,  and  on  the  fol- 
lowing Tuesday,  Oct.  25th,  I  proceeded  on  to  Philadelphia, 
to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Missionary  Council  of  the 
Church,  and  also  a  special  meeting  of  the  House  of  Bishops. 
I  remained  in  attendance  upon  the  sessions  of  the  Council 
until  the  final  adjournment  on   Wednesday  afternoon,  and 
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was  then  present  at  the  sessions  of  the  House  of  Bishops 
the  two  following  days. 

On  Friday  evening  I  left  for  New  York  where  I  remained 
for  several  days. 

On  the  evening  of  Wednesday,  Nov.  2d,  I  went  by  ap- 
pointment to  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  where  I  de- 
livered an  address  before  the  Missionary  Association  of  the 
students. 

Tuesday,  Nov.  8th,  I  returned  to  Philadelphia,  and  the  next 
day,  Wednesday,  Nov.  9th,  in  St.  James*  Church,  I  united  a 
couple  in  Holy  Matrimony.  The  same  evening  I  continued 
on  to  Baltimore,  and  left  the  following  evening  for  Ports- 
mouth. I  passed  one  day  very  pleasantly  with  friends  at 
Franklin,  Va.,  and  the  next  day  returned  to  my  hon^e  in 
Raleigh. 

Sunday,  November  13th,  in  Church  of  Good  Shepherd,  I 
made  an  address  to  the  congregation  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion. 

Friday,  November  i8th,  I  took  the  evening  train  to  Pitts- 
boro.  On  Saturday  I  accompanied  Mr.  Bush  to  examine 
the  new  and  commodious  Church,  which  had  recently  been 
built,  under  his  supervision,  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
colored  people  of  Pittsboro.  So  soon  as  it  can  be  com- 
pleted it  will  be  most  helpful  to  the  mission  work  there,  and 
will  be  one  of  the  most  attractive  churches  for  colored  peo- 
ple in  the  entire  Diocese.  A  great  debt  of  gratitude  is  due 
to  Mr.  Bush  for  the  persevering  zeal  which  has  enabled  him 
to  carry  on  this  work  so  far  toward  completion. 

Sunday,  November  20th,  in  St.  Bartholomew's  Church,  I 
preached,  confirmed  seven  persons,  addressed  them  and  ad- 
ministered the  Holy  Communion.  At  night,  in  a  hall  tem- 
porarily provided  for  the  colored  people,  I  preached,  con- 
firmed four  persons  and  addressed  them. 

Monday,  November  21,  took  the  early  train  to  Raleigh. 

Thursday,  November  24,  Thanksgiving  Day,  I  took  part 
in  the  service  at  Christ  Church,  addressed  the  congregation 
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in  behalf  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  at  Charlotte,  and 
closed  the  service  with  prayer  and  benediction 

Friday,  November  25,  took  the  evening  train  to  Greens- 
boro and  continued  on  the  next  morning  to  Winston.   . 

Sunday,  November  27,  in  St.  PauFs  Church,  Winston,  I 
preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  At  night, 
after  Evening  Prayer,  I  confirmed  seven  persons  and  ad- 
dressed them.  The  congregations  at  both  services  were 
unusually  large;  and  under  the  wise  administration  of  its 
zealous  and  faithful  Rector,  this  Parish  seems  to  be  steadily 
advancing  in  the  respect  and  esteem  of  the  community. 

Monday,  November  28th,  I  left  on  the  evening  train  for 
Greensboro,  and  proceeded  the  next  morning  to  Burling- 
ton, Alamance  county. 

Tuesday,  November  29th,  in  St.  Athanasius*  Church,  I 
preached,  confirmed  eight  persons  and  addressed  them. 
This  intere.sting  Mission  I  found  in  a  very  prosperous  and 
harmonious  condition,  and  a  growing  interest  is  seen  in  the 
teachings  and  observances  of  the  Church. 

Wednesday,  November  30.  Mr.  Reaney  accompanied  me 
to  a  private  house,  where  I  confirmed  a  sick  person.  Re- 
turned the  same  day  to  Raleigh. 

Second  Sunday  in  Advent,  Dec.  4th,  in  Christ  Church, 
Raleigh,  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Commu- 
nion. 

Third  Sunday  in  Advent,  December  nth,  in  Church  of 
Good  Shepherd,  Raleigh,  I  took  part  in  the  Communion 
service  and  consecrated  the  Elements.  This  was  the  closing 
service  of  the  Rectorship  of  Mr.  Strange  :  and  his  successor, 
Rev.  Mr.  Clark,  was  present  and  participated  in  the  services, 
and  they  unitedly  administered  the  Holy  Communion  to  a 
large  number  of  communicants.  The  removal  of  Mr. 
Strange  from  this  Parish  and  from  the  Diocese,  was  a  grief 
to  us  all,  as  we  had  looked  forward  to  many  years  of  faith- 
ful service  among  us. 

Fourth  Sunday  in  Advent,  December  i8th,  in  St.  Paul's 
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Church,  Louisburg,  I  conducted  the  service,  baptized  four 
children,  preached,  confirnned  three  persons,  addressed  thenn 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  Returned  to 
Raleigh  the  next  day. 

Sunday,  December  25th,  Christmas  day,  in  the  Church  of 
the  Good  Shepherd,  I  assisted  the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Clarjc, 
in  the  service,  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Commu- 
nion. .  At  night,  in  same  Church,  assisted  again  in  the  ser- 
vice. 

Friday,  December  30th,  left  in  the  evening  for  Greens- 
boro, and  continued  on  the  next  morning  to  Salisbury. 

Sunday,  January  i,  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  assisted  Rev. 
Mr.  Murdock  in  the  morning  service,  preached  and  admin- 
istered the  Holy  Communion.  At  night,  after  Evening 
Prayer  and  an  adult  baptism  by  Mr.  Murdock,  1  confirmed 
twenty-one  persons  and  addressed  them.  Two  of  the  class 
who  were  unable  to  be  present  at  the  public  service,  I  had 
confirmed  privately  in  the  morning,  making  twenty-three  in 
all.  The  day  was  very  rainy  and  disagreeable,  but  the  con- 
gregations, especially  the  evening  one,  quite  filled  the 
Church.  A  deep  religious  interest  seemed  to  have  been 
awakentd  in  the  community,  and  a*great  and  growing  con- 
cern for  the  Church  and  her  services.  I  only  hope  that  this 
better  spirit  may  be  found  deepening  and  strengthening 
day  by  day. 

Tuesday,  January  3d.  in  St.  Barnabas*  Church,  Greens- 
boro, I  preached,  confirmed  three  persons  and  addressed 
them.  Had  a  conference,  with  the  Vestry  after  the  service. 
Left  on  the  night  train  for  Raleigh. 

Sunday,  January  8th,  assisted  in  the  service  at  the  Church 
of  the  Good  Shepherd.  The  next  day  I  took  the  train  at 
Greensboro  with  an  excursion  ticket  to  California.  I  went 
with  the  double  object  of  paying  a  visit  to  one  of  my  sons, 
residing  there,  and  I  also  hoped  that  the  complete  change 
of  scene  and  interruption  of  work  might  avail  more  fully 
to    re-establish   my  health.     The  trip   proved  in  many  re- 
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spects  a  very  pleasant  one,  and  I  returned  home  greatly 
benefited  and  strengthened.  During  my  absence,  I  offi- 
ciated nearly  every  Sunday. 

On  Sunday,  January  22d,  in  Trinity  Church,  San  Fran- 
cisco, I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  in  the  services  by  Rev.  Dr.  Beers  and  Rev.  Mr. 
Heffern.  At  night  I  preached  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  meet- 
ing in  both  places  many  of  my  old  friends,  from  whom  I 
received  a  very  warm  and  hearty  welcome. 

The  following  Sunday  I  was  with  my  son  in  Napa  Valley. 
Avery  heavy  rain  continued  all  the  day,  and  we  had  a  very 
pleasant  service  in  the  house. 

Sunday,  February  5th,  in  Grace  Memorial  Church,  St. 
Helena,  Napa  Valley,  I  conducted  the  service,  preached 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  The  day  was  a 
beautiful  one,  and  the  congregation  large.  The  service  was 
the  more  valued  and  appreciated  from  the  fact  that  the 
Parish  had  been  for  some  time  without  any  Rector,  or  any 
public  services. 

Tuesday,  Feb.  7th,  I  returned  to  San  Francisco,  and  the 
"^xt  day,  Feb.  8th,  there  was  a  service  of  more  than  ordi- 
'i^ry  interest  in  Grace  Church,  viz.:  the  ordination  of  three 
E)eacons  to  the  Priesthood.  At  the  request  of  Bishop  Kip, 
I  preached  the  sermon,  and  Bishop  Wingfield  of  North  Cal- 
'^ornia  assisted  in  the  ordination  service.  About  twenty  of 
^he  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  were  present,  and  an  unusually 
large  congregation. 

Sunday,  Feb.  12th,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Oakland,  oppo-

s*te  San  Francisco,  I  assisted  the  Rector,  Rev.  Hobart  Chet- 
^'<^ocl,  in  the  service  and  preached. 

The  next  evening,  in  the  Chapel  of  Trinity  Church,  San 
^^'^ncisco,  at  the  request  of  the  Women's  Auxiliary  of  the 
Board  of  Missions,  I  delivered  an  address  on  the  subject  of 
^^rk  among  the  Colored  People  of  the  South.     There  was 
Q^ite  a  large  congregation   and   much   interest  was  mani- 
fested. 
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On  Wednesday  evening  I  left  the  city  on  my  return  home, 
stopping  over  one  day  at  Benicia,  to  pay  a  promised  visit  to 
Bishop  Wingfield.  After  Evening  Prayer,  in  the  College 
Chapel,  I  made  an  address  to  the  students.  The  next  even- 
ing I  resumed  my  journey,  returning  as  I  went  out,  by  the 
Southern  Pacific  Road. 

On  the  morning  of  February  22d,  I  reached  Memphis 
from  Little  Rock  and  spent  a  day  there.  Rev.  Dr.  Patter- 
son, formerly  of  North  Carolina,  showed  me  every  courtesy 
and  accompanied  me  about  the  city.  My  next  stop  was  at 
Huntsville,  Alabama,  where  I  spent  four  days  most  delight- 
fully, receiving  every  courtesy  and  kindness  at  the  hands  of 
Rev.  Dr.  Banister  and  family  and  a  number  of  his  most  hos- 
pitable parishioners. 

Sunday,  Feb.  26ih.  in  the  Church  of  the  Nativity,  at 
Huntsville.  I  assisted  Dr.  Banister  in  the  services  and 
preached  both  morning  and  evening.  The  four  days*  rest 
from  travel  in  that  very  agreeable  place  proved  a  great  relief 
to  me,  and  I  resumed  my  journey  on  Monday  evening,  very 
much  refreshed  and  strengthened. 

On  Wednesday,  Feb.  29th,  I  reached  my  home,  deeply 
thankful  for  the  protecting  care  and  the  blessings  which  had 
attended  mc  during  my  long  and  somewhat  perilous  journey. 

Sunday,  March  4th,  I  took  part  in  the  service  at  the 
Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion,  assisted  by  Rev.  Mr.  Clark. 

Sunday,  March  nth,  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Cross,  Chapel 
Hill,  I  conducted  the  service,  preached,  confirmed  three  per- 
sons and  addressed  them.  On  the  previous  evening  I  met 
the  Vestry  and  conferred  with  them  in  regard  to  filling  the 
vacancy  in  the  Rectorship. 

Sunday,  March  i8th,  I  preached  in  the  Chapel  of  St. 
Mary*s  School,  Rev.  B.  Smedes  assisting  in  the  service. 

Palm  Sunday,  March  25th,  in  Christ  Church,  Raleigh,  I 
preached,  confirmed  nineteen  persons  and  addressed  them. 
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At  night,  in  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  I  preached, 
confirmed  ten  persons  and  addressed  them. 

Wednesday,  March  28th,  I  accompanied  Rev.  Mr.  Wes- 
ton to  a  private  house,  near  Raleigh,  where  I  confirmed  a 
member  of  the  congregation  of  Christ  Church,  who  was 
prevented  by  sickness  from  being  present  at  the  pubh'c  ser- 
vice last  Sunday. 

Good  Friday,  March  30th,  in  St.  James'  Church,  Kittrell^ 
I  preached  and  confirmed  one  person. 

Easter  Day,  April  i,  in  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Oxford,  I 
preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  At 
night,  after  Evening  Prayer,  I  preached,  confirmed  twelve 
persons  and  addressed  them.  The  day  was  a  bright  and 
cheering  one,  the  congregations  were  large  and  the  services 
full  of  interest.  It  gratified  me  to  learn  that  everything 
connected  with  the  Parish  was  in  a  most  encouraging  con- 
dition. Rev.  Mr.  Walker  entered  upon  the  Rectorship  the 
first  of  January,  and  has  been  warmly  welcomed  and  sus- 
tained by  the  congregation.  The  prospects  for  growth  and 
prosperity  have  never  been  brighter.  With  the  steady  ad- 
vance of  the  town,  and  the  multiplication  of  valuable  rail- 
way facilities,  there  is  every  reason  to  anticipate  such  a 
measure  of  growth  as  will  make  a  new  and  larger  Church 
building  a  very  pressing  necessity.  Under  the  guidance  of 
so  earnest  and  efficient  a  Rector,  I  feel  sure  that  there  will 
be  every  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  people  to  yield  him 
a  warm  and  most  cordial  co-operation. 

Monday,  April  2d,  was  driven  over  in  the  afternoon  to 
Williamsboro. 

Tuesday,  April  3d,  in  St.  John's  Church,  Williamsboro,  I 
preached,  confirmed  one  person  aud  administered  the  Holy 
Communion. 

The  next  day,Wednesday,  April  4th,  in  St.  Mark's  Churchy 
Middleburg,  I  preached,  confirmed  one  person  and  adminis- 
tered the  Holy  Communion.  We  had  a  very  large  congrega- 
tion and  a  growing  interest  was  manifested.    It  is  hoped  that 
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during  the  present  year  the  Church  building  may  be  entirely 
completed. 

Thursday,  April  5th,  in  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd, 
Ridgeway,  I  assisted  Rev.  Mr.  Pettigrew  in  the  service, 
preached,  confirmed  one  person  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion.     In  the  afternoon  I  was  driven  to  Warrenton. 

Friday,  April  6th,  in  Emmanuel  Church,  Warrenton,  I 
preached,  confirmed  six  persons  and  addressed  them.  Went 
the  next  day  to  Henderson. 

First  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  8th,  in  the  Church  of 
the  Holy  Innocents,  after  early  Morning  Prayer  and  Litany 
at  1 1,  by  Rev.  J.  E.  Ingle,  I  proceeded  with  the  Communion 
service,  preached,  confirmed  twenty-two  persons,  addressed 
them  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  The  Church, 
was  crowded  with  a  very  attentive  and  reverent  congrega- 
tion. At  night  the  Church  was  again  filled,  and  I  preached. 
It  much  gratified  me  to  see  here  the  indications  of  increased 
harmony  and  prosperity,  and  every  sign*  of  substantial  and 
encouraging  progress.  A  new  organ  h«is  lately  been  secured 
for  the  Church,  which  is  now  almost  entirely  completed  and 
presents  a  most  attractive  appearance.  In  fact,  it  is  one  of 
the  most  graceful  and  churchly  buildings  in  the  whole  Dio- 
cese. 

On  Monday  morning  I  left  for  Gaston,  and  in  the  after- 
noon took  part  in  the  funeral  service  at  the  burial  of  the 
late  Col.  Thomas  G.  Tucker. 

The  next  day,  Tuesday,  April  loth,  in  St.  Luke's  Church, 
Gaston,  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 
I  was  much  pleased  to  learn  that  the  arrangements  were 
already  completed  for  the  immediate  erection  of  a  new  and 
very  tasteful  Church  edifice,  which  will  be  rapidly  urged 
forward  to  completion.  This  improvement,  which  was  so 
greatly  needed,  promises  to  be  very  helpful  to  the  increase 
and  prosperity  of  the  work,  which  is  now  so  very  encour- 
aging under  the  faithful  and  zealous  guidance  of  its  ener- 
getic and  laborious  minister.     The  old  building  was  a  most 
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unsatisfactory  one,  and  gave  little  opportunity  for  the  rev- 
erent rendering  of  the  sacred  services  of  the  Church.  I 
heartily  congratulate  the  congregation  upon  these  cheering 
tokens  of  a  deepening  religious  interest. 

Wednesday,  April  nth,  in  Grace  Church,  Weldon,  I 
preached  and  confirmed  one  person.  This  Parish  has  been 
for  some  time  without  a  Rector,  but  efforts  are  now  in  pro- 
gress to  secure  regular  services.  It  gratifies  me  to  say  that 
great  improvements  have  been  made  on  the  Church  edifice, 
which  is  now  almost  entirely  completed,  and  it  presents  a 
most  attractive  appearance.  I  left  the  next  day  for  Jack- 
son, and  on  Friday,  April  13th,  I  preached,  confirmed  three 
persons,  addressed  them  and  administered  the  Holy  Commu- 
nion. Since  my  last  visit  to  this  Parish,  the  Church  has  been 
much  beautified  and  improved.  A  rich  memorial  window 
has  been  placed  in  the  Chancel,  and  also  several  ornamental 
pieces  of  Chancel  furniture.  And  I  am  pleased  to  add  that 
a  very  graceful  spire  has  been  raised  over  the  former  tower, 
in  which  a  fine  town  clock  has  been  placed.  The  Chancel 
window,  altar  rail,  spi/e  and  clock  are  a  memorial  to  the  late 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  H.  K.  Burgwyn,  erected  by  their  children. 
Both  the  Church  and  yard  around  it  are  made  attractive 
and  inviting,  and  the  congregation  is  steadily  increasing  in 
numbers  and  in  zeal.  The  unity,  harmony  and  prosperity 
of  the  Parish,  as  well  as  its  material  improvements,  give 
evidence  not  only  of  the  energy  and  wisdom  of  its  faithful 
Rector,  but  also  of  the  ready  spirit  of  co-operation  by  which 
he  has  been  cheered  and  encouraged.  Left  the  next  morn- 
ing for  Enfield. 

Second  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  15th,  in  the  Church  of 
the  Advent,  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Commu- 
nion. The  congregation  was  the  largest  I  had  ever  seen 
in  the  Church,  and  there  was  every  indication  of  a  growing 
and  deepening  interest. 

Tuesday,  April  17th,  in  St.  Clement's  Church,  Ringwood,  I 
preached,  confirmed  one  person,  and  administered  the  Holy 
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Communion.  In  this  Parish,  also,  I  found  abundant  evi- 
dence that  the  Church  is  gaining  an  increased  hold  upon 
the  community. 

Thursday,  April  19th,  in  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd, 
Rocky  Mount,  I  preached,  confirmed  seven  persons,  ad- 
dressed them,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  This 
congregation  is  enjoying,  for  the  first  time,  the  advantages 
of  a  resident  minister.  I  was  much  gratified  to  welcome  to 
the  Diocese,  from  New  Jersey,  our  much  esteemed  young 
brother,  who  is  doing  such  a  very  excellent  work  in  Rocky 
Mount,  and  who  has  succeeded  in  arousing  through  the 
whole  neighborhood  a  greatly  increased  interest  and  zeal 
in  behalf  of  the  Church. 

Friday,  April  20th,  in  St.  Timothy's  Church,  Wilson,  I 
preached,  confirmed  five  persons  and  addressed  them. 

Third  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  22d,  in  Calvary  Church, 
Tarboro.  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Commu- 
nion, assisted  by  the  Rector.  I  deeply  regretted  to  find 
him  in  such  a  state  of  health,  that  he  seemed  scarcely  able 
to  bear  longer  the  burden  and  responsibility  which  for  so 
many  years  he  has  sustained,  cheered  and  upheld  by  a  lov- 
ing and  devoted  flock.  Since  my  visit,  he  has  resigned  the 
Rectorship ;  has  been  elected  Rector  Emeritus  by  the  Ves- 
try, and  the  Rev.  John  Huske  has  been  chosen  as  Dr. 
Cheshire's  successor.  He  has  accepted  the  position,  and 
enters  upon  his  duties  in  September. 

At  four  p.  m.  on  the  same  Sunday,  I  visited  St.  Luke's 
Church,  preached,  confirmed  five  persons  and  addressed 
them.  I  found  this  colored  congregation  in  a  very  prosper- 
ous condition,  and  with  a  large  Parochial  School,  which  is 
doing  an  efficient  work.  At  night  went  again  to  Calvary 
Church,  and  after  Evening  Prayer  by  the  Lay  Reader,  Mr. 
Thomas  E.  Lewis,  I  confirmed  two  persons  and  addressed 
them. 

The  next  day,  Monday,  April  23d,  I  rose  very  early  to 
attend  to  some  pressing  correspondence,  and  immediately 
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after  breakfast  was  driven  out  ten  miles  to  St.  Mar)  *s,  Edge- 
combe county.  On  arrival  I  learned,  with  much  regret,  that 
Rev.  Walter  J.  Smith,  the  faithful  Missionary  in  charge,  was 
too  unwell  to  leave  his  house.  Rev.  Mr.  Robinson  kindly 
came  over  from  Scotland  Neck  and  conducted  the  morning 
service,  after  which.  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion.  Immediately  after  dinner,  I  was  driven  ten 
miles  further  to  Palmyra,  where  Mr.  Smith  has  been  holding 
stated  services,  and  at  four  p.  m.,  Mr.  Robinson  read  Even- 
ing Prayer.  After  the  second  lesson,  I  baptized  an  adult, 
who  was  confirmed  by  me,  after  I  had  preached  to  a  very  large 
and  attentive  congregation.  There  seems  to  be  a  most  en- 
couraging field  at  this  point,  and  a  Church  building  is  very 
greatly  needed.  It  is  my  earnest  hope  that  .such  a  building 
may  be  erected  at  a  very  early  day.  Directly  after  the 
service,  I  was  driven  on  eight  miles  further  to  Scotland 
Neck.  I  found  that  the  five  public  services  which  I  had 
held  on  that  day  and  the  day  previous,  had  drawn  heavily 
upon  my  strength,  and  it  was  many  days  before  I  fully  ral- 
lied from  the  effects  of  this  overstrain  of  my  nervous 
system. 

The  next  day,  Tuesday,  April  24th,  in  Trinity  Church, 
Scotland  Neck,  I  preached,  confirmed  two  persons,  addressed 
them,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  Rev.  Mr. 
Robinson  had  resigned  the  Rectorship  from  March  i,  but 
continued  on,  at  the  request  of  the  Vestry,  until  after  my 
visitation  of  the  Parish. 

Wednesday,  April  25th,  St.  Mark's  Day,  I  took  the  morn- 
ing train  to  Halifax,  and  at  1 1  a.  m.,  in  St.  Mark's  Church,  I 
preached,  confirmed  one  person,  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion.  Left  directly  after  the  service  for  Weldon, 
ai^i  returned  to  Raleigh  the  same  evening. 

Thursday,  April  26th,  in  St.  Mary's  Chapel,  Raleigh,  I 
confirmed  eleven  pupils  of  the  school  and  addressed  them, 
-^gain  it  is  my  privilege  to  renew  an  earnest  commendation 
of  this  most  valuable  Institution,  and   to   urge   upon   the 
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clergy  and  the  laity  to  lose  no  opportunity  to  commend  most 
warmly  a  school,  which,  for  its  combined  advantages,  has,  I 
think,  no  superior  in  all  our  Southern  States.  Let  us  foster 
and  cherish  it  as  a  powerful  agency  for  Christian  education 
and  refined  culture,  and  which  we  cannot  too  highly  appre- 
ciate. 

At  night,  in  St.  Augustine's  Church,  I  preached,  confirmed 
eleven  persons  and  addressed  tliem.  Rev.  Mr.  Hunter,  who 
has  recently  come  to  us  as  Vice  Principal  of  St.  Augustine 
School,  and  specially  in  charge  of  the  Theological  Depart- 
ment of  that  Institution,  is  also  rendering  most  efficient 
service  in  connection  with  St.  Augustine's  Church.  He  is 
proving  himself  a  most  valuable  helper  in  the  Church,  as 
well  as  in  the  School.  St.  Augustine  School  is  now  in  a 
more  satisfactory  condition  than  ever  before,  and  its  valua- 
ble work  for  the  colored  people  of  the  South  is  more  and 
more  widely  appreciated. 

Friday,  April  27th,  took  the  night  train  for  Greensboro, 
and  proceeded  on  the  next  morning  to  Concord. 

Sunday,  April  29th,  in  All  Saints'  Church,  Concord,  I 
preached,  confirmed  one  person  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion. 

In  the  evening  went  to  Salisbury,  and  on  Monday  morn- 
ing, April  30th,  I  took  the  train  to  Asheville.  Upon  my  ar- 
rival, I  drove  at  once  to  the  new  Theological  building,  to  be 
known  as  Shoenbergcr  Hall^  and  which  I  had  not  seen  since 
they  were  making  excavations  for  its  foundation.  I  was 
much  gratified  to  find  so  noble  a  building,  already  under 
roof  and  requiring  only  a  few  weeks  to  complete  it.  It  is  a 
most  admirable  and  imposing  structure,  solidly  built,  and 
finished  in  the  most  satisfactory  manner.  It  promises  to 
prove  a  great  blessing  to  the  Diocese  for  many  generations 
to  come. 

Tuesday,  May  ist,  took  the  morning  train  to  Dillsboro, 
and  went  on  from  there  by  stage  to  Franklin,  Macon  Coun- 
ty, to  consecrate  the  new  and   beautiful   brick  Church  re- 
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cently  finished  there.     I  was  accompanied  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Edward  R.  Bell,  of  New  York,  to  whose  generous  sympathy 
and   aid  we  are  almost  wholly  indebted  for  this  much  needed 
Ch  virch.     We  had  a  very  pleasant  day  for  our  excursion,  and 
rea.c:hed  Franklin  soon  after  6  P.  M.     Soon  after  reaching  the 
hotel,  we  walked  to  the  site  of  the  Church,  and  were  more 
th3.11  satisfied  with  the  spectacle   which   awaited    us.      We 
found  the  Church  entirely  completed,  and  beautiful  in  its 
design   and  arrangements.      Our    liberal   benefactors  were 
greatly  charmed  with  the  noble  and  commanding  site  which 
th^  Church  occupies,  and  with  ail  the  details  of  its  exterior 
as    \well  as  interior  finish  and  decorations.     There  is  scarcely 
a  lovelier  spot  in  the  world  than  the  elevated  plateau  upon 
whiich  this  Church  stands,  with  its  broad  sweep  of  majestic 
mountain  scenery,  spreading  out  on  every  side.     We  have 
ample  ground  on  the  church  lot  for  a  Rectory,  and  we  are 
hoping  that  other  sympathizing  friends  will  erect  it  for  us^ 
and  make  it  the  centre  of  a  most  valuable  missionary  work. 
^Wednesday,  May   2d,  I  went   with   Rev.    Mr.   Deal    two 
miles  from  Franklin,  where  a  kind  friend  of  the  Church  in 
Philadelphia   has  provided   the  funds  for  the  erection  of  a 
very  neat  Church  for  a  colored  congregation.     It  is  entirely 
completed  and   is   to   be  known  as  St.   Cyprian  s  Church. 
After  Evening  Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Deal,  I  made  an  address 
to  the  large  colored  congregation  assembled,  confirmed  four 
persons  and  addressed  them.     Mr.  Kennedy,  a  very  intelli- 
gent colored  man  from  South   Carolina,  has  been  carrying 
o^»  by  the  aid  of  friends  in  Philadelphia,  a  superior  school 
for  colored  children,  and  is  exerting  a  most  excellent  influ- 
ence.    He  has  been  a  Postulant   for  the  Holy  Ministry  in 
South  Carolina,  but  has  quite  lately  been  transferred  to  this 
Diocese. 

Thursday,  May  3d,  the  day  fixed  for  the  consecration  of 
St,  Agnes'  Church,  was  one  of  the  most  lovely  and  brilliant 
days  of  the  season.  The  Church  was  crowded  to  its  utmost 
capacity,  people  coming  from  miles  around  to  witness  and 
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enjoy  these  impressive  services.  The  request  to  consecrate 
was  read  by  Mr.  Hubert  D.  Child,  a  resident  of  Franklin, 
and  who  has  given  much  personal  care  and  attention  to  the 
work  as  the  building  has  advanced.  The  sentence  of  con- 
secration was  read  by  Rev.  John  A.  Deal,  the  Missionary  in 
<:harge.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  me,  after  which  I 
■confirmed  three  persons  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. The  entire  congregation  remained  until  the  final 
benediction,  although  many  were  compelled  to  stand  until 
the  end  of  the  service.  The  occasion  awakened  in  the 
whole  neighborhood  a  very  lively  and  profound  interest. 

The  Church,  before  referred  to  in  the  town  of  Franklin, 
has  been  erected  partly  as  a  memorial  to  a  dear  child,  who 
bore  the  same  name  as  the  distinguished  Virgin  Martyr,  St. 
Agnes,  of  the  first  age  of  the  Christian  Church.  Her 
memory  has  ever  been  most  precious  in  the  eyes  of  all 
Christians,  .because  of  her  singular  purity  and  innocence, 
and  her  holy  boldness  m  contending  for  the  faith  of  Christ, 
even  amid  the  perils  of  a  cruel  martyrdom.  Long  may  this 
Church  stand,  with  its  tender  and  inspiring  associations,  to 
witness  for  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  and  as  the  guide  of 
thousands  who  may  there  be  taught  in  the  way  that  leadeth 
to  eternal  life.  The  same  evening  I  returned  with  our  es- 
teemed friends  from  New  York  as  far  as  Dillsboro  (Webster 
Station),  and  continued  on  the  next  day  to  Asheville. 

Fifth  Sunday  after  Easter,  May  6th,  in  Trinity  Church, 
Asheville,  I  ordained  to  the  Priesthood  Rev.  John  Ravens- 
croft  Harding,  Deacon,  Assistant  Minister  of  the  Parish, 
upon  the  presentation  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Buxton.  The  ser- 
mon was  preached  by  me,  and  I  also  administered  the  Holy 
Communion,  assisted  by  Rev.  Drs.  Buel  and  Buxton,  who 
united  with  me  in  the  laying  on  of  hands.  At  night  in  the 
same   Church  I  confirmed    twelve   persons   and    addressed 

them. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  the  Rt.  Rev.  the 
Bishop  of  Honolulu,  in  the  room  occupied   by  St.  Philip's 
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Mission,  near  Asheville,  confirmed,  at   my  request,  twelve 

persons,  seven  being  from  St.  Philip*s  Mission,  and  five  from 

fAe  Colored   Chapel  in  Asheville.     This   new  mission  was 

inaugurated   by  Dr.  Willis,  the  brother  of  the   Bishop  of 

Honolulu,  near  his  own   residence,  some  three   miles  from 

Asheville.     The  members  of  his  family  have  taken  a  very 

active  interest  in  this  good  work,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  McDuf- 

fey,  in  charge  of  the  colored  congregation  at  Asheville,  has 

l>een  holding  services  at  this  mission  on  Sunday  afternoons. 

Tuesday,  May  8th,  in  Calvary  Church,  Henderson  County, 

I   preached,  confirmed   five   persons  and   administered    the 

oly  Communion.     Mr.   Bynum*s   health    has  become   so 

lach  impaired  that  the  Vestry  have  oflfered   him  a  year's 

leave  of  absence,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Curtis  is  officiating  for 

fairn.     It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  a  season  of  absolute  rest, 

and  freedom  from  care   may  avail  to  restore  him,  in  some 

good  measure,  to  his  former  health. 

"Wednesday,  May  9th,  Mr.  Bynum   accompanied   me  to 
Henderson ville,  and  in  St.  James'  Church.  I  preached,  con- 
firmed one  person  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 
Friday,  May  nth,  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Cross,  Tryon 
City,  I  preached,  confirmed  seven  persons,  addressed  them, 
and  administered    the   Holy  Communion.     The  prospects 
^^  the  Church  at  this  place  are  quite  encouraging.     The 
Rev.  Mr.  Wrixon  is  much  esteemed  by  the  congregation,  and 
^^  effort  is  now  making  fully  to  complete  the  Church  build- 
^^S  this  summer,  so  that  it  can  be  consecrated  at  my  next 
^'sitation. 

Sunday  after  Ascension,  May  13th,  in  St.  Peter's  Church, 
Charlotte,  I  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  Much 
Sympathy  was  felt  for  the  esteemed  Rector,  whose  infant 
^hii<i  died  the  previous  night,  and  was  buried  by  the  Rev. 
^r.  Eubanks  on  Sunday  afternoon.  At  4  P.  M.,  I  visited 
^^e  Church  of  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels.  I  preached, 
Confirmed  twelve  persons  and  addressed  them.  At  night,  in 
St.  Peter's  Church,  I  preached,  confirmed  twenty  persons 
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and  addressed  them.  The  Church  was  crowded  to  its  ut- 
most capacity,  and  the  service  was  one  of  unusual  interest. 

Monday,  May  14th,  I  presided  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage.  Left  with  Mr. 
Cheshire,  on  the  evening  train,  for  Mount  Mourne. 

Tuesday,  May  15th,  in  a  school-house,  near  the  residence 
of  Dr.  Henry  Mott,  a  large  congregation  gathered,  much 
beyond  the  capacity  of  the  building,  so  that  quite  a  number 
were  seated  under  the  trees,  outside  the  open  doors  and 
windows.  I  preached,  confirmed  seven  persons,  addressed 
them  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  Services 
have  been  held  here  for  a  little  time  past  by  Mr.  Cheshire, 
and  a  deep  interest  has  been  awakened  in  behalf  of  the 
Church.  We  hope  at  once  to  take  steps  for  the  erection  of 
a  Church  in  that  neighborhood.  I  took  the  evening  train 
for  Statesville.  and  in  Trinity  Church  conducted  a  brief  ser- 
vice, confirmed  three  persons  and  addressed  them. 

Wednesday,  May  16th,  left  On  the  morning  train  for  Shep- 
herd's Cross  Roads,  where  Rev.  E.  P.  Green  met  me  and 
drove  me  to  St.  James*  Church.  Learning  that  an  aged 
member  of  the  Parish,  living  near  the  Church,  was  quite 
sick,  we  wfnt  to  the  house  and  I  administered  to  her  the 
Holy  Communion.  We  returned  to  the  Church  in  time  for 
the  service  and  I  preached,  confirmed  four  persons,  addressed 
them  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  after- 
noon Mr.  Green  conveyed  me  to  the  residence  of  Mr.  Joseph 
Barber,  some  ten  miles  distant,  but  quite  near  to  Christ 
Church. 

The  next  day,  Thursday,  May  17th,  in  Christ  Church, 
Rowan  County,  I  preached,  confirmed  one  person  and  ad- 
ministered the  Holy  Communion.  Drove  on  with  Mr. 
Green  in  the  afternoon  to  his  residence,  at  the  parsonage, 
four  miles  distant. 

Friday.  May  i8th,  went  to  St.  Andrew's  Church,  two 
miles  distant.  I  preached,  confirmed  seven  persons,  ad- 
dressed them  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.      Mr. 
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Green,  who  has  been  carrying  on  the  work  for  some  months 
past  in  the  three  last  named  Parishes,  seems  much  encour- 
aged, and  I  look  for  very  valuable  results  from  his  active 
and  zealous  labors.  Shortly  after  the  service  at  St.  An- 
drew's, Mr.  Murdock  drove  me  on  to  Salisbury,  about  twelve 
miles  distant.  The  next  day  I  was  busily  occupied  in  pre- 
paring the  last  part  of  my  Convention  Address. 

Whit  Sunday,  May  2oth,  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Salisbury, 
I  admitted  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Priests,  Rev.  Robert  Percy 
Eubanks,  Deacon,  upon  presentation  by  Rev.  W.  L.  Reaney. 
The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  E.  N.  Joyner,  of  the 
Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  and  formerly  Rector  of  St.  Bar- 
tholomew's Church,  Pittsboro,  to  which  Parish  Mr.  Eubanks 
formerly  belonged.  The  clergy  present  united  in  the  im- 
position of  hands.  The  Holy  Communion  was  administered 
by  me,  assisted  by  Rev.  Mr.  Murdock,  the  Rector  of  the 
Parish. 

In  the  afternoon,  I  accompanied  Mr.  Murdock  to  his  in- 
teresting Mission  at  St.  Mary's,  about  six  miles  from  town. 
I  preached,  confirmed  four  persons  and  addressed  them. 
Directly  after  the  service,  Mr.  Murdock  drove  me  a  half 
mile  beyond  the  Church,  to  the  residence  of  a  sick  person, 
who  had  been  confined  to  her  bed  for  nearly  a  year  past,  and 
I  confirmed  her  in  the  presence  of  several  members  of  the 
congregation,  who  joined  in  the  service.  We  returned  at 
once  to  Salisbury,  and  at  night,  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  I  con- 
firmed five  persons  and  addressed  them.  This  service  brings 
down  the  record  of  visitations  to  the  present  week.  I  am 
deeply  thankful  that  I  have  been  able  to  get  through  with 
so  large  an  amount  of  work  as  this  statement  indicates,  and 
that  to-day  my  health  is  so  greatly  improved. 

It  is  proper  fgr  me  here  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that 
^conference  of  Bishops  of  the  Anglican  Communion,  from 
^'J  parts  of  the  world,  has  been  summoned  by  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury,  to  meet  at  Lambeth  Palace,  on  the 
3^  of  July   next.     You   will   remember  that  it  is  just  ten 
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years,  this  coming  month  of  July,  since  a  similar  conference 
was  held,  and  the  great  importance  of  these  meetings  seems 
to  be  the  more  appreciated,  with  each  successive  assemblage. 
Questions  of  great  moment  to  the  whole  Church  have  already 
been  made  known  to  the  Bishops,  as  the  subjects  which  will 
be  presented  for  discussion.  It  is  my  purpose,  unless  prov- 
identially hindered,  to  be  present  at  this  conference.  And 
I  feel  sure  that  I  shall  be  complying  with  the  wishes  of  the 
people  of  this  Diocese,  in  attending  so  important  a  council. 
This  will  only  be  anticipating,  by  a  few  months,  the  visita- 
tion, which  as  the  Bishop  in  charge  of  the  American  churches 
on  the  Continent,  I  ought  to  make  during  the  next  Autum- 
nal season.  Consequently  my  absence  from  the  Diocese 
will  necessarily  be  longer  than  the  mere  visitation  of  these 
foreign  churches  would  call  for.  But  possibly  this  interven- 
ing season  of  rest  and  quiet  will  be  very  profitably  spent, 
for  it  may  avail  greatly  to  re-establish  my  health,  and  more 
fully  relieve  me  of  those  bodily  ailments  which  have  been 
such  an  hindrance  and  discouragement  to  me  during  the 
past  year.  And  in  order  lo  prepare  for  a  more  protracted 
absence,  I  have  endeavored,  during  the  last  few  months,  to 
visit  as  many  of  the  Parishes  and  Mission  Stations  as  I  have 
been  able  to  reach,  so  that  there  is  no  part  of  the  Diocese 
which  is  likely  to  suffer  from  my  absence.  I  have  always 
found  among  you  the  largest  sympathy  and  kindness,  and 
an  entire  freedom  from  anything  like  a  narrow  and  exacting 
spirit.  The  love  and  devotion  which  I  have  ever  striven  to 
manifest  for  all  the  dear  people  of  my  charge,  have  always 
been  most  freely  and  gladly  reciprocated,  and  I  therefore 
ask  with  confidence  for  your  earnest  prayers  that  God  may 
watch  over  and  bless  me,  and  bring  me  back  to  you,  in  the 
full  health  and  vigour  of  former  years.  And  of  my  dear 
brethren  of  the  Clergy,  I  will  ask,  that  they  do  all  in  their 
power  to  make  up  for  any  loss  which  my  absence  may  oc- 
casion. And  here  let  me  add  that  what  we  of  the  Clergy, 
all  of  us  specially  need,  is  a  deeper  realization  of  the  weighty 
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obligations  of  our  sacred   office,  and  a  more  heart-stirring 

effort  f^fc^ithfully  to  discharge  them.     If  we  are  ever  tempted 

to  go  ^  iDout  our  work  in  a  careless,  perfunctory  way,  looking 

upon  c^  mjr  sacred  duties  chiefly  as  the  agencies  by  which  we 

derive     d^ur  support,  it  is  very  apparent  that  no  great  good 

can  ev  ^^r  be  accomplished   by  us.     It  is  the  love  of  Christ 

which  must  constrain    us,  and  we  must   deeply   feel    how 

closel^.^    allied  are  our  sacred  functions   to  the  spiritual  and 

eterrir^  ^   welfare  of  those  who  are  committed  to  our  charge. 

In  tht  ^^  age,  so  absorbed,  as  men  seem  to  he  on  every  side, 

in  a  r^^  sstless  struggle  for  material  advantages,  there  is  a  very 

specii^i    need  that  we,  who  minister  in  holy  things,  should 

nianiF^^st  the  power  of  an  earnest  Christian  faith,  and  a  deep 

sense      ^^f  the  profound   realities   which  belong  to  the  life  to 

contie^       May  the  great  Head  of  the  Church  help  us  all,  with 

zealo  v^  s  and  loving  hearts,  to  seek  first  the  kingdom  of  God, 

and  t:^:^  count  all  things  but   loss   for  the  excellency  of  the 

know- ledge  of  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord. 

T^*^^  following  is  the  summary  of  services  for  the  past 
year  *  j  have  baptized  three  adults  and  eleven  infants  ;  have 
conft  i-n^e(j|  539  persons;  have  preached  on  one  hundred 
occa^ilons  and  delivered  sixty-one  addresses;  have  adminis- 
tered the  Holy  Communion  sixty-four  times  ;  have  ordained 
one   iDeacon  and   four  Priests;  have   officiated  at  one  mar- 

• 

riag^     and    at    two    funerals ;    and    have    consecrated    four 

Chui-^hes.     Several  other  Churches  are  nearly  completed, 

^u^    I  have  not   been   able  to  command   funds  sufficient  to 

maVc^  them  ready  for  consecration.     They  are  in  constant 

^se,    tut  in  an  unfinished  state.     Only  a  moderate  sum  of 

money  is  required  entirely  to  complete  /our,  at  least,  and 

these  I  trust  may  be  consecrated  during  the  next  year. 

The  candidates  for  Priest's  Orders  are  :  Rev.  E.  P.  Green, 
Rev.  E.  H.  Butler,  Rev.  P.  P.  Alston,  Rev.  H.  S.  McDuffev 
and  Benjamin  Sumner  McKenzie. 

The  candidates  for  Deacon's  Orders  are  :  Mr.  Junius  M. 
Horner  and  Mr.  James  P.  Simpson. 
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The  Postulants  are :  Hamilton  Anderson,  Edward  C. 
Melton,  William  H.  Rogers,  Walter  H.  Marshall,  Richard 
Bright,  Joseph  F.  Dillon,  Nathan  A.  Seagle,  Charles  L. 
Hoffman  and  James  Thomas  Kennedy.  One  who  was  upon 
our  list  last  year  has  been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  East 
Carolina,  and  two  have  withdrawn.  The  great  need  we 
have  of  an  increased  number  of  clergymen,  especially  for  our 
large  Missionary  fields,  leads  me  to  urge  upon  the  Clergy  the 
importance  of  using  their  personal  influence  in  the  Parishes 
and  Missions  under  their  charge  to  draw  the  attention  of 
devout  young  men,  whom  they  may  be  able  to  influence,  to 
the  great  claims  of  the  Christian  Ministry. 

The  changes  in  the  position  of  the  Clergy  are  as  follows ; 
Rev.  B.  S.  Bronson  has  resigned  the  charge  of  the  Church 
of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Rocky  Mount,  and  has  been  giving 
his  whole  services  to  St.  Timothy's  Church,  Wilson,  which, 
for  some  time  previous,  had  been  associated  with  Rocky 
Mount. 

Rev.  F.  W.  Dunn,  Deacon,  who  had  been  officiating  for 
the  colored  people  at  Wilson,  has  taken  Letters  Dimissory 
to  the  Diocese  of  Georgia. 

Rev.  John  R.  Harding,  immediately  after  his  ordination 
as  Deacon,  became  the  Assistant  Minister  of  Trinity  Church, 
Asheville.  This  office  he  has  lately  resigned,  and  has  taken 
Letters  Dimissory  to  the  Diocese  of  Missouri. 

Rev.  L.  W.  Rose  has  resigned  the  charge  of  St.  Stephen's 
Church,  Oxford,  and  has  taken  Letters  Dimissory  to  the 
Diocese  of  Alabama. 

Rev.  Robert  Strange  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  the 
Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Raleigh,  and  has  taken  Let- 
ters Dimissory  to  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina. 

Rev.  W.  M.  Clark  has  resigned  the  charge  of  the  Chapel 
of  the  Cross,  Chapel  Hill,  and  has  become  Rector  of  the 
Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Raleigh. 

Rev.  Elliot  W.  Bumstead  has  been  received  by  Letters 
Dimissory  from  the  Diocese  of  New  Jersey,  and  has  become 
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Rector    of    the    Church    of    the    Good    Shepherd,    Rocky 
Mount. 

Rev.  W.  Woodson  Walker  has  been  received  by  Letters 
Dimissory  from  the  Diocese  of  Pittsburgh,  and  has  become 
Rector  of  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Oxford. 

Rev.  H.  S.  McDuffey,  Deacon,  has  been  received  into  the 
Diocese,  by  Letters  Dimissory  from  East  Carolina,  and  has 
been  officiating  in  Trinity  Chapel,  Asheville,  and  St.  Philip's 
Mission,  some  three  miles  from  Asheville,  and  has  also  the 
charge  of  the  colored  school  connected  with  Trinity  Chapel. 
Rev.  Arthur  N.  Wrixon  has  been  officiating  for  some 
months  past,  as  Missionary  at  Henderson ville,  Tryon  City, 
and  parts  adjacent,  and  has  lately  been  received  into  the 
Diocese  by  Letters  Dimissory  from  the  Diocese  of  Missis- 
sippi. 

Rev.  Louis  L.  Williams,  Deacon,  has  been  received  into 
the  Diocese  by  Letters  Dimissory  from  the  Diocese  of 
Alabama,  and  is  officiating,  under  the  supervision  of  Rev. 
Mr.  McBee,  at  Hickory,  Lenoir  and  adjacent  Missions. 

Rev.  A.  B.  Hunter  has  been  received  into  the  Diocese  by 
Letters  Dimissory  from  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of  Col- 
orado,   and    has    become    Vice-Principal  of  St.   Augustine 
Normal  School,  and  has  charge  also  of  the  Theological  De- 
partment ot  that  Institution. 

Rev.  H.  W.  Robinson  has  resigned  the  charge  of  Trinity 
Church,  Scotland  Neck,  but  is  still  officiating  at  St.  Mark*s 
Church,  Halifax. 

Rev.  Wm.  G.  McKinney,  Deacon,  who  formerly  officiated 
for  the  colored  congregation  at  Charlotte,  and  has  been  for 
several  years  absent  from  the  Diocese,  has  notified  me  of 
his  desire  to  renounce  the  Ministry  of  this  Church,  and  on 
March  21st  was  formally  deposed  by  me  under  the  provis- 
ions of  Title  n,  Canon  5,  Section  i,  of  the  Digest,  in  pres- 
ence of  Rev.  Dr.  Marshall  and  Rev.  J.  A.  Weston. 

The  whole  number  of  Clergy  at  this  time  Canonically  con- 
nected with  the  Diocese  is  fifty-eight,  and  1  congratulate  this 
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Convention  that  we  are  able  to  report  so  large  a  number, 
and  that  we  have  made  so  many  valuable  additions  to  our 
ranks  within  the  last  year. 

There  are  several  matters  to  which  I  had  hoped  to  call 
the  attention  of  this  Convention,  but  in  presenting  the 
varied  details  of  my  official  acts  during  the  past  year,  I 
have  already  trespassed  so  far  upon  your  time,  that  I 
feel  impelled  to  pass  over  much  that  I  should  otherwise 
have  been  glad  to  say.  Let  me  only  add  the  expression 
of  my  earnest  hope  that  on  the  part  both  of  the  Clergy 
and  Laity,  there  will  be  found  the  united  determination 
to  take  hold  of  the  great  work  which  is  committed  to  us, 
with  renewed  energy  and  zeal.  Never  were  the  prospects 
of  this  Diocese  brighter  than  at  this  present  hour ;  never 
were  the  encouragements  to  labours  for  Church  Exten- 
sion more  full  of  promise.  Let  us  all  then  awake  to  a 
higher  appreciation  of  our  duties  and  responsibilities,  and 
may  the  rich  blessing  of  our  God  attend  upon  every  faith- 
ful effort  on  our  part  for  the  extension  of  His  Church,  and 
the  upbuilding  of  His  Kingdom  in  the  world.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  following  accounts  that  the  collections  and  contribu- 
tions for  each  of  the  funds  during  the  past  year  were  greater  than  for  any  previous 
year  since  the  division  of  the  Diocese.

ARTICLE    IV. 

Section  i.  The  Convention  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  the 
election  of  its  own  members.  It  shall  have  power  to  adopt 
rules  of  order  for  its  own  government,  elect  officers  and  raise 
funds,  and  shall  also  have  such  other  legislative  powers  as 
may  be  necessary  and  proper  for  the  well-being  of  the 
Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  The  Convention  shall  have  no  power  to  pass  any 
Canon  infringing  the  Episcopal  Authority,  or  affecting  the 
spiritual  condition  of  the  Diocese,  against  the  express  dissent 
of  the  Bishop:  Provided,  that  said  dissent  shall  be  expressed 
at  that  or  the  ensuing  Annual  Convention. 

Sec  3.  But  this  shall  not  prevent  the  Convention  from 
oflfering,  independently  of  the  Bishop,  resolutions  of  advice 
or  inquiry,  or  from  any  proceedings  necessary  for  the  purpose 
of  impeachment. 

ARTICLE  V. 

To  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  purpose  of  ordinary  busi- 
n^s-i,  t!i !  p.'^sence  of  one-third  of  all  the  Parochial  and  Mis- 
sioii.ir/  Ciergy,  and  of  delegates  from  ten  of  the  Parishes 
entitle'i  to  representation  in  the  Convention,  shall  be  neces- 
sary. Any  less  number  shall  be  competent  to  receive  reports 
and  to  adjourn. 

ARTICLE    VI. 

SncTiox   I.    Upon   any  question  before  the   Convention, 
when  it  may  be  required  by  any  one  Clerical  member,  or  by 
the  delegation  present  of  any  one  Parish,  the  two  orders  shall 
vole  separately.     And  in  all  cases  of  a  vote  by  orders,  each 
Clerical  member  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  and  each  Parish 
shall  also  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  and  a  concurrence  of  ma- 
jorities of  both  orders  shall  be  necessary  to  a  decision.     When 
no  such  division  is  called  for,  each  member  of  the  Convention 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote. 

Sec.  2.  All  elections  shall  be   by  ballot,   unless  otherwise

ARTICLE  VII. 

Section  i.  The  Convention  shall  annually  elect  a  [a]  Pres- 
ident (who  shall  be  a  Presbyter  of  the  Diocese),  a  [a]  Secre- 
tary and  [^]  a  Treasurer. 

Sec.  2.  Should  there  at  any  time  be  no  such  election,  then 
the  officers  ias^  before  elected  shall  hold  over  till  such  election 
shall  be  had. 

Sec.  3.  Should  the  office  of  Secretary  or  that  of  Treasurer 
become  vacant,  by  death  or  otherwise,  at  any  time  preceding 
the  annual  election,  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall  be  em- 
powered to  appoint  some  person  to  fill  the  vacancy  till  such 
time  as  an  election  shall  be  had,  who  shall  be  competent  to 
all  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  office  as  if  regularly  elected 
thereto. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Section  i.  A  Standing  Committee  or  Council  of  Advice  to 
the  Bishop,  of  not  less  than  five  persons,  shall  be  annually 
elected  by  the  Convention.  [^]  A  majority  of  said  commit- 
tee shall  at  all  times  be  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese,  and  no 
layman  not  a  communicant  shall  be  a  member  thereof. 

Si:c.  2.  The  Committee  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  body  between  the  annual  meet- 
ings o\  the  Convention. 

Sec  3.  When  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee 
shall  be  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  and  as 
such,  may  invite  the  temporary  services  of  other  Bishops,  and, 
for  due  cause,  may  change  the  time  or  place  of  the  annual 
meetings  of  the  Convention.  They  may  also  summon  special 
Conventions  when  there  is  no  Bishop,  and  shall  do  so  upon 
the  call  of  one-third  of  the  Clergy  ol  the  Diocese,  or  of  one- 
third  of  the  Parishes  in  union  with  the  Convention,  as  appear- 
ing upon  the  lists  of  the  Journal  last  before  published.  And 
although  there  be  a  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  shall 
have  j)ower  to  call  special  Conventions  for  the  purpose  of 
proceedings  relative  to  his  impeachment,  and  shall  do  so  upon 
a  similar  requisition  by  the  Clergy  or  Laity.

ARTICLE  IX. 
Section  i.  Any  ten  or  more  adults  may  orj^anize  them- 
selves into  a  Parish,  and  be  received  into  union  with  the  Con- 
vention, by  taking  such  steps  as  may  be  provided  for  by 
Canon,  [a]  And  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese 
may  orgaiiize  Missions  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  provided 
by  Canon,  in  any  part  of  the  Diocese  not  included  within  the 
limits  of  an  organized  Parish  in  union  with  the  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  Provided,  that  it  shall  always  be  competent  to  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  with  the  consent  in 
writing  of  the  Rector  of  any  Parish,  a  copy  of  which  consent 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Registrar  of  the  Diocese,  to  establish 
within  the  limits  of  said  Parish  independent  missionary  con- 
gregations, whose  ministers  shall  be  independent  of  the  Rector 
and  responsible  only  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  aforesaid : 
Provided  furthermore y  if  the  consent  of  the  Rector  be  denied, 
an  appeal  may  be  taken  to  the  Bishop,  whose  decision,  if  by 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  be 
final. 

Sec.  3.  In  all  Parochial  elections  none  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote  but  males  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  members  of 
the  Parish,  who  shall  have  subscribed  a  declaration  in  the 
following  words,  viz. : 

**We,  the  undersigned,  do  hereby  consent  to  be  governed 
by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church,  as  set  forth  in 
General  Convention,  and  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of 
the  Church  in  this  Diocese*':  Provided,  that  this  section  shall 
not  be  taken  to  infringe  upon  the  existing  customs  of  any 
already  organized  Parish. 

Sec.  4.   Any  Parish  ceasing  to  be  represented  in  the  Con- 
vention for  two  successive  years,  or  any  Parish  resisting  the 
authority  of  the  Convention,  may  be  suspended  from  the  right 
of  representation,  or  its  connection  with  the  Convention  be 
dissolved,  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  Parochial  Clergy, 
and  a  majority  of  delegates  from   at  least  twenty   Parishes. 
But  such  suspension  or   dissolution   shall    never  take  place 
without  previous  inquiry   by  a  committee  appointed  for  the 
purpose,  and  a  report  upon  the  facts  of  the  case;  nor  until 
after  thirty  days'  notice  to  the  Rector  or  Vestry,  or  in  case 
there  be  none,  then  to  some  member  of  the  Parish  in  default.

ARTICLE  X. 

Section,  i.  Any  Presbyter  regularly  called  to  the  charge 
of  a  Parish  and  entering  thereupon,  shall,  during  the  time  of 
such  charge,  be  held  to  be  the  Rector  of  said  Parish. 

Sec.  2.  The  Recter  is  recognized  as  having,  by  virtue  of 
his  office,  the  exclusive  regulation,  under  his  canonical  supe- 
riors, of  all  the  spiritual  concerns  of  ihe  Parish;  as  being

When  a  Bishop  or  Assistant  Bishop  is  to  be 
elected,  the  Convention  shall  always  vote  by  distinct  orders 
on  this  wise:  The  Clergy,  by  a  majority  of  all  in  the  Diocese 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  shall  make  a  nomination 
by  ballot  for  the  office;  and  then  a  concurrence  by  ballot  of  a 
majority  of  the  delegates  from  at  least  twenty  Parishes  in 
union  with  the  Convention  (the  said  delegates  voting  by 
Parishes)  shall  be  necessary  to  complete  the  election. 

Sec.  2.  In  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  or  upon  any  question 
touching  the  same,  no  Clergyman  who  shall  have  become 
canonically  connected  with  the  Diocese  during  the  vacancy  in 
the  Episcopate,  and  no  Parish  which  shall  have  been  received 
into  union  with  the  Convention  during  such  vacaucy,  shall  be 
permitted  to  vote. 

ARTICLE    XIll. 

No  new  Canon  shall  be  passed,  nor  shall  any  existing 
Canon  be  amended,  upon  the  day  upon  which  said  new  Canon 
or  amendment  may  be  proposed,  without  unanimous  consent 
Nor,  without  a  similar  consent,  shall  the  question  upon  such 
Canon  or  amendment  be  finally  put  without  previous  reference 
to  a  committee.

Sec.   2. — Standing  Committee. — The  Standing  Committee 
shall  elect  a  President  and  Secretary  from  their  own  body.

!  missionary  field,  and  shall  make  such  recommendations  for  the 
future  as  may  seem  to  them  good.

— The  Education  Committee 
shall  have  charge  of  the-  Education  Fund  of  the  Diocese, 
with  power,  in  the  absence  ol  cxj)ress  provisions  to  the  con- 
trary, t(»  invest  or  ap})ropriate  the  same  as  may  seem  to  them 
best.

of  their  chairman  shall  be  his  warrant.  They  shal  receive, 
consider  and  act  upon  all  applications  for  aid  in  behalf  of 
younjj^  men  desirous  to  enter  the  Ministry  of  the  Church. 
They  are  hereby  directed  to  seek  out  such  cases,  and,  if  need 
be,  bring  them  to  the.  notice  of  the  Church  in  any  way  that 
may  seem  best.  They  shall  report  annually  lo  the  Conven- 
tion their  transactions  of  the  preceding  year,  and  the  condition 
of  the  fund  under  their  control,  and  shall  make  such  recom- 
mendations for  the  future  as  may  seem  to  them  good. 

Sec.  5.  Church  Building  Commiitee, — The  Church  Build- 
ing Committee  shall  have  charge  of  all  funds  contributed  in 
the  Diocese  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  ieeble  congregations 
within  the  Diocese  in  building  or  repairing  churches,  with 
power  to  invest  or  appropriate  the  same  as  may  seem  to  them 
best:  Provided^  that  there  shall  be  no  appropriation  of  the 
funds  of  this  committee  towards  any  building  not  secured  to 
the  sole  use  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina.  The  committee  shall  be  empowered 
to  draw  upon  the  Treasurer  ol  the  Diocese  for  such  funds  as 
he  may  have  received  for  church  building:  and  the  order  of 
their  chairman  shall  be  his  warrant.  They  shall  report 
annually  to  the  Convention  their  transactions  of  the  preceding 
year,  and  the  condition  of  the  fund  under  their  control,  and 
shall  make  such  recommendations  for  the  future  as  may  seem 
to  them  good. 

Sec.  6. — Committee  oti  Canons. — The  Committee  on  Canons 

shall    receive,    consider   and  present   to   the   Convention  all 

motions.or  resolutions  pertaining  to  the  Constitution,  Canons, 

and  Rules  of  Order,  and  are  competent  to  originate  any  new 

matter  touching  these  subjects,  that   they  shall  see  proper.

Sec.  8. — Commitiee  an  Finance,  — The  Committee  on  Finance 
shall  audit  the  Treasurer's  accounts.  They  shall  have  power

DEPUTIES   TO   THE    GENERAL   CONVENTION. 

At  each  Annual  Convention  there  may.  and  at  each  Annual 
Convention  immediately  preceding  the  triennial  session  of  the 
General  Convention  there  shall,  be  elected  four  clerical  and 
four  lay  deputies  to  the  said  General  Convention,  who  shall 
be,  in  accordance  with  Article  II  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
General  Convention,  * 'Communicants  in  this  Church  and 
residents  in  the  Diocese.'*  There  may  also  be  appointed  four 
alternate  clerical  and  four  alternate  lay  deputies,  subject  to 
the  same  provisions  as  the  original  deputies  above  mentioned. 
The  said  alternate  deputies  shall  succeed  to  vacancies  in  the 
original  deputation — the  Clergy  in  the  order  of  official  and 
the  laymen  in  that  of  personal  seniority.  And  in  this  order 
the  Secretary  shall  insert  their  names  upon  the  journal. 
Deputies  elect  to  the  General  Convention,  finding  themselves 
unable  to  attend,  shall,  four  weeks  at  least  before  the  time  of 
meeting,  give  notice  to  the  first  alternate  of  the  same  order. 
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Should  said  alternate  be  unable  to  attend,  he'shall  give  imme- 
diate notice  to  the  next  upon  the  list  of  the  same  order  with 
himself.  Should  either  of  said  alternates  receive  two  or  more 
of  such  notices,  he  shall,  according  to  the  circumstances, 
transmit  said  notices  to  one  or  more  of  the  alternates  who 
follow  him,  and  in  the  order  in  which  they  come. 


CANON  XI. 

TRtJSTEES   OF  THE   DIOCESE. 

Section  i.  The  Bishop,  or,  when  there  is  no  Bishop,  the 
President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall,  ex-officio,  with 
two  laymen  to  be  elected  by  the  Convention,  constitute  a 
Board  of  Trustees  for  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  and  shall  be 
authorized  to  hold  the  property  of  the  Diocese,  not  otherwise 
provided  for ;  [a]  they  shall  also  have  the  power  to  convey 
the  property  of  any  organized  Parish  for  whose  use  they  hold 
the  same,  upon  request  in  writing  of  the  Vestry,  if  it  shall 
seem  advisable  to  them  to  do  so.  In  the  case  of  Missionary 
districts  of  the  Diocese,  they  may  convey  property  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Bishop  and  the  Missionary  in  charge. 
In  case  of  refusal  to  convey  upon  request  made,  they  shall 
report  the  facts  to  the  next  Convention.  [^]  They  shall  also, 
from  time  to  lime,  give  directions  to  the  Treasurer  in  regard 
to  the  investment  of  the  permanent  and  unappropriated  funds 
of  the  Diocese  in  his  hands. 

Sec.  2.  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  shall  keep  a  record  of 
their  action  with  regard  to  all  property,  both  real  and  per- 
sonal, vested  in  them ;  and  shall  make  a  full  report  thereof 
annually  to  the  Convention,  which  report  shall  be  published 
with  the  Journal  of  the  Convention. 


CANON   XII.

Section  i.  The  salary  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  is 
hereby  fixed,  as  heretofore,  at  two  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  per  annum ;  to  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  out  of  the 
funds  in  his  hands  for  that  purpose.

session,  or  leaves  before  its  adjournment,  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  without  special  action  oi  the 
Convention. 

Sec.  3. — Clerical  Deputies, — Each  Clerical  Deputy  to  the 
General  Convention,  actually  attending  the  same,  shall  be 
entitled  to  have  [a]  his  necessary  expenses,  incurred  by  such 
attendance,  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Diocese.  And  the 
Treasurer  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  the  same  upon  his  appli- 
cation. 

CANON   XIII. 

THE    diocesan    ASSESSMENT. 

The  assessments  laid  upon  the  Pariahes  \a\  and  Missions 
for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  and  the  current  expenses 
of  the  Diocese,  shall  be  paid  in  quarterly  instalments,  on  or 
before  the  ist  days  o<  July,  October,  January  and  April,  in 
each  year.  And  in  case  of  the  failure  of  any  Parish  \a\  or 
Mission  to  meet  promptly  the  payment  so  required,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  make  a  demand  for  the  same. 

CANON    XIV. 

COLLECTIONS   FOR    DIOCESAN  FUNDS. 

Section  i  .  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Clergyman  of  the 
Diocese  to  make  collections  monthly,  if  practicable — at  least 
[a]  quarterly — in  the  Parish  or  Parishes  under  his  charge. 
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in  aid  of  the  Current  Missionary  Fund  of  the  Diocese;  and 
also  to  make  collections  in  the  same,  at  least  once  in  each 
year,  in  aid  of  the  Education  Fund,  the  Church  Building 
Fund  and  the  Relief  Fund  of  the  Diocese:  [^]  Provided,  That 
in  Parishes  and  Congregations  in  which  only  monthly  or 
semi-monthly  services  are  held,  collections  for  Diocesan  Mis- 
sions may  be  made  in  the  former  only  once  a  year  and  in  the 
latter  twice  a  year,  but  public  notice  of  these  collections  shall 
in  all  cases  be  previously  given. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clergyman,  or  of 
some  proper  officer  of  each  Parish,  to  remit  promptly  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  the  amounts  collected  as  herein 
provided. 

CANON    XV. 

PERMANENT    EPISCOPAL   FUND. 

There  shall  be  established,  to  aid  in  the  support  of  the  Epis- 
copate, a  fund  to  be  called  the  Permanent  Episcopal  Fund,  to 
include  all  sums  ^hitherto  contributed  specifically  to  that 
object,  or  which  mav  hereafter  be  contributed,  whereof  the 
principal  shall  remain  untouched,  and  only  the  interest  be 
applied  to  the  support  of  the  Episcopate. 

And  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  directed  to  add  to  the  same, 
from  time  to  time,  all  the  surplus  remaining  from  the  amounts 
received  by  assessment  or  otherwise,  for  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate  and  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Diocese,  after 
payment  of  the  Bishop's  salary  and  contingent  expenses.

CLERGY   LIABLE    TO    MISSIONARY    DUTY. 

AJl  Clergymen  receiving  aid  from  the  missionary  funds  of 
the  Diocese  shall  be  liable  to  perform  regular  missionary  duty, 
the  sphere  of  which  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Bishop,  and  the 
amount  by  the  Bishop  and  Missionary  Committee.

JOURNALS  OF    THE    CONVENTION. 

The  Secretary  shall,  each  year,  preserve  thirty  copies  of  the 
Journal  for  the  use  of  the  members  of  the  next  enduing  Con- 
vention. 
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CHAPTER  II.— CONVOCATIONS. 

CANON   I. 

Section  i.  The  Diocese  shall  be  divided  into  [a]  four  Mis- 
sionary Convocations  (the  boundaries  of  which  shall  be  made 
by  the  Convocations,  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop),  to  be 
styled  the  Convocations  of  [a]  Tarboro,  of  Raleigh,  of  Char- 
lotte, and  oi  [^]  Asheville. 

Sec.  2.  The  Convocations  shall  be  organized  under  the 
direction  of  the  Bishop,  who  shall  preside  in  them  when 
present.  In  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  the  Assistant  Bishop, 
if  any,  shall  preside  when  present.  Each  Convocation  shall 
have  a  Dean,  to  be  appointed  annually  by  the  Bishop,  on 
nomination  of  the  Convocation.  The  Dean  shall  perform 
such  duties  as  may  be  assigned  him  by  the  Bishop  or  Convo- 
cation, and  shall  report  to  the  Convention,  through  the  Bishop. 
at  each  annual  session,  concerning  the  work  in  his  Convoca- 
tion. 

Sec.  3.  Each  Convocation  shall  meet  at  least  twice  during 
the  year,  and  shall  consist  of  the  Clergy  who  reside,  or  are 
engaged  in  pastoral  work  within  its  limits,  and  of  lay  com- 
municants, from  each  Parish  or  Mission,  to  be  chosen  accord- 
ing to  rules  adopted  by  the  Convocation.

CHAPTER  III.— PARISHES  AND  MISSIONS. 

CANON    I. 

ORGANIZATION   OF    PARISHES    AND    MISSIONS. 

• 

Sfction  I.  In  order  to  the  organization  of  a  new  Parish, 
and  its  union  with  the  Convention,  it  shall  be  necessary — 

firsL  To  obtain  the  written  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority. 

Second.  If  within  the  limits  of  some  already  existing  Parish 
or  Parishes,  to  obtain  and  present  to  the  Convention  the  written 
consent  ol  the  Rector  or  Rectors  of  the  Parish  or  Parishes. 

Third.  To  assume  a  name  and  elect  a  Vestry. 

Fourth.  To  subscribe  and  present  to  the  Convention  a 
certificate  in  the  following  words,  viz:  **We,  the  undersigned, 
being  adults,  desirous  to  form  ourselves  into  a  Parish  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Caro- 
lina, do  cercify  that  we  consent  to  be  governed  by  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church,  as  set  forth  jn  the 
General  Convention,  and  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  ol 
the  Church  in  this  Diocese;  that  we  have  assumed  »he  name 
of ,  and  have  elected  the  following  persons  Vestry- 
men:   .     In  witness   whereof,   we  have  hereunto 

subscribed  our  names,    this day  of ,   in  the  year  of 

our  Lord  ." 


— ."  For  the  purpose  of  recording  said  sub- 
scription, as  also  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  the  subscriptions 
of  subsequent  voters,  provided  for  by  Article  IX,  Sec.  3,  ol 
the  Constitutipn,  a  book  shall  be  kept  by  the  Vestry  of  each 
Parish  and  Mission,  and  shall  be  present  at  the  elections. 

Skc.  2.  Any  Mission  outside  the  limits  of  an  already  exist- 
ing Parish  may  be  organized  by  the  Bishop,  at  his  discretion, 
on  the  application  of  residents  in  its  neighborhood. 

The   Bishop  may  appoint,    upon    the  organization   of  the 

Mission,  a  Church  Warden,   a  Clerk  and  a  Treasurer  (if  he 

deem  it  expedient,  combining  any  two  of  these  offices  in  one 

;  person),  which  officers  shall  thereafter  be  elected  by  the  con- 


\ 
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gregation  annually  in  Easter  week,  after  public  notice  of  the 
election  previously  given.  These  officers  shall,  as  far  as 
possible,  discharge  the  duties  belonging  to  their  respective 
offices  in  regularly  incorporated  Parishes,  and  they  shall  retain 
their  offices  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected. 

The  congregation  of  any  organized  Mission  may  appoint 
from  their  number  one  delegate  to  the  Convention,  and  one 
alternate  delegate,  in  accordance  with  Article  III,  Section  5. 
of  the  Constitution. 

CANON  II. 

PAROCHIAL   ELECTIONS. 

Section  i. —  Vestry, — Upon  Easter  Monday,  unless  some 
other  day  has  been  specified  by  the  Vestry,  each  Parish  shall 
annually  elect,  \a\  from  among  the  baptized  members  of  the 
Parish  in  good  moral  standing,  a  Vestry  of  not  less  than  three, 
nor  more  than  twelve  persons.  But  in  the  event,  at  any  time, 
of  an  omission  to  elect,  or  of  \J}\  a  refusal  of  the  Vestry  elect 
to  serve,  the  Vestry  last  chosen  shall  hold  over  until  another 
election  shall  be  held. 

Sec.  2. —  V(ardens, — Each  Vestry  shall  annually  elect  a 
Senior  and  a  Junior  Warden  \a\  being  Communicants,  from 
among  their  own  number,  the  former  upon  nomination  by  the 
Rector.  If  there  be  no  Rector,  the  election  shall  proceed 
without  such  nomination. 

Sec.  ^.-^Duiies  of  l^ardens, — In  the  absence  of  the  Rector, 
the  Wardens  shall  preside  in  all  meetings  of  the  Vestry  or 
congregation,  in  the  order  of  their  official  seniority.  As 
representatives  ol  the  Vestry,  they  shall  (subject  to  its  direc- 
tions and  in  consistency  with  the  rights  of  the  Pastor)  have 
charge  of  the  church  building,  and  shall  see  that  it  be  kept 
from  all  secular  uses,  and  Irom  all  uses  inconsistent  with  the 
doctrines  or  discipline  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church ; 
and,  so  far  as  possible,  ingood  repair,  as  becometh  the  house 
of  God.  They  shall  see  that  it  be  prepared  for  public 
worship,  and  that  order  be  preserved  during  the  same;  that 
suitable  books  be  provided  for  the  service,  vestments  for  the 
Clergy,  and,  when  necessary,  the  elements  for  the  Holy  Com- 
munion.

Sec.  4. —  Treasurer. — In  the  absence  of  any  other  appoint- 
ment, the  Junior  Warden  shall  act  as  Treasurer  of  the  Parish. 

Sec  5. —  Vestry  Meetings  in  Certain  Cases. — Should  the 
Rector  refuse  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  Vestry,  when,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Wardens  or  a  majority  of  the  Vestry,  such  a 
meeting  svould  be  of  impK)rtance,  it  shall  be  competent  to  the 
Wardens,  or  any  three  of  the  Vestry,  to  call  one:  Provided, 
that  the  Rector  shall  have  due  notice  of  the  same. 

CANON  III. 

•     CALL   OF   A   PASTOR. 

Where  there  is  no  Rector,  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  shall 
have  power  to  call  a  minister  and  to  enter  into  all  needful 
stipulations  for  his  support.  But  if  he  preier  to  rely  upon 
the  voluntary  contributions  of  the  people,  he  shall  be  entitled 
to  do  so;  and  the  Vestry  shall  not  have  power  to  tax  the  sit- 
tings for  that  purpose  without  his  consent.  The  Rector  shall 
not  have  power  to  appoint  a  permanent  assistant  without  the 
consent  of  the  Vestry. 

CANON  IV. 

LEGAL   POWERS   OF   THE   VESTRY. 

Sec.  I. — The  Vestry  shall  be  the  Trustees  of  the  Parish; 
shall  have  charge  of  all  the  secular  concerns  thereof;  shall  hold 
the  property  belonging  thereto,  and  shall  be  authorized  to 
collect,  invest  or  disburse  its  funds. 

Sec.  2. — Before  any  Vestry,  or  other  Trustees  of  a  Congre- 
gation or  Parish,  shall  be  authorized  to  sell,  mortgage  or 
otherwise  convey  or  encumber  any  property  held  by  them  in 
trust  for  any  Parish  or  Congregation,  they  shall  obtain  the 
written  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON  V. 
dissolution  of  parishes.

In  case  of  the  dissolution  of  a  Parish  the  property  belong- 
ing to  the  same  shall  vest  in  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  in 
trust  for  the  interests  ol  the  Church  in  the  said  late  Parish, 
and  shall,  upon  the  bona  fide  reorganization  of  said  Parish, 
be  reconveyed  to  the  same. 
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CANON  VI. 

REGISTRATION,    REPORTS,   ETC. 

Section  i. — Privaie  and  Parish  Registers, — It  is  hereby 
ordered  that  each  Clergyman  of  this  Church  \a\  shall  keep  a 
register  of  all  the  baptisms,  marriages,  confirmations  and 
burials  solemnized  by  him,  as  well  as  of  all  the  baptisms, 
marriages,  confirmations  and  burials  within  his  Parish  or 
Cure,  specifying  the  names  of  the  persons  in  each  instance; 
the  \S\  parentage  and  date  of  birth  of  those  baptized,  with  the 
names  of  their  sponsors  or  witnesses,  and  the  time  when  each 
rite  is  performed,  which  register  shall  be  transcribed  at  least 
once  in  each  month  into  a  book  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose  by 
the  Vestry  of  the  Parish. 

Sec.  2. — Lists  of  Communicants^  etc, — It  shall  also  be  the 
duty  of  each  Clergyman  to  keep  a  \a\  list  of  the  communicants 
within  his  Cure,  and  so  far  as  practicable,  of  all  the  families 
and  adult  persons  within  the  same,  to  remain  for  the  use  of 
his  successor. 

Sec.  3  — Parochial  Reports, — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each 
Clergyman  to  \a\  report  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  by  a  form 
hereafter  provided,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  each  Annual 
Convention,  the  number  of  baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages 
and  burials  among  the  people  of  his  charge,  \J)\  from  the  close 
ol  his  last  report  to  the  Monday  preceding  each  Annual  Con- 
vention exclusive;  also  such  official  acts  as  he  may  have  per- 
formed within  or  without  his  Cure,  specifying  in  the  latter 
case  the  place  where  performed.  He  shall  ^Iso  report,  so  far 
as  practicable,  the  number  of  baptized  persons  and  the  num- 
ber of  communicants  within  his  Cure,  with  the  number  of 
children  receiving  religious  instruction  in  Sunday-schools  or 
Parochial  schools;  also,  the  amount  of  contributions  for 
Church  purposes,  as  well  as  such  other  matters  as  may  throw 
light  upon  the  state  of  the  Parish.

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CHAPTER  IV.— DISCIPLINE. 


CANON  I. 


TRIAL   OF  CLERGYMEN. 


Section  i.-:-The  Presentment — Any  Clergyman  shall  be 
liable  to  presentment  and  trial  for  false  doctrine,  immorality, 
disorderly  conduct,  violation  of  the  rubrics,  of  the  Constitu- 
tion or  Canons  of  the  Church  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the 
Constitutions  or  Canons  of  the  Church  of  this  Diocese. 

Such  presentment  shall  be  made  by  the  Vestry  of  the  Parish 
in  which  said  Clergyman  has  charge,  or  in  which  he  resides, 
or  by  at  least  three  male  communicants  of  the  Diocese,  of  full 
age,  or  by  two  or  more  Presbyters,  who  shall  have  been  canon- 
ically  resident  therein  for  one  year. 

But  no  presentment  shall  be  made  in  any  case  of  any  offence 
alleged  to  have  been  committed  more  than  three  years  before 
the  date  of  the  presentment:  Provided^  that  if  the  accused  be 
convicted  of  the  alleged  offence  in  a  civil  court,  presentment 
may  still  be  made  within  one  year  after  said  conviction. 

Said  presentment  shall  be  made  to  the  Bishop,  in  writing, 
with  the  names  of  the  presenters  subscribed,  and  shall  dis- 
tinctly declare,  with  all  reasonable  specification  of  time  and 
circumstances,  the  nature  of  the  offence  or  offences  with  which 
the  said  Clergyman  may  be  charged. 

Sec.  2. — Public  Rumor. — But  although  no  such  present- 
ment be  made,  \{  public  rumor  charge  any  Clergyman  with 
the  commission  of  any  of  the  offences  above  enumerated,  the 
Bishop  shall  appoint  two  or  more  Presbyters  to  investigate 
the  truth  of  such  rumor;  and  if  such  investigation  prove 
adverse  to  the. Clergyman  so  charged,  the  said  Presbyters  shall 
make  the  presentment  as  above,  according  to  the  form  and 
regulations  there  provided.

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The  presenters  shall,  in  all  cases,  assume  the  responsibility 
of  conducting  the  prosecution. 

Sec.  3. — Service  of  Presentment — Constitution  of  Court. — 
Should  the  Bishop  be  of  opinion,  from  the  nature  of  the  charge 
or  charges  made,  that  the  presentment  contains  sufficient 
grounds  for  proceeding  to  trial,  he  shall  cause  a  copy  thereof 
to  be  forthwith  sent  to  the  accused.  He  shall  then  give  notice 
to  the  Standing  Committee,  who  thereupon  shall  select  seven 
Presbyters,  actually  and  canon ically  resident  in  the  Diocese, 
from  whom  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall, 
in  writing,  call  upon  the  accused  to  elect  three.  But  in  case 
the  accused  refuse  or  neglect  to  make  such  election  within  ten 
days  after  due  notice  as  aforesaid,  the  Standing  Committee 
shall  make  the  said  election. 

The  three  Presbyters  so  elected  shall  constitute  a  court  for 
the  trial  of  the  accused,  and  shall  have  all  powers  necessary 
for  the  due  conducting  of  the  said  trial. 

Sec.  4. — Lay  Assessor. — The  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  mem- 
ber of  the  legal  profession,  who  shall  also  be  a  communicant 
of  the  Church,  as  Assessor  to  the  Court,  to  advise  the  Court, 
if  requested,  upon  all  questions  of  law  which  may  arise  during 
the  trial. 

Sec.  5. —  Time  and  Place  of  Trial  and  Notice  Thereof. — The 
Bishop  shall  appoint  a  time  and  place  of  trial,  and  shall  give 
at  least  thirty  days'  notice  of  the  same  to  the  members  ol  the 
Court,  the  Assessor,  the  Presenters,  ai;d  the  Accused;  at  which 
time  and  place  the  Witnesses  also  shall  be  notified  to  attend. 

Sec.  6 — Assembling  of  Court  and  Record  of  Proceedings. — 
The  Court  shall  assemble  at  the  time  and  place  appointed, 
and  shall  proceed  to  examine  fully  the  charges;  and  shall 
keep  an  accurate  record  of  all  their  proceedings  and  of  the 
evidence. 

See.  7. — Nature  of  Evidence  and  How  Given. — No  charge 
shall  be  considered  as  established,  unless  proven  by  two  wit- 
nesses, or  by  one  witness  and  corroboratiyig  circumstances. 

Testimony  may  be  given  orally  before  the  Court,  or  in 
writing,  upon  interrogatories  and  cross- interrogatories,  to  be 
previou^^ly  filed  with  the  Secretary  or  Registrar  of  the  Court. 
Any  one  or  more  of  the  witnesses  may  be  examined  on  oalh 
or  affirmation,  on  the  requisition  of  either  party. 
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Sec.  8. — Decision  of  the  Court  and  the  Sentence, — A  unani- 
mems  vote  of  the  Court  on  one  or  more  of  the  charges,  shall 
be  necessary  to  the  convicton  of  the  accused;  and  if  their 
decision  be  adverse  to  the  accused  they  shall  proceed  to  deter- 
mine the  kind  and  degree  of  punishment  commensurate,  in 
their  opinion,  with  the  offence  or  offences  committed.  They 
shall  transmit  the  record  of  their  proceedings  [^a]  under  their 
hands  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  have  power  to  afhrm,  modify, 
or  set  aside  said  judgment,  and  whose  decision  shall  be  final, 
except  that  he  shall  have  no  power  to  increase  the  punishment 
recommended  by  the  Court. 

Sec.  9. — Suspension,  or  any  heavier  sentence,  shall,  ipso 
/aeto,  sever  the  connection  of  the  Clergyman  with  his  Parish. 

Sec.  10. —  The  Record  to  be  Filed. — The  record  provided 
for  in  the  sixth  section  of  this  Canon,  together  with  the 
Bishop's  sentence  endorsed,  shall  be  preserved  among  the 
papers  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  II. — Notices, — For  the  purpose  of  any  notice  provided 
for  by  this  Canon,  it  shall  be  suf!icieut  to  serve  it  either  per> 
sonally  or  by  leaving  a  copy  thereof  at  the  last  place  of  resi- 
dence of  the  accused. 

Sec.  12. — Confession  of  an  Offence^ — When  a  Clergyman 
shall  make  confession  to  the  Bishop  of  the  commission  of  any 
of  the  offences  enumerated  in  the  first  section  of  this  Canon, 
the  Bishop  shall  proceed  to  inflict  such  ecclesiastical  censure, 
or  punishment,  upon  the  Clergyman  so  confessing,  as  he  (the 
Bishop)  shall  think  right. 

Sec.  13. — Renunciation  of  False  Doctrine, — In  the  case  of 
any  accusation  of  false  doctrime,  a  renunciation  of  the  same,  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Bishop,  shall  stay  all  further  proceecings.

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RULES  OF  ORDER. 


I.  Upon  the  day  appointed,  the  Convention  shall  assemble 
at  lo  a.  m.,  for  the  purpose  of  organization.  The  presiding 
officer  shall  call  the  convention  to  order,  and  cause  the  roll  to 
be  called;  whereupon,  should  a  quorum  be  present,  the  Con- 
vention shall  be  declared  organized. 

II.  After  [^a]  the  Holy  Communion  has  been  celebrated,  the 
Convention  shall  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  President  and 
Secretary.  • 

III  The  Convention  shall  elect  a  Treasurer .  after  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

IV.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
unless  otherwise  ordered. 

V.  The  regular  committees  shall  be — 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the   Church,  to 

consist  of  five  persons; 
The  Committee  on  Elections, 
The  Committee  on  New  Parishes, 
The  Committee   on   Unfinished  Business,  to  con- 
sist each  of  three. 
The  said  committees  shall  be  appointed  at  as  early  a  period 
in  the  session  as  may  be  practicable. 

VI.  The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows:

Communications  from  the  President. 

Reports  from — The  Committee  on  Elections, 

Committee  on  New  Parishes, 

Parochial,

VII.  After  the  President  has  taken  the  chair  no  member 
!  shall  continue  standings,  except  to  address  the  chair. 

VIII.  Speakers  shall  address  the  chair,  and  shall  confine 
themselves  to  the  point  in  debate. 

IX.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  unless  seconded,  andt 
if  required,  reduced  to  writing. 

X.  When  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  mem- 
bers shall  continue  in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any 
private  discourse. 

XT.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion 
shall  be  received,  unless  to  lay  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  to 
a  certain  time,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  commit,  to  amend, 
or  to  divide;  and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  sbaU  have 
precedence  in  the  order  herein  named.  The  motions  to  lay 
on  the  table  and  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall 
\}e  decided  without  debate;  and  of  these  the  motion  to  adjourn 
bhall  take  precedence. 

XII.  If  the  question  under  debate  contains  several  distinct 
[  propositions,  the  same  shall  be  divided  at  the  request  of  any 
'  member,  and  a  vote  taken  separately,  except  that  a  motion  to 
''  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be  indivisible. 

XIII.  All  amendments  shall  be  considered  in  the  order  in 
which  ihey  are  moved. 

When  a  proposed  amendment  is  under  consideration,  a  mo- 
tion  to  amend  the  same  may  be  made.  No  alter  amendment 
to  such  second  amendment  shall  be  in  order.  But  when  an 
amendment  to  an  amendment  is  under  consideration,  a  sub- 
stitute to  the  whole  matter  may  be  received.  No  proposition 
on  a  subject  different  from  the  one  under  consideration  shall  be 
received  under  color  of  a  substitute. 
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XIV.  In  voting  by  orders,  the  names  of  the  delegates  from 
each  Parish  shall  be  called,  and  each  delegate  shall  vote  either 
**Aye**  or  *'No,*'  and  the  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  dele- 
gates from  a  Parish  shall  determine  the  vote  of  such  Parish. 
And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  record  the  names 
of  the  voters  and  the  votes  which  they  respectively  give. 

XV.  A  question  once  decided  shall  stand  as  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  be  drawn  again  into  de- 
bate. A  motion  to  reconsider  any  vote  shall  not  be  in  order, 
except  on  the  same  or  succeeding  day  to  that  on  which  the 
vote  is  taken:  Provided^  always^  that  a  vote  or  question  may 
be  reconsidered  at  any  time  by  the  consent  of  two -thirds  of 
the  Convention :  Provided^  further,  that  no  motion  to  recon- 
sider shall  be  made  on  the  last  day  of  the  Convention,  except 
on  a  vote  or  question  originally  taken  on  that  day. 

XVI.  The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing*  and 
shall  be  received  o\  course,  and  without  motion  for  acceptance, 
unless  recommitted.  All  reports  recommending  or  requiring 
any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by  the  Convention  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  corresponding  resolution. 

XVII.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  chair 
without  debate,  but  any  member  may  appeal  fron  such  decis- 
ion. And  on  such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than 
once  without  leave. 

XVIII.  No  member  shall  be  absent  from  the  sessions  of 
the  Convention  without  leave,  or  unless  he  be  unable  to 
attend. 

XIX.  When  the  Convention  is  about  to  rise,  every  mem- 
ber shall  keep  his  seat  until  the  President  leaves  the  chair. 

XX.  On  motion  duly  put  and  carried,  the  Convention 
may  resolve  itself  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole,  with  or 
without  closed  doors,  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  such  sub- 
jects as  may  be  approved  bv  the  Convention. 

The  Bishop,  with  the  Deans  of  the  Convocations,  may 
select  and  announce  subjects  for  discussion:  Provided,  that  if 
the  motion  to  go  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  has  specified 
the  subject  to  be  discussed,  that  subject  shall  first  be  disposed 
of.

The  latter  part  of  his 
life  was  spent  in  Watauga  county,  as  Missionary  and  Pastor  for  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  scattered  over  a  large  territory  in  that  and  Ashe 
county. 

He  labored  incessantly  for  the  cause  of  Temperance,  and  was  in 
thorough  sympathy  with  the  plans  for  promoting  Temperance,  of 
late  years  adopted  and  carried  out  by  the  Church  in  Kngland. 

Died  June  10,  A.  D.  1888,  at  Banner's  Klk,  Watauga  County,  X.  C.

From  1843  to 
1847  he  was  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Newbern,  N.  C.  In  1848,  Rec- 
tor of  Trinity  vSchool,  Wake  County,  N.  C.  From  1849  to  1868,  Pro- 
fessor of  Latin,  &c.,  at  the  University  of  N.  C,  Chapel  Hill,  and 
Rector  of  the  Parish  of  the  "Chapel  of  the  Cross."  From  1868  to 
1881  (with  the  exception  of  the  year  1869,  when  Rector  of  a  Parish  at 
Hyde  Park,  N.  Y. ),  he  was  Rector  of  the  Church  at  Manlius,  N.  Y., 
and  Professor  of  Latin,  &.C.,  in  St.  John's  School  of  that  place.  In 
1881  he  removed  to  Raleigh,  N.  C,  where,  in  addition  to  assisting  the 
Parochial  Clergy  in  occasional  ministrations,  he  taught  in  St.  Augus- 
tine's Normal  and  Collegiate  Institute. 

He  wrote  for  the  "  Southern  Literary  Messenger  "  for  a  number  of 
years,  and  also  for  other  magazines,  and  was  engaged  in  writing  a 
history*  of  North  Carolina  at  the  time  of  his  death.

FIRST  DAY. 


Church  of  **The  Holy  Innocents,'^ 
Henderson,  N.  C,  Wednesday,  May  15th,  1889. 

The  Seventy-third  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  assem- 
bled in  the  Guild  house  of  the  Parish  of  the  Church  of  The 
Holy  Innocents,  Henderson,  N.  C.,  on  Wednesday,  May 
15th,  1889,  10  o'clock  A.  M. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  called  the  Con- 
vention to  order  and  offered  prayers. 

The  Secretary  called  the  roll  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to 
Seats  and  noted  the  attendance.     (See  page  6.) 

The  roll  of  Parishes  was  called  and  the  attendance  of 
L^y  Delegates  noted.     (See  page  13.) 

A  quorum  of  both  orders  being  present,  the  Bishop 
leclared  the  Convention  duly  organized. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  to  meet  in  the 
whiirch  of  The  Holy  Innocents  for  Divine  Worship,  at  11 
y  clock  A.  M. 

Morning  Prayer  and  the  Litany  were  read  by  the  Rev.  A. 
Biirtis  Hunter  and  the  Rev.  W.  Woodson  Walker;  the 
Lessons  by  the  Rev.  Jos.  B.  Cheshire,  Jr.  The  sermon 
wvas  preached  by  the  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Clark;  the  text,  part 
Df  the  9th  verse  of  the  i6th  chapter  of  the  Book  of  Num- 
bers,  *'Seemeth  it  but  a  small  thing  unto  you  that  the 
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God  of  Israel  hath  separated  you  from  the  congregation  of 
Israel,  to  bring  you  near  to  Himself?" 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  began  the  order  for  the  admin- 
istration of  the  Holy  Communion.  The  Epistle  was  read 
by  the  Rev.  D.  H.  Buel,  D.  D.  The  Gospel  by  the  Rev. 
Jarvis  Buxton,  D.  D. 

The  alms  of  the  people  in  aid  of  Diocesan  Missions  were 
received  and  presented  by  the  Bishop.  The  Exhortation 
was  read  by  the  Rev.  M.  M.  Marshall,  D.  D. 

The  Bishop  proceeded  with  the  celebration  of  the  Holy 
Communion,  being  assisted  by  the  Priest  in  charge,  the 
Rev.  Julian  E.  Ingle  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Buel,  Dr.  Buxton 
and  Dr.  Marshall. 

At  the  close  of  the  benediction,  the  Bishop  called  the 
Convention  to  order. 

The  Bishop  announced  the  first  business  in  order  to  be 
the  election  of  a  President. 

The  Rev.  A.  S.  Smith,  D.  D.,  was  nominated,  but 
declined  a  re-election. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Richard  Smith,  Sr.,  the  time-honored 
custom  of  electing  the  oldest  clergymen  in  orders  as 
President  was  departed  from,  and  the  Rev.  M.  M.  Marshall. 
D.  D.,  was  nominated. 

On  motion,  the  ballot  was  dispensed  with,  and  the  Rev. 
M.  M.  Marshall,  D.  D.,  was  unanimously  elected  President 
of  the  Convention. 

On  jnotion,  the  ballot  was  dispensed  with,  and  the  Rev. 
Gilbert  Higgs  was  unanimously  elected  Secretary. 

The  Secretary  appointed  Mr.  J.  R.  Gaskill  as  Assistant 
Secretary. 

On  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  morniiijj  session  of  this  Convention  shall  com- 
mence each  day  at  9*2  o'clock.     Afternoon  session  at  4  o'clock. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  to  meet  at  4  p.  m. 
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Afternoon  Session. 

Wednesday,  May  15th,   1889. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  called  the  Convention  to  order. 

On  motion,  the  calling  of  the  roll  was  dispensed  with. 

The  Rev.  R.  B.  Sutton,  D.  D.,  presented  the  Annual 
Report  (see  Appendix  B)  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

On  motion,  the  reading  of  the  report  was  dispensed  with, 
and  it  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

The  Rev.  R.  B.  Sutton,  D.  D.,  presented  and  read  the 

report  of  the  committee  on  finance. 

The  Finance  Committee  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  examined 
the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and  find  them  all  correct,  and  that  the 
several  balances  on  page  5  of  Appendix  B  are  on  deposit  in  the  Citizens 
National  Bank  of  Raleigh.  They  also  find  that  all  the  securities  on  page

The  rate  of  interest  on  safe  investmeiits,  as  is  well  known,  is  steadily 

decreasing,  and  with  it  we  shall  find  the  income  from  our  Permanent 

Fund  lessening.     The  alternative  staring  us  in   the  face,  in  the  near 
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future,  is,  that  we  must  either  take  some  measures  for  increasing  that 
fund,  or  the  assessments  on  the  various  Parishes  must  be  increased. 

The  committee  do  not  think  it  would  be  either  advisable  or  practicable 
to  increase  the  assessments.  They  think  that  the  only  p>racticable  plan 
is  to  increase  the  Permanent  Fund  by  giWng  to  it  at  least  half  of  the 
principal  of  the  Mary  Ruffin  Smith  legacy.  A  motion  to  that  effect  will 
be  offered  by  the  chairman.  With  reference  to  the  Schedule  of  Assess- 
ment, the  committee  offer  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Schedule  of  Assessment  for  the  year  i888-*89  be 
continued,  and  the  committee  be  allowed  to  correct  the  clerical  or  typo- 
graphical error  by  which  the  assessment  of  I5.50,  laid  on  the  congrega- 
tion at  Littleton,  was  put  opposite  the  Church  of  the  Saviour,  Lincoln 
county,  and  that  it  be  made  ^5.00

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  accompanying  resolu- 
tion was  adopted. 

The  Rev.  W.  R.  Wetmore  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tions, which  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons, 
with  instructions  to  report  in  regard  to  same  to-morrow  at 
4  p.  M. : 

Resolved^  That  Chapter  II.  Convocations,  Canon  I,  be  amended  by 
striking  out  the  last  sentence  of  section  2,  beginning  with  the  words, 
"the  Dean,"  and  ending  with  "Convocations,"  and  by  adding  the 
following  Canons  : 

CANON  II. 

Skction  I.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Dean:  (i)to  superintend  al^ 
missionary  work  conducted  with  the  Bishop's  consent  by  the  Convoca- 
tion ;  (2)  to  make  a  visitation  of  his  Convocation  at  least  once,  and  if 
practicable,  twice  each  year,  in  which  visitations  he  shall  minister  to 
the  members  of  the  Church  who  are  without  clerical  serNnce,  give  aid  at 
mission  stations,  preach  where  the  Church  has  no  services,  search  out 
the  religious  needs  of  the  Convocation,  and  look  for  localities  of  promise 
in  missionary  work ;  (3)  to  give  to  the  Convocation  assembled  an 
account  of  his  work  and  of  his  discoveries  after  each  visitation,  and 
when  the  Convocation  has  discussed  the  same  and  given  any  additional 
information,  to  make  a  full  report  in  writing  to  the  Bishop  ;  (4)  to 
address  congregations  in  Parishes,  as  occasions  offer,  on  the  subject  of 
missionar}'  work  within    the   Convocation  ;    (5)  to  aid  the  Bishop,   as 
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missionary  at  large,  within  the  limits  of  his  Convocation  ;  (6),  to  make 
an  annual  report  to  the  Convention  through  the  Bishop. 

Section  2.  While  the  Dean  is  making  a  visitation,  the  work  in  his 
own  Parish,  as  far  as  practicable,  shall  be  done  by  the  neighboring 
clergj*. 

Section  3.  The  traveling  expenses  of  the  Dean  on  his  visitations,  and 
of  the  clergy  who  supply  his  place  in  parochial  work,  shall  be  paid  out 
of  a  fund  to  be  raised  by  an  a^inual  collection  in  each  Parish  and  organ- 
ized mission,  and  such  collection  as  the  Dean  deems  it  expedient  to 
make  in  his  visitations. 

Section  4.  The  clergy  of  the  Convocation,  when  called  on  by  him, 
shall  assist  the  Dean  in  his  visitations,  as  far  as  practicable. 

CANON    III. 

Section  i.  The  Convocation  shall  always  be  subject  to  a  call  to  meet 
the  Bishop  when  he  begins  a  visitation  within  its  limits. 

Resolved^  That  section  i,  of  Canon  VIII,  Chapter  I,  be  amended  by 
striking  out  all  between  the  words  "shall  be,"  in  second  line,  and 
*'five  members,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof,  "an  Executive  Mis- 
sionary Committee,  consisting  of  the  Bishop  {ex-officio  chairman),  the 
four  Deans,  and  five  Laymen  to  be  elected  annually  by  the  Convention, 
and;"  and  by  inserting  between  the  word  "quorum"  and  the  words 
"an  Education,"  "and  there  shall  be  annually  elected  by  the  Conven- 
tion the  following  committees,  who  shall  remain  in  office  until  the 
election  of  their  successors,  viz." 

The  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Clark  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion, which  was  referred  to  a  committee  of  three  to  advise 
with  reference  to  its  adoption: 

Whereas,  This  Convention  recognizes  the  very  great  importance  to 
the  Church  in  North  Carolina  of  keeping  a  clergyman  constantly  in 
charge  of  the  Parish  at  Chapel  Hill  ;  in  consequence  of  the  judicial 
decision  in  the  Marj-  Ruffin  Smith  will  case,  this  Diocese  is  no  longer 
able  to  continue  a  sufficient  appropriation  for  this  purpose  ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Hon.  K.  P.  Battle  be  appointed  a  committee  to 
attend  the  meeting  of  the  Council  of  Kast  Carolina  and  lay  this  matter 
before  the  Council  of  that  Diocese  and  urge  upon  that  Diocese  the  neces- 
sity of  aiding  in  this  important  matter. 

The  Bishop  appointed  as  members  of  this  committee, 
the  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Clark,  Mr.  R.  H.  Battle,  and  Mr.  H. 
A.  London. 
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The  Rev.  Gilbert  Higgs  presented  and  read  the 

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  MISSIONARY  COMMITTEE. 

The  Executive  Missionary  Committee  respectfully  report  that  in 
accordance  with  a  resolution  passed  at  the  first  meeting  after  the  Con- 
vention, they  have  held  three  sessions. 

At  Salisbury,  May  26th,  1SS8,  the  list  of  appointments  was  carefully 
considered  and  revise<l.     The  total  J2, 265.00. 

The  appropriation  at  the  rate  of  I500  per  annum  to  the  Parish  of  The 
Chapel  of  the  Cross  was  continued,  to  be  paid,  as  directed  by  the 
Convention,  out  of  the  interest  accruing  from  the  Mary  Ruffin  Smith 
legacy.  The  sum  of  ;Ji,85J.oo  was  distributed  among  sixteen  regular 
Missionaries  and  Rectors  of  weak  Parishes. 

At  a  meeting  held  at  Raleigh  on  the  6th  of  February,  1889,  the  follow- 
ing letter  was  addressed  to  the  Clergy  : 

"The  Executive  Missionary  Committee  request  each  minister  to  have 
a  meeting,  and  if  practicable,  a  series  of  meetings,  to  awaken  a  greater 
interest  in  the  important  work  of  Diocesan  Missions,  and  to  determine 
what  amount  the  Parish  can  and  will  give  to  this  cause  during  the  coming 
year.  And  further,  that  the  result  of  such  meetings  be  reported  to  the 
next  Convention,  together  with  the  amount  each  Parish  can  so  pledge.'* 

The  total  amount  appropriated  this  year  is  ^2,350.00.

This  credit  balance  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Parish  of  The  Chapel  of 
the  Cross,  Chapel  Hill,  having  been  vacant  three-fourths  of  the  year. 
has  tlrawn  only  5125.00,  when  S500.00  has  been  appropriated  for  its  use. 

If  the  whole  sum  appropriate!  had  been  used,  there  would  be  a  debit 
balance  of  over  5ioo.(Xj,  which  shows  that  the  apportionments  should 
be  increased. 
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The  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  has  been  increased  by  work  done 
without  remuneration  by  Clergjy  occupied  with  Parishes  and  schools. 
In  this  way  the  'witness*  has  been  kept  up  in  several  parts  of  the  Diocese. 

As  the  reports  from  the  stipendiaries  have  been  mainly  confined  to 
statistics  relating  to  baptisms,  services,  confirmations,  appearing  in  the 
several  parochial  reports,  they  have  been  omitted  in  this  report. 

Your  Committee  think  that  the  apportionment  ought  not  to  be  made 
so  high  as  to  be  felt  a  burden,  but  the  laity  ought  to  have  the  opportu- 
nity and  be  encouraged  to  meL\ie  free-mill  offerings  for  Diocesan  Missions 
beyond  the  amount  of  the  apportionment.  We  know  that  many  of  our 
people  in  the  towns  and  in  the  country  are  poor  ;  that  the  sums  received 
for  farm  products  has  been  small ;  that  many  of  the  young  are  leaving 
the  country  and  small  towns  for  larger  fields,  while  older  Church  mem- 
bers are  gradually  becoming  incapacitated  for  work;  but  as  it  is  a  dan- 
gerous thing  to  pauperize  a  man,  so  is  it  with  a  Parish  or  Mission. 

There  are  Parishes  and  Missions  that,  utlder  the  stimulus  of  some  new 
motive  to  exertion,  would  pledge  themselves  to  double  the  amount 
apportioned.  Perhaps  greater  interest  would  be  felt  in  this  work  if  our 
families  could  be  taught  the  observance  of  certain  Diocesan  Missionary 
days.  The  Sunday-schools  should  celebrate  such  days  by  an  offering 
after  an  address  by  the  Rector  or  Minister  in  charge,  on  the  subject  of 
EHocesan  Missions. 

We  are  serving  our  Lord  personally  when  we  give  to  missionary  work. 
Individual  gifts  and  efforts  are  necessary  for  the  proper  performance  of 
this  duty  committed  to  the  Church,  of  which  we  are  a  part ;  but  we  must 
bear  in  mind  that  no  one  individual's  work,  however  well  done,  can 
relieve  another  of  his  personal  responsibility  in  the  matter. 

What  we  need  in  all  our  Churches  is  not  more  legislation,  but  a  greater 
love  and  fealty  to  the  Master  and  devotion  to  His  service.  It  is  a  grand 
thought  that  God  allows  us  to  be  *'  workers  together  with  Him  in  saving 
souls."  Surely  this  alone  should  urge  us  to  a  renewed  consecration  of 
ourselves  and  all  that  we  have  to  His  work. 

Your  committee  respectfully  recommend  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Missionary  Committee  be  directed  to 
send,  one  month  before  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention,  a  circular 
letter  to  every  Parish  and  organized  Mission  in  the  Diocese,  repeating 
the  request  of  the  Convention  of  1888 :  that  congregational  meetings  be 
called. to  consider  their  duty  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  missionary 
work  of  the  Diocese,  and  to  say  through  their  deputies  in  Convention 
how  much  each  congregation  will  endeavor  to  give  during  the  ensuing 
year  towards  this  holy  cause.

REPORT  OF  THE  MANAGERS  OF  THE  THOMPSON  ORPHAN- 
AGE AND  INDUSTRIAL  INSTITUTE. 

The  Managers  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  Industrial  Institute 
respectfully  report,  that  this  Christian  charity  has  been  every  way 
blessed  during  the  past  year,  and  the  Church  has  great  cause  to  acknowl- 
edge the  large-hearted  generosity  which  has  put  it  in  the  power  of  the 
Diocese  to  carry  on  so  beneficent  a  work — a  work  which  has  been  of  no 
less  value  to  the  Church  people  of  the  Diocese,  by  drawing  them  closer 
together  in  kindly  and  Christian  endeavor  for  the  destitute  orphans  of 
the  State,  than  to  the  orphans  themselves,  who  have  been  rescued  from 
ignorance  and  want  and  are  being  trained  for  usefulness  in  our  Diocesan 
Orphanage. 

The  report  of  the  Reverend  Edwin  A.  Osborne,  Superintendent,  giving 
a  detailed  view  of  the  work  of  the  Orphanage  during  the  past  year,  is 
hereby  submitted  to  the  Convention  as  part  of  the  report  of  the  Man- 
agers.    It  is,  however,  suggested,  that  in  entering  the  report  upon  the   • 
Journal  the  list  of  receipts  appended  thereto  be  omitted. 

The  Board  of  Managers  feel  obliged  to  lay  before  the  Convention  the 
absolute  necessity  of  procuring  at  least  a  partial  endowment  for  this 
institution  to  enable  it  to  do  its  proper  work  and  to  insure  its  continu- 
ance. It  has  been  found  a  source  of  serious  embarrassment  to  the 
Superintendent  in  his  efforts  to  raise  money  for  the  Orphanage,  that  his 
own  salary  seems  in  a  measure  to  depend  upon  the  contributions  solici- 
ted. When  it  shall  become  necessary  to  secure  a  successor  to  him  in 
this  oflice,  there  is  danger  of  a  collapse  in  the  work  if  the  Managers 
have  absolutely  no  assure<l  salary  to  offer  to  the  man  who  is  invited  to 
undertake  so  heavy  a  burden. 

The  Managers  have  therefore  resolved  to  apply  to  the  Convention  and 
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to  ask  that  the  sum  of  {^5,000  be  set  apart  out  of  the  Smith  legacy— after 
the  necessary  amount  has  been  reserved  for  the  support  of  a  minister  at 
Chapel  Hill;  this  sum  of  $5,000  to  be  securely  invested  and  preserved  as 
the  nucleus  of  an  endowment,  the  interest  to  be  applied  to  the  salary 
account  of  the  Orphanage  ;  that  this  fund  be  known  as  the  "Mary 
Smith  Orphanage  Endowment  Fund,'*  and  that  the  Managers  pledge 
themselves  to  use  their  best  endeavors  to  add  to  said  fund  from  time  to 
time  until  it  shall  become  sufBcient  for  the  necessities  of  the  case.

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE  THOMPSON 
ORPHANAGE  AND  TRAINING  INSTITUTE. 

In  making  this  second  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Thomp- 
son Orphanage,  I  am  impressed  with  a  sense  of  profound  gratitude  to 
Almighty  God,  who,  by  His  good  providence,  has  been  pleased  to  favor 
and  prosper  the  work  even  beyond  our  expectations  and  to  shield  it 
from  any  disaster. 

Our  children,  thirty  in  number,  have  been  blessed  with  good  health. 
The  spiritual,  moral,  intellectual  and  practical  training  of  the  children 
has,  in  the  main,  been  satisfactory  and  encouraging,  and  they  show 
marked  improvement  in  every  respect,  and  are,  without  exception,  so 
far  as  I  can  say,  happy  and  contented. 

Our  farming  operations  are  now  tolerably  well  organized  and  equipped, 
and  I  hope  will  become  year  by  year  more  profitable,  both  financially 
and  as  a  training  school  for  the  children. 

We  have  employed  a  teacher  for  about  ten  months  during  the  year, 
so  that  the  children  could  be  taught  a  portion  of  each  day  when  not  at 
work.  We  have  been  enabled  to  complete  a  comfortable  eight-room  two- 
story  residence  for  the  Superintendent,  and  also  a  very  good  two-story 
bam,  to  put  a  good  wire  fence  around  the  main  building  of  the  institu- 
tion, and  also  to  fence  a  large  piece  of  bottom  land  for  pasturage,  which 
will  not  only  reduce  the  expense  of  keeping  our  cows,  but  also  be  a 
source  of  some  little  revenue  to  the  institution. 

The  people  of  the  State  have  manifested  much  interest  in  the  Orphan- 
age, and  as  its  benefits  have  not  been  confined  to  our  own  Diocese,  neither 
have  the  contributions.  Quite  a  number  of  parishes  and  individuals  of 
East  Carolina  have  given  liberally  towards  our  support.  We  have  also 
received  a  number  of  contributions  from  other  States. 
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As  our  usefulness  has  been  extended,  so  have  our  expenses  increased.

But  it  is  very  important  for  us  to  have  some  additional  buildings,  in 
order  that  our  work  may  become  more  effective. 

One  thing  we  need  most  urgently  is  an  infirmary.  We  have  no  suit- 
able place  for  our  sick,  and  in  case  of  contagion  the  whole  school  is  at 
the  mercy  of  the  disease.  A  comfortable  apartment  could  be  built  for 
about  5^^oo.     We  also  need  an  industrial  hall,  where  various  kinds  of 
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mechanical  operations  can  be  carried  on,  with  an  apartment  for  a  play 
room  for  the  children  in  bad  weather.  This  building  would  cost  about 
$1 .000.  A  chapel  is  also  very  much  needed.  At  present  we  hold  services 
in  the  school  room,  but  it  is  difficult  to  impress  children  with  proper 
ideas  of  reverence  and  devotion  under  such  circumstances.  If  we  had  a 
chapel  that  would  cost  about  $i,ooo  we  could  build  up  a  small  congre- 
gation around  the  Orphanage,  and  the  benefit  to  the  children  would  be 
incalculable. 

We  also  need  printing  material  in  order  that  we  may  publish  a  paper 
and  train  some  of  the  children  in  the  art  of  printing.  This  would  be  of 
great  practical  service  to  the  Orphanage  in  many  ways  besides  the  train- 
ing of  the  children.  The  experience  of  other  institutions  has  proven 
that  a  paper  published  by  the  institution  not  only  pays  expenses,  but 
gives  a  surplus  to  the  concern.  A  good  outfit  will  cost  from  ^500  to 
$800. 

Our  great  need  is  an  endowment.  Our  people  have  generally  responded 
very  readily  to  every  appeal  I  have  made,  and  no  doubt  they  will  con- 
tinue to  do  so.  But  an  institution  of  so  much  importance  as  this  should 
be  placed  upon  a  more  certain  footing  than  to  depend  entirely  upon 
voluntary'  contributions  for  its  existence.  It  is  especially  important 
that  the  salary  of  the  Superintendent  and  other  employees  should  be 
provided  for  by  an  endowment.  This  would  always  secure  an  efficient 
head;  and  then  the  rest  of  the  means  for  the  support  of  the  Institution 
could  be  easily  provided  for,  as  people  will  always  contribute  for  the 
wants  of  children,  if  there  is  a  reliable  and  efficient  person  to  represent 
the  work,  and  see  that  the  funds  contributed  are  properly  applied.  The 
Board  of  Managers  have  passed  a  resolution  asking  the  Convention  to 
iet  apart  a  portion  of  the  Mary  Ruffin  Smith  legacy  for  this  purpose.  It 
would  be  difficult  to  conceive  of  a  more  fitting  use  to  which  it  could  be 
ipplied. 

I  desire  to  acknowledge  with  much  thankfulness  the  unvarying  kind- 
less  that  has  been  shown  me,  personally,  both  by  our  ministers  and 
laity  in  this  work.  To  their  bounty  and  generous  support  the  church  is 
ndebted  fcr  whatever  measure  of  success  has  been  attained.  Many 
i^uilds  and  societies  have  been  formed,  and  through  their  devoted  and 
self-denying  labors  much  has  been  done  for  the  work.  And  in  those 
congregations  where  these  organizations  have  not  been  formed,  other 
efficient  means  have  been  adopted  for  aiding  the  cause. 

I  hereto  append  a  statement  of  our  receipts  and  a  brief  summary  of 
the  disbursements  for  the  year,  regretting  that  my  space  will  not  permit 
me  to  mention  each  individual  act  of  kindness  shown:

appointed  to  arrange  a  proper  celebration  of  the  Centennial  of  the  first 
Convention  of  churchmen  in  North  Carolina. 

2.  Resoh'ed,  That  said  committee  be  instructed  to  extend  an  invita- 
tion in  the  name  of  this  Diocese  to  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina,  to 
participate  in  this  celebration  and  to  appoint  a  committee  of  arrange- 
ment to  co-operate  with  the  committee  of  this  Convention. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  said  committee  be  empowered  to  consult  with 
the  Bishop  and  Convention  of  Kast  Carolina,  and  to  agree  upon  a  day 
for  holding  the  Convention  of  1890,  so  that  both  the  said  Conventions 
may  meet  upon  the  same  day,  and  the  Convention  of  East  Carolina 
in  some  place  from  which  after  transacting  its  regular  business,  the

REPORT  OK  THE    STANDI>'G  COMMITTEE   OF  THE  DIOCESE 

OF  NORTH  CAROLINA. 

The  Standing  Committee,  re-elected  by  the  last  Convention,  met  for 
organization  on  June  2d,  ibSS,  when  Rer.  M.  M.  Marshall,  D.  D.,  was 
elected  President,  and  Col.  \Vm.  E.  Anderson,  Secretary. 

At  the  same  meeting  Henry  S.  McDufTey  1  deacon)  was  recommended 
for  ordination  to  the  Priesthood. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Committee,  held  on  June  12th,  1888,  a  letter  from 
the  Bishop  to  the  Committee,  formally  turning  over  to  them  the  ecclesi- 
astical authority  of  the  Diocese  during  his  proposed  absence  from  the 
country,  was  presented,  read  and  ordered  to  be  spread  upon  the  minutes 
of  the  Committee. 

June  19th,  iSSS,  the  Committee  gave  its  Canonical  consent  to  the  con- 
secration of  the  Rev.  George  McClellan  Fiske.  I).  D.,  Bishop  elect 
of  the  Diocese  of  Fond  du  Lac.  At  the  same  meeting,  Charles  L.  Hoff- 
man was  recommended  to  be  received  as  a  candidate  for  Holv  Orders. 

June  29th.  iKSS.  the  Committee  rccomnien<led  a  dispensation  from  the 
further  study  of  the  classics  in  the  case  of  Charles  L.  Hoffman,  candi- 
date for  orders,  under  the  provisions  of  Title  I,  Canon  2,  section  6  of  the 
Digest.  At  the  same  time  the  Committee  gave  its  consent  to  the  conse- 
cration of  the  Rev.  Leighton  Coleman.  S.  T.  I).,  Bishop  elect  of  the 
Diocese  of  Delaware.  .Vt  this  meeting  also,  the  Committee,  acting  as 
the  Hrclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  consented,  on  application. 
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that  the  Rev.  J.  M.  Hillyar,  of  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina,  should 
officiate  at  Selma  and  Smithfield,  in  this  Diocese,  until  such  time  as  the 
Bishop  shall  return  or  make  other  arrangements. 

August  1st,  1888,  the  application  of  George  Valerie  Gilreath,  to  become 
a  candidate  for  Deacon's  Orders  only,  with  accompanying  Canonical 
testimonials,  was  presented  and  he  was  recommended,  and  by  the  Com- 
mittee acting  as  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  received  as 
such  candidate. 

November  26th,  1888,  the  committee  gave  its  unanimous  consent  to 
the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Chapman  Grafton,  Bishop  elect  of 
the  Diocese  of  Fond  du  Lac.  At  the  same  time  James  Thomas  Kennedy 
was  recommended  as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders.  At  this  meeting  also, 
the  Committee,  acting  as  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese, 
formally  approved  the  action  of  its  President  in  the  following  cases, 
to- wit :  In  granting  on  September  ist,  1888,  letters  dismissor>'  to  Rev. 
Herbert  W.  Robinson  to  the  Bishop  of  Iowa  ;  in  giving  on  September 
27th,  1888,  to  Sidney  Bost,  of  Salisbury,  a  license  to  lay-read  under  the 
direction  of  the  Rev.  F.  J.  Murdoch  ;  in  assigning  on  same  day  texts  for 

■ 

examination  sermons  to  Benjamin  S.  McKenzie,  candidate  for  Priest's 
Orders ;  in  giving  letters  dimissory  oh  the  30th  of  October,  1888,  to  W. 
H.  Marshall,  Postulant  to  the  Bishop  of  Pennsylvania,  and  in  issuing 
similar  letters  to  Rev.  Robert  Percy  Eubanks,  to  the  Bishop  of  Montana, 
on  the  1 6th  November,  1888. 

November  30th,  1888,  the  Committee  gave  its  consent  to  the  consecra- 
tisn  of  the  Rev.  Boyd  Vincent,  Assistant  Bishop  elect  of  the  Diocese  of 
Southern  Ohio,  and  to  that  of  the  Rev.  J.  Mills  Kendrick,  D.  D.,  Mis- 
sionary Bishop  elect  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  New  Mexico  and  Arizona. 

December  28th,  1888,  the  Committee  consented  to  the  consecration 
of  the  Rev.  Cyrus  Frederic  Knight,  D.  D.,  D.  C.  L.,  Bishop  elect  of 
the  Diocese  of  Milwaukee,  and  recommended  Benjamin  Sumner  McKen- 
zie, candidate  for  Priest's  Orders,  for  ordination  to  the  Diaconate  ;  they 
also  recommended  that  a  dispensation  be  granted  in  the  case  of  Mr. 
McKenzie,  from  a  '*  knowledge  of  Latin,  Greek,  Hebrew  and  other 
branches  of  learning  not  strictly  ecclesiastical,"  the  required  testimo- 
nials to  this  end,  under  the  provisions  of  Title  I,  Canon  2,  section  6  of 
the  Digest,  having  been  presented  and  found  in  Canonical  form. 

February  20th,  1889,  the  Committee  recommended  Louis  Lewellin 
Williams,  Deacon,  for  ordination  to  the  Priesthood. 

April  4th,  1889,  the  application  of  the  Rev.  Primus  P.  Alston,  Deacon, 
for  a  "dispensation  from  a  knowledge  of  Latin,  Greek,  Hebrew  and 
other  branches  of  learning  not  strictly  ecclesiastical, "  was  recommended 
to  be  granted,  the  provisions  of  Title  I,  Canon  2,  section  6  of  the  Digest, 
to  this  end  having  been  duly  complied  with.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  TO  HAVE  THE  RIGHT  OF  THE 
DIOCESE  OF  EAST  CAROLINA  TO  A  SHARE  IN  THE  LEGACY 
OF  MISS  MARY  R.  SMITH,  JUDICIALLY  DETERMINED. 

As  one  of  the  committee  to  whom  it  was  committed  by  resolution  of 
the  Convention  to  have  the  question  of  the  right  of  the  Diocese  of  East 
Carolina  to  a  share  in  the  legacy  of  Miss  Mary  R.  Smith,  to  the  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  in  trust  for  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  I  beg  leave  to  report  that  Messrs. 
George  Davis  and  John  Hughes,  previous  to  the  February  term,  1889,  of 
Wake  Superior  Court,  met  M^essrs.  John  Manning  and  myself  in  Raleigh 
and  we  agreed  upon  the  facts  involved  and  to  submit  a  ''controversy 
without  action  "  to  the  Judge  of  said  court.  The  case  was  fully  argued 
before  the  Superior  Court  and  upon  appeal  before  the  Supreme  Court 
by  Messrs.  Davis  and  Hughes  for  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina,  and  Mr. 
Manning  and  myself  for  this  Diocese.  To  save  the  delay,  expense  and 
trouble  of  a  reference,  it  was  agreed  by  counsel  that  if  the  decision 
should  be  in  favor  of  a  division  of  the  property,  such  division  should  be 
equal.  The  Supreme  Court  after  mature  deliberation,  decided  in  favor 
of  the  claim  of  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina,  on  the  ground  that  at  the 
date  of  the  will  and  its  codicils,  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
North  Carolina  embraced  all  the  members  of  the  church  within  the 
limits  of  the  State,  and  that  the  object  of  the  bounty  of  the  testatrix  was 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  3tate  of  North  Carolina.

The  committee  to  which  was  referred  the  Report  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  Training  Institute  respect- 
fully  report:   The  second  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  the 
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Thompson  Orphanage  and  Training  Institute  reveals  a  wonderful  chapter 
in  the  history  of  the  Diocese.  Us  financial  exhibit  already  manifests 
the  largeness  of  the  enthusiasm  and  interest  the  work  has  stirred  up  in 
the  Diocese,  and  even  promises  happier  results  in  the  future.  To  its 
most  faithful  and  untiring  Superintendent  cannot  be  accorded  too  much 
credit  in  pushing  to  the  foremost  place  in  the  Diocese  its  noblest  insti- 
tution of  charity,  and  in  opening  before  it  such  a  cheering  prospect  of  a 
still  larger  field  of  usefulness  in  the  near  future.  Your  committee  are 
strongly  impressed  with  the  conviction  that  around  such  an  institution 
as  this  should  be  thrown  ample  guarantees  of  permanence  and  security, 
and  agree  both  with  its  Superintendent  and  Board  of  Management  in 
the  importance  of  its  endowment,  and  would  therefore  recommend  that 
a  portion  of  the  Mary  Smith  fund  should  be  set  apart  with  proper  con-

The  Rev.  D.  H.  Buel,  D.  D.,  presented  and  read  the 

report  of  the  BOARD  OF  FELLOWS  OF  RAVENSCROFT. 

The  Board  of  Fellows  of  Raveuscroft  respectfully  report  to  the  Con- 
vention: The  training  school  for  the  ministry  has  been  steadily  pursu- 
ing its  work  through  the  year.  After  the  Christmas  recess,  it  commenced 
occupying  its  excellent  new  home,  Shoenberger  Hall.  There  have  been 
four  postulants  and  candidates  under  instruction  this  year,  one  of  them 
being  a  Deacon  preparing'  for  Priest's  Orders.  The  Principal  bears 
testimony  to  the  faithfulness  in  study  and  the  excellence  of  the  young 
men  now  with  him,  and  the  good  promise  they  give  of  valuable  ser\nce 
to  the  Church.  They  are  usefully  engaged  in  Sunday-school  and  Mission 
work  in  and  around  Asheville,  under  the  authority  of  the  Rector  of  the 
Parish. 

The  Board,  soon  after  the  last  Convention,  received  from  Mr.  Prince 
the  resignation  of  his  office  of  Head  Master.  He  resigned  solely  under 
the  imperative  advice  of  his  physician,  who  required  him  to  rest  from  all 
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work  for  a  long  time.  The  Hoard  accepted  his  resiguation  very  reluc- 
tantly, feeling  assured  that  with  Mr.  Prince's  experience  and  well-earned 
good  reputation,  another  year  under  him  would  have  brought  complete 
success. 

The  Board,  through  its  committee  appointed  for  the  purpose,  dili- 
gently sought  for  a  Head  Master  of  gojd  experience  and  reputation,  but 
we  failed  to  secure  one  up  to  the  very  time  when  the  school  must  begin 
its  new  annual  session. 

In  this  emergency  we  invited  Mr.  Haywood  Parker,  who  has  been 
second  master  under  Mr.  Prince,  to  take  the  headmastership  for  the 
ensuing  year,  and  he  accepted  the  place.  On  Mr.  Parker's  nomination, 
the  Board  appointed  Mr.  L.  P.  McGehee  as  his  assistant.  We  were 
happy  also  to  be  able  to  retain  the  invaluable  services  of  Miss  Kiddie  as 
matron.  Under  this  management  the  school  has  had  what  seems  to  the 
Board  to  be  an  encouraging  year.  At  its  fullest  period  there  have  been 
nineteen  scholars,  six  of  them  being  boarders.  It  has  been  a  successful 
year  in  respect  to  the  faithfulness  and  the  good  conduct  of  the  boys,  and 
also  with  regard  to  the  economy  with  which  the  school  has  been  car- 
ried on. 

The  Board  has  received  a  report  from  Mr.  Parker,  which  may  here- 
with be  read  to  the  Convention  if  it  so  desire. 

The  Board  has  also  received  a  full  report  from  its  Treasurer,  Mr.  T. 
W.  Patton,  an  itemized  statement  of  receipts  and  disbursements  at 
hand,  to  be  submitted  to  the  Convention.  From  this  report,  it  appears 
that  the  sum  of  I350  was  received  from  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese, 
to  cover  an  apprehended  deficit  in  the  income  of  the  boys'  school  for 
the  year. 

The  Board  accompanies  this  report  with  a  map,  which  the  Treasurer 
has  had  prepared,  showing  how  lots  may  be  sold  from  the  Ravenscroft 
property  to  create  a  fund  for  the  relief  and  benefit  of  the  institution. 

The  Board,  early  in  the  year,  enacted  that  the  sons  of  the  clergj'  of 
the  Diocese  shall  be  admitted  to  the  school  free  of  all  charges  for  tuition, 
and  several  clergymen  have  availed  themselves  of  this  privilege. 

Your  Board  received  yesterday  two  names  highly  recommended  for 
the  headmastership  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Henry  A.  Coit,  of  St.  Paul's  school, 
and  one  of  these  also  recommended  bv  Mr.  Prince. 

The  Board  has  instructed  its  committee  to  offer  the  position  at  once  to 
this  gentleman,  and  to  pursue  the  effort  until  we  obtain  the  man  whose 
headmastership  will,  with  Ood's  blessing,  give  to  our  boys'  school  the 
desired  success.

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Whkrpias,  It  has  pleased  our  Heavenly-  Father  to  take  out  of  this 
M'orld  of  sin,  sorrow  and  sufferinj^,  the  soul  of  our  departed  and  revered 
l)rother,  the  late  Rev.  Fordyce  M.  Hubbard,  D.  D.,  so  long  connected 
with  this  Diocese,  we  bow  in  submission  to  that  wise  and  loving  will, 
and  while  feeling  keenly  and  deeply  our  own  loss,  \'el  we  rejoice  that 
he,  upon  whcm  the  infirmities  of  age  were  daily  increasing,  has  been 
relieved  of  the  burden  of  the  flesh  and  admitted  into  the  joys  of  Paradise. 
He  was  alike  distinguished  for  his  extensive  learning,  his  fine  intel- 
lectual culture,  his  fine  literary  style,  his  gentleness,  his  firmness,  and 
devout  humility.     For  many  years  he  was  Professor  of  Latin  Literature 
in  the  University,  and  was  noted  as  a  teacher,  eminently  successful,  both 
in  imparting  knowledge  and  maintaining  discipline.     As  a  member  of 
this  Convention,  he  enjoyed  the  confidence  and  esteem  of  its  members, 
who  delighted  to  honor  him  by  repeatedly  electing  him  a  member  of 
the  Standing  Committee,  and  a  Deputy  to  the  General  Convention. 

Having  spent  a  long,  laborious  and  useful  life,  he  fell  asleep  in  Jesus, 
while  upon  his  knees  in  prayer,  on  the  morning  of  September  i,  1888,  at 
the  ripe  age  of  80  years. 

Resolved,  That  this  minute  be  spread  upon  the  Journal  of  the  Con- 
vention, and  a  copy  sent  to  his  grandson,  his  only  surviving  represen- 
tative.

The 
cordial  manner  in  which  the  people  of  every  creed  have  received  us  has 
been  so  marked  that  we  desire  to  call  especial  attention  to  it  as  being 
an  indication  that  the  peoj^le  of  Henderson  seem  ready  to  do  their  part 
towanls  bringing  a^out  that  Christian  unity  which  this  Church,  through 
her  (General  Convention,  has  expressly  declared  for.

The  C(nnniittee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  beg  leave  respectfully  to 
re])ort  that  they  have,  with   as  much  care  and  attention  as   the  circum-

stances  of  the  case  permitted,  examined  and  collected  from  the  reports 
of  the  clergy  and  the  Bishop's  address,  the  following  statement  of  facts 
in  regard  to  the  present  condition  of  the  Church  and  the  special  needs 
of  the  Diocese.     The  summary  of  statistics  from  reports  is  as  follows  : 

During  the  past  Conventional  year  the  number  of  baptisms  423  : 
adults — white  77,  colored  18,  total  95;  infants -white  279,  colored  49, 
total  328.  Confirmations:  white  156,  colored  36,  total  192.  The  num- 
ber of  communicants  from  some  80  parishes,  missions  and  stations  : 
white  3,672,  colored  249,  total  3.921.  The  total  contributions  amount  to 
^32,741. 16.  Total  value  of  church  property  $263,059,  an  increase  of 
$5,209.  Of  Sunday-school  scholars  reported,  1,967  white,  474  colored, 
total  2,441. •  The  apparent  falling  off  from  the  number  reported  last 
year,  your  committee  deem  attributable  to  imperfect  report.^,  a  large 
number  failing  to  report,  or  reports  defective  in  this  respect. 

Your  committee  believe  that  the  progress  and  growth  of  the  Church, 
its  vitality,  is  based  upon  its  missionary  work.  Acting  in  the  past  on  the 
principle  of  establishing  and  strengthening  our  centres,  the  Parishes 
mainly  in  the  towns,  has  not  the  time  arrived  when  the  Churv  h  should 
he  placed  within  the  reach  of  the  masses  of  the  people  ?  Ar.  1  this  we 
conceive  can  only  be  done  through  a  more  extended  and  better  organized 
missionary  work.  For  this  purpose,  what  is  sadly  needed  is  men  and 
money.  In  the  missionary  field  there  are  some  17  clerg}-  drawing 
stipends  from  the  missionary  fund  ;  their  pay  is  sadly  inadequate,  and 
j^and  as  is  the  work  of  our  small  band  of  missionaries,  it  cannot  be 
claimed  that  we  are  reaching  the  masses  of  the  people  except  in  com- 
paratively few  localities.  We  earnestly  desire  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  members  of  the  Convention  to  this  important  matter.  It  is  unques- 
tioned that  the  life  of  a  church  depends  upon  her  missionary  zeal,  and 
^^•G  urge  upon  her  members  the  great  necessity  for  individual  liberality, 
and  the  grand  opportunity  thus  afforded  to  those  whom  God  has  blessed 
with  means  to  thus  become  workers  together  with  Him.  We  think, 
could  the  money  be  had,  the  men  might  be  lound  ;  there  is  imperatively 
needed  a  missionary  in  every  county  to  supply  the  points  and  reach 
people  whom  the  parish  clergyman,  located  in  the  county  town,  is  pow- 
erless to  reach.  Owing  to  the  Rishop's  absence  from  the  Diocese  during 
his  visitation  to  the  churches  in  Europe,  and  from  ill  health  and  <loinestic 
affliction,  in  which  he  has  the  heartfelt  sympathy  of  the  people  of  the 
Diocese,  the  number  of  Episcopal  visitations  has  been  much  fewer  and 
the  confirmations  reported  fall  far  below  the  average. 

Ravenscroft,  in  both  departments.  Training  and  High  School,  shows 
increased  usefulness.  We  commend  the  action  of  the  board  in  reference 
to  sons  of  clergy,  and  trust  that  the  institution  has  entered  upon  a  pros- 
perous career. 
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Your  committee  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  report  of  the  Superin- 
tendent and  the  good  work  being  done  by  the  Thompson  Orphanage, 
and  to  urge  its  claims  to  the  renewed  remembrance  and  support  of  our 
people.     In  our  missionary  work  we  recognize  the  importance  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary,  and  urge  upon  the  women  of  the  Diocese  a  perse- 
verance in  tlie  good  cause,  and  trust  that  a  branch  may,  ere  long,  be 
established  in  every  Parish  in  the  Diocese.     There  are  now  21  branches, 
36S  members,  and  the  contributions  amount  to  $1,005. 18.     We  call  atten- 
tion to  the  work  of  the  St.  Augustine  Normal  School  and  Collegiate 
Institute.     There  have  been  connected  with  the  school  the  past  year 
132  scholars.     In  the  Theological  Department  there  are  two  candidates 
for  Holy  Orders  and  eleven   Postulants.     We  desire  to  commend  the 
faithful  labors  of  the  Principal,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Sutton,  and  the  Rev.  A.  B. 
Hunter,  Vice-Principal  of  the  institution. 

There  are  wanting  some  reports  from  Parishes,  and  we  desire  to  call 
attention  to  the  imperfect  manner  in  which  some  reports  are  filled,  thus 
causing  much  unnecessary  work  for  the  committee,  and  in  consequence 
the  omission  of  statistics,  thus  making  any  report  from  the  Committee 
on  State  of  the  Church  approximate,  instead  of  strictly  accurate,  in  its 
survey  of  the  field  of  the  Church.  Your  committee  think  that  the  out- 
look, on  the  whole,  is  cheering  and  hopeful,  and  though  the  growth,  from 
causes  enumerated,  is  gradual,  yet,  that  it  is  of  permanent  and  lasting 
value.  Much  of  the  time  of  the  committee  is  consumed  in  tabulating 
statistics.  If  some  action  could  be  taken  by  the  Convention  to  make 
the  year  for  parochial  reports  coincide  with  the  fiscal  year  ending 
March  31st.  the  clergy  thus  could  forward  their  reports  to  the  Secretary 
of  Convention,  who  could  tabulate  them,  and  the  Committee  on  the  State 
of  the  Church,  instead  of  losing  a  day  of  the  session  in  doing  clerical 
labor,  could  concentrate  their  attention  on  the  matters  properly  referred 
to  them. 

We  desire  to  suggest  the  passage  of  the  following  resolution: 

That  the  year  for  parochial  reports  shall  end  March  31st,  the  clergy  to 
forward  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable  their  reports  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Diocese,  who  shall  prepare  the  statistics  and  present  the  same  on 
the  first  day  of  the  Convention,  thus  enabling  the  Committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Church  to  report  early  in  the  session  any  matters  of  impor- 
tance claiming  the  attention  of  the  Convention.

REPORT  OF  THE  CLERICAL  TRUSTEE  FOR  THE  DIOCEvSE 
OF  NORTH  CAROLINA,  AND  AGENT  FOR  THE  THEOLOGI- 
CAL DEPARTMENT  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  THE  SOUTH, 
AT  SEWANEE. 

The  Clerical  Trustee  for  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  South,  reports  to  the  Convention  that  durinj^  the  past  year 
he  has  endeavored  to  serve  the  I'niversity  to  the  best  of  his  ability,  but 
that  he  has  met  with  little  sympathy  or  encouragement  from  the  people 
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of  the  Diocese.  Personal  solicitation,  public  addresses  and  printed 
circulars  have  alike  failed  to  impress  our  clergy  and  laity  viith  the 
greatness  of  the  work  which  is  being  done  at  Sewanee,  and  with  an  obli- 
gation to  maintain  and  to  extend  that  work. 

The  accompanying  memorandum  of  receipts  shows  that  there  has  been 
a  falling  off  since  the  last  report,  and  we  still  lack  over  one  hundred 
dollars  of  raising  the  small  amount  asked  of  us  for  the  support  of  the 
Theological  Department.  It  seems  hardly  reasonable  that  the  Diocese 
should  expect  its  trustees  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Board  at  Sewanee 
at  so  considerable  an  expense  of  time  and  money,  when  the  Diocese 
refuses  or  neglects  to  pay  so  inconsiderable  a  sum,  and  thereby  put  her 
representatives  at  the  Board  in  the  humiliating  position  of  exercising 
the  right  of  managing  and  directing  an  institution,  the  burden  of  whose 
support  we  are  content  to  leave  to  others.  The  Clerical  Trustee  can 
only  speak  for  himself,  and  not  for  his  lay  brethren,  but  he  regards  the 
University  of  the  South  as  the  one  great  hope  of  the  church  in  the  South, 
and  he  is  thoroughly  satisfied  that  an  examination  of  the  condition  of 
the  church  in  the  Southern  States  will  demonstrate  that  the  Clerical  and 
Lay  Alumni  of  Sewanee  are  the  life  and  hope  of  the  church  in  those 
parts  of  the  CQuntry  which  have  patronized  the  University  ;  and  that 
especialh*  its  Clerical  Alumni  everywhere  exhibit  those  very  personal 
and  official  qualities  which  we  specially  need  for  the  furtherance  of  the 
church  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina.  Our  Northern  church  institu- 
tions are  too  far  away  to  be  available  for  our  j'oung  men  and  candidates 
for  Orders.  Our  State  I'niversity  deserves  and  receives  a  large  share  of 
the  patronage  of  our  church  people  in  North  Carolina,  but  from  the 
nature  of  the  case  it  cannot  supply  that  special  religious  and  ecclesias- 
tical training  needed  to  complete  the  ])reparation  of  candidates  for 
C)rders.  T'nless  \vc  can  draw  closer  the  bonds  which  unite  us  with  the 
University  of  the  South,  and  send  more  of  our  young  men  there  to  be 
develo])ed  and  trainc<l  in  the  atmosphere  of  her  intellectual  and  spiritual 
surroundings,  we  are  in  <langtr  of  losing  our  hold  upon  the  community 
by  a  lowering  of  power  and  attainments  of  our  ministers.  There  is,  all 
through  the  country,  an  upward  movement  along  all  educational  lines. 
The  church  in  North  Carolina  is  lagging  behind.  I  see  no  present  pros- 
pect of  great  inij)roveinent  exce]it  by  taking  our  proper  place  in  the 
great  work  of  the  University  '  f  the  South.

The  following  circular,  sent  out  by  the  authorities  at  Sewanee,  is  sub- 
mitted as  a  part  of  this  report: 

During  the  past  year  the  work  of  the  University  has  been  eminently 
successful,  considering  the  circumstances  under  which  it  has  been  con- 
ducted. The  fact  cannot  be  too  often  repeated  to  the  various  Dioceses 
from  which  the  University  draws  its  principal  patronage,  and  to  which 
it  looks  principally  for  support,  that  no  institution  of  higher  learning 
can  be  permanently  conducted  without  endowment.  The  question  is 
often  asked  why  the  Grammar  schools  of  our  church  are  so  successful, 
and  why  our  colleges  and  universities  seem  to  drag  out  a  miserable 
existence.  The  answer  is  simple.  It  is,  that  the  Preparatory  schools 
are  more  than  self-supporting,  while  colleges,  apart  from  endowment  or 
State  subsidy,  cannot  possibly  support  themselves. 

The  support  of  the  University  of  the  South  so  far  has  been  from  the 
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surplus  of  its  very  flourisbiug  Grammar  School  Department.  But  this 
state  of  affairs  cannot  last  much  longer.  There  is  even  now  a  crying 
need  for  decent  buildings  to  house  our  students  for  educational  and 
spiritual  purposes.  We  sorely  need  better  class-rooms  and  better  chapel 
accommodations. 

A  step  is  being  taken  in  this  direction  through  the  agency  of  Mr.  Silas 
McBee,  under  the  order  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  its  meeting  in  August, 
1888.  Mr.  McBee,  it  is  understood,  has  subscriptions  looking  towards 
permanent  endowment  of  the  University  to  the  amount  of  about  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  but  this  is  scarcely  the  beginning  of  the  endowment 
that  is  actually  needed  to  make  a  complete  success  of  this  valuable 
institution.  The  effort  in  t.his  direction  should  not  begin  to  cease  until 
a  quarter  of  a  million  of  dollars  has  not  only  been  subscribed,  but  has 
been  actually  collected. 

THEOLOGICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

In  lieu  of  a  vested  endowment  for  the  support  of  the  Theological 
Department,  the  various  Dioceses  interested  in  the  work  at  Sewanee 
have  undertaken  to  subscribe  enough  each  year  to  support  this  Depart- 
ment. The  Theological  Department  submits  a  statement  of  receipts  up 
to  date,  and  respectfully  requests  your  Convention  to  carefully  consider 
the  same.  As  little  interest  has  been  manifested  by  many  Parishes  and 
some  Dioceses  in  the  matter  of  the  support  of  the  Theological  Depart- 
ment, the  present  plan  of  support  has  nevertheless  proved  itself  an 
entirely  practicable  one.  The  professors  have  never  received  the  full 
amount  of  salaries  promised  them,  but  they  have  succeeded  in  living 
upon  what  they  have  received,  and  they  feel  that  all  that  is  required  to 
enable  them  to  do  so  with  less  anxiety  and  more  comfort  is  only  that 
what  is  being  done  should  be  done  with  a  little  more  certainty  and  regu- 
larity. We  have  the  right  to  ask  that  the  Church  shall  assure  itself 
whether  the  Department  is  not  faithfully  and  loyally  discharging  the 
trusts  committed  to  it;  and  if  it  is  rioing  so,  then  that  the  obligation  to 
support  it  shall  be  remembered  and  met.  No  very  great  increase  of 
even  the  present  interest  and  efforts  in  its  behalf  is  needed  to  very  mate- 
rially lighten  its  difficulties  and  increase  its  efficiency;  and  we  pray 
your  Convention  and  the  individual  members  of  it  to  exert  themselves 
to  that  end.

Resolved^  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  be  requested  to  take 
measures,  at  their  discretion,  to  sell,  on  such  terms  as  they  may  deem 
advisable,  such  portions  of  the  Ravenscroft  lands,  in  the  city  of  Ashe- 
ville,  as  are  not  required  for  the  uses  of  the  schools,  and  after  repaying 
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the  amount,  with  interest,  used  by  the  Board  of  Fellows,  of  the  principal 
of  the  Training  School  Fund,  to  hold  and  invest  the  balance  arising 
from  such  sales  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem  best,  to  be  kept 
separate  and  distinct  from  the  invested  funds  of  the  Training  School  for 
the  Ministry,  and  that  they  shall  pay  the  income  from  such  invest- 
ments to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Fellows  of  Ravenscroft  on  the 
application  of  the  Board  of  Fellows,  said  income  to  be  applied  primarily 
to  the  support  of  the  High  School  Department  of  Ravenscroft 

On  motion,  the  Rey,  F.  J.  Murdoch  and  the  Rev.  Wm. 
Walker  were  excused  further  attendance. 

Mr.  Jos.  B.  Batchelor  offered  the  following  as  a  substi- 
tute: 

Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  be  directed  to  sell  such 
part  of  the  lands  held  for  the  Ravenscroft  School,  or  Schools,  or  Mission, 
as  is  not  needed  for  use  thereof,  and  invest  the  proceeds  for  the  trusts 
for  which  the  same  was  originally  given.

Afternoon  Session. 

Friday,  May  17,  1889. 

Tlie  Rev.  J.  \V.  Murphy,  President  pro  tem.^  called  the 
Convention  to  order.

2.  That  out  of  the  proceeds  the  loan  of  |2,ooo,  made  from  the  funds  in 
their  hands  for  the  Classical  Department,  be  restored,  with  interest,  and 
that  the  residue  be  invested  in  such  manner  as  the  Trustees  may  find 
advisable,  and  the  whole  fund,  including  that  now  on  hand,  be  held  in  , 
trust  for  Ravenscroft. 

3.  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  turn  over  annually  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  Ravenscroft,  the  income  arising  from  the  fund,  and  that  the 
salary  of  the  Principal  of  the  Training  School  shall  first  be  paid  out  of 
said  income,  and  the  residue  expended  as  in  the  wisdom  of  the  Fel- 
lows may  seem  best. 

4.  That  the  said  Fellows  shall  have  the  entire  control  and  manage- 
ment of  the  affairs  and  government  of  Ravenscroft,  but  shall  make 
annual  reports  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese. 

The  amendment  offered  by  Mr.  John  Wilkes  was 
accepted.     See  page  63. 

On  motion,  the  resolution  offered  by  Mr.  T.  W.  Patton, 
as  amended,  was  adopted. 

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Fellows  and  the 
Treasurer's  report  were  referred  to  a  committee  of  three. 

The  Chair  appointed  as  such  committee,  the  Rev.  B.  S- 
Bronson,  the  Rev.  W.  R.  Wetmore,  and  Mr.  H.  A.  London. 

Mr.  Richard  H.  Smith,  Sr.,  offered  his  resignation  as  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Fellows  of  Ravenscroft. 

On  motion,  the  resignation  was  accepted,  with  most 
grateful  thanks  for  his  services. 

On  motion,  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  W.  S.  Bynum, 
as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Fellows  of  Ravenscroft,  was 
accepted. 
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On  motion,  the  Convention  proceeded  to  the  election  of 
one  Clerg>'nian  and  one  Layman  to  fill  the  vacancies  in  the 
Board  of  Fellows  of  Ravenscroft. 

The  following  were  nominated  and  unanimously  elected:

On  motion,  the  Convention  proceeded  to  the  election  of 
a  Clergyman  and  a  Layman  to  fill  the  vacancies  in  the  Board 
caused  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  W.  S.  Bynum  and 
Mr.  Richard  H.  Smith. 

The  following  were  nominated  and  unanimously  elected:

On  motion,  the  Rev.  Milnor  Jones  and  the  Rev.  Geo. 
H.  Bell  were  excused  further  attendance. 

The  Rev.  J.  B.  Cheshire  presented  the  following  report 
from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese: 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese,  respectfully  report  that  they  have  examined  the  same  as  care- 
fully as  circumstances  have  allowed,  and  report  that  they  are  satisfied 
that  the  same  is  correct,  and  that  the  funds  reported  have  been  carefuUy 
guarded  and  preserved. 

They  think,  however,  that  the  report  is  defective  in  that  it  does  not 
state,  for  the  information  of  the  Convention,  upon  what  trusts  these 
funds  are  held,  and  what  are  the  obligations  of  the  Convention  with 
reference  to  them. 

They  think  the  report  is  further  defective  in  not  stating  the  purpose 
for  which,  or  the  authority  upon  which,  the  disbursements  were  made. 
They,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

/\\'So/vi'd,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  be  requested  hereafter,  in 
their  report,  to  specify  the  trusts  upon  which  the  funds  in  their  hands 
are  held,  and  to  designate  separately  the  securities  belonging  to  the 
different  funds  in  their  hands  ;  and  further,  to  indicate  in  the  account 
of  their  disbursements  the  purposes  and  the  authority  of  their  several 
payments.  Respectfully  submitted.

Murphy  in  regard  to  the  Clergymen's  Retiring  Fund  Society,  beg  to 
report,  that  they  would  recommend  that  some  action  be  taken  by  this 
Convention  to  advance  the  interests  of  this  society.  The  society  has 
been  created  for  a  noble  purpose,  and  one  that  appeals  to  the  encourage- 
ment and  support  of  all.     We,  therefore,  offer  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved^  That  the  Clergymen  in  this  Diocese  are  recommended  by 
this  Convention  to  become  members  of  this  society,  thereby  laying  up 
for  themselves  some  stay  and  support  against  the  day  of  their  need ; 
and  further,  that  the  laymen  throughout  this  Diocese  are  urged  to  sub- 
scribe to  memberships  in  the  society  in  favor  of  those  of  the  clergy  in 
the  Diocese  who  are  unable  to  subscribe  in  their  own  behalf,  and  that 
the  four  Clergymen  in  the  Diocese  who  now  have  memberships  in  the

Upon  revie^^nng  the  work  in  this  large  field,  the  results  seen  are 
encouraging.     There  are,  however,  serious  difficulties  in  the  way. 

At  St.  John's  there  is  a  general  interest  different  from  anything  seen 
before.  The  work  is  taking  hold  of  the  colored  people,  and  St.  Cyprian's 
promises  considerable  results.  My  able  and  zealous  helper,  Mr.  H.  D. 
Child,  has  removed  from  Franklin — no  small  loss  to  St.  Agnes.  From 
funds  in  his  hands  we  have  lately  had  the  church  neatly  inclosed  and 
some  trees  put  out  in  the  yard. 

During  the  past  year  the  Misses  Hampton  have,  at  a  cost  of  several 
hundreds  of  dollars,  finished  the  inside  of  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shep- 
herd at  Cashier's  Valley;  it  is  now  one  of  the  most  beautiful  buildings 
in  the  Diocese.  A  resident  minister,  if  only  a  deacon,  is  sadly  needed 
at  this  point.  It  is  thirty-eight  miles  from  where  I  live,  road  very  rough 
and  toilsome,  and  at  times  impassable.

A  long  illness,  which  has  caused  my  absence  from  Winston  since  Jan- 
uary I  St,  makes  it  impossible  for  me  to  have  access  to  my  parish  records 
and  to  facts  of  parochial  interest.  I  cannot,  therefore,  submit  the  usual 
report  to  Convention.  The  Rev.  L.  L.  Williams,  who  kindly  consented 
to  fill  my  place  during  my  absence,  has  continued  the  work  of  my  parish 
and  missions;  only  two  Sundays  intervened  between  my  departure  from 
Winston  and  his  arrival  there.  I  here  take  pleasure  in  acknowledging 
the  zeal  and  efficiency  with  which  he  has  performed  his  labors,  under 
conditions  that  have  been  somewhat  trying.  It  also  gives  me  great  satis- 
faction to  note  the  energy  and  devotion  with  which  the  members  of  my 
parish  and  missions  have  carried  on  their  work  during  the  past  four 
months.  In  Winston,  the  Ladies*  Aid  Society  has  done  good  work  and 
the  Sunday  Schools  have  labored  most  nobly  for  the  spiritual  good  of 
their  pupils.  Those  in  charge  of  the  colored  school  are  worthy  of  much 
praise,  for  they  have  persevered  under  great  discouragement.  The  offi- 
cers of  the  white  school  have,  under  God's  blessing,  brought  the  school 
to  a  higher  degree  of  efficiency  than  ever  before,  nor  was  it  ever  before 
so  well  filled  as  now. 

At  Walnut  Cove,  the  Sunday  School  work  has  continued  without 
interruption  and  with  accustomed  zeal;  at  the  Christmas  celebration, 
about  150  scholars  were  present  and  received  gifts.  At  Germanton, 
patience  has  been  the  chief  quality  needed  and  displayed.  A  handsome 
lot  stands  waiting  to  receive  a  church  building,  but  there  seems  to  be 
great  difficulty  in  completing  the  sum  required  for  the  work.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  work  at  Walnut  Cove  and  at  Germanton,  church  work  is  car- 
ried on  at  three  other  points  in  Stokes  county,  at  one  of  which  there  is  a 
Sunday  School  of  more  than  thirty  scholars,  at  the  other  two  occasional 
preaching  on  week-day  nights. 

At  Mount  Airy,  in  Surry  county,  the  effort  that  had  its  beginning  a 
year  ago  with  five  communicants,  has  not  prospered;  there  are  now 
only  two  communicants  there,  but  these  ought  not  to  be  neglected; 
in  fact,  a  missionary  ought  to  be  placed  at  Walnut  Cove  to  work  along 
the  line  of  the  Cape  Fear  and  Yadkin  Valley  Railroad  to  the  west  of 
Greensboro;  the  field  is  too  large  and  too  distant  from  Winston  to  be 
carried  on  by  the  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Winston.  Two  new  rail- 
roads have  been  put  into  operation  from  Winston  to  two  different 
points  in  this  field  within  the  past  few  weeks,  and  in  less  than  a  year 
another  road  from  Winston  to  Mocksville  will  be  completed.  I  truly 
believe  that  Winston  could  be  made  the  center  of  a  large  and  useful 
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mission  work.  Huntsville,  which  lies  eighteen  miles  to  the  west  of 
Winston,  is  ab9ut  ten  miles  off  the  line  of  the  Mocks\-ille  road.  At 
Mocksville  there  are  some  six  or  eight  communicants,  and  at  Hunts- 
ville eleven.

In  addition  to  the  services  elsewhere  reported,  I  have  visited  St. 
Michael's  Mission,  preached  eleven  times  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
nuinion  ten  times.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Alston,  the  colored  Deacon  in  charge 
of  this  Mission,  is  doing  an  important  work  among  his  people;  his 
Mission  School  is  doing  much  good,  and  should  by  all  means  be  sus- 
tained by  the  Church. 

I  have  held  about  forty  services  at  the  Thompson  Orphanage;  cate- 
chised and  instructed  the  children.  The  work  of  the  Orphanage  now 
demands  so  much  of  my  time  that  I  am  compelled  to  ask  to  be  relieved 
of  the  greater  portion  of  my  missionary  work,  in  order  that  I  may  give 
more  time  to  this  most  important  charge. 

I  have  held  ten  or  twelve  services  at  St.  Peter's  Church,  Charlotte, 
at  the  request  of  the  Rector:  baptized  two  infants,  preached  twice,  held 
two  burial  services,  celebrated  Holy  Communion  once,  and  assisted  in

Since  my  last  report  the  Bishop  has  assigned  to  me  missionary  work 
at  Wilson,  where  much  interest  is  felt  in  our  Church  among  the  colored 
people.

$7.00  on  hand.  Miss  Belle  McAboy  has  also  $15.00  towards  supplying 
lamps. 

Since  last  Convention,  I  have  held  services  in  Henderson vi lie  on  the 
first  Sunday  of  each  month;  Holy  Communion  at  11  a.  m.  and  evening 
services  at  4  o'clock.  On  the  third  Sunday  of  each  month  I  have  held  ser- 
vice at  St.  Paul's  Church,  Whiteside,  at  11  a.  m.  and  at  Mr.  Seagle's 
house,  seven  miles  from  it,  at  4  p.  m.  On  the  second  and  fourth  Sundays 
of  each  month  I  have  had  services  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Cross,  Tryon 
City;  Holy  Communion  at  11  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  second  Sunday, 
and  evening  service  on  the  second  and  fourth  Sunday  at  4  o'clock.  This 
arrangement  continued  except  during  the  summer  months,  when  I  had 
evening  service  at  Linn's  Hotel  at  8  o'clock.  This  service  I  have  now 
resumed,  instead  of  the  4  o'clock  p.  M.  service  in  the  church.  On  the 
fifth  Sundav  of  the  month  I  have  visited  Mill's  Cro.ss  Roads,  about  14 
miles  from  Trvon  Citv. 

According  to  my  present  appointment,  I  visit  Rutherfordton  on  the 
first  Sundav  and  have  Holv  Communion  at  11  o'clock -\.  M.  In  the 
afternoon  I  have  services  at  4  o'clock  in  Dr.  Thurston's  chapel,  about 
seven  miles  from  Rutherfordton.  On  the  second,  fourth  and  fifth  Sunday 
of  each  month  I  am  in  Tryon  City:  morning  service  at  11  o'clock,  and 
evening  service  at  Linn's  Hotel  at  S  o'clock.  I  have,  generally,  Holy 
Communion  on  the  second  Suutlay  at  1 1  o'clock  .\.  M.  On  the  third 
Sunday  of  the  month  I  visit  Shelby;  morning  service  at  11  o'clock, 
evening  service  at  4  o'clock.  As  I  have  but  lately  taken  charge  of 
Rutherfordton  an<l  Shelby,  I  suppose  I  need  not  give  statistics  concern- 
ing these  stations,  since,  doubtless,  the  Rev.  Osborne,  who  has  had 
charge  of  them,  will  supply  all  information  required.  The  Rev.  M. 
Jones  has  taken  charge  of  Whiteside's  and  Seagles'  stations,  and  will, 
doubtless,  give  particulars  concerning  them.  Rev.  Drayton,  of  Flat 
Rock,  who  is  now  to  take  charge  of  Henderson ville,  will  give  informa- 
tion concerning  it.

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REPORT  OF  ST.  AUGUSTINE'S  NORMAL  SCHOOL  AND 
COLLEGIATE  INSTITUTE.  RALEIGH. 

There  have  been  attached  to  this  institution,  during  the  present  schol- 
astic year,  65  males  and  67  females,  total  132.  Of  these,  48  males  and 
40  females,  total  88,  were  boarders;  and  17  males  and  27  females,  total 
44,  day  scholars. 

In  the  Theological  Department  there  are  two  candidates  for  Holy 
Orders  and  eleven  Postulauts.  One  student  has  been  baptized  and 
thirteen  students  have  been  confirmed.  These  are  reported  in  St.  Augus- 
tine's Mission. 

The  Faculty,  in  a^ldition  to  the  Principal,  consists  of  the  Rev.  A.  B. 
Hunter,  Vice-Principal;  Prof.  F.  II.  Noble,  Mrs.  R.  S.  Parrott,  Miss 
Jane  E.  Thomas,  Mr.  H.  B.  Delany,  and  two  pupil  teachers. 

Daily  morning  and  evening  prayer  have  been  maintained  in  the 
chapel,  which  all  the  students  are  required  to  attend.  The  worship  in 
the  chapel,  which  has  been  fitted  up  with  regular  chancel  arrangements, 
is  very  hearty  and  edifying.  On  Sunday  mornings  the  students  attend 
St.  Augustine's  Church  in  the  city.  There  is  a  monthly  service  con- 
ducted by  one  of  our  Postulants  at  St.  Luke's,  in  the  northern  part  of 
Warren  county,  where  there  are  about  thirty  communicants  and  some 
twelve  or  fifteen  awaiting  baptism.  There  is  a  flourishing  Sunday 
School  carried  on  by  the  members  of  the  congregation.  There  is  also  a 
Sunday  School  every  Sunday  afternoon  at  the  school,  consisting  of  SS 
scholars,  students  of  the  institution,  and  about  75  children  gathered  in 
from  the  neigh borliocxi,  making  a  total  of  163  pupils  taught  by  eight 
teachers. 

We  are  giving  more  attention  to  the  industrial  element  in  our  work. 
Through  the  liberality  of  some  Northern  friends,  we  have  been  enabled 
to  start  a  dressmaking  dej^artnient,  in  which  we  have  one  teacher  who 
teaches  the  girls  to  cut  and  fit  dresses  by  measurement. 

We  are  putting  up  a  two-story  framed  house  as  a  residence  for  the 
Vice-Principal  on  the  grounds  of  the  institution.  The  wood  work  is 
being  done  by  the  students,  and  we  hope  to  have  it  completed  this 
summer. 

During  this  year  we  have  received  scholarships  for  the  support  of  six 
students:  one  from  the  Church  of  the  Transfiguration,  New  York;  one 
from  Trinity  -Church,  Boston,  Mass.:  one  from  St.  Andrew's.  Meriden, 
Conn.;  one  from  St.  vStephen's.  Philadelphia;  one  from  St.  James' 
Church,  Chicago;  one  from  Bishop  Bissell.  of  Vermont;  and  $60.00  from 
Mr.  A.  M.  Collins,  Philadelphia,  from  which  we  have  helped  three  stu- 
<lents  i<i  their  board  and  paid  for  the  books  of  the  sou  of  a  colored 
clergyman. 
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Our  students  come  to  us  from  difFerent  parts  of  our  own  Diocese,  from 
East  Carolina,  Virginia,  South  Carolina,  Florida,  Bermuda  and  the  West 
Indies.

REPORT  OF  DEAN  OF  THE  CONVOCATION  OF  ASHEVILLE. 

The  Convocation  of  Asheville  held  two  meetings  during  the  last  Con- 
ventional year,  both  on  Hominy  Creek,  Buncombe  county,  in  different 
chapels  belonging  to  this  church.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  so  few  of 
the  clergy  belonging  to  the  Convocation  found  themselves  able  to 
attend.  The  value  and  interest  of  these  meetings  depend  largely  on  the 
number  of  the  clergy  present  and  assisting.  The  people  are  more  inter- 
ested in  attending. 

We  regretted  the  absence  of  one  of  the  most  active  members  of  the 
Convocation,  the  Rev.  W.  S.  Bynum,  from  a  failure  of  health,  and  who, 
though  obliged  to  remove  for  a  season  beyond  the  bounds  of  the  Ashe- 
ville Convocation,  desires  to  continue  his  membership  therein.  We 
trust  he  will  soon  be  fully  restored  to  health  and  active  service.  There 
are  at  present  nine  clerical  members  of  the  Convocation.

REPORT  OF  DEAN  OF  THE  CONVOCATION  OV   RALEIGH. 

To  the  Rt.  Rev.  T  />'.  Lyman,  /).  /).,  LL.  J).,  liishop  of  X.  C. 

The  Convocation  of  Raleigh,  during  the  pAst  Conventional  year,  has 
held  the  two  Canonical  meetings,  the  first  in  vSt.  Bartholomew's,  Pitts- 
boro,  Sept.  nth,  12th  and  13th,  18SS,  the  second  in  vSt.  Stephen's  Church, 
Oxford,  Feb.  26th.  27th  and  28th,  1889. 

The  public  services  consiste<l  of  morning  and  evening  prayer,  and 
sermon  preached  at  the  morning  services,  and  discussions  of  practical 
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subjects  by  various  members  at  night.  At  each '  a  missionary  meeting 
was  held,  the  subject  was  selected  at  least  a  month  previous,  and  divided 
into  topics,  and  the  speakers  appointed,  so  as  to  secure  preparation  on 

* 

their  part.     The  collections  have  been  liberal. 

In  the  afternoons  of  each  day  the  clergj'  have  met  for  consultation 
with  reference  to  the  work  in  each  one's  own  field  and  in  the  territory 
of  the  Convocation.     Methods  of  Parochial  work  discussed. 

Besides  these  two  meetings,  the  Convocation  has  endeavored  to  do 
what  was  possible  for  the  spiritual  destitution  within  its  bounds. 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  Murphy  and  George,  last  fall,  went  on  a  missionary 
tour  through  Caswell  and  Person  counties.  They  were  well  received 
and  had  attentive  congregations.  The  Dean  has  maintained  a  monthly 
service  at  Louisburg,  which  has  been  vacant  for  some  time.  Last  Octo- 
ber he  commenced  services  at  Smith  field,  in  Johnston  county,  where 
we  have  four  communicants  who  have,  for  over  twenty  years,  been  with- 
out the  serx-ices  of  the  Church.  Services  are  held  in  the  court-house  to 
large  and  attentive  congregations,  which  have  rather  increased  than 
diminished  since  the  first  service.  Two  children  have  been  baptized  and 
several  are  awaiting  confirmation.  Services  are  held  at  Smithfield  in 
the  morning,  and  at  night  at  Selma  in  the  Methodist  church,  which  has 
been  very  kindly  loaned  us.  At  Selma  the  congregations  are  large. 
One  infant  has  been  baptized. 

In  the  summer  of  18S7  Geo.  W.  Williams,  formerly  a  preacher  in  the 
African  Zion  rnion  Church,  but  now  a  Postulant  and  a  student  of  St. 
Augustine's  Xonnal  School,  gathered  a  congregation  of  colored  people  in 
Warren  county,  about  half  way  l)etween  Ridgeway  and  the  Virginia 
line.  He  ministers  to  them  once  a  month,  and  has  gathered  about  thirty 
comniunicants.  There  are  some  twelve  or  fifteen  awaiting  baptism  and 
confirmation.  The  Dean  has  visited  this  congregation  several  times 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  This  people,  with  very  little 
help,  have  built  them  a  shell  of  a  cluirch  and  are  now  asking  help  to 
complete  it.  The  Dean  has  also  assisted  the  Rev.  Mr.  George  in  his 
colored  work,  and  proposes  to  do  so  regularly. 

Resides  this,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Walker  and  Bush  have  opened  up  some 
work  among  the  colored  people  in  Moore  count}-,  which  seems  likely, 
in  the  Providence  of  God,  in  a  conj.;regation  of  some  seventy  communi- 
cants coming  into  the  Church,  and  the  probability  of  several  other 
congregations  following  them.

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REPORT  OF  DEAN  OF  THE  CONVOCATION  OF  TARBORO. 

This  Convocation  has  held  but  three  meetings  during  the  past  year. 
The  first  was  held  at  Salisbury  during  the  session  of  the  last  Convention. 
At  this  meeting  no  business  was  transacted  save  the  election  of  officers 
and  fixing  on  the  place  for  the  next  meeting. 

The  second  was  held  at  St.  Mary's  Mission,  Edgecombe  county,  No- 
vember 2 1  St,  22d  and  23d,  1888.  Present,  the  Dean  and  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Higgs,  Bumstead  and  W.  J.  Smith,  and  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Perry,  who  held 
services  for  the  colored  people  in  the  vicinity.  The  services  in  the 
church  were  well  attended  dur4ng  the  whole  time  that  the  Convocation 
was  in  session. 

The  next  and  last  meeting  was  held  in  Trinity  Church,  Scotland  Neck, 
January  23d,  24th  and  25th,  1889.  Present,  the  Dean,  Rev.  G.  Higgs  and 
Rev.  W.  J.  Smith.  Of  the  Laity,  there  were  present  from  Trinity  Church, 
Scotland  Neck,  Messrs.  R.  H.  Smith,  W.  H.  Shields,  J.  J.  Bishop  and  R. 
H.  Smith,  Jr.  The  Rev.  J.  W.  Perry  came  on  the  last  day  of  the  meet- 
ing and  held  services  for  the  colored  people  in  the  town. 

The  services  in  the  church  were  well  attended  morning  and  evening 
throughout  the  meeting.  At  the  business  meeting  on  Thursday,  on 
motion  of  R.  H.  Smith,  it  was  resolved  that  the  Executive  Missionary 
Committee  be  requested  to  appropriate  annually  two  hundred  dollars 
to  aid  the  missionary  work  of  the  Convocation. 

The  Convocation  of  Tarboro  embraces  so  small  a  number  of  the  clergy 
that  the  absence  of  any  of  their  number  is  seriously  felt.  At  no  one  of 
the  meetings  held  during  the  past  year  was  it  possible  to  carry  out  the 
programme  of  services  as  previously  arranged.

Address  of  the  Bishop. 


Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

Since  we  last  met  in  Convention,  changes  mnch  greater 
than  usual  have  taken  place  in  the  Diocese.  Two  of  our 
oldest  clergymen  have  been  removed  by  death,  viz. :  Dr. 
F.  M.  Hubbard  and  Dr.  George  B.  Wetmore.  The  first  of 
these  had  been  entirely  disabled  for  some  considerable  time; 
but  until  his  strength  failed  him,  he  was  always  ready  to  do 
what  lay  in  his  power  in  the  performance  of  ministerial  or 
other  services.  He  had  occupied  in  years  past  very  impor- 
tant posts  of  usefulness  in  the  Diocese,  and  had  won  for 
himself  a  high  reputation  as  a  scholar  and  a  well-read 
theologian. 

Dr.  Wetmore  had  also  been  disabled  for  many  months, 
and  finally  passed  away  most  unexpectedly  to  his  acquaint- 
ances and  friends.  Some  time  before  his  fatal  sickness,  he 
had  removed  from  the  Parishes  with  which  he  had  been  con- 
nected for  many  years,  and  was  residing  in  a  remote  part  of 
Watauga  county,  in  which  and  in  the  county  of  iMitcliell  he 
hoped  to  carry  on  quite  an  extensive  missionary-  work.  But 
God  had  ordered  otherwise,  and  his  final  removal  was  a  surprise 
tons  all.  Besides  these  losses  among  the  Clergy,  the  past  year 
has  taken^from  ussome  of  ouroldest,  most  faithful  and  influen- 
tial Laymen,  who  had  occupied  a  prominent  position  in  the 
Church,  and  had  taken  a  very  active  interest  in  all  its  con- 
cerns.  In  the  Church  at  large  we  are  called  to  mourn  the 
loss  of  two  of  our  most  eminent  and  self-sacrificing  Bishops. 
We  were  all  startled  bv  the  tidinors  of  the  death  of  the  untir- 
ing  Bishop  of  Michigan,  whose  health  had  been  impaired 
for  some  time,  but  who  had  hoped  by  a  sojourn  abroad  of 
several  months  to  return  home  fully  restored  and  strength- 
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ened.  But  early  after  his  arrival  in  England,  signs  of 
increasing  weakness  became  manifest,  and  before  he  had 
fairly  begun  to  carry  out  his  plans  of  travel  we  were  all 
grieved  by  the  tidings  of  his  unexpected  removal  from  us. 
He  was  still  in  the  earlv  maturitv  of  his  vears,  and  we  were 
all  looking  for  the  happiest  results  from  his  wise  and  ener- 
getic discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office.  The  Bishop  of 
Wisconsin,  too,  has  also  been  called  away.  In  his  case 
there  was  the  less  surprise,  for  his  health  had  been  greatly 
impaired  for  some  time  previous;  and  now  we  have  the 
comforting  hope  that  a  hard,  laborious  and  anxious  Episco- 
pate, marked  by  the  most  unswerving  devotion  to  the 
service  of  God,  has  been  peacefully  exchanged  for  the  rest 
and  joys  of  Paradise. 

The  Church  is  saddened  by  these  painful  losses,  and  we 
can  only  bow  meekly  to  the  wise  ordering  of  Him  who 
walks  in  the  midst  of  the  Golden  Candlesticks,  and  directs 
all  things  after  the  counsel  of  His  own  will.  The  deep 
mysteries  of  Providence  it  is  impossible  for  us  to  solve,  but 
our  fiiith  is  strengthened,  even  in  the  darkest  hours,  by  the 
tender  accents  of  our  loving  Lord,  as  He  sweetly  whispers 
in  our  cars,  ''What  I  do,  thou  knowest  not  now,  but  thou 
shalt  know  hereafter.'^ 

At  the  close  of  our  last  Convention,  I  found  mvself  verv 
much  broken  in  health,  and  sufTering  from  sleeplessness  and 
nervous  prostration,  but  I  endeavored  to  fill  the  few  remain- 
ing a])pointments  which  had  been  already  made. 

Sunday,  May  27,  I  visited  St.  Philip's  Church,  Durham, 
and  in  the  morning  ])reached  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion,  assisted  in  the  services  by  the  Rector,  Rev. 
Mr.  George.  In  the  afternoon  I  accompanied  him  to  a  large 
hall  used  for  services  by  the  colored  people,  and  after  a  brief 
service  and  an  adult  l)aptisni  by  Mr.  George,  I  confinned 
two  persons  and  addressed  them.      I  preached  again  in  St. 
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Philip's  Church  at  night;  confirmed  seven  persons  and 
addressed  them. 

Tuesday,  May  29th,  I  visited  St.  Mary's  Church,  Orange 
county;  preached  and  confirmed  one  person.  Rev.  Messrs. 
Murphy,  Ingle  and  George  were  present  and  assisting. 

At  night,  in  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Hillsboro,  with  the 
assistance  in  the  service  of  the  same  clergymen,  I  preached, 
confirmed  three  persons  and  addressed  them. 

Sunday,  June  3d,  I  held  an  Ordination  in  St.  Augustine's 
Church,  Raleigh.  Rev.  A.  B.  Hunter  conducted  the  service. 
I  preached  and  admitted  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Priests,  Rev. 
Henry  Stephen  McDuffey,  Deacon,  on  presentation  by  Rev. 
Dr.  Sutton,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  Dr. 
Sutton  and   Mr.  Hunter  united  in  the  laying  on  of  hands. 

Saturday,  Jiuie  9th,  I  left  for  Baltimore,  and  the  following 
week  proceeded  on  to  New  York,  and  on  Wednesday,  June 
20th,  sailed  for  Liverpool.  We  had  a  very  pleasant  passage, 
and  I  found  my  health  much  improved  by  the  trip.  The 
Sunday  after  we  sailed  (June  24tli),  Bishop  Hare  conducted 
the  service  and  I  preached  in  the  saloon  of  the  steamer. 
Friday,  Jime  29th,  we  reached  Liverpool  about  2  v.  m.,  and 
at  4  I  proceeded  by  train  to  London.  I  was  thus  just  in 
time  to  enable  me  to  reach  Canterbury,  where  the  Bishops 
were  all  invited  to  assemble  on  Saturday  for  a  service  pre- 
liminarv  to  the  Lambeth  Conference.  I  went  to  Canterburv 
Saturday  morning,  and  at  3  i\  m.,  in  the  noble  old  Cathe- 
dral, we  had  a  most  imposing  service,  and  one  of  thrillin 
interest.  After  the  service,  we  enjoyed  a  very  pleasant  social 
reuirion  at  a  garden  party  given  by  the  Dean  in  the  large 
and  beautiful  grounds  of  the  Deanery.  In  the  evening,  I 
returned  to  London. 

On  Monday  evening,  July  2d,  there  was  another  most 
interesting  gathering  of  the  Bishops  in  Westminster  Abbey, 
where  a  sermon  bearing  upon  the  objects  of  our  great  Con- 
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ference  was  delivered  by  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury'. 
The  formal  opening  services  of  the  business  sessions  of  the 
Conference  took  place  the  next  day  (Tuesday,  July  3d)  in 
the  interesting  Chapel  of  Lambeth  Palace.  A  ver>-  appro- 
priate sermon  was  preached  by  the  Bishop  of  Minnesota, 
and  the  Holv  Communion  was  also  administered.  After  a 
short  recess,  we  repaired  to  the  Library  of  the  Palace, 
where  all  the  business  sessions  were  held. 

We  held  morning  and  evening  sessions  during  the  remain- 
der of  the  week  and  then  adjourned  for  a  fortnight,  during 
which   interval    the  several   committees  which   had   been 
appointed  held  their  sessions  and  prepared  their  reports. 
We  then  had  another  series  of  meetings  at  Lambeth,  when 
all  these  reports  were  presented  and  discussed.     We  had 
about  one  hundred  and  forty  Bishops  present  from  nearly 
every  part  of  the  world  to  participate  in  these  meetings.    I 
do  not  propose  to  detain  you  by  any  account  of  these  pro- 
ceedings, for  through  the  press  you  have  long  since  learned 
the  results  arrived  at  bv  this  Conference.      I  wull  onlv  sav 
that  a  wonderful  degree  of  harmony  and  good  feeling  pre- 
vailed, and  I  cannot  cJoubt  that  the  fruits  of  this  great  gath- 
ering v/ill  long  be  seen  in  the  manifestations  throughout  the 
Church  of  increased  unity  and  zeal,  of  mutual  forbearance 
and  kindly  sympathy  and  love.      The  closing  service,  which 
was  one  of  deep  interest  and  solemnity,  took  place  in  St. 
PauTs  Cathedral,  vSaturday,  July  2Sth.     Tliis  was  the  largest 
of  all  our  meetings,  and  drew  together  also  an    immense 
concourse    of   the   Clergy    and    Laity.      The   sermon    was 
preached  by  the  Archbishop  of  York,  and  the  Holy  Com- 
munion was  administered  to  five  or  six  hundred  persons. 
Thus  closed  this  important  Conference,  and  the  results  of 
these  deliberations  will  be  felt  in  every  part  of  the  world. 
It  gave  to  all  who  were  able  to  be  present  a  ver>'  high  idea 
of  the  strength  and  dignity,  the  wide-spread  activity  and 
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usefulness  of  the  great  Anglican  Communion.  We  all 
realized  the  stimulating  power  and  uplifting  influence  of  a 
Conference  such  as  this  upon  all  who  were  privileged  to 
participate  in  it,  and  not  only  so,  but  upon  the  whole  body 
of  the  Church,  which  cannot  fail  to  be  awakened  thereby 
to  greater  interest  and  activity  and  zeal. 

During  my  stay  in  London,  I  preached  in  St.  Paul's 
Cathedral,  in  the  Royal  Chapel,  Savoy,  and  in  several  of  the 
large  Parish  Churches. 

We  were  the  constant  recipients  of  the  most  kindly  and 
generous  hospitality,  and  this  brought  us  into  very  close 
personal  and  social  relations  with  large  numbers  of  our 
fellow-churchmen,  which  served,  I  doubt  not,  to  increase 
mutual  confidence  and  affection. 

After  the  close  of  the  Conference,  I  remained  in  England 
during  the  month  of  August  and  was  very  agreeably  occu- 
pied in  filling  engagements  previously  made,  which  intro- 
duced me  to  many  hospitable  mansions,  and  brought  me 
into  ver>'  kindly  relations  with  families  whom  I  esteemed  it 
a  real  privilege  to  know.  I  had  engagements  for  ever\'  vSun- 
day,  and  preached  in  quite  a  number  of  the  Parish  Churches. 
There  were  also  invitations  of  a  more  public  character, 
where  large  numbers  of  the  Bishops  were  invited  together, 
and  where  we  were  most  kindly  welcomed.  In  Cambridge 
and  Durham,  in  York  and  Lincoln,  we  were  most  cordially 
received  and  generously  entertained,  while  participating 
also  in  the  most  imposing  public  services. 

Early  in  September  I  went  to  Ireland,  in  accordance  with 
previous  engagements,  and  enjoyed  very  kindly  and  cheer- 
ing intercourse  with  the  families  of  the  Archbishop  of 
Armagh,  the  Archbishop  of  Dublin,  and  the  Bishops  of 
Cashel  and  of  Cork.  On  my  return  to  England  I  visited 
the  Bishop  of  Gloucester  and  Bristol,  and  on  Sunday,  Sep- 
tember 23d,  preached  in  the  Cathedral  of  Gloucester. 
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Early  in  October  I  went  over  to  the  Continent,  and  later 
in  the  month  entered  upon  my  duties  as  Bishop  in  charge 
of  the  American  Churches  in  Europe.     As  some  of  these 
Churches  could  not  be  visited  before  the  early  winter,  I  was 
delayed  much  longer  than  I  had  desired,  but  this  more  pro- 
tracted sojourn  abroad  seemed  to  have  a  good  effect  in  the 
general  improvement  of  my  health.     During  October,  No- 
vember, and    the   early    part   of  December,  I    visited    the 
Churches  in  Geneva,  Dresden,  Florence  and  Rome.      On 
December  13th,  1  consecrated  the  new  and  beautiful  Church 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  at  Nice,  the  corner-stone  of  which  I  had 
laid   on   my   previous   visit.       The  occasion    was  one    of 
marked  and  special  interest.     I  left  the  next  day  for  Paris,  and 
after  several  days  there,  during  which  I  held  two  Confirma- 
tions in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  and  an  Ordination 
to  the  Priesthood,  I  hastened  to  London  and  thence  to  Liver- 
pool, from  which  place  I  took  passage  for  New  York,  Janu- 
ary 2d.     Almost  immediately  upon  my  arrival,  I  experienced 
a  painful  return  of  the  malady  which  had  so  much  afflicted 
me  l)efore  I   made  mv  ionrnev  abroad.      The  heavv  cares 
and  anxieties  which  came  suddenly  upon  me,  rendered  it 
very  difficult  for  mc  to  secure  any  satisfactory'  sleep.      For 
a  while  I  was  j^reatly  discouraged,  but  later  the  difficulty 
was  in  a  good  measure  overcome,  and  so  soon  as  I  felt  it  safe 
to  enter  u]>on  a  continuous  visitation  1  commenced  my  work. 
I  was  nnich  relieved  by  finding  that  I  steadily  improved, 
notwithstanding  tlie  constant  labors  of  a  visitation.     Since 
tlien  I  have  held  services  and  administered  Confirmation  in 
a  large  number  of  Parishes.      My  first  service  after  crossing 
the  Atlantic  was  in  St.  PauTs  Church,  Baltimore,  on  the 
evening  of  Sunday,  January  2()th,  when  I  preached  one  of 
a  course  of  sermons  which  had  been  arranged  for  the  winter 
months.      The  next  vSunday,  January  27th,  in  St.  Philip^s 
Church,   Durham,    I    preached   and   confirmed    twenty-one 
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persons.  Not  being  at  all  well  that  day,  I  was  unable  to 
take  part  in  or  be  present  at  the  evening  service.  The 
following  Sunday,  February  3d,  I  preached  and  administered 
the  Holy  Communion  in  Christ  Church,  Raleigh. 

Sunday,  February  loth,  I  preached  in  the  Church  of  the 
Good  Shepherd,  Raleigh. 

Sunday,  Februar>'  17th,  in  St.  Athanasius'  Church,  Bur- 
lington, I  preached,  confirmed  five  persons  and  addressed 
them. 

Friday,  Februar>'  2 2d,  in  the  Church  of  the  Epiphany, 
Leaksville,  after  evening  service  by  Rev.  Mr.  Greaves,  I 
preached,  confirmed  three  persons  and  addressed  Jiem. 

Sunday,  Februar\'  24th,  in  St.  Thomas*  Church,  Reids- 
ville,  I  was  assisted  in  the  services  by  Rev.  Mr.  Gr  javes.  In 
the  morning  I  preached,  confirmed  eight  persons  and 
addressed  them,  and  preached  again  in  the  evening. 

Rev.  Mr.  Greaves  has  been  doing  a  good  work  here  and  at 
Leaksville,  but,  much  to  my  regret,  he  has  resigned  these 
Parishes  and  has  gone  for  a  visit  of  several  months  to  his 
parents  in  England.  Thus  far,  I  have  found  it  impossible 
to  secure  a  supply  for  this  vacancy.  The  field  is  interesting 
and  promising,  and  a  faithful,  energetic  worker  would  secure 
most  satisfactorv  results. 

Tuesday,  Februar\*  26th,  I  held  an  Ordination  in  St. 
Mary-s  Church,  Rowan  county,  and  admitted  to  the  Holy 
Order  of  Deacons  Benjamin  Sumner  McKenzie,  on  pre- 
sentation by  Rev.  F.  J.  Murdoch,  who  also  read  the  Morn- 
ing Service.  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, and  also  confirmed  two  persons  before  the  sermon. 

Mr.  McKenzie  was  born  and  raised  in  the  immediate 
neighborhood  of  St.  Mary's.  He  will  minister  in  this 
Church,  and  in  other  neighboring  Missions,  in  connection 
with  Rev. [Mr.  Murdoch,  under  whose  supervision  and  guid- 
ance he  will  still  continue. 
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Wednevsday,  February  27th,  in  St.  Barnabas'  Church, 
Greensboro,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Stubbs 
and  Reaney,  I  preached,  confirmed  two  persons  and  admin- 
istered the  Holv  Communion. 

Sunday,  March  3d,  I  visited  Calvar>'  Church,  Wadesboro. 
The  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Quin',  assisted  in  the  services.  In 
the  morning  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, and  preached  again  in  the  evening.  .  Mr.  Quin 
accompanied  me  the  next  day  to  Ansonville  and  assisted  me 
in  the  services  there. 

On  Tuesday  evening,  March  5th,  I  preached,  confirmed 
two  persons  and  addressed  them.  The  next  morning,  being 
Ash  Wednesday,  I  preached  again,  and  confirmed  one  other 
person. 

Thursday,  March  7th,  in  St.  PauPs  Church,  Monroe,  after 
Evening  Prayer  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Quin  and  Osborne,  I 
preached,  confirmed  eight  persons  and  addressed  them. 
Tlie  prospects  of  tlie  Church  in  Monroe  are  quite  encour- 
aging, and  an  increasing  interest  seems  to  be  manifested. 

Friday,  Marcli  8th,  in  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels'  Church, 
Charlotte,  after  t^vening  Prayer  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Quin  and 
Cheshire,  I  preached,  confirmed  nine  persons  and  addressed 
them.  Mr.  Alston  is  doing  a  very  encouraging  work  here, 
and  his  Parochial  School  proves  greatly  helpful  in  every 
way. 

First  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  loth,  in  St.  Peter's,  Char- 
lotte, I  ])rcached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion 
in  the  morning,  and  at  night  preached  again,  confirmed 
eight  persons  and  addressed  them.  Mr.  Quin  and  Mr. 
Osborne  assisted  Mr.  Cheshire  in  the  services.  Arrange- 
ments have  been  made  looking  to  the  early  erection  of  a  new 
Church  in  Charlotte,  and  I  trust  that  this  very  important 
and  much-needed  work  may  be  successfully  accomplished. 

Wednesday,  March  13th,  I  held  an  Ordination  in  Christ 
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Church,  Raleigh,  and  admitted  to  the  Priesthood  Rev.  Louis 
L.  Williams,  Deacon,  on  presentation  by  Rev.  Dr.  Marshall. 
Rev.  Dr.  Sutton,  and  Rev.  Messrs.  Smedes,  Hunter  and  Clark 
participated  in  the  service.  The  sermon  was  preached  by 
me,  and  the  Clergy  present  united  in  the  laying  on  of  hands. 
I  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  Rev.  Dr. 
Marshall. 

Rev.  Mr.  Williams  is  engaged  as  Assistant  to  Rev.  Mr. 
Lacey,  at  Winston,  Walnut  Cove,  Germanton  and  other 
Mission  Stations,  but  owing  to  the  impaired  health  of  Mr. 
Lacey,  he  has  had  the  entire  charge  of  the  work  for  some 
time  past.  We  are  looking  anxiously  for  the  speedy  and 
complete  recovery  of  Mr.  Lacey,  whose  services  have  been 
most  valuable  and  successful  in  the  past. 

Second  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  17  th,  in  St.  James'  Cliurch, 
Kittrell,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev  .J.  E.  Ingle,  I  preached, 
confirmed  five  persons, addressed  them,  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion.  Preached  again  in  the  evening.  I  have 
been  endeavoring  to  find  a  Clergyman  to  take  this  place,  in 
connection  with  Louisburg,  so  that  Mr.  Ingle  may  give  his 
whole  time  to  the  important  field  in  Henderson.  But  I 
have  not  yet  been  able  to  find  anyone  to  undertake  this 
much-needed  duty. 

Third  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  24th,  in  Emmanuel  Church, 
Warrenton,  I  preached,  confirmed  five  persons,  addressed 
them,  and  administered  the  Holv  Communion.  Preached 
again  in  the  evening.  The  morning  congregation  was  a 
ver\' large  one,  but  rain  coming  on  before  the  Evening  Ser- 
vice, disappointed  very  many  who  had  hoped  to  be  present. 
It  gratified  me  to  notice  so  many  indications  in  this  Parish  of 
increasing  interest  and  prosperity.  The  Rector,  Rev.  ]\Ir. 
Higgs,  is  held  in  very  high  esteem,  and  is  exerting  a  very 
healthful  and  cheering  influence. 

Tuesday,   March  26th,  in   the  Church  of  Our  Saviour, 
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Jackson,  Rev.  Messrs.  Higgs  and  Picard  conducted  the  ser- 
vice. I  preached,  confirmed  three  persons,  addressed  them, 
and  administered  the  Holv  Communion. 

Wednesday,  March  27th,  in  Grace  Church,  Weldon,  I  was 
assisted  in  the  Evening  Service  by  Rev.  Mr.  Higgs,  after 
which  I  preached  and  confirmed  one  person.  I  have  not 
yet  been  able  to  make  the  arrangements,  so  much  needed, 
for  the  supply  of  regular  services  at  Weldon,  but  the  con- 
gregation is  deeply  grateful  for  such  occasional  help  as  Mr. 
Higgs  has  so  kindly  rendered. 

Thursday,  March  28th,  Mr.  Higgs  accompanied  me  to 
Halifax,  and  in  St.  Mark's  Church  assisted  in  the  service. 
I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  This 
Parish  is  now  vacant,  and  I  am  seeking  to  make  provision 
for  it  in  connection  with  Weldon. 

Friday,  March  29tli,  in  a  large  hall  at  Battleboro,  Even- 
ing Service  w^as  conducted  by  Rev.  E.  W.  Bumstead,  and 
I  preached  to  a  very  large  congregation.  Much  interest 
has  been  awakened  in  this  neio^hborhood  bv  the  services 
which  Mr.  Bumstead  has  been  holding  there,  and  steps  have 
already  been  taken  looking  to  the  erection  of  a  church 
buildiuj^.  I  trust  that  everv  enconracrement  mav  be  (riven 
to  a  work  which  promises  such  beneficial  results.  There  is 
a  large  mission  field  lyin<r  all  "around  that  district,  of  which 
Rocky  Mount  is  the  centre,  and  Mr.  Bumstead  is  showing 
great  zeal  and  ener^^y  in  su])])lying,  as  far  as  possible,  the 
extreme  lack  of  service.  I  i/rcatlv  wish  that  another  Clerj^v- 
man  could  be  found  to  co-operate  with  him  in  a  field  which 
affords  so  much  encouragement. 

Fourth  vSunday  in  Lent,  Marcli  31,  in  St.  Timothy's 
Church,  Wilson,  after  Morning  Prayer  l)y  Rev.  C.J.  Young, 
of  ( )ntario,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Hronson,  I  preached  and  admin- 
istered the  Holy  Communion.     At  night,  after  a  sermon  by 
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Rev.  Mr.  Young,  I  confirmed  two  persons  and  addressed 
them. 

Monday  evening,  April  ist,  I  assisted  in  the  service  at  the 
Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Rocky  Mount,  and  the  next 
day,  Tuesday,  April  2d,  in  the  same  Church,  after  Morning 
Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Bumstead,  I  preached,  confirmed  eight 
persons,  addressed  them  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. I  found  the  condition  of  the  Church  here  verv 
encouraging,  and  was  much  gratified  to  learn  that  a  pros- 
perous Parochial  School  has  been  well  established,  and  is 
proving  a  most  valuable  auxiliary  in  the  work  of  the 
Church. 

Wednesday,  April  3d,  in  the  Church  of  the  Advent, 
Enfield,  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  in  the  service  by  Rev.  Dr.  Smith. 

Thursday,  April  4th,  in  St.  Clement^s  Church,  Ringwood, 
after  Morning  Prayer  by  Dr.  Smith,  I  preached,  confirmed 
one  person,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

Fifth  Sunday  in  Lent,  April  7th,  in  Trinity  Church, 
Scotland  Neck,  Rev.  Walter  J.  Smith  assisted  in  the  vservice 
and  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 
At  night  I  preached  again,  confirmed  eight  persons  and 
addressed  them. 

Monday^  April  8th,  I  preached  in  a  hall  at  Palmyra,  after 
Evening  Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Smith. 

Tuesday,  April  9th,  in  St.  Mary^s,  Edgecombe  county, 
after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Smith,  I  preached  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion.  Shortly  after  the  ser- 
vice, I  was  driven  into  Tarboro. 

Wednesday,  April  loth,  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Tarboro, 
after  Evening  Prayer  by  Rev.  ]Mr.  Perry,  I  preaclied,  con- 
firmed nine  persons  and  addressed  them. 

Mr.  Perry  is  doing  a  most  valuable  work  among  the  col- 
ored people  of  Tarboro,  through  the  combined  influences  of 
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Stated  Church  services  and  a  large  and  prosperous  Parochial 
School. 

My  next  appointment  was  for  Calvary  Church,  Tarboro, 
on  the  following  Sunday;  but  on  Saturday  I  was  suddenly 
summoned  to  my  home  by  tidings  of  a  most  painful  char- 
acter. In  a  startling  and  most  unexpected  way,  I  was  over- 
taken by  a  great  and  overwhelming  affliction.  And  I  take 
this  opportunity  to  express  my  profound  Jthankfulness  to 
the  many  loving  and  sympathizing  friends  who  so  promptly 
gave  utterance  to  the  tenderest  words  of  comfort,  and  made 
me  feel  how  manv  there  were  who  were  anxious  to  share 
with  me  mv  heavv  sorrow. 

As  you  may  w-ell  suppose^  I  felt  quite  unable  to  go  on  at 
once  with  my  schedule  of  appointments,  but  I  had  strength 
given  me  to  resume  duty  on  the  glorious  feast  of  Easter. 
I  spent  that  day  in  Oxford,  and,  in  St.  Stephen's  Church, 
preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion  in  the 
morning,  and  at  night  confirmed  ten  persons  and  addressed 
them.  Rev.  Mr.  Walker,  the  Rector  of  the  Parish,  was 
assisted  in  the  Morning  Service  by  his  father.  Rev.  Dr. 
Walker,  of  Alexandria,  who  also  kindly  preached,  at  my 
request,  in  the  evening.  The  day  was  a  very  bright  and 
pleasant  one,  and  the  church  was  much  crowded  at  both 
.services.  The  next  day  I  returned  to  Raleigh,  and  for 
some  time  after  was  much  hindered  in  the  discharge  of  my 
duties  by  a  painful  rheumatic  attack. 

The  First  vSunday  after  Kaster,  April  28th,  I  visited  the 
Church  at  Chapel  Hill,  and  in  the  morning  preached  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion.  Rev.  Mr.  Wright,  of 
Philadelphia,  assisted  in  the  service  and  preached  in  the 
evening. 

Second  vSunday  after  Piaster,  May  5th,  in  Christ  Church, 
Raleiirh,  I  was  assisted  in  the  service  bv  Rev.  Dr.  Marshall 
and  Rev.  Messrs.  Smedes  and  Hunter.      I  confirmed  sixteen 
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persons,  addressed  them,  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. 

At  night,  in  St.  Augustine's  Church,  after  Evening  Prayer 
by  Rev.  Dr.  Sutton  and  Rev.  Mr.  Hunter,  I  confirmed 
sixteen  persons  and  addressed  them. 

Third  Sunday  after  Easter,  May  12,  in  the  Church  of  the 
Gooc*  Shepherd,  Raleigh,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev. 
W.  M.  Clark,  I  confirmed  eleven  persons  and  addressed 
them. 

In  the  evening,  in  St.  Mar>^'s  Chapel,  after  Evening  Prayer 
by  Rev.  B.  Smedes,  I  confirmed  nine  pupils  of  the  school 
and  addressed  them. 

Monday,  April  13th,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Louisburg,  after 
Evening  Prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  Sutton,  I  preached  and  con- 
finned  two  persons. 

During  the  past  year,  my  impaired  health  and  my  pro- 
tracted absence  from  the  Diocese  have  necessarily  prevented 
the  visitation  of  many  parts  of  it  and  lessened  the  number 
of  confirmations.  My  earnest  hope  is  that  I  may  find  my 
health  so  much  improved  that  I  shall  be  able  to  enter  upon 
mv  usual  summer  visitations  without  anv  serious  hindrance. 
But,  in  this  connection,  I  may  add  that,  this  being  the  year 
of  the  meeting  of  our  General  Convention,  I  shall  not  be 
able  to  go  on  so  late  with  my  work  as  I  should  be  glad  to 
do.  I  shall  make  everv  effort  to  reach  as  many  of  the  Par- 
ishes  and  Missionary  Stations  as  possible  before  our  next 
Annual  Convention.  It  is  a  matter  of  very  deep  regret  to 
me  that  so  manv  Parishes  and  Missionary  Stations  are  now 
vacant,  and  that  I  find  it  so  difficult  to  secure  active,  ener- 
getic and  earnest  men  for  this  work.  There  are  very  many 
noble  and  encouraging  fields,  which  I  should  rejoice  to  have 
occupied,  if  I  could  only  find  the  men  who  were  ready  and 
willing  to  cast  in  their  lot  with  us.  I  have  many  applica- 
tions from  those  desiring  work,  but  very  often  the  support 
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offered  is  thought  to  be  insufficient,  and  the  invitations 
given  to  them  are  declined.  I  need  at  once  more  than  half  a 
dozen  clergymen  to  supply  simply  our  pressing  needs,  while 
several  more  could  find  most  encouraging  opportunities,  in 
the  most  delightful  and  salubrious  climate,  if  I  could  only 
see  the  way  of  providing  at  first  for  their  moderate  support. 
And  to  you,  my  dear  brethren  of  the  Clerg\*,  let  me  say,  that 
I  trust  you  will  keep  constantly  in  remembrance  our  great 
needs,  and  endeavor  to  awaken  an  increased  liberality  in  our 
missionary  offerings,  and  that  you  will  also  lose  no  oppor- 
tunity to  urge  upon  young  men  of  zeal  and  dev-otion  the 
consecration  of  themselves  to  the  work  of  the  ministry. 
Every  clergyman  who,  by  thoughtful  care  and  counsel,  suc- 
ceeds in  adding  one  faithful  worker  to  the  ranks  of  the 
Clergy,  is  really  doing  far  more  for  the  growth  and  exten- 
sion of  the  Church  than  by  any  amount  of  public  services 
and  zealous  activity  in  ordinary  Parochial  work.  And  in 
this  connection,  I  may  refer  to  the  great  value  of  a  success- 
ful Diocesan  school  for  boys,  which,  if  rightly  conducted, 
could  not  fail  to  be  instrumental  in  awakening  in  the  hearts 
of  many  of  our  youth  a  desire  for  some  higher  object  in  life 
than  the  mere  pursuit  of  earthly  honors  and  rewards. 

I  had  hoped  that  the  prospects  for  a  noble  work  at  Ravens- 
croft  would  have  l)ecn  eminently  encouraging  for  this  pres- 
ent year,  and  hence  my  disa])j)ointment  was  very  great  when 
I  learned  that  the  health  of  Mr.  Prince,  our  accomplished 
Head  ?ylaster,  rccjuired  his  witlidnuval  from  the  work.  But 
for  tliat  circumstance,  I  feel  sure  that  before  this  time  the 
school  would  have  proved  a  i;re<it  success.  It  has  gone  on 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Junior  Master,  and  has  done 
far  l)etter  than  I  feared  it  would.  Still,  the  loss,  just  at  that 
time,  of  Mr.  Prince,  was  a  serious  hindrance  to  us. 

Tliere  are  several  otlier  imj)ortant  subjects  to  which  I 
had  desi<2ned  to  call  your  attention,  but  the  last  few  weeks 
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have  been  so  full  of  trouble  and  anxiety  to  me  that  I  have 
not  felt  able  to  prepare  myself  to  speak  to  you  at  any  length. 

I  am  glad  to  say,  that,  apart  from  the  fact  already  alluded 
to,  of  so  many  vacancies  in  our  Parishes  and  Missions,  the 
general  work  of  the  Diocese  shows  much  ground  for  encour- 
agement. Wherever  I  have  made  my  visitations,  I  have 
found  an  increasing  interest  and  a  growing  zeal  on  every 
side  for  the  advancement  and  extension  of  the  Church. 

The  changes  among  the  Clergy  during  the  past  year  have 
been  as  follows: 

Rev.  Herbert  W.  Robinson,  who  had  resigned  the  charge 
of  Trinity  Church,  Scotland  Neck,  before  the  meeting  of 
our  last  Convention,  has  since  taken  Letters  Dimissory  to 
the  Diocese  of  Iowa.  Rev.  E.  H.  Butler,  Deacon,  has  taken 
Letters  Dimissory  to  the  Diocese  of  Florida.  Rev.  Vardry 
McBee  has  resigned  the  charge  of  the  Churches  at  Hickor\' 
and  Lenoir,  and  taken  Letters  Diniissor>'  to  the  Diocese  of 
Alabama.  Rev.  R.  P.  Eubanks  has  resigned  the  work  at 
Concord  and  Lexington,  and  taken  Letters  Dimissor}'  to  the 
Missionary  jurisdiction  of  Montana.  Rev.  Charles  J.  Curtis, 
who  for  some  time  was  assisting  Rev.  Mr.  Bynum,  has  taken 
Letters  Dimissor>'  to  the  Diocese  of  Maryland.  Rev.  Mr. 
Bynum,  in  consequepce  of  continued  ill  health,  has  resigned 
the  charge  of  Calvary  Church,  Henderson  county,  and  has 
been  counselled  by  his  physician  to  take  two  years  of  abso- 
lute rest  from  all  work.  Sincerely  do  I  trust  that  this  may 
result  in  his  perfect  restoration.  Rev.  James  A.  Weston 
has  been  recalled  to  his  former  field  at  Hickory  and  Lenoir, 
and  is  again  actively  engaged  in  the  care  of  these  congre- 
gations and  of  other  missionary  work.  Rev.  Walter  J. 
Smith  has  entered  upon  his  duties  as  Rector  of  Trinity 
Church,  Scotland  Neck,  and  is  also  doing  no  little  mission- 
ary work  besides.  Rev.  Louis  L.  WilliamvS,  who  was  invited 
to  assist  Rev.  Mr.  Lacey  in  his  extended  field  at  Winston 
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and  in  Stokes  county,  has  had  for  some  time  past  the  entire 
charge  of  the  work,  owing  to  the  serious  indisposition  of  Mr. 
Lacey.  We  are  all  looking  anxiously  for  Mr.  Lacey's  return 
in  renewed  health  to  a  field  where  he  has  been  so  very  useful 
and  where  he  is  held  in  such  affectionate  esteem.  Rev. 
Alban  Greaves  has  resigned  his  charge  at  Leaksville  and 
Reidsville,  and  has  gone  on  a  visit  of  several  months  to  his 
parents  in  England.  We  hope  in  the  course  of  the  year  to 
welcome  him  back  to  the  Diocese,  where  his  services  are  so 
much  needed.  Rev.  A.  N.  Wrixon  continues  his  work  at 
Tryon  City,  and  is  now  officiating  also  at  Rutherfordton  and 
Shelby.  Rev.  B.  S.  Bronson  is  about  retiring  from  his  work 
at  Wilson,  in  order  to  remove  to  the  vicinity  of  Warrenton, 
where  he  proposes  to  establish  a  family  school  for  boys.  The 
very  high  qualifications  which  Mr.  Bronson  possesses  for  the 
work  of  a  superior  and  successful  teacher,  can  hardly  fail  to 
secure  for  him  as  many  pupils  as  he  can  find  it  convenient  to 
receive.  His  object  is  to  combine  the  advantages  of  a  refined 
family  influence  with  very  careful  and  thorough  instruction. 
A  Christian,  cultured  home  is  a  blessing  which  is  much  too 
rarely  found  associated  with  schools  which  are  established 
for  boys.  I  can  but  bespeak  for  Mr.  Bronson  the  kind  sym- 
pathy and  encourat^ement  of  those  who  know  how  to  value 
these  important  adjuncts  of  a  truly  enlightened  system  of 
education.  It  is  just  these  high  qualities  which  it  has 
been  our  object  to  make  conspicuous  in  our  Diocesan  work 
at  Ravenscroft,  and  I  must  urge  upon  all  our  people  the 
important  duty  of  lending  us  the  fullest  sympathy  and 
encouragement  in  these  efforts  for  higher  Christian  culture. 
The  following  is  the  summary  of  services  since  our  last 
Convention:  I  have  confirmed  i88  at  home  and  27  in  the 
foreign  Churches.  I  have  preached  on  75  occasions,  31  of 
which  were  outside  the  Diocese.  Have  delivered  29 
addresses;    administered    the  Holy  Communion  33  times. 
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Have  consecrated  one  Church,  viz. :  at  Nice,  in  France. 
Have  ordained  one  Deacon  and  two  Priests  within  the 
Diocese,  and  one  Priest  in  Paris. 

The  whole  number  of  clergymen  at  this  time  canonically 
connected  with  the  Diocese  is  51. 

The  Candidates  for  Priest's  Orders  are:  Rev.  E.  P.  Green, 
Rev.  P.  P.  Alston,  Rev.  Benj.  S.  McKenzie,  Charles  L. 
Hoffman  and  Henry  B.  Delany. 

The  Candidates  for  Deacon's  Orders  are:  Junius  M.  Hor- 
ner, James  P.  Simpson,  George  Valerie  Gilreath,  James  T. 
Kennedy  and  Samuel  A.  B.  Trott. 

The  Postulants  are:  Hamilton  Anderson,  Edward  C. 
Melton  and  Nathan  A.  Seagle. 

One  who  was  on  our  list  last  year  has  been  transferred  to 
the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  and  three  have  withdrawn. 

In  conclusion,  brethren,  let  me  add  that  I  am  impressed 
more  and  more  deeply  every  year  with  the  sense  of  the 
greatness  of  the  work  which  lies  before  us  in  this  Diocese. 
So  very  large  a  part  of  our  field  is  strictly  missionary  ground, 
that  we  need  the  sympathy  and  encouragement  not  only  of 
the  people  of  our  own  I  »iocese,  but  of  those  in  other  and 
more  prosperous  districts.  Still,  we  must  not  allow  our- 
selves to  be  disheartened  because  of  the  difficulties  and 
hindrances  which  encompass  us.  It  is  not  our  work,  but 
God's  work,  and  if  we  put  our  trust  in  Him,  He  will  cause 
that  work  to  prosper  in  our  hands.  What  a  privilege  should 
we  esteem  it  to  be  permitted  thus  to  be  ^Svorkers  together 
with  God!"  Surely,  then,  we  are  not  struggling  alone. 
His  presence  and  His  help  should  prove  our  strength  and 
confidence.  Here,  then,  as*  we  meet  together  for  mutual 
counsel  and  encouragement,  let  us  seek  to  rekindle  our 
zeal.  Let  us  go  forth  to  the  discharge  of  our  respective 
duties  in  the  strength  of  that  Lord  whose  kingdom  we  are 
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sc'ckinjj  to  advance;  and  looking  hopefully  to  Him  for  His 
Divine  support,  we  may  well  be  comforted  by  His  own 
assuring  words:  **Not  by  might  nor  by  power,  but  by  my 
Spirit,  saith  the  I^ord  of  Hosts/'

The  Rev.  W.  R.  Wetmore  presented  and  read  the  report 
of  the  Managers  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  Indus- 
trial Institute,  with  accompanying  resolutions  : 

The  Managers  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  Training  Institute 
respectfully  submit  their  annual  report: 

Continued  prosperity  marks  this  Church  charity  under  the  judicious 
management  of  an  eflicient  and  faithful  Superintendent,  while  the  chil- 
dren have  the  immediate  supervision  of  a  Matron,  not  only  devoted  to 
her  task  but  also  well  fitted  for  the  same  ;  the  work  within  the  institu- 
tion progresses  with  gratifying  success  ;  the  improvement  of  the  children 
is  very  decided.  The  interest  manifested  by  voluntary  supporters  is 
wide-spread  and  increasing,  and  the  sphere  of  usefulness  of  the  Orphan- 
age is  gradually  enlarging. 

But  we  need  more  buildings    for  the    present    occupants,  and  our 
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capacity  to  provide  for  homeless  children  should  be  so  enlarged  as  to 
enable  us  to  support  many  more  than  our  present  number.  There 
should  be  a  much  larger  stream  of  voluntary  offerings  pouring  in  to  us. 
Let  us  trust  and  pray  that  as  the  good  work  going  on  becomes  better 
known  and  appreciated,  new  friends  will  show  themselves  and  these 
desirable  ends  be  reached.  When  the  blessed  work  to  be  done  is  con- 
sidered, and  the  actual  ability  possessed  by  the  church  to  promote  the 
same  is  remembered,  it  is  natural  to  ask,  in  hopefulness,  can  the  day  be 
far  distant  when  the  meagre  equipment  we  now  have  in  Charlotte  will 
be  enlarged  into  an  institution  with  well-arranged  and  suitable  build- 
ings, fitted  in  all  respects  to  maintain  within  its  capacious  walls  a  much 
larger  number  than  is  now  supported  of  that  class  of  persons  whose 
state  calls  forth  the  hearty  sympathy  of  all  true  Christian  people  ? 

For  a  statement  of  the  actual  work  done  during  the  year,  and  of  the 
present  condition  of  the  Institution  and  its  finances,  we  refer  you  to  the 
report  to  us  of  the  Superintendent,  which  is  appended  to  this  report. 

At  a  meeting  of  this  Board,  held  in  March  last,  it  was  unanimously 
determined  to  recommend  the  Convention  to  invite  the  Diocese  of  East 
Carolina  to  unite  with  us  in  the  management  of  the  Orphanage.  There 
are  weighty  reasons  for  this.  First,  the  donor  of  the  money  with  which 
the  land  was  purchased  on  which  the  Orphanage  stands,  was  a  resident 
of  that  part  of  the  State  which  now  forms  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina. 
Secondly,  the  deed  conveying  the  property  to  this  Diocese  for  the  pur- 
poses of  an  Orphanage,  provides  that  the  Institution  shall  be  for  the 
benefit  of  homeless  children  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina.  Thirdly, 
the  taking  part  in  the  management  of  the  Orphanage  by  the  Diocese  of 
East  Carolina  would  not  only  promote  that  cordial  good  feeling  between 
the  two  Dioceses,  which  all  desire,  but  it  would  also  be  a  real  bond  of 
union,  in  the  formation  of  which  surely  all  hearts  will  rejoice,  between 
brethren  once  forming  a  single  family,  but  now  separated  into  two.  We 
therefore  offer  the  following  resolutions  : 

1.  Resolved^  That  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina  is  hereby  invited  to 
co-operate  with  this  Diocese  in  making  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and 
Training  Institute  a  joint  institution  of  the  two  Dioceses,  and  to  take  part 
in  the  management  of  said  institution. 

2.  Resolved^  That  to  effect  this  union  and  joint  management,  the  Bishop 
of  East  Carolina,  ex  officio,  shall  become  one  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
of  said  Orphanage  and  Institute,  as  soon  as  the  Convention  of  the  said 
Diocese  of  East  Carolina  shall  accept  this  proposition  and  approve  this 
arrangement ;  and  furthermore,  that  the  said  Diocese  of  East  Carolina 
shall  have  the  privilege  of  appointing  one  clerical  and  one  lay  manager, 
either  of  that  Diocese  or  this,  who,  with  the  Bishop  of  East  Carolina, 
shall  represent  said  Diocese  in  the  Board  of  Managers. 
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3.  Resolved,  That  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Managers  of  the 
Diocese  of  East  Carolina  shall  be  the  same  as  those  of  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE  THOMPSON 
ORPHANAGE  AND  TRAINING  INSTITUTE. 

At  the  close  of  another  year  it  is  my  duty  to  submit  my  third  annual 
report.  Andin  reviewing  the  history  of  the  past  three  years  I  am  deeply 
impressed  with  what  God  has  been  pleased  to  do  by  the  hands  of  His 
people  in  this  undertaking. 

Starting  as  we  did,  without  money  or  experience,  with  a  handful  of 
homeless  children,  we  have  grown  to  be  an  important  institution,  and 
now  we  feel  strong,  because  we  feel  sure  that  there  is  great  need  for  the 
work,  and  that  so  long  as  willing  hands  can  be  found  to  do  it,  God  will 
use  them  and  supply  the  means  to  carry  it  on. 

We  now  have  thirty-nine  children  in  the  institution,  and  six  persons 
employed  to  attend  to  the  business,  including  the  Superintendent,  whose 
wages,  with  the  other  expenses,  amount  to  about  Jw4.,ooo  a  year. 

So  far  our  wants  have  all  been  supplied.  The  health  of  all  connected 
with  the  institution  has  been  good.  The  children  are  growing  rapidly, 
and  developing  in  mind  and  character,  and  I  rejoice  to  add,  also  in 
moral  and  spiritual  growth.  Ten  were  confirmed  at  the  last  visitation, 
and  we  now  have  twelve  communicants  among  the  children. 

I  refer  to  the  itemized  statement  as  to  our  means  of  support.  It  will  form 
an  interesting  study  for  all  who  are  interested  in  this  work',  and  speaks 
well  for  the  cause. 

Many  Parishes  have  complied  with  the  resolution  of  the  Convention 
in  regard  to  forming  (luilds  for  the  support  of  the  Orphanage.  If  all 
would  do  Sv^,  the  (juestion  of  ample  support  would  be  solved. 

The  farm  has  contributed  something  to  our  support,  besides  furnish- 
ing an  important  means  of  training  for  the  children.  The  net  proceeds 
amount  to  5202.40. 

We  have  enlarged  our  sphere  of  usefulness  by  opening  in  Januan*, 
Bronson  Hall,  a  department  for  small  children,  under  a  separate  matron, 
where  we  now  have  ten  children,  and  there  are  several  other  applica- 
tions. This  will  add  several  hundred  dollars  to  our  expenses,  but  it  will 
greatly  increase  our  usefulness. 

We  now  need  more  buildin«4S,  namely,  an  Infirmary,  an  Industrial 
Hall,  and  a  Chapel,  costing  respectively  about  ;?6oo,  $500  and  Jr,ooo. 

Our  most  urgent  need  is  an  endowment  fund.     It  must  be  apparent  to 
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all,  that  such  an  institution  as  this  should  have  at  least  the  means  at 
hand  with  which  to  command  the  services  of  an  efficient  head,  who  will 
keep  the  work  constantly  in  operation.  Action  was  taken  at  the  last 
Convention  in  regard  to  this  matter.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  it  may 
be  speedily  consummated. 

The  Superintendent  desires  to  thank  all  who  have  assisted  in  this 
work.  The  sympathy  and  courtesy  shown  on  all  sides  have  rendered 
his  task  a  pleasant  and  grateful  one,  and  give  much  encouragement  for 
the  future  of  the  institution. 

Our  monthly  paper,  The  Messenger  of  Hope^  has  done  much  towards 
extending  information  in  regard  to  the  work.  It  has  about  paid  its  own 
expenses  so  far,  and  if  its  circulation  could  be  increased  to  that  extent 
which  its  importance  demands,  it  would  become  a  source  of  some  revenue. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  result  of  this  year's  operations, 
and  gives  an  idea  of  what  is  to  be  done  for  the  next :

While  this  balance  is  larger  than  last  year,  it  must  be  remembered 
that  our  work  is  much  larger,  and  our  expenses  heavier.  Therefore, 
renewed  efforts  will  be  required  to  keep  the  institution  from  declining 
from  its  present  state  of  usefulness.  Furthermore,  the  long  summer 
months  are  before  us,  in  which  some  are  apt  to  forget  that  even  little 
children  must  be  fed,  though  the  weather  be  ever  so  hot.  But  the 
friends  of  our  institution  have  been  very  thoughtful  and  liberal,  and  we 
have  no  cause  for  complaint.

Twenty-five  shares  of  I25  each  in  the  bank  of  Asheville,  heretofore 
reported  as  part  of  the  securities  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees,  belonged 
to  a  fund  known  as  the  Dorsey   funl,   representing  moneys  given  by 
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Dorsey  to  the  late  Bishop  Atkinson,  to  be  used  by  him  at  his  dis- 
cretion, and  bequeathed  by  Bishop  Atkinson  to  the  present  Bishop,  to 
be  used  in  the  same  way.  Bishop  Lyman  inadvertently  had  the  certifi- 
cate for  these  shares  made  out  in  the  name  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Dio- 
cese, and  the  mistake  being  discovered,  the  certificate  has  been  turned 
over  to  him  for  correction,  and  the  same  is  omitted  from  this  report. 

The  Trustees  submit  herewith  a  statement  of  their  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements since  the  date  of  their  report  to  the  last  Convention,  to-wit. 
May  13th,  1889. 

Owing  to  the  sickness  of  Col.  Wm.  E.  Anderson,  one  of  the  Trustees, 
and  his  absence  from  the  State  when  it  became  uecessarv  to  make  out 
this  report,  and  he  being  the  accountant  on  whom  the  Trustees,  whose 
names  are  signed  hereto,  have  relied,  in  a  measure,  to  keep  the  accounts, 
they  have  not  thought  it  advisable  to  attempt  to  designate  separately  the 
securities  belonging  to  the  different  funds  in  their  hands,  as  instructed 
by  a  resolution  of  last  Convention. 

In  this  connection  the  Trustees  ask  leave  to  suggest  whether  all  the 
funds  in  their  hands  should  not  be  turned  over 'to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese,  to  be  managed  by  him,  with  other  funds  of  the  Diocese,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Convention,  as  may  be  thought 
proper.  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  are  a  quasi  corporation  to  hold 
property  for  the  Diocese,  and  the  Treasurer  is  its  financial  officer,  elected 
annually  by  the  Convention,  and  who  gives  bond  for  the  faithful  keep- 
ing and  disbursement  of  its  funds.  The  small  commission  he  would  get 
in  this  behalf  would  be  more  than  balanced  by  the  convenience  to  the 
Convention  and  others  in  having  all  the  funds  in  which  the  Diocese  is 
interested  embraced  in  tabulated  statements  in  his  annual  reports.

Rp:v.  and  Dear  Bro. — I  am  instructed  by  the  Committee  charged 
with  the  arrangements  for  the  Summer  School  of  Theology  at  Sewanee, 
to  inform,  through  you,  the  clergy  of  North  Carolina,  that  the  second 
session  of  this  school  will  open  this  year  on  the  8th  day  of  August  (the 
day  after  Commencement)  and  continue  three  weeks. 

We  have  the  promise  of  a  number  of  distinguished  lecturers,  among 
whom  are  the  Bishop  of  Minnesota,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Huntington,  of  Grace 
Church,  New  York,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Walpole,  of  the  General  Seminary. 
Additional  information  will  be  given  through  the  church  press  some 
weeks  before  the  school  begins.  Will  you  kindly  extend  a  cordial  invi- 
tation to  the  clergy  of  your  Diocese  to  attend.

SECOND  DAY. 


Ascension  Day,  Calvary  Church, 
Tarboro,   N.  C,  May  15th,  1890. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  at  9:30  o'clock  by  the  Rev.  W. 
Lawton  Mellichampe  and  the  Rev.  J.  Burtis  Hunter. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  President. 

On  motion,  the  calling  of  the  roll  was  dispensed  with. 

The  minutes  of  the  afternoon  and  night  sessions  of  the 
first  day  were  read  and  approved . 
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The  Rev.  F.  J.  Murdoch  presented  the  following  report 
and  accompanying  resolutions  from  the  Special  Committee 
to  whom  was  referred  the  Report  of  the  Managers  of  the 
Thompson  Orphanage  and  Industrial  Institute: 

The  Special  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Report  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage,  respectfuUy  report,  that  we 
congratulate  this  Convention  on  the  wise  management  of  the  institu- 
tion, and  are  confident  that  with  the  favor  of  God  the  Orphanage  will 
grow  to  be  a  much  richer  blessing  both  to  the  church  and  to  the  helpless 
children  that  shall  be  recipients  of  its  bounty. 

We  call  the  attention  of  the  Convention  to  the  fact  that  the  subject  of 
an  endowment  for  the  Orphanage,  referred  to  in  the  report,  was  at  l^st 
Convention  entrusted  to  a  committee  which  still  stands  charged  with  the 
consideration  of  that  subject. 

We  would  be  glad  to  see  the  church  in  East  Carolina  take  part  in  the 
management  of  the  Orphanage,  but  find  great  difficulty  in  suggesting  a 
satisfactory  way  to  attain  that  end.  We  deem  it  most  unw^ise  and  dan- 
gerous to  attempt  any  alteration  in  the  Trust  Deed  under  which  we  hold 
the  property,  and  that  it  would  be  unfaithful  to  depart  in  the  least 
degree  from  the  provisions  of  a  trust  which  we  have  accepted.  Under 
the  circumstances  we  think  the  method  suggested  in  the  following  reso- 
lutions, which  we  offer  as  a  substitute  for  those  propose<l  by  the  Board 
of  Managers,  will  come  as  near  effecting  what  we  desire  as  anj'  that  can 
be  devised  : 

Jy^t'soived  ist.  That  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina  be 
requested  to  suggest  to  this  Convention  immediately  the  names  of  two 
persons,  one  clerical  and  one  lay,  to  fill  the  vacancies  which  now  exist 
in  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage. 

Resolved  2d,  That  the  first  resolution  be  telegraphed  forthwith  to  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  accepted  and  the  resolutions 
adopted. 

The  Secretary  telegraphed  the  first  resolution  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina. 

The  Rev.  J.  B.  Cheshire,  Jr.,  presented  the  report  of  the 
North  Carolina  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the 
Board  of  Missions,  from  April  ist,  1S89,  to  April  ist,  1S90. 
(See  page  preceding  tabular  statement.) 
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On  his  motion,  it  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Church. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  H.  C.  Jones,  the  Committee  appointed

The  lack  of  interest  in  this  work  of  the  church  I  am  unable  to  account 
for.  Only  a  small  number  of  Parishes  have  responded  to  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Convention  in  favor  of  the  Theological  Department  at 
Sewanee  ;  and  the  amounts  contributed  evince  the  absence  of  any  real 
interest,  even  on  the  part  of  those  who  have  formally  complied  with 
the  resolution. 
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Convinced,  as  I  am,  of  the  very  g^eat  importance  of  this  work,  1  can 
but  continue  to  appeal  to  the  clergy  and  people  of  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  to  consider  the  obligations  of  Christian  honor  and  charity  by 
which  we  are  held  to  the  support  of  the  University  of  the  South  in  all 
its  departments.  I  might  argue  the  point  from  consideration  of  inter- 
est ;  I  might  appeal  to  our  proper  self-respect  and  regard  for  our  repu- 
tation with  the  world  ;  I  might  find  many  motives  which  seem  to  me  of 
irresistible  potency,  but  I  confine  myself  to  one,  and  one  which  I 
believe  we  must  all  feel ;  that  motive  is,  regard  for  our  plighted  word, 
and  for  responsibilities  voluntarily  assumed,  joined  with  the  additional 
obligation  which  comes  from  having  received  the  benefits  of  the  insti- 
tution which  we  are  called  upon  to  support.  We  had  as  much  to  do  as 
any  Diocese  with  beginning  the  work  at  Sewanee,  and  we  have  time  and 
again  renewed  the  pledge  first  given  for  its  support.  We  yearlv  send 
young  men  from  this  Diocese  to  be  educated  by  its  free  scholarships. 
How,  then,  can  we,  as  honest  men,  careful  of  the  gocKl  name  of  our 
Diocese,  refuse  to  hold  up  the  hands  of  the  Trustees  and  Faculty  of  the 
University  of  the  South? 

I  most  earnestly  request  the  Convention  to  repeat  and  to  give  renewed 
emphasis  to  the  recommendation  of  former  Conventions  in  favor  of  the 
University,  and  in  regard  to  the  annual  offerings  for  the  Theological 
Department.  To  my  brethren  of  the  clergy,  I  most  respectfully  and 
affectionately  appeal  for  their  sympathy,  for  their  good  word  of  encour- 
agement and  endorsement  on  our  behalf  to  the  people  ;  and  we  ask  all 
our  people,  both  clerical  and  lay,  to  bear  this  great  work  of  the  church 
in  the  South  upon  their  hearts,  and  to  remember  it  before  God,  that  the 
University  of  the  South  may  be  for  a  name  and  for  a  praise  in  all  the 
earth.

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Resolved,  That  the  Clergymen's  Retiring  Fund  Society  is  heartily 
approved  in  its  principles  and  methods,  and  is  commended  to  the  sup- 
port of  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the  church, 

Resolved^  That  every  Diocese  of  this  church  be  asked  to  pass  a  Canon 
similar  to  that  of  the  Diocese  of  Newark,  on  the  subject  of  a  Clergy 
Pension  Fund.

OF  THE   FUND   FOR  AGED   AND    INFIRM   CI.ERGYMEN. 

Section  I.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  minister  having  charge  of  a 
congregation  of  this  Diocese,  to  make  at  least  one  annual  collection  for 
the  relief  of  clergymen  disabled  by  age  or  disease. 

Sec.  II.  All  contributions  and  donations  for  this  object  shall  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  Treasurer  of  "The  Trustees  of  the  Fund  for  aged  and 
Infirm  Clergymen." 

Sec.  III.  All  collections  and  all  donations  not  limited  by  the  donor, 
received  during  the  Conventional  year,  shall  be  subject  to  the  order  of 
**  The  Trustees  of  the  Fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen,"  and  may 
be  appropriated  by  said  Trustees  for  the  relief  of  Clergymen  disabled  by 
age,  accident,  or  disease,  who  have  been  canonically  connected  with  the 
Diocese  for  the  two  years  immediately  preceding  their  application  for 
relief,  and  have  spent  at  least  two  successive  years  within  the  limits  of 
the  Diocese  in  the  active  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  ministry,  or  in 
the  work  of  Christian  education.  Clergymen  to  whom  appropriations 
are  made  under  this  section  shall  be  known  as  "Special  Annuitants," 
and  shall  not  receive  more  than  three  hundred  dollars  in  any  one  year. 

Sec.  IV.  The  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  appropriate,  from  the  collec- 
tions received  during  the  year,  a  sum  not  exceeding  seventy-five  dollars 
towards  defraying  the  funeral  expenses  of  any  clergyman  of  the  church. 

Sec.  V.  All  appropriations  (unless  otherwise  ordered)  shall  be  payable 
semi-annually,  on  the  first  day  of  May  and  November,  and  all  moneys 
unappropriated  at  the  end  of  each  Conventional  year,  shall  be  paid  into 
a  fund,  which  shall  be  known  as  the  "Permanent  Fund,"  and  shall  be 
kept  safely  invested.  The  interest  accruing  on  the  existing  capital  fund, 
now  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  shall  be  permitted 
to  accumulate.     All  accumulations  shall  be  safely  invested  by  the  Trus- 
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tees  of  the  Fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen,  and  added  to  the 
Permanent  Fund  until  the  same  shall,  with  the  existing  capital  fund, 
reach  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  VI.  All  legacies  and  all  donations  limited  by  the  donor,  paid  to 
the  Trustees,  shall  be  used  and  applied  by  them  agreeably  to  the  terms 
and  provisions  under  which  the  money  is  received ;  and  when  not  other- 
wise directed  by  the  donor,  the  legacy  or  donation  shall  be  added  to  the 
*'  Permanent  Fund,"  and  the  income  thereof  alone  used. 

As  soon  as  said  funds  shall  together  reach  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand 
dollars,  the  Trustees  shall  grant  an  annuity  to  every  clergyman  who 
(i)  has  reached  the  age  of  sixty -five  years,  and  (2)  has  been  canonically 
connected  with  the  Diocese  for  the  five  years  immediately  preceding  his 
application  for  an  annuity,  and  (3)  has  been  for  at  least  five  years  of 
his  last  term  of  canonical  residence  a  settled  minister  of  the  Diocese,  or 
a  missionary  duly  appointed  by  the  Ecclesiastical  authority. 

The  interest  received  from  said  funds  shall  be  divided  equally  among  the 
clergymen  entitled  to  receive  an  annuity  under  the  terms  and  pro>nsions 
of  the  previous  paragraph  of  this  section,  and  if  this  interest  shall  not 
be  sufficient  to  give  to  each  clergj-man  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars, 
then  the  balance  of  collections  and  donations  remaining  after  the 
•'Special  Annuitants"  are  provided  for,  shall  be  used  to  increase  the 
annuitv  to  said  sum. 

Clergj-men  receiving  an  annuity  under  this  section,  which  shall  in  no 
case  exceed  one  thousand  dollars  shall  be  known  as  **  Regular  Annui- 
tants."

The  Committee  on  Canons  respectfully  report  that  they  have  consid- 
ered the  subject  committed  to  them  of  the  amendment  of  Section  3, 
Canon  VI,  Chapter  III,  of  Parochial  Reports,  and  they  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved^  That  Section  III,  Canon  VI,  Chapter  III,  be  amended  by 
substituting  for  the  clause  beginning  in  the  third  line  "on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  each  Annual  Convention,"  these  words,  "at  the  close  of 
the  month  of  March  each  year  ;"  also  by  omitting  in  the  sixth  line  the 
clause,  "  to  the  Monday  preceding  each  Annual  Convention  exclusive," 
by  substituting  the  article  "the"  in  the  place  of  "a"  in  the  second 
line,  the  word  "herewith"  instead  of  "hereafter,"  in  the  third  line, 
and  the  word  "since"  in  the  place  of  "  from  "  in  the.fifth  line. 
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This  being  Ascension  Day,  the  hour  having  arrived  for 
Divine  Worship,  the  Convention  adjourned  to  meet  imme- 
diately after  service. 

At  11:30  A.  M.,  the  Bishop  called  the  Convention  to 
order. 

The  matter  pending  before  adjournment  was  taken  up, 
and  the  resolution  offered  bv  the  Committee  on  Canons  was 
adopted.

Section  3  of  Article  IX,  by  striking  out  the  word  **  males"  and  substi- 
tuting therefor  the  word  "person;"  and  by  striking  out  all  after  the 
word  *  provided,"  and  substituting  "that  this  section  shall  not  be  taken 
to  prevent  any  Parish  deciding  for  itself  whether  the  right  of  voting 
shall  be  conferred  upon  both  men  and  women,  or  on  the  men  alone, 
and  that  in  deciding  this  question  the  present  rule  shall  prevail." 

Mr.  S.  S.    Nash,    as   Commissioner  of  the    Diocese  of 
North  Carolina,  presented  and  read  the  following  communi- 
cation from  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina  with  reference  to 
an  annual  appropriation  for  the  support  of  a  Rector  at  Chapel 
Hill  from  its  share  of  the  Mary  Ruffin  Smith's  estate:

S.  S.  Nash,  Esq.,  Commissioner,  &C.: 

At  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina,  the  Rev.  Dr.  H^ighes, 
from  the  Committee  on  Finance,  made  the  following  report,  and  ihe 
appended  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Finance  have  conferred  with  the  representative 
from  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  in  regard  to  the  resolutions  of  that 
Diocese,  asking  this  Council  to  appropriate  money  in  aid  of  the  support 
of  a  Rector  for  the  Church  at  Chapel  Hill,  and  respectfully  report,  that 
while  fully  impressed  with  the  importance  of  the  work  at  that  point,  and 
sure  that  this  Diocese  would  gladly  aid  in  its  raaiuteuance.  if  our  own 
needs  were  less  imperative  than  they  are,  or  were  more  fully  provided 
for,  they  do  not  think  any  obligation  to  do  so  rests  upon  us,  as  we  find, 
upon  examining  the  will  of  the  late  Miss  Mary  R.  Smith,  that  she  left 
a  certain  amount  of  property  in  fee  to  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  the 
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Chapel  of  the  Cross  at  Chapel  Hill,  and  that  therefore  it  would  seeui 
that  she  had  in  that  bequest  provided  what  she  thought  was  proper  for 
that  purpose,  and  intended  the  remainder  of  her  bequest*  to  be  used  in 
extending  the  work  of  the  Church  in  the  whole  State.  We  therefore 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  : 

Resolved^  That  this  Diocese  respectfully  declines  to  accede  to  the 
request  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  to  make  an  annual  appropria- 
tion for  the  support  of  a  Rector  at  Chapel  Hill.

Your  Committee  would  call  your  attention  to  this  fresh  turning  point 
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in  the  history  of  our  Diocese  and  its  mission  work.  The  annals  of  the 
past  present  a  striking  contrast  to  these  later  days  in  the  condition  of 
the  church  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina.  As  our  population  grows, 
the  work  our  fathers  did,  and  the  work  we  have  done,  opens  up  new 
opportunities.  Very  often  upon  the  seizure  of  these  opportunities  will 
depend  the  reaping  of  the  harvest  of  the  seed  already  sown.  Our  fathers 
propagated  and  we  must  expand  that  work  which,  above  all  other,  has 
been  duly  committed  to  this  Church.  Our  candle  must  be  placed  by 
missionary  effort,  and  lit  by  the  Holy  Spirit ;  its  light  will  shine  and  men 
will  see  it  and  glorify,  not  us,  but  our  *'  Father  which  is  in  Heaven." 

While  rejoicing  at  this  period  pf  our  Diocesan  life  in  the  accomplish- 
ment (in  part)  of  a  great  work  for  Christ  and  His  Church,  which  this 
Centennial  has  seen,  your  Committee  would  suggest  that  a  sore  need 
still  exists,  not  alone  for  money  to  support  the  mission  work  already 
undertaken,  but  for  a  large  increase  in  our  offerings  to  be  devoted  to 
farther  extension  of  the  work  for  the  Master.

SEAL  AND  MOTTO  FOR  THE  DIOCESE. 

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention  to  prepare  a  seal 
and  motto  for  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  respectfully  beg  leave  to 
report  that,  as  neither  the  Dio'^eee  nor  the  Convention  is  incorporated, 
there  is  no  absolute  necessity  for  a  seal.  The  Diocese  issues  no  docu- 
ments, deeds,  or  other  papers  needing  the  authentication  of  a  seal,  while 
letters  ol  Orders  and  other  evidences  of  Episcopal  acts  require  the  seal 
of  the  Ordinary  with  which  the  Convention  has  no  concern. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  are  purposes  for  which  some  symbolic  design 
may  be  used  with  great  propriety,  for  example,  as  an  ornament  to  the 
Journal,  or  an  item  of  adornment  in  a  Memorial  Window  or  tablet. 

Your  Committee  has  prepared  two  designs,  descriptions  of  which  are 
herewith  submitted  With  reference  to  the  motto  called  for  in  the  reso- 
lution, it  may  be  stated  that  there  is  no  ancient  authority  for  a  motto 
on  our  Ecclesiastical  seal.  Its  introduction  is  a  modern  addition  of 
doubtful  propriety. 

The  first  design  is  a  pointed  oval,  known  as  the  Vesica,  formed  by 
two  circles  intersecting  each  other's  centres,  and  represents  the  inter- 
section of  the  spiritual  and  secular  worlds. 

The  diameter  of  the  Vesica  is  i  ^4  inches. 

A  bordure  argent  1-7  of  the  field.  At  the  top  of  the  seal  in  the  bordure 
is  placed  a  Maltese  Cross,  its  eight  points  representing  the  eight  beati- 
tudes. 

The  legend,  **Seal  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,"  begins  and 
ends  at  this  cross,  reading  all  round  in  the  bordure. 

The  tincture  of  the  field  is  gules  or  red,  the  symbol  of  Divine  Love 
and  Illumination. 

The  inescutcheon  consists  of  a  shield  with  bordure  argent,  tincture  of 
field  azure,  signifying  Truth  and  Constancy. 

The  field  is  wavy  below  the  uombril  point.  , 

The  Charge    is   a  pinnace,    sail    set,    displaying    the   standard    of 
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St.  George;  a  man  standing  in  the  prow  extending  a  cross  in  his  right 
hand.     All  proper. 

This  Charge  is  taken  from  a  drawing  said  to  have  been  made  by- 
John  White,  the  grandfather  of  Virginia  Dare,  representing  the  arrival 
of  the  English  on  our  coast. 

The  external  ornaments  consist  of  a  mitre  on  the  honor  point  of  the 
escutcheon,  with  a  pastoral  staff  and  key  crossing  at  the  Fess  point 
behind  the  inescutcheon  at  an  angle  of  about  60  degrees,  shomng  the 
crook  and  lower  part  of  the  staff,  the  handle  and  butt  of  the  key,  or, 
key  in  bend" surmounted  by  a  Crosier  in  bend  sinister,  both  Or. 

At  the  middle  base  appears  the  date  of  the  organization  of  the  Diocese, 
A.  D.   1817. 

The  second  design, — Vesica,  with  bordure  argent  1-7  of  the  field. 

Maltese  Cross  at  the  top  and  clover  leaf  at  the  base. 

Party  per  Fess  nebule,  azure  and  gules. 

/;/  chief.  A  pinnace,  sail  set,  displaying  the  standard  of  St.  George ; 
a  man  standing  in  the  prow  extending  a  cross  in  his  righfhand. 

/;/  base,  on  the  nombril  point,  the  earliest  monogram  expressing  the 
name  of  our  Lord,  the  Greek  letters  Chi  and  Rho  combine<l,  the  X 
placed  perpendicularly  so  as  to  form  a  plain  Eastern  cross.  Alpha 
and  Omega  placed  underneath  it  to  signify  the  beginning  and  the  end. 

At  the  middle  base  appears  the  date  of  the  organization  of  the  Diocese.

The  Committee  appointed  to  consider  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  Ad- 
dress, relating  to  the  removal  of  the  Ravenscroft  High  School  for  Boys 
from  Asheville  to  a  place  in  the  country  of  easy  access  from  Asheville,  and 
with  that  view  proposing  to  sell  such  part  of  the  Ravenscroft  property 
as  may  be  necessary,  report  that  they  recommend  the  Convention  to 
authorize  the  Board  of  Fellows  to  make  such  removal  at  their  discretion, 
and  to  sell  the  Ravenscroft  property,  or  a  part  of  it,  for  that  purpose, 
reserving  at  least  three  acres  adjoining  Schoenberger  Hall  for  the  use 
of  the  Ravenscroft  Training  School  for  the  Ministry,  provided  there  be 
no  conflict  or  interference  with  the  terms  of  the  lease  made  for  five 
years  with  Mr.  McDonald,  the  present  Head  Master.

Hon.  K.  P.  Battle  presented  and  read  the  following

ing resolutions,  which,  on  motion,  were  adopted: 

Tarboro,  May  22,  1890. 
The  undersigned,  appointed  a  Committee  to  audit  the  accounts  of  W. 
C.  Cole,  agent  for  the  renting  and  collecting  the  rents  of  the  land  devised 
to  the  Diocese  by  Miss  Mary  R.  Smith,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they 
have  delayed  the  final  settlement  because  of  the  Convention  of  the  East 
Diocese  not  having  appointed  a  Committee  to  co-operate  with  them. 
They  have  brought  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  Convention  of  said 
Diocese. 

The  Committee  are  strongly  of  opinion  that  the  land,  properly  sub- 
divided, should  be  sold  during  the  coming  Fall  for  one-third  cash  and  on 
reasonable  terms  as  to  time  for  the  residue,  as  the  experience  of  several 
years  shows  that  the  net  rents  will  always  be  much  less  than  the  interest 
on  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  land  properly  invested.

It  was  my  hope  to  settle  the  estate  of  Miss  Mary  R.  Smith  before  the 
meeting  of  this  Convention.  Unfortunately,  however,  there  was  only 
about  A  third  of  a  crop  made  in  the  section  where  the  debtors  of  the 
estate  reside.  If  I  had  forced  sales  on  mortgage  they  would  have  been 
greatly  distressed  and  probably  ruined.  I  brought  the  matter  to  the 
attention  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  and  they  authorized  me,  as  did 
the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina,  to  postpone  the  collection 
of  the  remaining  debts  until  the  coming  winter.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE   CENTENNIAL 

CELEBRATION. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  Convention  to  co-operate  with 
a  like  Committee  to  be  appointed  by  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina,  in 
arranging  a  joint  meeting  of  the  two  Conventions  in  Tarboro  during  the 
present  month  in  commemoration  of  the  first  attempt  to  organize  the 
Church  in  North  Carolina,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report,  that  the 
Council  of  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina,  in  response  to  the  invitation  of 
our  Convention,  have  agreed  to  meet  with  us  in  joint  Convention  upon 
the  i6th,  17th  and  i8th  of  the  current  month,  in  Calvary  Church,  Tar- 
boro, where  we  are  now  assembled ;  and  the  Committees  of  the  two 
Dioceses  have  prepared  and  caused  to  be  printed  a  programme  of  ser- 
vices, addresses  and  papers  appropriate  to  the  character  of  the  meeting, 
a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  appended  as  part  of  this  report. 

Your  Committee  think  it  not  improper  to  add  a  word  with  reference 
to  the  series  of  addresses  and  papers  which  are  set  forth  in  this  pro- 
gramme. This  year  is  not  the  Centennial  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Caro- 
lina. It  is  the  Centennial  of  the  first  attempt  to  organize  a  Diocese  in 
this  State.  That  attempt  failed.  It  was  in  reality  more  an  epilogue  to  the 
drama  of  the  Colonial  Church,  than  the  prelude  to  our  present  corporate 
existence.  The  interest  attaching  to  these  meetings  is,  therefore,  purely 
au  historical  interest.  Their  bearing  upon  the  present  condition  of  the 
Church  as  organized  in  North  Carolina  is  remote.  But  Ihey  have  a  most 
important  relation  to  the  preceding  history  of  the  Church  in  the  Prov- 
ince, and  they  do  mark  a  crisis,  though  it  is  a  crisis  of  disintegration 
rather  than  of  construction  and  growth.  Almost  nothing  has  heretofore 
been  done  to  ascertain  the  facts  of  our  Colonial  Church  history,  and  to 
show  the  part  played  by  the  Church  in  the  development  of  our  people 
and  of  our  institutions.  The  grossest  mistakes  and  misrepresentations 
of  the  Church,  our  ministers  and  the  character  of  our  ecclesiastical  insti- 
tutions pass  current  even  with  our  historians.  Your  Committee  have, 
therefore,  thought  proper  to  give  great  prominence  in  the  programme 
herewith  submitted,  to  the  history  of  the  Church  in  North  Carolina 
before  the  organization  of  our  present  Diocese.  They  were  sensible  that 
such  a  series  of  papers  and  addresses  could  not  be  fully  delivered  in  the 
time  at  our  command  during  the  joint  Convention.  Some  will  have  to 
be  omitted  entirely  ;  those  which  are  read  will  probably  be  read  in  part. 
It  was  the  hope  and  the  design  of  your  Committee  that  this  occasion 
should  produce  a  series  of  monographs  upon  the  most  important  points 
of  our  history  in  North  Carolina,  which,  whether  read  at  these  meetings 
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or  not,  couid  be  printed,  and  thereby  secure  a  wider  audience  and  pre- 
serve in  permanent  form  the  results  of  this  most  interesting  meeting.  It 
is  believed  that  Churchmen  throughout  the  Dioceses  of  North  and  East 
Carolina  will  be  glad  to  possess  such  a  record  of  the  past,  as  well  as  the 
memorials  of  our  more  recent  history  which  also  have  their  place  in 
the  programme. 

Your  Committee  are  deeply  sensible  of  the  difficulty  of  making  such 
meetings  both  interesting  at  the  time  and  valuable  in  their  permanent 
results.  They  have  exercised  their  best  judgment  and  used  every 
endeavor  in  order  to  combine,  as  far  as  possible,  these  two  things.  This 
has  involved  an  amount  of  labor,  and  has  been  accompanied  by  diffi- 
culty and  perplexities,  which  may  not  be  apparent  in  their  performance. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  ask  the  charitable  indulgence  of  the  Con- 
vention, and  trust  that  whatever  may  be  the  defects  in  their  work,  it 
may  be  in  some  measure  successful  in  stimulating  an  intelligent  interest 
in  our  past,  and  a  renewed  zeal  to  make  the  story  of  the  next  century 
more  worthy  of  our  Master  and  His  cause.

The  Rev.  Julian  E.  Ingle  presented  and  read  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  with  accom- 
panying resolution,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted: 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  beg  leave  to  report,  that 
having  reviewed  the  Parochial  Reports  and  other  papers  placed  in  their 
hands,  they  find  ample  ground  for  thankfulness  and  encouragement  in 
the  evident  indications  of  the  Divine  blessing  on  the  work  of  the  Diocese 
everywhere  prevailing.  Instead  of  entering  into  the  details  of  statistics, 
for  whose  proper  presentation  our  material  is  inadequate,  it  shall  suffice 
to  indicate  some  of  the  conclusions  at  which  we  have  arrived. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer,  showing  unusually  large  balances  in  all 
his  accounts  with  the  Diocese,  notwithstanding  the  financial  difficulties 
of  the  past  year,  is  peculiarly  gratifying  as  a  proof  that  our  people  are 
rising  to  a  better  appreciation  of  the  importance  of  maintaining  the 
dignity  of  the  Diocese  and  the  institutions  which  it  fosters.  We  believe 
that  nothing  has  proved  more  effective  to  this  end  than  the  Thompson 
Orphanage,  whose  care  and  development  have  drawn  our  people  together 
in  a  noble  charity  which  appeals  most  forcibly  to  our  Christian  sympa- 
thies, unites  us  firmly  in  a  common  endeavor,  and  affords  abundant 
proof  of  the  Church's  purpose  to  fulfil  her  Divine  commission. 

The  other  educational  institutions  of  the  Diocese  can  hardly  be  deemed 
unequal  to  rank  with  the  Orphanage  as  the  necessary  outgrowth  of  a 
living  faith  and  the  truest  sign  of  a  healthy  development  in  training 
some  of  the  best  minds  of  both  races  of  our  population  in  the  principles 
of  our  holy  religion. 

The  eloquent  address  of  Mr.  Silas  McBee,  the  Commissioner  of  the 
I'niversity  of  the  South,  leaves  to  your  Committee  nothing  to  add,  save 
the  expression  of  their  earnest  hope  that  our  people  will  awake  to  a 
more  perfect  appreciation  of  the  opportunities  ariorded  them  in  the 
magnificent  foundations  laid  at  Sewanee,  and  the  yet  more  glorious 
spirit  of  self-sacrifice  on  the  part  of  the  members  of  the  present  Faculty, 
which  affotds  far  better  assurance  of  success  than  any  amount  of 
material  endowment,  and  an  appeal  which  ought  to  call  forth  not 
only  the  prayers  of  Churchmen  and  the  prompt  payment  of  our  appor- 
tionment for  the  support  of  the  Theological  Department,  but  the  gener- 
ous patronage  of  our  people  in  securing  for  their  sons  the  incomparable 
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advantages  in  godly  and  good  learning  which  are  here  so  richly  pro- 
vided. A  proposition  having  been  made  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Univer- 
sity to  promote  an  alliance  of  the  Diocesan  schools  in  the  Southern 
Dioceses  with  the  University,  your  Committee  warmly  commend  the 
'matter  to  the  consideration  of  the  Convention,  and  ask  the  appointment 
of  a  committee  to  confer  with  the  Trustees  of  the  University  in  regard 
to  the  details  of  a  plan  having  in  view  the  promotion  of  the  interests 
common  to  the  institutions  at  Ravenscroft  and  Sewanee,  conforming 
the  system  of  Ravenscroft  to  that  of  the  higher  institution,  so  that  its 
pupils  may,  with  greater  readiness,  pass  to  the  curriculum  of  the  Uni- 
versity, thus  securing  to  ourselves  the  supervision  of  the  Faculty  at 
Sewanee  in  our  Diocesan  school  and  doing  our  part  in  relieving  the 
University  of  the  necessity  of  maintaining  a  grammar  school.  It  is 
believed  that  such  a  provision  would  secure  an  immediate  increase  in 
the  number  of  our  pupils  at  Ravenscroft,  not  only  from  North  Carolina, 
but  from  the  neighboring  States  not  yet  provided  with  Diocesan  schools. 

Descending  now  to  matters  of  parochial  interest,  it  is  gratifying  to 
note  the  fact  that  so  many  new  churches  have  been  built  and  conse- 
crated within  the  past  year,  and  that  the  adornment  of  the  temple  in 
many  places  goes  on  with  increasing  zeal  and  devotion.  Services  have 
been  multiplied  and  especially  has  the  reverent  celebration  and  recep- 
tion of  the  Holy  Eucharist  become  more  generally  recognized  as  the 
due  observance  of  every  Lord*s  Day.  The  readiness  with  which  con- 
siderable numbers  of  our  people  gather  in  the  early  morning  for  a 
devout  participation  in  the  Holy  Mysteries,  is  surely  no  slight  indication 
that  the  love  of  Christ  is  yet  iu  many  hearts  more  constraining  than  the 
love  of  ease.  May  we  not  hope  that  the  grace  received  through  these 
Divine  channels  will  work  iu  those  hearts  a  more  intense  desire  to  share 
their  blessings  with  the  multitudes  about  us  in  a  fuller  provision  for  the 
evangelization  of  the  world  and  especially  in  supplying  the  waste  places 
of  our  own  Diocese  with  the  seed  of  the  Divine  Word,  that  they  may  yet 
blossom  as  the  garden  of  the  Lord  and  bring  forth  much  fruit  to  the 
praise  of  the  glory  of  His  grace.  Nearly  four  hundred  ladies  are  asso- 
ciated in  our  Diocesan  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  Board 
of  Missions,  and  right  nobly  are  they  laboring  to  fulfil  their  task,  while 
the  brothers  of  St.  Andrew  are  developing  the  power  of  companionship 
as  a  means  of  gathering  young  men  into  the  fold  of  the  Church.  We 
commend  both  these  associations  to  the  active  co-operation  of  the 
people  of  the  Diocese. 

It  is  a  source  of  regret  that  scarcely  any  practical  response  has  been 
made  by  either  Clergy  or  Laity  to  the  resolution  of  the  last  Convention 
endorsing  the  Clergymen's  Retiring  Fund  Society.  The  fund  is  increas- 
ing rapidly  and  every  month's  delay  is  deferring  the  benefits  which  are 
elsewhere  eagerly  embraced.     In  some  of  the  Dioceses  the  Clergy  as  a 
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body  are  becoming  members  of  the  Society  by  means  of  the  offerings  of 
their  Parishes  in  behalf  of  the  aged  Clergy.  We  would  commend  to  the 
Clergy  of  the  Diocese  the  cordial  endorsement  of  this  fund  by  the  House 
of  Bishops  in  their  Pastoral  Letter  issued  at  the  close  of  the  late  General 
Convention,  and  impress  upon  the  Laity  the  importance  of  providing  an 
honorable  pension  in  age  and  infirmity  for  the  stewards  of  God*s  Myste- 
ries who  have  broken  to  them  the  Bread  of  Eternal  Life. 

Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  progress  of  the  Church  among 
us  would  be  greatly  promoted  by  a  larger  acquaintance  with  the  methods 
of  work  pursued  elsewhere,  and  to  this  end  recommend  a  more  general 
patronage  of  the  Church  press.  The  "  Church  Year,"  published  at  Jack- 
sonville, Florida,  provides  much  information  of  this  character,  and 
affords  a  ready  means  of  communication  between  the  Southern  Dioceses. 
We  hope  that  it  will  obtain  a  large  circulation  in  North  Carolina. 

In  accordance  with  the  suggestions  already  made  in  regard  to  the 
educational  interests  of  the  Diocese,  we  offer  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved^  That  a  Committee,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  one 
Layman,  be  appointed  to  confer  with  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of 
the  South  in  relation  to  the  affiliation  of  our  Diocesan  school  with  the 
University.

The  Rev.  J.  B.  Cheshire,  Jr.,  read  to  the  Convention  a

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On  motion  of  Col.  H.  C.  Jones,  the  Committee  was  dis- 
charged. 

The  Rev.  F.  J.  Murdoch  presented  and  read  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Evangelistic  Work,  with  accompany- 
ing resolutions,  which,  on  motion,  were  taken  up  separately 
and  adopted: 

The  Committee  on  Evangelistic  Work  respectfully  report  that  it  seems 
to  them  that  two  plans  might  be  tried  at  once  to  advance  this  work  in 
our  Diocese.  The  one  is  the  plan  suggested  by  Rev.  Mr.  Wetmore  to 
the  last  Convention.  (See  Journal,  pages  24  and  25).  This  provides 
that  the  Deans  of  Convocations  shall  visit,  once  or  twice  a  year,  all 
missions  within  the  bounds  of  their  Convocation,  search  out  the  scat- 
tered members  of  the  Church,  and  examine  promising  points  to  start 
missions,  and  also  visit  the  regular  Parishes,  to  give  information  about 
the  field  and  the  work. 

The  other  plan  is  to  make  an  effort  to  procure  a  number  of  lay  preach- 
ers to  preach  the  gospel  in  school-houses  and  private  houses,  and  where- 
ever  else  they  can  get  a  hearing.  Neither  of  these  plans  require  any 
legislation  at  present,  and  therefore  we  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
following  resolutions : 

1.  Resolved^  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Convocations  to  adopt, 
during  the  coming  year,  the  plan  of  work  proposed  by  Rev.  W.  R. 
Wetmore  in  that  portion  of  his  resolutions  which  is  entitled  "Canon 
11,"^  on  pages  24  and  25  of  the  Journal  of  last  Convention. 

2.  Resolved^  That  we  request  every  minister  in  this  Diocese  to  do  his 
best  to  find  suitable  persons  to  be  appointed  lay  preachers,  and  to  apply 
to  the  Bishop  for  licenses  for  them. 

3.  Resolved^  That  we  do  most  earnestly  urge  upon  all  persons  ap- 
pointed lay  preachers  to  undertake  the  work  and  to  persevere  in  preach- 
ing at  least  on  one  stated  Sunday  of  each  month  during  the  whole  year 
for  which  his  license  runs,  at  some  place  to  be  designated  by  the  minis- 
ter under  whose  charge  he  shall  be  placed. 

4.  Resolvedy  That  each  lay  preacher  be  required  to  report  to  the 
Bishop,  or  to  some  one  designated  by  him,  on  the  first  of  September, 
and  on  the  first  of  every  third  month  thereafter,  showing  how  many 
times  and  at  what  places  he  has  preached  during  the  quarter  of  the  year 
last  past,  and  that  a  tabular  abstract  of  these  reports  be  published  in 
some  Church  paper  for  the  information  of  the  Church. 

5.  Resolved^  That  the  further  consideration  of  the  changes  in  the 
Canon,  proposed  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wetmore,  be  postponed  for  a  year.

The  Rev.  D.  H.  Buel,  D.  D.,  presented  and  read  the 

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  FELLOWS  OF  RAVENSCROFT. 

The  Board  of  Fellows  of  Ravenscroft  respectfully  report  to  the  Con- 
vention, that  at  a  special  meeting  held  during  the  session  of  the  last 
Diocesan  Convention,  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  was  instructed  to  corre- 
spond with  Mr.  Ronald  MacDonald,  who  had  been  highly  recommended 
to  the  Board  as  a  very  suitable  person  for  the  vacant  Headmastership  of 
the  High  School  for  boys,  with  the  view  of  obtaining  him  for  that  posi- 
tion. This  was  immediately  done,  and  Mr.  MacDonald  expressed  his 
willingness  to  come  on,  as  we  wished  him  to  do,  and  see  the  place  and 
confer  with  the  Committee.  This  he  did  at  his  earliest  convenience — 
and  not  long  after  his  return  home  he  sent  his  acceptance  of  the  posi- 
tion on  the  same  terms  as  those  on  which  it  had  been  held  by  Mr.  Prince. 
Mr.  MacDonald,  who  is  the  son  of  the  eminent  and  popular  author 
George  MacDonald,  of  England,  is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of 
Oxford,  and  for  some  years  taught  with  the  greatest  acceptance  in  several 
of  the  best  public  schools  of  England,  and  for  two  years  taught  in  a  very 
large  and  popular  school  in  Pottstown,  Pa.  He  comes  to  us  most  highly 
recommended  by  the  heads  of  colleges  both  at  Oxford  and  Cambridge 
and  of  the  public  schools  where  he  taught  in  England  and  in  this  coun- 
try, and  by  our  eminent  teacher  the  Rev.  Dr.  Henry  A.  Coit.  We  can 
most  truly  say  that  Mr.  MacDonald  amply  fulfils  all  the  expectations 
which  these  very  strong  recommendations  awakened.  The  school  was 
opened  at  the  appointed  time  in  September.  Mr.  MacDonald,  with  the 
Bishop's  sanction,  chose  as  assistant  teacher  Mr.  Bissell,  a  late  graduate 
of  Yale  University,  and  he  proves  to  be  admirable  in  his  position  and  is 
very  acceptable  to  all  who  know  him. 

The  Board  at  its  annual  meeting  appointed  Miss  Ramseur,  Matron, 
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and  she  entered  upon  her  office  at  the  opening  of  the  sctool ;  but  to  our 
great  regret,  failing  health  compelled  her  to  resign  after  a  few  months, 
and  Miss  Gibbs,  of  Charleston,  was  chosen  to  this  office  in  her  place. 

The  work  of  the  school  has  been  going  on  very  successfully  and 
happily  and  we  believe  that  the  Head  Master  and  his  assistant  give 
entire  satisfaction  to  the  parents  and  to  the  boys.  The  only  drawback 
is  that  too  few  boys  are  sent  to  the  school. 

Several  circumstances  have  contributed  to  this. 

1st.  The  Head  Master  and  his  assistant  were  not  known  to  our  people; 
2d.  Mr.  MacDonald  was  obliged  to  be  absent  several  weeks  last  summer 
in  England  and  could  not  reach  Asheville  until  very  near  the  time  of 
the  opening  of  the  school ;  and  3d.  We  apprehend  that  the  wide-spread 
impression  that  Ravenscroft  is  a  high-priced  school  has  kept  many 
parents  from  sending  their  boys.  This  impression,  we  are  sure,  is 
erroneous.  It  is  a  very  low-priced  school  for  one  of  its  high  order  ;  and 
when  we  consider  that  at  Ravenscroft  there  are  literally  no  extras; 
tuition  in  all  branches,  including  even  French  and  German,  with  board, 
washing,  fuel  and  lights,  being  embraced  in  the  three  hundred  dollars, 
and  that  abatements  are  frequently  made  in  special  cases,  as  when 
several  boys  come  from  one  family,  and  also  for  the  sons  of  Clergy  of 
the  Diocese.  When  all  this  is  considered,  our  price  will  be  found  to  be 
lower  than  that  of  the  most  popular  schools  of  North  Carolina. 

The  Board  at  its  annual  meeting  authorized  the  Bishop  to  lease  the 
school  buildings  and  property  to  Mr.  MacDonald  for  five  years,  the 
school  to  continue  a  schctol  of  the  Church  and  to  be  under  the  due  super- 
vision of  the  Bishop. 

Accordingly,  in  the  month  of  January  the  Bishop,  with  the  hearty 
concurrence  of  the  Executive  Committee,  made  such  a  lease  to  Mr. 
MacDonald  for  the  term  of  five  years,  he  paying  all  expenses  and  receiv- 
ing all  the  income. 

There  have  been  this  year  at  the  school  sixteen  boys  in  all,  a  few  of 
these  being  there  for  only  a  part  of  the  year,  and  now  there  are  eleven 
scholars,  three  of  them  being  boarding  scholars.  Mr  MacDonald  is 
receiving  many  letters  of  enquiry  about  the  school,  and  is  cheerful  and 
hopeful  about  its  future.  It  should  also  be  said  to  his  credit  and  honor 
that  he  has  done  and  is  doing  much  for  the  improvement  of  the  house  and 
of  the  place.  He  is  nobly  courageous,  and  if  his  life  is  spared,  and  the 
Diocese  does  its  duty,  or  even  if  unfortunately  it  does  not,  we  believe 
that  a  large  and  most  admirable  school  will  be  built  up  there. 

The  Training  School  for  the  Ministry  has  steadily  pursued  its  work 
through  the  year.  Four  candidates  have  been  under  instruction.  Of 
these  one  is  a  Deacon,  doing  good  work  at  several  mission  stations,  and 
preparing  for  the  Priesthood.     The  other  three  are  candidates,  living 
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and  studying  at  Shoenberger  Hall.  Of  these  one  was  ordained  Deacou 
last  autumn,  and  is  now  laboring  very  satisfactorily  in  charge  of  Grace 
Church,  Morganton.  The  other  two  young  men  are  preparing  and  will 
soon  be  ready  for  the  first  examination  for  the  Priesthood. 

The  Training  School  will,  at  the  opening  of  the  new  scholastic  year, 
be  reinforced  by  an  excellent  young  clergyman,  who  will  reside  at  the 
Hall  as  assistant  teacher,  and  will  also  officiate  at  Hot  Springs,  thus 
adding  another  county  to  the  three  large  counties  now  embraced  in  the 
scope  of  the  Ravenscroft  Missions.  We  have  reason  to  expect  a  con- 
siderable increase  of  students  at  the  opening  of  the  new  year  of  the 
school.  If  the  Training  School  and  Mission  may  only  have  the  prayers 
and  the  substantial  aid  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese,  it  will,  with  God's 
blessing,  do  good  service  to  our  Lord  and  His  Holy  Church.

The  Committee  on  Canons  desire  to  submit  the  following  report  in 
regard  to  the  proposed  amendment  of  the  Constitution,  Article  IX,  Sec- 
tion 3  : 

In  view  of  the  great  importance  of  the  matters  involved  in  the  pro- 
posed change,  it  is  not  deemed  expedient  to  make  any  recommendation 
at  this  late  period  of  the  session.

Jarvis  Buxton,  D.  D.,  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina, 
and  the  Rev.  N.  Collin  Hughes,  D.  D.,  of  the  Diocese  of 
East  Carolina  in  the  Chancel. 

Evening  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Julian  E.  Ingle 
and  the  Rector  of  the  Parish,  the  Rev.  G.  P.  Hebbard. 

At  the  close  of  the  services,  the  Rev.  Jarvis  Buxton, 
D.  D.,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  Centennial 
Celebration,  requested  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  to  take 
the  chair  as  presiding  officer  of  the  Joint  Convention,  and 
to  call  to  his  assistance  the  Rt.  Rev.  A.  A.  Watson,  D.  D., 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina.

It  is  gratifying  to  say  that  there  is  a  continuous  growth  and  interest  in 
our  work  here.  The  prospects  for  more  extensive  work  have  never  been 
more  encouraging  than  at  present.  The  work  as  a  whole  is  growing, 
but  the  Parish  school  is  its  main  feature,  and  the  only  sure  channel 
through  which  the  Church  can  successfully  reach  the  colored  race.  Our 
attendance  this  year  has  been  very  large  and  uniform.     Our  roll  shows 
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139  scholars.  We  are  now  very  much  in  need  of  more  room  to  accom- 
modate our  scholars.  Charlotte  is  one  of  our  most  thrifty  and  growing 
cities,  hence  the  importance  of  a  strong  Church  school. 

To  make  the  necessary  addition  to  our  present  building  will  cost  $375, 
which  we  hope  will  be  forthcoming,  so  that  we  may  do  the  work  during 
the  vacation  and  be  ready  for  the  fall  term. 

The  work  at  Lincolnton,  N.  C,  one  of  my  stations,  is  doing  well.  We 
have  had  five  confirmations  this  year  and  one  baptism,  and  there  are 
other  candidates  who  will  be  ready  for  confirmation  at  the  Bishop's  next 
visit.

This  work  lies  thirty-eight  miles  from  my  home  and  is  inaccessible  in 
winter,  but  in  spite  of  this  the  work  is  promising.  We  hope  to  build  a 
school  house  at  once,  and  secure  the  services  of  a  zealous  layman  to 
teach  and  do  other  work,  and  are  hopeful  of  the  future. 

There  are  many  items  of  interest  as  well  as  services  performed,  which 
cannot  well  be  i)laced  in  the  report  of  work  for  past  year.  Everywhere 
there  is  a  deepening  interest  and  an  increase  of  opportunity  for  fulfilling 
our  mission  as  the  Church  of  Christ.  Our  inability  to  seize  and  use 
opportunities  explains  the  meagre  results  reported.     At  St.  John's  the 
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work  is  making  a  slight  advance.  St.  Agnes  has  lost  heavily  by  re- 
movals, but  is  destined  to  be  the  centre  of  a  large  influence. 

B3'  the  kindness  of  some  friends  North  I  have  been  enabled  during  the 
past  year  to  add  an  industrial  department  to  St.  Cyprian's.  This  work, 
begun  three  years  ago,  is  most  encouraging.  Another  teacher  would  be 
very  helpful,  but  I  see  no  means  to  pay  requisite  salary.  In  building 
chapel,  paying  teacher's  salary  for  three  years,  paying  for  land,  rectory 
and  workshop,  $225  will  cover  all  the  aid  received  from  commission  to 
colored  people.  At  Cashier's  Valley  our  school  house  will  be  complete 
in  two  months.  A  clerg>'man  is  greatly  needed,  but  none  can  be  got- 
ten, so  I  continue  in  charge  doing  what  I  can. 

At  Murphy  we  have  eleven  communicants  and  a  few  brought  up  under 
Church  influences,  but  not  yet  confirmed.  Murphy  is  a  growing  town, 
quite  an  important  place.  The  people  are  anxious  for  a  clergyman,  and 
will  do  all  they  can  to  provide  for  one  and  to  build  a  church.  Some- 
thing must  be  done  or  the  ground  will  be  lost  to  us.  The  great  need 
here  is  for  more  men  and  money  to  do  the  work  necessary  in  this  large 
field.

COLLEGIATE  INSTITUTE,  RALEIGH,  N.  C. 

There  have  been  attached  to  this  Institution  during  the  present  schol- 
astic year  70  males  and  49  females,  total  118.  Of  these  46  males  and  21 
females,  total  67,  were  boarders,  and  24  males  and  28  females,  total  52, 
were  day  scholars. 

In  the  Theological  Department  two  Candidates  have  been  ordained  : 
Rev.  H.  B.  Delany,  who  is  doing  good  service  in  St.  Augustine  Mission, 
Raleigh,  and  as  Assistant  in  the  school,  and  the  Rev.  Jos.  N.  Bean,  who, 
soon  after  his  ordination,  went  to  his  home  in  the  Island  of  Vieques  de 
Puerto  Rico,  where  he  is  engaged  in  ministerial  w^ork.  There  are  now 
two  Candidates  and  nine  Postulants. 

The  Faculty,  in  addition  to  the  Principal,  consists  of  the  Rev.  A.  B. 
Hunter,  Vice- Principal;  Prof.  F.  H.  Noble,  Mrs.  A.  A.  F.  Sprague,  Rev. 
H.  B.  Delany,  Mrs.  Sarah  White,  Mr.  Jos.  C.  White  and  Miss  Laura  E. 
Beard. 

The  Postulants  have  held  services  at  various  points.  Mr.  J.  R.  Brooks, 
during  his  vacation  last  summer,  assisted  the  Rev.  Mr.  George  in  his 
colored  ^ork  in  Durham.  Mr.  Geo.  W.  Williams  has  held  regular 
services  once  a  month  at  St.  Luke's,  in  Warren  County,  for  a 
congregation  of  thirty  communicants  which  he  has  gathered.  The 
Principal,  from  time  to  time,  visits  this  congregation  to  admiuister 
Baptism  and  the  Holy  Communion.  Mr.  S.  A.  B.  Trott  spent  his  last 
vacation  near  Noise,  in  Moore  County,  ministering  to  a  colored  congre- 
gation, which  has  come  to  us  from  the  Methodists.  In  this  work  he  is 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  Walker,  of  Pittsboro. 

The  Sunday-school  attached  to  the  Institution  is  composed  of  the 
boarding  students  and  children  gathered  from  the  neighborhood.  It 
has  one  Superintendent  and  seven  teachers,  and  64  male  and  67  female 
scholars,  total  131. 

During  the  past  year  five  of  the  students  have  been  baptized  and  ten 
confirmed.     The  baptisms  and  confirmations  are  reported  in  connection 
with  St.  Augustine's  Mission,  Raleigh.

REPORT  OF    DEAN  OF  THE    CONVOCATION  OF   CHARLOTTE. 

To  the  Rt  Rev.  T.  D.  Lymau,  D.  D.  LL.D.,  Bishop  of  North  Carolina: 
The  Convocation  of  Charlotte  has  had,  during  the  year,  three  meet- 
ings, one  at  Lincolnton,  one  at  Concord,  and  one  at  Greensboro.  These 
were  all  enjoyable,  especially  that  at  Concord,  audit  is  hoped  profitable 
occasions  to  all 'taking  part.  At  each  of  the  meetingji  there  were  a 
number  of  ser\*ices.  The  most  noticeable  feature  of  the  one  at  Greens- 
boro was  the  substitution,  at  one  of  the  evening  services,  of  missionary- 
addresses,  in  place  of  a  sermon,  on  the  topics,  "The  present  condition 
of  the  Home  Field;"  "The  Agencies  to  be  employed  in  the  work," 
and   "  Individual  Responsibility  in  regard  to  the  work." 

The  meeting  at  Lincolnton  was  called  for  the  special  purpose  of 
working  out  a  plan  to  secure  for  girls  of  moderate  means  a  boarding 
school  at  Rutherfordton,  at  which  place  was  offered  to  us  the  choice  of 
several  lots,  and  $^(mJrom  persons  not  belonging  to  our  chureh,  to  aid  in 
establishing  such  a  school.  It  is  a  matter  of  very  deep  regret  that,  so 
far,  we  have  been  unable  to  supplement  the  donation  offered  by  an 
amount  large  enough  to  accomplish  our  object.

REPORT  OF  DEAN  OF  THE  CONVOCATION  OF  TARBORO. 

The  Convocation  of  Tarboro  has  held  three  meetings  during  the 
fiscal  year.  One  at  Henderson  immediately  after  the  Convention.  The 
second  at  Weldon,  Dec.  4th,  at  which  a  series  of  services  were  held, 
extending  through  three  days.  A  Sunday-school  service  on  the  after- 
noon of  the  5th  formed  a  special  feature  of  the  Convocation.  All  the 
services  were  well  attended  and  the  congregations  showed  much  interest. 

On  February  5th  the  Convocation  met  at  Tarboro.  Services,  extend- 
ing over  three  days,  were  held  in  Calvary  and  St.  Luke's,  also  mission 
services  (the  clergy  going  out  two  by  two)  at  St.  Clary's,  Edgecombe 
County,  at  Sparta,  Leggett's  and  Coakley's. 

The  interest  manifested  by  the  laity  in  the  meetings  has  been  very 
gratifying  and  productive  of  good  results. 

During  this  year,  the  missionary  labors  within  the  bounds  of  this  Con- 
vocation have  been  largely  attended. 

The  Rev.  George  P.  Hebbard  and  the  Rev.  W.J.  Smith  have  held  mis- 
sion services  at  various  points.  The  Rev.  E.  W.  Bumstead  has  extended 
his  field  and  is  building  a  church  at  Battleboro.  The  Rev.  W.  L.  Melli- 
champe  has  built  a  church  at  Littleton,  opened  missions  at  Garysburg 
and  Pleasant  Hill,  and  preached  to  the  convicts  at  the  vState  Farm.  The 
Rev.  Gilbert  Higgs  and  the  Rev.  W.  T.  Picard  have  opened  missions  at 
Rich  Square,  where  steps  have  been  taken  towards  building  a  church, 
and  at  Margarettsville,  where  a  Lay  Reader,  Mr.  R.  H.  Stancell,  Jr., 
has  been  appointed.  The  offerings  have  been  sufficient  to  pay  all 
expenses  and  enable  the  Convocation  to  render  some  aid  to  the  work  of 
church  extension  within  its  limits.

Address  of  the  Bishop. 


Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

We  meet  this  year  under  circumstances  of  peculiar  inter- 
est, being  just  one  hundred  years,  next  month,  since  the 
first  gathering  of  the  Clerg>'  and  Laity  of  North  Carolina, 
with  a  view  to  some  regular  organization.  It  is  most  fitting 
that  we  should  commemorate  an  occasion  of  so  much  impor- 
tance. And  I  am  sure  we  are  all  looking  forward  with  no 
common  satisfaction  to  the  welcome  which  we  have  in  store 
for  our  dear  brethren  of  East  Carolina,  that  we  may  together 
celebrate  an  event  which  is  of  equal  interest  to  us  all. 

My  address  to  you,  at  this  time,  will  be  chiefly  occupied 
with  those  recitals  which  have  to  do  with  what  has  tran- 
spired within  the  limits  of  our  own  Diocese  since  we  last 
met  in  Convention.  In  our  relation  to  the  Church  at  large 
we  have  to  mourn  the  loss  of  one  of  our  elder  Bishops,  the 
Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Vail,  Bishop  of  Kansas,  who  was  called  away, 
quite  suddenly,  when  on  his  way  to  New  York  to  attend 
our  last  General  Convention.  He  was  a  very  devout  and 
earnest  man,  full  of  zeal  and  activity.  He  accomplished 
much  for  his  Diocese,  and  will  long  be  held  in  grateful 
remembrance. 

In  our  own  Diocese  one  only  of  our  Clerg>'  has  been 
removed  by  death.  Rev.  Harr>^  O.  Lacey,  of  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Winston.  He  had  been  entirely  disabled  for  a 
year,  but  was  full  of  hopefulness  and  a  burning  desire  to 
return  to  his  official  duties.  But  Providence  had  otherwise 
ordered  it,  and  after  many  months  of  great  weakness  and 
suifering  he  suddenly  departed,  while  on  the  railway  train, 
journeying  from  Asheville  to  New  York.  His  loss  has 
been  much  deplored  by  all  who  knew  him. 
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The  first  duty  to  which  I  was  called  after  the  adjourn- 
ment of  our  last  Convention  was  on  Saturday,  May  25th, 
when  I  consecrated  St.  James'  Chapel,  in  Pittsboro;  aver\' 
neat  and  commodious  edifice  erected  for  the  colored  people. 
This  work  was  accomplished  chiefly  through  the  active  and 
untiring  efforts  of  Rev.  Mr.  Bush.  The  request  for  con- 
secration was  read  by  him,  and  the  sentence  of  consecration 
by  Rev.  Wm.  Walker,  Rector  of  St.  Bartholomew's  Church, 
Pittsboro.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  me,  and  I  also 
confirmed  eleven  persons  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. 

The  next  day,  Sunday,  May  26th,  I  preached,  confirmed 
one  person,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion  in  St. 
Bartholomew's  Church,  Rev.  Dr.  Sutton  and  Rev.  Messrs. 
Bush  and  Walker  assisting  in  the  services. 

Ascension  Day,  May  30th,  I  visited  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Comforter,  Walnut  Cove,  and  after  Morning  Prayer 
by  Rev  Louis  L.  Williams,  I  preached,  confirmed  four  per- 
sons, addressed  them,  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. I  duly  organized  the  Mission,  agreeably  with  our 
Canon,  and  appointed  the  regular  officers. 

Saturday,  June  ist,  in  the  IMetliodist  Church  at  German- 
ton,  I  preached,  confirmed  three  persons  and  administered 
the  Holy  Communion,  Mr.  Williams  assisting  in  theser\aces. 
It  gratifies  me  to  add  that  a  zealous  effort  has  been  made  for 
the  erection  of  'a  Church  at  this  place,  which  I  understand 
will  soon  be  ready  for  occupancy. 

Sunday,  June  2d,  in  St.  Paul's,  Winston,  I  preached  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion  in  the  morning,  and  at 
night  preached,  confirmed  seven  persons,  and  addressed 
them.  Mr.  Williams  assisted  in  the  services.  He  remained 
in  charge  of  the  Parish,  and  the  ^Missions  associated  with 
it,  for  some  months  longer,  until  called  to  Elizabeth  City. 
F'or   a   little    time   ser\'ices    were   intennitted,    and   more 
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recently,  Rev.  Mr.  Reaney  has  accepted  a  call  to  the  charge 
and  is  now  efficiently  and  successfully  carrying  forward  the 
work. 

Friday,  June  7th,  I  held  an  Ordination  in  St.  Augustine 
Church,  Raleigh,  and  admitted  to  the  Order  of  Deacon  Mr. 
Henry  Beard  Delany,  one  of  the  instructors  in  St.  Augus- 
tine School,  on  presentation  by  Rev.  Dr.  Sutton.  I  preached 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  Mr.  Delany  con- 
tinues in  the  School,  and  also  assists  in  the  services  at  St. 
Augustine  Church,  Raleigh. 

Whitsunday,  June  9th,  I  preached  and  administered  the 
Holy  Comnmnion  in  Calvary  Church,  Tarboro,  and  at 
night  preached  again.  Confirmed  five  persons  and  ad- 
dressed them.  Had  a  conference  with  the  Vestrj'  in  regard 
to  a  Rector,  and  the  vacancy  which  then  existed  has  since 
been  happily  filled. 

Wednesday,  June  12th,  I  consecrated  the  new  and  beau- 
tiful St.  Luke's  Church  at  Gaston.  The  request  for  con- 
secration was  read  by  Mr.  Ashley  Wilkins,  and  the  sentence 
of  consecration  by  the  Rector,  Rev.  G.  Higgs,  who  also 
read  Morning  Prayer,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Smith.  I 
preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  The 
occasion  was  one  of  great  interest  to  the  neighborhood,  and 
visitors  came  from  a  considerable  distance.  The  Church 
is  one  of  the  most  chaste  and  attractive  of  anv  of  the  rural 
Churches  in  the  Diocese,  and  reflects  great  credit  upon  the 
refined  taste  and  untiring  watchfulness  of  the  Rector;  for 
Avithout  his  constant  care  and  guidance  no  such  result  could 
have  been  accomplished.  After  the  service,  a  ver}'  elegant 
and  bountiful  collation  was  provided  imder  the  trees,  near 
the  Church,  to  which  all  who  came  to  the  service  were 
most  cordially  invited. 

Thursday,  June  13th,  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Lit- 
tleton, after  Evening  Prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  Smith,  I  preached. 
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confirmed  two  persons,  and  addressed  them.  Shortly  after 
this  visit  Dr.  Smith,  owing  to  his  increasing  loss  of  sight, 
decided  to  give  up  this  charge,  which  was  undertaken  by 
Rev.  Mr.  Mellichampe,  upon  his  removal  into  this  Diocese 
the  following  month. 

Trinity  Sunday,  June  i6th,  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy 
Innocents,  Henderson,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  J.  E. 
Ingle,  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 
At  night,  confirmed  seven  persons  and  addressed  them. 

First  Sunday  after  Trinity,  June  23d,  in  St.  James' 
Church,  Wilmington,  I  assisted  in  the  service  and  preached. 
Also,  by  special  request,  baptized  an  infant. 

Sunday,  July  7th,  consecrated  Grace  Church,  Weldon. 
The  request  to  consecrate  was  read  by  Mr.  W.  W.  Hall, 
and  the  sentence  of  consecration  by  Rev.  G.  Higgs.  Rev. 
Mr.  Bronson  and  Rev.  Messrs.  Picard  and  Mellichampe 
assisted  in  the  service.  I  preached  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion.  I  took  part  in  the  Evening  Ser\uce 
and  Mr.  Bronson  preached. 

Third  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  14th,  I  preached  in 
Christ  Church,  Raleigh. 

Tuesday,  July  i6th,  in  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Hillsboro, 
after  Evening  Prayer  by  Rev.  Messrs.  George  and  Ingle,  I 
preached,  confirmed  eleven  persons  and  addressed  them. 

Wednesday,  July  17th,  in  St.  Mary's,  Orange  County,  I 
was  assisted  in  the  service  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Murphy,  Ingle 
and  George.  I  preached,  confirmed  six  persons  and  ad- 
dressed them.  On  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  in  St. 
Barnabas'  Church,  Greensboro,  after  Evening  Prayer  by 
Rev.  Mr.  Stubbs,  I  confirmed  ten  persons  and  addressed 
them.  At  the  same  service,  the  children  of  the  Parish 
presented,  through  nie,  a  large  and  beautiful  Bible,  to  be 
placed  on  the  Lecturn.      I  was  most  happy  to  receive  and

deliver  over  so  appropriate  a  gift,  and  made  a  brief  address 
in  connection  with  its  reception. 

Friday,  July  19th,  in  Trinity  Church,  Statesville,  after 
Evening  Prayer  by  Rev.  S.  P.  Watters,  I  preached,  con- 
firmed two  persons  and  addressed  them.  Shortly  after  this 
visit  Mr.  Watters  resigned  the  charge  of  this  Church  and 
it  remained  without  any  services  for  several  months.  Quite 
lately  it  has  been  placed  under  the  charge  of  Rev.  E.  A. 
Osborne,  who  visits  the  Parish  one  Sunday  in  each  month. 

Sunday,  July  21st,  in  Grace  Church,  Morganton,  I  ad- 
mitted to  the  Order  of  Deacons  Mr.  Charles  Lorenzo  Hoff- 
man, on  presentation  by  Rev.  Dr.  Buel.  I  preached  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion,  being  assisted  in  the 
service  by  the  Rector,  Rev.  S.  P.  Watters,  Rev.  Dr.  Pickett, 
of  Mississippi,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Bland.  At  night,  in  same 
Church,  I  confirmed  six  persons  and  addressed  them.  It 
has  been  a  matter  of  much  regret  to  the  congregation,  and 
to  myself,  that  our  esteemed  brother,  who  then  had  charge 
of  the  Parish,  has  since  felt  it  his  duty  to  accept  a  call  to 
the  Diocese  of  Virginia.  His  place  has  been  supplied  by 
Rev.  Mr.  Hoffman,  and  I  am  pleased  to  hear  that  the  good 
work  is  going  on  prosperously  in  his  hands. 

Tuesday,  July  23d,  in  St.  John's  Church,  Marion,  Rev. 
Mr.  Bland  read  Morning  Prayer  and  I  preached,  confirmed 
three  persons,  and  addressed  them. 

I  left  the  same  evening  for  Asheville,  and  the  next  day 
presided  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Fellows  of  Ravens- 
croft.  Arrangements  were  then  made  for  opening  the  High 
School  for  boys,  in  September,  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Ronald  McDonald,  as  Head  Master.  He  came  to  us  very 
highly  commended  by  prominent  educators  both  in  Europe 
and  America,  and  I  am  ^pleased  to  say  that  he  has  fully 
proved  his  fitness  for  the  position  which  he  has  undertaken. 
The  school  has  not  been  large  during  the  past  year,  but  it 
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has  won  for  itself  a  high  reputation,  and  many  applications 
are  now  coming  in  for  places  in  the  school  the  next  year. 
Since  entering  upon  his  duties  Mr.  McDonald  has  accepted 
an  alternate  proposition  which  was  offered  him  by  tlie  Board 
of  Fellows,  and  has  taken  a  lease  of  the  property  for  five 
years,  thus  assuming  all  responsibility  for  carrying  on  the 
work.  During  my  stay  in  Asheville  last  summer  I  became 
fully  convinced  that  the  interest  of  the  school  would  be 
greatly  advanced  by  its  removal  some  few  miles  out  of  Ashe- 
ville, and  on  a  road  which  would  secure  easy  access  to  the 
city.  One  great  reason  for  this  change  is  found  in  the  fact 
that  the  grounds  now  occupied  have  only  a  small  surface 
that  is  comparatively  level,  while  a  much  larger  area  is 
needed  for  such  athletic  sports  as  it  is  so  desirable  to 
encourage.  Another  reason  is  that  our  present  building  is 
only  the  adaptation  of  a  private  residence  for  school  pur- 
poses. What  we  need  is  a  larger  building,  and  one  erected 
expressly  for  the  required  object,  with  all  the  conveniences 
and  appliances  which  are  so  ver>'  desirable.  The  greatly 
increased  value  of  our  present  property,  which  lies  in  quite 
a  central  part  of  the  city,  would  command  for  it  so  good  a 
price  that  with  the  proceeds  of  its  sale  \\t  can  secure  just 
what  we  need  for  the  school.  I  beg  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  Convention  to  this  matter,  and  I  hope  the  Board  of 
Fellows  may  receive  authority  to  sell  a  portion  of  the 
property,  reserving,  of  course,  a  liberal  tract  as  the  perma- 
nent domain  of  our  Theological  Training  School. 

Sixth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  28tli,  I  consecrated  St. 
John's  Church,  Hot  Springs.  The  request  for  consecration 
was  read  by  Mr.  A.  G.  Doolittle,  and  the  sentence  of  conse- 
cration by  Archdeacon  Moore,  of  the  Diocese  of  Louisiana. 
I  preached,  confirmed  two  persons  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion.  Rev.  Geo.  Bell  assisted  in  the  service.  The 
next  day  I  prepared  a  paper  duly  organizing  the  Mission 
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and  appointing  the  proper  officers.  Quite  recently  I  have 
been  able  to  make  excellent  provision  for  keeping  up  the 
services  at  this  point.  Rev.  William  Stanley  Barrows,  of 
the  Diocese  of  Long  Island,  has  taken  charge  of  the  Church. 
He  will  be  associated,  also,  with  Rev.  Dr.  Buel  in  the 
instniction  of  the  students  at  our  Theological  Training 
School  at  Asheville,  going  regularly  to  Hot  Springs  for  the 
Sunday  services.  Mr.  Barrows  brings  with  him  a  high 
reputation  for  scholarship  and  ability,  and  we  anticipate 
much  benefit  to  our  Training  School  from  this  accession 
of  valuable  help. 

Tuesday,  July  30th,  in  St.  Clement's  Church,  Candlers- 
ville,  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  in  the  services  by  Rev.  Mr.  Bell. 

Thursday,  August  i,  in  St.  Philip's  Church,  Brevard,  I 
was  assisted  in  the  services  by  Rev.  Dr.  Buel  and  Rev.  Mr. 
Wainwright.  I  preached,  confirmed  four  persons,  addressed 
them  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the 
afternoon  I  was  driven  a  short  distance  out  of  town,  and  at 
the  cottage  of  an  aged  and  infirm  person  I  confirmed  her, 
with  her  three  daughters  and  one  other  person,  and  made 
an  address. 

Seventh  Sunday  after  Trinity,  August  4th,  in  the  Chapel 
of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Cashier's  Valley,  after  Morning 
Prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  Buel  and  Rev.  Mr.  Deal,  I  preached, 
confirmed  three  persons,  addressed  them,  and  administered 
the  Holy  Communion.  We  found  the  beautiful  Chapel, 
where  we  held  our  services,  nearly  completed,  and  I  hope 
that  I  may  be  able  to  consecrate  it  during  this  coming 
summer.  Rev.  Mr.  Deal  holds  ser\nces  here  one  Sundav 
in  a  month  during  part  of  the  year.  I  am  now  seeking  for 
an  efficient  layman  who  can  hold  additional  ser\'ices  and 
also  carry  on  a  Parochial  School. 
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Tuesday,  August  6th,  in  St  David's,  Cullowhee,  Dr.  Buel 
and  Mr.  Hoffman  assisted  in  the  sendees.  I  preached,  con- 
firmed one  person  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 
Here  an  active  and  efficient  missionary  would  find  an 
admirable  field  for  labor. 

Wednesday,  August  7th,  in  a  hall  at  Sylver,  near  Web- 
ster, I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  Dr.  Buel  and  Mr.  Hoffman. 

Went  the  next  day  to  Franklin,  and  on  Friday,  August 
9tli,  in  St  John's  Church,  eight  miles  from  that  place,  I 
preached,  confirmed  one  person  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion.  The  Missionary,  Mr.  Deal,  assisted  in  the 
ser\'ices.  At  night,  in  St.  Cyprian's  Church,  for  colored 
people,  two  miles  from  Franklin,  Mr.  Deal  read  Evening 
Prayer.  I  preached,  confirmed  three  persons,  and  addressed 
them.  A  very  valuable  work  is  carried  on  here  by  the  aid 
of  a  colored  candidate  for  Orders,  who  keeps  up  the  regu- 
lar services,  and  has  a  flourishing  school.  I  expect  to 
admit  him  soon  to  Deacon's  Orders.  Through  the  exer- 
tions of  Mr.  Deal  funds  have  been  secured  for  adding  an 
Agricultural  and  Industrial  Department  to  the  school,  and 
very  great  benefits  are  anticipated  from  it. 

Eighth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  August  nth,  in  St.  Agnes' 
Church,  Franklin,  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion,  assisted  in  the  services  bv  Mr.  Deal.  A  lieavv 
rain,  in  the  early  morning,  kept  many  away  from  this 
service  who  had  been  looking  forward  to  it  with  much 
interest.      I  left  the  next  day  for  Waynesville. 

Tuesday,  August  13th,  in  Grace  Church  in  the  Moun- 
tains, after  Morning  Prayer  by  Dr.  Buel,  I  preached  and 
administered  the  Holv  Communion. 

Thursday,  August  15th,  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  near 
Asheville,  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, assisted  in  the  services  bv  Dr.  Buxton  and  Mr. 
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Postell.  In  the  afternoon,  in  Beaver  Dam  Chapel,  I 
preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted 
by  Dr.  Buxton  and  Mr.  Rice. 

Friday,  August  i6th,  in  Trinity  Chapel,  for  colored 
people,  Asheville,  Mr.  McDuflFey  read  Evening  Prayer,  I 
preached,  confirmed  nine  persons  and  addressed  them. 

Sunday,  August  i8th,  was  a  day  of  deep  interest  to  the 
congregation  of  Trinit>'  Church,  Asheville.  The  debt  upon 
the  Church  having  been  entirely  removed,  I  consecrated  it 
on  that  day  to  the  worship  and  service  of  Almighty  God. 
The  day  was  a  very  beautiful  one,  and  the  building  was 
thronged  by  a  reverent  assemblage  who  sought  to  partici- 
pate in  these  sacred  solemnities.  The  request  for  conse- 
cration was  read  by  Mr.  Lawrence  Pulliam,  and  the  sen- 
tence of  consecration  by  Rev.  Dr.  Buxton.  Morning  Prayer 
was  read  by  Rev.  Dr.  Buel,  and  Rev.  Messrs.  T.  A.  Porter 
and  Hanckel,  of  South  Carolina.  The  sermon  was  preached 
by  me,  and  I  also  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  At 
6  P.  M.,  after  Evening  Prayer,  I  confinned  six  persons 
and  addressed  them. 

Tuesday,  August  20th,  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Cross, 
Tr>'on  City,  after  Evening  Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Wrixon,  I 
preached,  confinned  seven  persons  and  addressed  them. 
Before  the  service  I  visited  a  small  cabin,  occupied  by  an 
aged  and  infinn  couple,  and  confirmed  them. 

Wednesday,  August  21st,  Rev.  Milnor  Jones  drove  me  out 
some  twelve  miles,  in  the  direction  of  Mill's  Cross-Roads, 
where  a  small  and  plain  Church  had  been  erected,  and 
although  the  building  was  in  a  ver\'  unfinished  state,  I  held 
service  in  it,  preached,  confirmed  four  persons  and  addressed 
them. 

Friday,  August  23d,  in  St.  John's  in  the  Wilderness, 
Flat  Rock,  Rev.  Mr.  Drayton  read  Morning  Prayer  and  I 
preached.     The  same  day,  in  the  afternoon,  I  preached  in 
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St.  James*    Church,    Hendersonville,   Rev.    Mr.    Drayton 
assisting  in  the  service. 

Saturday,  August  24th,  accompanied  by  Rev.  Milnor 
Jones,  I  preached  in  St.  PauPs  Church,  Henderson  County, 
and  confirmed  one  person. 

Tenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  August  25th,  in  Calvary- 
Church,  Henderson  County,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev. 
Dr.  Everhart,  I  preached,  confirmed  seven  persons,  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion.  Dr.  Everhart  had 
but  recently  entered  upon  the  charge  of  the  Parish,  and 
only  a  few  months  later  he  felc  impelled,  for  family  reasons, 
to  resign  the  Rectorship.  Rev.  M.  C.  Dotten  has  been 
officiating  for  some  time  in  the  Parish,  but  had  not  decided, 
when  I  last  heard,  to  accept  the  Rectorship. 

Tuesday,  August.  27th,  in  Ascension  Church,  Hickor\', 
after  Evening  Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Weston,  I  preached, 
confirmed  ten  persons  and  addressed  them.  This  Parish 
has  been  making  a  ver\'  steady  and  satisfactory^  growth, 
and  the  Vestry  have  recently  arranged  to  secure  the  entire 
services  of  Rev.  Mr.  Weston,  by  which  he  is  withdrawn 
from  the  charge  of  the  Church  at  Lenoir  and  the  adjacent 
Missions.  This  other  most  interesting  and  important  field 
I  am  very  anxious  to  have  speedily  supplied. 

Wednesday,  August  28tli,  in  vSt.  James',  Lenoir,  after 
Evening  Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Weston,  I  preached,  con- 
firmed five  persons  and  addressed  them. 

Thursday,  August  29th,  was  the  day  appointed  for  the 
consecration  of  the  new  and  beautiful  Chapel  of  Rest,  in 
Yadkin  Valley,  three  miles  east  of  Patterson.  It  rained  in 
the  early  morning  and  continued  threatening  until  near  the 
hour  of  service,  but  quite  a  good  congregation  gathered, 
while  many  others,  who  had  anticipated  the  occasion  w^ith 
much  interest,  w^ere  prevented  from  being  present.  The 
request  for  consecration  was  read  by  Rev.  Mr.  Weston,  and 
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the  sentence  of  consecration  by  the  fonner  Rector,  Rev.  F. 
L.  Bush.  I  preached,  confirmed  two  persons,  and  cele- 
brated the  Holy  Communion.  This  Chapel  has  been  in 
contemplation  for  many  years,  but  adverse  circumstances 
have  hindered  its  erection.  It  was,  indeed,  a  joyful  day 
for  that  loving  and  devoted  little  band,  who  had  been  wait- 
ing and  longing  for  this  consummation  of  their  hopes,  when 
they  were  rewarded  at  last  by  the  possession  of  one  of 
the  most  beautiful  and  churchly  Chapels  in  the  Diocese. 
It  stands  in  the  midst  of  a  burial  ground,  and  thus  sancti- 
fies the  cherished  spot  where  so  many  loved  ones  are  sleep- 
ing in  the  dust. 

Saturday,  August  31st,  in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  at 
Blowing  Rock,  Watauga  County,  I  preached,  confirmed 
one  person,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted 
in  the  services  by  Rev%  Mr.  Weston.  I  was  pleased  to  learn 
that  active  steps  had  been  taken  to  secure  the  erection  of  a 
Chapel  for  our  use  at  this  increasing  summer  resort.  I 
hope  that  this  good  object  may  be  accomplished  during  the 
ensuing  summer. 

Sunday,  September  ist,  in  St.  John's  Church,  near  Valle 
Cnicis,  Mr.  Weston  assisted  in  the  service  and  I  preached 
to  a  very  large  congregation.  It  has  been  a  matter  of  great 
sorrow  to  me  that  I  have  been  unable  to  find  a  Missionarv  to 
place  in  charge  of  this  and  several  other  Missions  in 
Watauga  County.  The  field  is  ripe  for  the  harvest,  but  it 
requires  a  man  of  more  than  ordinary  zeal,  self-sacrifice  and 
devotion,  to  accomplish  an  effective  work  in  a  district  where 
the  population  is  so  scattered,  and  where  there  are  so  few 
who  are  instructed  in  the  wavs  of  the  Church  and  devoted 
to  its  teachings  and  its  worship.  What  we  specially  need, 
and  what  I  am  now  trying  to  secure,  is  an  active  Evangelists^ 
who'would  give  his  whole  time  to  this  and  the  adjacent 
County  of  Mitchell.     Such  a  man  would  receive  a  wann 
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welcome,  and  would  soon  establish  several  additional  and 
encouraging  Missions.  The  same  evening  Mr.  Weston 
accompanied  me  to  Boone,  and  in  the  Church  there,  with 
his  assistance  in  the  service,  I  preached,  confirmed  two 
persons  and  addressed  them. 

Wednesday,  September  4th,  in  St.  Paul's,  Wilkesboro, 
after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  R.  W.  Barber,  I  preached, 
confirmed  two  persons,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. 

The  next  day,  September  5th,  assisted  by  Mr.  Barber,  I 
preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion  in  Gw^-n's 
Chapel,  and  also  preached  at  night  in  the  Methodist  Church 
at  Elkin. 

Sunday,  September  8th,  in  St  Luke's  Church,  Lincoln- 
ton,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  W.  R.  Wetmore,  I 
preached,  confirmed  eight  persons,  and  addressed  them. 

At  5  P.  M.,  in  St.  Cyprian's  Chapel,  a  building  recently 
secured  for  the  colored  people,  I  found  a  large  congrega- 
tion present.  It  is  a  very  comfortable  place  of  worship, 
and  Mr.  Alston  visits  the  place  statedly,  carrying  on  the 
work,  in  connection  with  his  charge  at  Charlotte.  He  con- 
ducted the  service  and  I  preached,  confirmed  five  persons 
and  addressed  them. 

Monday,  September  9th,  at  a  special  service  held  in  St. 
Luke's  Church,  I  confirmed  three  candidates  from  the  High 
Shoals  Mission,  and  addressed  them. 

Tuesday,  September  loth,  in  St.  Thomas'  Church, 
Shelby,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  A.  W.  Wrixon,  I 
preached,  confirmed  three  persons,  addressed  them,  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion.  I  prepared  a  paper, 
duly  organizing  a  Mission  at  Shelby,  and  appointed  the 
proper  officers. 

The  next  day,  September  nth,  in  St.  John's  Church, 
Rutherford  ton,  assisted  in  the  services  by  Mr.  Wrixon,  I 
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preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  I  was 
pleased  to  learn  that  there  was  an  increased  interest  mani- 
fested in  behalf  of  tlie  Church,  and  that  its  prospects  were 
more  encouraging.  Mr.  Wrixon  also  holds  services  regu- 
larly in  a  Chapel  recently  erected  some  miles  away  from 
Rutherfordton,  and  where  a  successful  Sunday-school  has, 
for  some  time,  been  kept  up.  Early  on  Thursday  morning 
I  took  the  train  to  Charlotte,  and  on  Friday,  September 
13th,  I  met  a  large  congregation  at  St.  Mark's,  Mecklen- 
burg County,  where  I  preached,  confirmed  fourteen  persons, 
addressed  them,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 
Rev.  Messrs.  Cheshire  and  Osborne  took  part  in  the  service. 

Saturday,  September  14th,  in  St.  James\  Iredell  County, 
after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  E.  P.  Green,  I  preached, 
confirmed  six  persons,  addressed  them,  and  administered 
the  Holy  Communion. 

Sunday,  September  15th,  in  Christ  Church,  Rowan 
County,  assisted  in  the  service  by  Rev.  Mr.  Green,  I 
preached,  confirmed  five  persons,  addressed  them,  and  ad- 
ministered the  Holy  Communion.  The  congregation  was 
an  unusually  large  one,  and  much  interest  was  manifested. 

Monday,  September  i6tli,  in  St.  Andrew's  Church, 
Rowan  County,  Mr.  Green  assisted  in  the  service,  I  baptized 
two  infants,  one  being  the  son  of  the  minister,  preached, 
confirmed  three  persons,  addressed  them,  and  administered 
the  Holv  Communion. 

This  was  the  concluding  service  of  my  summer  visita- 
tion, and  I  was  very  thankful  to  have  been  able  to  get 
through  with  it  with  so  few  hindrances  and  disappoint- 
ments. Sunday,  September  22d,  I  took  part  in  the  service 
in  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Raleigh.  Tuesday, 
September  24th,  I  left  for  New  York,  and  proceeded 
directly  on  to  make  a  promised  visit  to  some  esteemed 
friends  in  Portsmouth,  N.  H.     On  the  following  Sunday 
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I  had  expected  to  preach  in  the  Holderaess  Church,  near 
by,  but  was  taken  quite  sick  on  Saturday  evening  with  a 
severe  chill  and  could  not  even  be  present  at  the  service. 
On  Monday,  September  30th,  although  feeling  extremely 
weak,  I  left  for  Providence,  where  I  took  a  steamer  for  New 
York,  arriving  on  Tuesday  morning.  I  felt  so  much  bet- 
ter that  I  was  able  to  attend  a  meeting,  in  the  afternoon,  of 
the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Church  Missionary  Society. 
The  next  morning,  Wednesday,  October  2d,  I  went  to  St 
George's  Church  to  join  with  my  brethren  in  the  opening 
service  of  the  General  Convention.  But  before  a  half  hour 
had  elapsed  I  found  myself  suffering  from  such  serious 
indisposition  that  I  was  obliged  to  leave  the  Chancel  and 
return  to  my  hotel.  This  attack  was  followed  by  several 
violent  chills  .and  an  extremely  high  fever,  which  confined 
me  to  my  bed  for  many  days.  But,  by  the  blessing  of  God 
and  through  the  faithful  services  of  a  skilled  physician, 
the  disease  was  arrested,  and  in  ten  days  I  was  able  to  take 
my  seat  in  the  House  of  Bishops  and  participate  in  the 
deliberations  of  the  remaining  sessions.  The  closing  ser- 
vice of  the  Convention  was  on  Thursday  evening,  October 
24th.  I  will  not  trespass  upon  your  time  by  entering  into 
any  account  of  its  proceedings,  as  all  this  has  long  since 
been  made  known  to  you  through  the  press.  I  will  only 
say  that  very  great  harmony  and  good  feeling  prevailed, 
and  I  believe  that  the  result  of  these  deliberations  will  be 
a  large  increase  in  the  progress  and  prosperity  of  the  Church. 
Outside  the  ranks  of  our  own  communion  the  Church  is 
becoming  better  understood,  and  the  principles  which  gov- 
ern us  more  fully  appreciated.  We  now  very  rarely  hear 
the  scornful  charge  of  narrowness  and  bigotry.  Men  are 
more  willing  to  hear  what  we  have  to  say  in  defence  of  our 
position  in  regard  to  the  historic  continuity  of  the  Church 
and  its  catholic  and  apostolic  character.     They  see  that  we 
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cling  to  and  uphold  it,  not  because  it  suits  our  tastes  and 
our  preferences,  but  because  we  truly  believe  in  its  divine 
organization  and  its  divine  authority.  And  men  are  not 
willing  to  scoflF  at  what  they  see  to  be  deep  and  abiding 
and  overwhelming  convictions.  Here  is  something  that 
must  command  the  respect  of  those  who  recognize  the 
power  of  high  principle  under  the  guidance  of  an  enlight- 
ened conscience. 

I  left  New  York,  on  my  homeward  journey,  the  latter 
part  of  the  week,  and  spent  Sunday,  October  27th,  in  Nor- 
ristown,  Pennsylvania,  where  I  preached  on  the  morning 
of  that  day.  I  also  paid  a  visit  of  some  days  in  Balti- 
more, and  preached  in  Grace  Church  on  Sunday,  Novem- 
ber 3d,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  The  follow- 
ing Sunday,  November  loth,  I  took  part  in  the  service  in 
Christ  Church,  Raleigh. 

Simday,  November  17th,  in  St.  Augustine  Church,  Ral- 
eigh, I  admitted  to  the  Order  of  Deacons,  at  the  special 
request  of  the  Bishop*  of  Antigua,  Mr.  Joseph  Nathaniel 
Bean,  who  had  come  from  that  jurisdiction  to  pursue  his 
studies  at  St.  Augustine  Normal  School.  Rev.  Dr.  Sutton 
and  Rev.  Mr.  Delany  assisted  in  the  service,  the  candidate 
being  presented  by  Dr.  Sutton.  After  the  second  lesson  I 
confirmed  eleven  persons,  several  of  the  candidates  being 
pupils  of  St.  Augustine  School.  I  preached  and  adminis- 
tered the  Holy  Communion.  Mr.  Bean  left  in  a  few  days 
on  his  return  to  Antigua,  to  minister  to  a  people  whom  he 
had  previously  ser\^ed  as  a  Lay  Reader  and  Catechist. 

Sunday,  November  24th,  in  Trinity  Church,  Asheville, 
I  preached  and  confirmed  one  person. 

Wednesday,  November  27th,  I  united  a  couple  in  Holy 
Matrimony  at  a  private  house  in  Greensboro. 

Thursday,  November  28th,  I  preached  in  the  Presby- 
terian Church  at  Milton,  after  Evening  Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr. 
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Webb,  of  Virginia.  I  am  pleased  to  add  that,  through  the 
faithful  efforts  of  a  zealous  churchwoman  who  resides  there, 
funds  have  been  secured  for  the  erection  of  a  Church,  and 
an  eligible  lot  has  been  selected  for  it. 

Friday,  November  29th,  at  Cunningham's  Chapel,  Per- 
son County,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Webb,  I 
preached,  confirmed  one  person,  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion. 

First  Sunday  in  Advent,  December  ist,  in  the  Methodist 
Church  at  Lexington,  I  conducted  the  ser\'ice,  preached 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

Sunday,  December  8th,  in  St.  John's  Church,  Williams- 
boro,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Pettigrew,  I 
preached,  confinned  eight  persons,  addressed  them,  and 
celebrated  the  Holy  Communion. 

Tuesday,  December  loth,  in  the  Church  of  the  Heavenly 
Rest,  Middleburg,  Mr.  Pettigrew  assisted  in  the  service. 
I  preached,  confirmed  one  person,  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion. 

Wednesday,  December  nth,  in  the  Church  of  the  Good 
vShepherd,  Ridgeway,  I  preached,  confinned  one  person, 
and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  Mr.  Pettigrew  assist- 
ing in  the  services. 

Thursday,  December  12th,  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy 
Innocents,  Henderson,  after  Evening  Prayer  by  Rev.  J.  E. 
Ingle,  I  preached,  confirmed  nineteen  persons,  and  addressed 
them.  I  was  gratified  to  obsen'e  the  tokens  of  increased 
prosperity  in  this  Parish,  and  I  have  since  learned  that  the 
Rector's  salarv  has  been  increased,  and  that  he  now  crives 
his  whole  time  to  Henderson,  having  withdrawn  from  the 
charge  of  the  Church  at  Kittrell.  Other  arrangements 
have  been  made  for  the  supply  of  services  at  Kittrell. 

Friday,  December  13th,  in  a  hall  which  had  been  fitted 
lip  for  worship  at  Littleton,  after  Evening  Prayer  by  Rev. 
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Mr.  Mellichampe,  I  preached,  confirmed  five  persons,  and 
addressed  them.  I  found  much  interest  awakened  in  the 
erection  of  a  church  at  this  place,  and  the  work  has  been 
pushed  steadily  forward.  The  building,  although  by  no 
means  completed,  is  so  far  advanced  that  it  is  now  used  for 
the  services  of  the  Church. 

Third  Sunday  in  Advent,  December  15th,  in  Grace 
Church,  Weldon,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Higgs, 
I  preached  and  admitted  to  the  Priesthood  the  Rev.  Win- 
bom  Lawton  Mellichampe,  the  minister  in  charge,  upon 
presentation  by  Rev.  Mr.  Higgs,  who,  with  Rev.  Dr.  Smith, 
united  in  the  imposition  of  hands.  I  also  celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion.  At  night,  after  Evening  Prayer  by 
Rev.  Messrs.  Higgs  and  Mellichampe,  I  preached,  con- 
firmed six  persons,  and  addressed  them.  In  connection 
with  the  good  work  which  is  now  going  on  in  Weldon,  I 
am  pleased  to  know  that  a  Rectory  is  nearly  completed 
upon  the  rear  of  the  Church  lot,  thus  providing  a  perma- 
nent home  for  the  Rector,  and  relieving  him  from  the 
inconveniences  and  additional  expenses  which  w-ould  other- 
wise be  laid  upon  him.  These  indications  of  increased 
interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  Church  are  replete  wnth 
encouragement  to  both  Pastor  and  people. 

Monday,  December  i6th,  in  St.  Mark's,  Halifax,  after 
Evening  Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Mellichampe,  who  has  also 
the  charge  of  this  congregation,  I  preached,  confirmed  five 
persons,  and  addressed  them. 

Thursday,  December  19th,  in  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
Rockingham,  Richmond  County,  after  Evening  Prayer  by 
Rev.  Messrs.  Bush  and  Walker,  I  preached,  confirmed  five 
persons,  and  addressed  them. 

Friday,  December  20th,  in  Malloy's  Chapel,  I  preached, 
confirmed  five  persons,  addressed  them,  and  celebrated  the 
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Holy  Communion,  assisted  in  the  service  by  Rev.  Messrs. 
Bush  and  Walker. 

Fourth  Sunday  in  Advent,  December  2 2d,  in  Christ 
Church,  Raleigh,  I  preached  and  confirmed  one  person,  for 
whom  the  rite  was  specially  desired,  in  advance  of  ray 
regular  visitation. 

Christmas  Day,  December  25th,  in  the  Church  of  the 
Good  Shepherd,  Raleigh,  took  part  in  the  service  and  cele- 
brated the  Holy  Communion.  On  the  Sunday  following, 
December  29th,  I  preached  in  the  same  Church. 

Sunday,  January  5th,  1890,  I  preached  and  adminis- 
tered the  Holy  Communion  in  Christ  Church,  Raleigh,  Dr. 
Marshall  assisting  in  the  services. 

Friday,  January  loth,  I  left  for  New  York  to  attend  a 
meeting,  the  next  week,  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Church.  I  was  absent  about  a 
week,  and  returned  home  with  my  health  much  impaired, 
and  suffering  from  ner\'0us  depression  and  sleeplessness.  I 
became  much  discouraged,  and  determined  to  relieve  my- 
self, as  much  as  possible,  of  all  cares  beyond  those  per- 
taining to  my  own  Diocese.  Januar\'  21st  I  wrote  to  the 
Presiding  Bishop  and  renewed  my  resignation  of  the  care 
of  the  American  Churches  on  the  Continent,  and  urged  its 
acceptance.  My  resignation  was  accepted,  and  I  expe- 
rienced no  little  relief  when  thus  freed  from  these  addi- 
tional responsibilities.  On  many  accounts  I  felt  reluctant 
to  take  this  step,  for  my  long  residence  abroad  had  led  me 
to  feel  a  special  interest  in  this  foreign  work,  so  that  my 
visitations  to  these  Churches  afforded  me  no  common  pleas- 
ure and  satisfaction.  But,  with  my  advancing  years  and 
impaired  health,  and  the  steadily  increasing  duties  in  my 
own  Diocese,  I  could  not  justify  to  myself  a  longer  con- 
tinuance in  this  charge. 


ADDRESS   OF  THE   BISHOP.  21 

Sunday,  January  26th,  I  preached  in  the  Church  of  the 
Good  Shepherd,  Raleigh,  the  Rector  being  confined  to  his 
bed  by  sickness. 

Sunday,  February  2d,  in  Christ  Church,  Raleigh,  I 
preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  Rev.  Dr. 
Marshall  assisting  in  the  services. 

Sunday,  February  9th,  I  took  part  in  the  ser\-ice  at  the 
Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd. 

Sunday,  February  i6th,  I  took  charge  of  the  services  in 
St.  Philip's  Church,  Durham,  the  new  Rector  not  having 
yet  arrived,  and  preached  both  morning  and  evening.  I 
much  regretted  the  removal  from  the  Parish  of  Rev.  Mr. 
George,  who  had  endeared  himself  to  the  whole  congrega- 
tion, and  was  carrying  on  so  excellent  a  work.  It  has 
afforded  me  much  satisfaction  to  learn  that  the  new  Rector, 
Rev.  Mr.  Wingate,  has  been  very  cordially  received,  and 
proves  a  most  faithful  and  acceptable  worker. 

Ash  Wednesday,  February  19th,  I  assisted  in  the  services 
at  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Raleigh. 

First  Sunday  in  Lent,  February  23d,  I  visited  St.  James' 
Church,  Kittrell,  then  without  any  minister,  conducted  the 
service,  confirmed  one  person  after  the  second  lesson, 
preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  Rev.  M. 
T.  Turner,  of  Georgia,  has  accepted  the  Rectorship,  and  I 
believe  has  already  entered  upon  the  charge. 

Wednesday,  February  26th,  I  officiated  in  St.  Thomas' 
Church,  Reidsville,  at  the  special  request  of  the  Rector, 
who  was  about  leaving  to  take  charge  of  the  Parish  at 
Winston  and  the  Missions  associated  with  it.  I  baptized 
an  adult,  preached,  confirmed  seven  persons  and  addressed 
them,  the  Rector  assisting  in  the  services. 

It  was  a  great  disappointment  to  the  congregations  at 
Reidsville  and  Leaksville  to  lose  the  Rector,  who  had  only 
so  recently  entered  upon  this  charge,  and  whose  ministra- 
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tions  gave  promise  of  so  much  usefulness.  I  have  been 
making  evety  effort  to  supply  the  vacancy  thus  created,  but 
so  far  without  success. 

From  Reidsville  I  went  to  Asheville,  and  the  next  day 
went  to  Hot  Springs  and  remained  two  or  three  hours  to 
make  arrangements  for  regular  services  in  the  Church  there. 

Second  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  2d,  in  Trinity  Church, 
Asheville,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  Buxton,  I 
preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  I  returned 
the  following  day  to  Raleigh,  and  on  Thursday  left  for 
New  York. 

Third  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  9th,  I  preached  in  the 
Church  of  the  Intercession,  at  Washington  Heights,  New 
York. 

Tuesday,  March  nth,  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  of  the  Missionary  Society.  Left  the  next  day 
on  my  return  to  Raleigh. 

Fourth  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  i6th,  in  the  Chapel  of 
the  Cross,  Chapel  Hill,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev. 
Augustine  Prentiss,  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion.  Preached  again  at  night  and  confirmed  one 
person. 

I  was  much  gratified  to  find  all  going  on  so  well  in  this 
Parish,  and  to  be  assured  that  the  new  Rector  is  one  pecu- 
liarly well  fitted  for  so  important  and  responsible  a  field. 

Friday,  March  21st,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Monroe,  I 
preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  Preached 
again  at  night,  confirmed  six  persons,  and  addressed  them. 
I  was  assisted  in  both  services  by  Rev,  E.  A.  Osborne,  the 
Missionary  in  charge.  Directly  after  the  evening  ser\uce 
we  left  fur  Charlotte. 

Saturday,  March  22d,  I  took  part  in  the  morning  Lenten 
service  at  St.  Peter's. 
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Sunday,  March  23d,  fifth  in  Lent,  in  same  Church, 
preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted 
in  the  services  by  Rev.  Mr.  Cheshire.  At  night,  Rev. 
Mr.  Osborne  joined  us,  and,  with  Mr.  Cheshire,  took  part 
in  the  service.  I  preached,  confirmed  fifteen  persons,  and 
addressed  them.  The  Church  was  much  crowded  at  both 
services,  and  at  night  many  were  unable  to  gain  admit- 
tance. It  is  anticipated  that  a  commencement  will  soon 
be  made  in  the  erection  of  a  new  and  much  larger  Church. 

Monday,  March  24th,  Mr.  Osborne  accompanied  me  to 
the  Thompson  Orphanage,  where  I  had  a  special  service, 
confirmed  ten  of  the  children,  and  addressed  them.  I  can- 
not express  too  strongly  to  the  Convention  my  conviction 
of  the  value  and  blessing  to  us  of  this  admirable  institu- 
tion. A  truly  Christian  work  is  carried  on  there,  which 
appeals  most  deeply  to  the  sympathies  of  those  who  rec- 
ognize the  obligation  to  care  for  a  class  so  helpless  and  so 
destitute.  Where  is  there  any  object  which  so  justly  appeals 
to  the  hearts  and  consciences  of  a  Christian  people,  and 
which  we  should  so  rejoice  to  sustain,  as  these  orphan 
homes?  Let  me  hope  that  in  all  our  Parishes  a  deepening 
interest  will  be  shown  in  this  most  noble  imdertaking.  Its 
management  is  admirable,  and  while  everything  is  con- 
ducted in  a  careful  and  economical  way,  a  tender  and  lov- 
ing spirit  is  always  manifested;  and  here  these  helpless 
children  find  those  gentle  and  sympathetic  influences  which 
make  them  contented  and  happy.  The  constant,  careful 
instruction  which  they  receive  in  the  principles  of  our  holy 
religion,  serves  to  mould  and  elevate  their  characters  and 
bring  them,  more  and  more,  under  the  influence  and  con- 
trol of  the  Gospel  of  Christ.  All  that  is  now  needed  to 
insure  the  complete  success  of  this  interesting  charity  is  the 
steady  and  cordial  co-operation  of  those  who  know  how  to 
appreciate  so  Christian  a  work. 
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Tuesday,  March  25th,  Feast  of  the  Annunciation,  I  took 
part  in  the  morning  service  at  St.  Peter's  Church,  and 
made  an  address  appropriate  to  the  day. 

On  the  evening  of  the  same  day  I  made  my  visitation  to 
the  Church  of  St  Michael  and  All  Angels,  erected  for  the 
colored  people.  Rev.  Messrs.  Cheshire,  Osborne  and  Alston 
assisted  in  the  service.  I  preached,  confirmed  eleven  per- 
sons and  addressed  them.  The  next  day,  Wednesday, 
March  26th,  I  visited  the  large  Parochial  School  connected 
with  St.  Michael's  Church,  and  immediately  adjoining  it 
About  one  hundred  of  the  pupils  marched  into  the  Church, 
and  after  a  brief  service  I  made  an  address  to  them.  I 
next  went  to  the  new  building,  near  by,  erected  as  a  hos- 
pital for  colored  people.  It  is  not  yet  quite  completed,  but 
is  most  admirably  arranged,  and  promises  to  be  an  institu- 
tion of  great  usefulness.  I  cannot  commend  too  highly 
these  varied  agencies  which  have  been  so  zealously  under- 
taken in  Charlotte  for  the  benefit  and  improvement  of  the 
colored  population. 

The  same  afternoon  I  left  for  Concord,  and  at  night,  in 
All  Saints'  Church,  after  Evening  Prayer  by  Rev.  B.  S. 
McKenzie,  I  preached  to  a  very  large  and  attentive  con- 
gregation. The  next  morning  I  preached  again  and  admin- 
istered the  Holy  Conimnnion.  Left  in  the  evening  for 
Salisbury. 

Friday,  March  26tli,  Rev.  Mr.  Murdoch  accompanied  me 
to  St.  Mary's  Church,  about  six  miles  from  Salisbur}', 
where,  with  his  assistance  in  the  services,  I  preached,  con- 
finned  one  person,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

Sixth  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  30th,  in  St.  Luke's  Church, 
Salisbury,  Mr.  ^Murdoch  assisted  in  the  services,  and  I 
preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  in  the 
morning,  and  at  night  preached  again,  confirmed  seven 
persons  and  addressed  them. 
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Tuesday,  April  ist,  in  St.  Barnabas'  Church,  Greensboro, 
after  Evening  Prayer  by  Rev.  A.  H.  Stubbs,  I  preached, 
confirmed  three  persons  and  addressed  them.  This  was  the 
second  confirmation  held  in  this  Church  within  a  few 
months. 

Wednesday,  April  2d,  I  preached  in  St.  Athanasius' 
Church,  Burlington,  after  Evening  Prayer  by  Rev.  A.  R. 
Walker.  Mr.  Walker  had  been  only  for  a  little  while  in 
charge  of  this  Church,  and  I  was  pleased  to  welcome  him 
to  this  interesting  and  encouraging  field  of  labor.  The 
next  day  I  returned  to  Raleigh,  and  on  Good  Friday,  April 
4th,  assisted  in  the  service  at  the  Church  of  the  Good 
Shepherd.  On  Saturday  I  left  again  to  continue  my  vis- 
itation. 

Easter  Day,  April  6th,  in  Emmanuel  Church,  Warren- 
ton,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Higgs  and 
Bronson,  I  preached,  confinncd  ten  persons,  addressed  them, 
and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  Preached  again  in 
the  evening.  Very  large  congregations  were  present  at 
both  services.  The  Church  was  decorated  with  exquisite 
taste,  and  the  music  was  most  beautiful  and  appropriate. 
It  gratified  me  to  find  this  congregation  in  such  a  healthy 
and  encouraging  condition.  Mr.  Higgs  has  worked  on 
most  faithfully  in  the  midst  of  many  hindrances  and  draw- 
backs, and  enjoys  the  affectionate  attachment  of  a  loving 
and  devoted  people. 

On  Monday  morning  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bronson  called  for  me 
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and  drove  me  about  two  miles  out  of  town  to  visit  the  ver>' 
interesting  Home  School,  which  he  has  established  there 
this  past  year.  It  occupies  an  elevated  and  attractive  site, 
and  within  I  found  ever>'thing  ver}-  neatly  and  conveniently 
arranged.  Mr.  Bronson  has  been  most  successful  in  his 
work,  having  his  limited  number  already  nearly  made  up. 
He  wishes  to  keep  it  within  narrow  limits  so  as  not  to 
sacrifice  its  character  as  a  home  and  familv  school.     His 
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high  qualifications  for  the  work  he  has  undertaken  will  be 
sure  to  attract  to  the  school  quite  as  many  as  he  will  be 
able  to  receive. 

Tuesday,  April  8th,  in  Church  of  Our  Saviour,  Jackson, 
I  preached,  confirmed  three  persons,  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion,  Rev.  Messrs.  Higgs  and  Picard  assisting 
in  the  services.  Rev.  Mr.  Picard,  in  addition  to  the  ser- 
vices rendered  in  the  Parish  Church,  is  also  officiating 
statedly,  and  with  much  acceptance,  in  several  missionary 
stations  which  he  has  established  in  the  neighborhood. 

Wednesday,  April  9th,  in  Church  of  tlie  Advent,  En- 
field, after  Evening  Prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  Smith,  assisted  by 
a  Lay  Reader,  I  preached,  confirmed  two  persons,  and 
addressed  them. 

I  went  the  next  day  to  Ringwood,  and  on  Friday,  April 
nth,  in  St.  Clement's  Church,  after  Morning  Prayer  by 
Rev.  Dr.  Smith,  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. Returned  to  Enfield  in  the  afternoon.  A  meet- 
ing of  the  congregation  was  called  for  the  next  morning, 
at  which  I  presided,  and,  by  unanimous  consent,  it  was 
judged  expedient  to  break  up  the  old  Parochial  organiza- 
tion, and  I  was  requested  to  organize  a  Mission  in  its  stead. 
I  prepared  a  paper  accordingly  and  appointed  the  regular 
officers.  At  the  same  meeting  Rev.  Dr.  Smith  tendered 
his  resignation  as  Rector,  owing  to  his  increasing  infirmi- 
ties, and  was  elected  as  Rector  Emeritus.  I  afterwards 
placed  the  Mission  under  the  charge  of  Rev.  E.  W.  Bum- 
stead,  of  Rocky  ]Mount,  and  hope  soon  to  provide  him 
with  an  assistant,  so  that  he  can  carry  on  an  extensive 
]\Iission  work,  embracing  Enfield,  Battleboro,  Rocky  Mount 
and  Nashville. 

First  vSunday  after  Easter,  April  13th,  in  the  Church  of 
the  Good  Shepherd,  Mocky  Mount,  I  was  assisted  in  the 
services  by  Rev.  Mr.  Bnnistead,  preached,  confirmed  seven 
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persons,  addressed  them,  and  celisbrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. 

At  night,  in  St.  Timothy's  Church,  Wilson,  after  Even- 
ing Prayer  by  Rev.  Robert  E.  Wright,  I  preached,  con- 
firmed nine  persons  and  addressed  them.  Mr.  Wright  has 
been  very  cordially  received  as  Rector  of  the  Parish,  and 
finds  much  encouragement  in  a  field  which  he  has  entered 
upon  with  no  little  zeal  and  enthusiasm. 

Monday,  April  14th,  I  visited,  for  the  first  time,  the  new 
and  ver>'  tasteful  Church  edifice  which  has  been  erected  in 
Wilson  for  the  colored  congregation  which  has  been  gath- 
ered there  within  the  last  four  vears.  Rev.  Mr.  Perrv  has 
had  the  charge  of  this  congregation  for  some  time  past, 
and  is  officiating  here  in  conjunction  with  his  work  in  Tar- 
boro.  Rev.  Mr.  Wright  assisted  Mr.  Perry  in  the  evening 
ser\- ice.  I  preached,  confirmed  seven  persons  and  addressed 
them. 

Tuesday,  April  15th,  I  visited  the  Mission  at  Battleboro, 
and  in  a  large  hall,  after  Evening  Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr. 
Bumstead,  I  preached,  confinned  three  persons  and  ad- 
dressed them.  The  evening  was  quite  rainy  and  unpleas- 
ant, but  the  hall  was  entirely  filled  and  much  interest  was 
manifested  in  the  service.  A  ver}-  eligible  lot  has  been 
secured,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  neat  and  attractive  Church 
building  may  soon  be  erected  upon  it. 

Wednesday,  April  i6th,  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Tarborb, 
after  Evening  Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Perr\',  I  preached,  con- 
firmed three  persons  and  addressed  them.  The  evening 
was  rainy  and  dark,  and  many  were  detained  from  the 
service.  You  will  be  pleased  to  know  that  a  ver\'  excellent 
work  is  going  on  here  among  the  colored  people,  and  a 
large  Parochial  School  proves  a  great  help  to  it. 

Thursday,  April  17th,  the  morning  was  quite  rainy  and 
chilly.     I  drove  out  to  St.  Mar\'s  Church  and  found  only 
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a  small  congregation.  After  Morning  Prayer  by  Kev. 
Walter  J.  Smith,  I  preached,  confirmed  one  person,  and 
administered  the  Holy  Commnnion.  In  the  afternoon  Mr. 
Smith  drove  me  ten  miles  to  the  honse  of  an  esteemed 
family,  where  we  passed  the  night,  and  went  on  the  next_ 
day  to  Scotland  Neck. 

Second   Snnday    after    Easter,    April    20th,  in    Trinit>' 
Church,  Scotland  Neck,  a  ver\'  large  congregation  assem-    ' 
bled,    and  after  Morning   Prayer  by   Rev.   Mr.   Smith,  1     I 
preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,      At  night! 
preached  again,  confirmed  three  persons  and  addressed  them. 
I  left  the  next  morning  for  Louisburg,  and  at  night,  in  St. 
Paul's  Cluirch,  after  Evening  Prayer  by  Rev.  E.  H.  Green, 
of  the  Diocese  of  Virginia,    I    preached,    confirmed    one 
person,  and  made  an  address  on  the  subject  of  confirma-     '• 
tion.     Mr.    Green   has    been   officiating  regularly   in    the 
Parijh  for  over  'three  months,  and  has  found  his  residence 
there  advantageous  to  his  health.     The  congregation  are 
much   attached  to  him,    and    greatly  desire  that   be  may 
rettim  i:i  the  fall  and  take  permanent  charge  of  the  Parish, 
I  earnestly  hope  that  such  may  be  the  result. 

Third  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  27th,  in  Calvarj-  Church, 
Wadesboro,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Quin,  I 
preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the 
afternoon  we  drove  ten  miles  to  Ansonville,  and  at  night 
I  preached  and  confirmed  two  persons.  The  Church  was 
much  crowded  and  deep  interest  was  manifested  in  the 
service. 

Fourth  Sunday  after  Easter,  May  4th,  in  Christ  Church, 
Raleigh,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  Marshall,  I 
confirmed  nine  persons,  addressed  them,  and  celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion.  A  new  and  fine-toned  bell  has  recently 
been  placed  in  the  tower  of  the  Church,  the  former  bell 
having  been  seriously  damaged  some  years  ago.     A  5  P,  M, 
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I  Visited  St.  Mary's  School,  and  in  the  Chapel,  after 
Evening  Prayer  by  Rev.  Bennett  Smedes,  I  confirmed 
eight  of  the  pupils  of  the  School  and  addressed  them. 
The  service  was  partly  choral  and  was  very  beautiful  and 
impressive.  The  same  high  character  which  has  so  long 
distinguished  this  School  is^  still  most  apparent,  and  con- 
stitutes its  special  charm,  while  the  refined  and  truly 
Christian  influence  which  pervades  every  department  leaves 
its  clear  and  distinct  impress  upon  all  who  enjoy  its  advant- 
ages. It  should  be  a  matter  of  just  pride  that  we  have 
such  a  School  among  us,  and  we  should  esteem  it  a  privi- 
lege to  do  what  we  can  to  enlarge  the  sphere  of  its  influ- 
ence and  increase  its  prosperity. 

Fifth  Sunday  after  Easter,  May  nth,  in  Church  of  the 
Good  Shepherd,  Raleigh,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev. 
W.  M.  Clark,  I  preached,  confirmed  seven  persons  and 
addressed  them.  At  night,  in  Chapel  of  St.  Augustine,  I 
confirmed  twelve  persons  and  addressed  them. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  services  performed  by  me 
since  our  last  Convention:  I  have  visited  ninety  Churches 
and  Missions — several  of  them  more  than  once;  have 
preached  on  one  hundred  and  fourteen  occasions  and  deliv- 
ered sixty-two  addresses;  have  consecrated  six  Churches; 
have  baptized  one  adult  and  three  infants;  have  officiated 
at  one  marriage;  have  confirmed  four  hundred  and  twenty 
persons;  have  ordained  one  Priest  and  three  Deacons,  and 
have  administered  the  Holy  Commimion  on  sixty- three 
occasions. 

Owing  to  my  impaired  health  last  year,  together  with  my 
protracted  absence  in  Europe,  many  of  our  Parishes  and 
Missions  were  without  any  visitation,  and  consequently 
many  of  those  confirmed  this  year  would  have  received  the 
rite  within  the  previous  year  had  I  been  able  to  make  the 
expected  visitation.     I  mention  this  as  one  of  the  reasons 
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why  the  number  of  confirmations  this  year  is  so  very  much 
greater  than  the  previous  year. 

The  following  changes  have  taken  place  during  the  past 
year  in  the  ranks  of  the  Clergy:  As  already  stated,  we  have 
lost  by  death  Rev.  H.  O.  Lacey,  and  by  removals  to  other 
Dioceses  three,  viz. :  Rev.  Louis  L.  Williams,  by  Letters 
Dimissory  to  East  Carolina;  Rev.  S.  P.  Watters,  by  Letters 
Dimissory  to  the  Diocese  of  Virginia,  and  Rev.  T.  M. 
N.  George  by  Letters  Dimissory  to  the  Diocese  of  East 
Carolina.  Rev.  Joseph  N.  Bean,  who  was  ordained  Deacon 
for  the  Diocese  of  Antigua,  has  been  transferred  to  that 
jurisdiction.  The  following  have  been  received  into  this 
Diocese  by  Letters  Dimissory,  and  have  now  their  canoni- 
cal residence  with  us,  viz. :  Rev.  Winborn  Lawton  Melli- 
champe,  Deacon,  from  East  Carolina,  and  since  advanced 
to  the  Priesthood,  and  who  has  charge  of  the  congrega- 
tions at  Weldon,  Halifax  and  Littleton;  Rev.  Augustine 
Prentiss,  from  the  Diocese  of  Georgia,  who  has  become 
Rector  of  the  Chapel  of  the  Cross,  Chapel  Hill;  Rev. 
Robert  Rrshire  Wright,  from  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  and 
who  is  now  Rector  of  St.  Timothy's  Church,  Wilson;  Rev. 
Hobart  C.  Brayton,  from  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  and  who 
is  officiating  in  St.  James'  Church,  Henderson ville;  Rev. 
Albert  Rhett  Walker,  from  the  Diocese  of  Easton,  and 
who  has  become  Rector  of  St.  Athanasius'  Church,  Bur- 
lintrton;  Rev.  William  Stanley  Barrows,  from  the  Diocese 
of  Long  Island,  who  is  now  in  charge  of  St.  John's  Church, 
Hot  Springs,  and  who  will  also  be  associated  with  Rev. 
Dr.  Buel  as  instructor  in  Ravenscroft  Training  School  for 
the  ministry;  Rew  McNcely  Dubose,  from  the  Diocese  of 
South  Carolina,  who  is  now  Rector  of  Trinify  Church, 
Aslieville;  Rev.  George  P.  Hebbard,  from  the  Diocese  of 
Newark,  who  has  become  Rector  of  Calvary  Church,  Tar- 
boro,  and  Rev. .  Charles  J.  Wingate,  from   the  Diocese  of 
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Kentucky,  who  is  now  Rector  of  St.  Philip's  Church, 
Durham.  Rev.  Dr.  Buxton  has  resigned  the  Rectorship 
of  Trinity  Church,  Asheville,  and  has  become  Rector 
Emeritus.  Rev.  Charles  L.  Hoffman,  who  was  ordained 
Deacon  in  this  Diocese  last  summer,  is  now  officiating  in 
Grace  Church,  Morganton.  Rev.  Mr.  Reaney  has  removed 
from  Burlington,  and  is  now  in  charge  of  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Winston,  and  the  Missions  at  Walnut  Cove  and  Germanton. 

The  whole  number  of  Clergy  now  canonically  resident 
in  the  Diocese  is  fifty-nine,  viz. :  the  Bishop,  forty-nine 
Priests  and  nine  Deacons. 

The  candidates  for  Priest's  Orders  are:  Rev.  E.  P.  Green, 
Rev.  P.  P.  Alston,  Rev.  Benjamin  S.  McKenzie,  Rev.

Delaney,  Junius  M.  Horner,  C.  H.  Weaver,  M.  D.,  Fenner 
S.  Stickney  and  Charles  F.  Drake,  M.  D. 

The  candidates  for  Deacon's  Orders  are:  James  P.  Simp- 
son, George  V.  Gilreath,  James  T.  Kenneday  and  Samuel 
A.  B.  Trott. 

The  Postulants  are:  Nathan  A.  Seagle,  Sidney  S.  Bost, 
Edward  L.  Whitehead,  Robert  Bruce  Owens. 

It  is  a  great  gratification  to  me  that  we  have  had  so  many 
valuable  additions  to  our  Clergy  list,  and  that  we  have,  at 
present,  so  few  vacant  Parishes.  Still  there  are  some  remain- 
ing, and  there  are  also  most  important  missionary  districts 
where  active  and  faithful  clergymen  are  greatly  needed,  and 
these  vacant  fields  give  me  a  vast  deal  of  anxiety.  On  the 
whole,  I  feel  that  we  have  much  cause  for  encouragement, 
and  with  the  signs  of  material  progress,  which  are  so 
apparent  in  nian^'  parts  of  the  Diocese,  we  have  good  reason 
to  hope  that  spiritual  growth  and  improvement  may  not  be 
found  wanting.  But  we  must  not  shut  our  eyes  to  the  dif- 
ficulties which  we  shall  surely  be  called  to  encounter.  In 
the  great  work  which  is  given  us  to  do  we  need  courage 
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and  resolution,  strong  and  deep  convictions,  and,  above  all, 
hearts  warmed  with  the  love  of  Christ  and  animated  by  an 
unfaltering  faith  in  the  assured  triumph  of  truth  and  of 
righteousness.  We  need,  too,  the  constant  presence  and 
power  of  that  illuminating  and  sanctifying  Spirit  which 
alone  can  arm  us  for  these  daily  struggles  with  that  which 
is  only  material  and  earthly. 

May  God  breathe  into  all  our  hearts  an  increasing  love 
for  those  higher  qualities  which  are  the  assured  fruits  of  the 
Spirit.  And  under  their  influence  and  power  may  we  all 
seek  to  have  our  footsteps  guided.
